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ON  THE  NOBILITY  OP  THE  BEITISH  GENTRY,* 

ETC.  ETC. 

It  has  been  asserted  by  envy  or  ignorance  that  tbc  peers  are  the  only 
nobility  in  the  British  empire.  This  assertion  has  been  repeated  on 
the  Continent,  and  particnLarly  in  France,  by  those  ^dio  ^vish  to  incnl- 
cate  the  iimtility  of  the  ancient  nobh^sse.  This  assertion,  hovreyer 
iinfomided,  has  done  injury  to  individuals,  and  is  derogatory  to  the 
honour  not  only  of  the  gentry,  but  of  the  peers  themselves.  For  the 
gentry  being  the  nursery-garden  from  vdiich  the  peers  are  usually 
transplanted,  if  the  peers  were  to  date  their  nobility  from  the  elevation 
of  their  ancestors  to  the  Upper  House,  vhat  upstarts  would  their  lord- 
ships appear  in  the  opinion  of  the  pettiest  baron  on.  the  Continent  ! 

Russia  is  said  to  contain  580,000  nobles  ;  Austria,  on  a  late  enu- 
meration, 230,000 male  nobles;  and  Spain,  in  1785,  contained 479,000 
nobles;  and  France,  at  the  revolution,  365,000  noble  families,  of 
wliich  4,120  families  were  of  ancient  gentility. 

A  French  authoi-  has  asserted  there  are  only  about  300  nobles  in 
Great  Britain.  Had  lie  said  there  are  only  about  300  peers,  he  might 
have  been  tolerably  correct  ;t  but  there  are,  according  to  the  state- 
ment produced  in  ^1708,  when  the  subject  of  armorial  bearings  was 
before  Parliament,  in  England,  9,458  families  entitled  to  bear  arms  ; 
in  Scotland  4,000:  now  all  these  families  are  noble.  "  Ao^//c^  sunt 
(says  Sir  Edward  Coke),  5^^^"  anna  gadtUcia  antecessorvm  suorum  pro- 
fcrre  possunt.^''

"When  Henry  the  Fovrler  vv-ishcd  to  polish  the  Germans,  he  sent  com- 
missioners to  England  to  observe  the  regnlarity  and  order  vrith  ^Yhich 
the  tom-naments  there  were  conducted ;  and  they  brought  back  vn-th 
them  the  rules  of  the  tournaments,  almost  word  for  word,  translated 
into  German.  These  rules  may  be  found  in  Edmondson's  Heraklry, 
and  in  Eiixner's  Turnierbuch.  In  Riixner  is  the  list  of  all  the  com- 
batants at  the  grand  national  tournaments  in  Germany ;  and  every 
German  gentleman  is  not  less  proud  in  showing  the  name  of  his 
ancestors  in  these  lists  than  our  families  of  French  origin  at  finding 
their  names  on. the  roll  at  Battle  Abbey.  Every  German  or  English 
gentleman,  who,  without  being  able  to  prove  his  descent  from  four 
grand  parents  of  coat  armour,  or,  as  the  Germans  express  it,  to  "  prove 
four  quarters,"  should  offer  himself  as  a  combatant,  was  obliged  to  ride 
the  barriers  among  the  hisses  of  the  populace,  as  the  punishment  of 
his  presumption. 

Very  many  of  the  English  gentry  were  Xvnights  Templars,  and,  till 
Henry  YIII.  suppressed  the  English  iangue*  or  tongue,  every  English 
gentleman  of  four  cpiarters  was  admissible  in  the  order  of  Malta,  or  of 
Saint  John  of  Jerusalem.  In  Portugal  and  Italy  only  four  quarters 
were  requisite;  though  in  Germany  sixteen  quarters  were  required. 
The  Enghsh  knights  of  Malta  were  chosen  from  among  the  gentry  ; 
and  the  prior  of  England  had  a  seat  in  the  House  of  Lords.  In 
Germany  tlie  knights  were  chosen  among  the  barons,  or  nobiles  mi- 
norcs ;  and  the  prior  of  Germany  had  a  seat  in  the  Diet  of  the  Em- 
pire. In  the  reign  of  Queen  Mary,  Sir  Eichard  Shelley  was  the  last 
Grand  Prior  of  England. 

In  later  times  the  British  gentry  have  produced  admirals,  generals, 
and  governors,  of  our  dependencies.  They  have  held  noble  posts  at 
the  court  of  Saint  James,  and  as  ambassadors  have  represented  their 
sovereign  at  foreign  courts.  Therefore,  even  if  they  had  never  been 
styled  nobility,  as  they  possess  all  the  essential  qualities  of  nobility,  they 
might  be  considered  on  a  fouling  with  the  noblesse  of  the  Continent. 
But  numerous  quotations  will  ;^howthat  they  are  noble  not  only  m  fact 
but  in  name  ;  and  as  those  oliieers  who  are  authorized  by  law  still  i-ro- 
nounce  them  noble,  they  have  never  ceased  to  be  so. 

But  it  were  the  height  of  absurdity  to  deny  the  nobility  of  a  class  in 
society,  to  record  wliose  births,  alliances,  and  deaths,  the  Heralds' 
Ofiice'^  was  established.  In  every  country  plebeians  are  regarded  as 
belovv'  tlie  notice  of  a  court  of  htniour. 

The  huukd  j)ropriotv.rs  are  in  every  country  the  natural  nobility; 
hence,  in  the  oi  iuion  of  the  genealogist,  those  families  who  are  named

alike  with  their  estates,  such  as  the  Iloghton  of  Hoghton,  the  Eatchffe 
of  llatchffe,  the  Fitzakerly  of  Fitzakerly,  and  the  long  list  of  land- 
holders that  appears  in  Grcgson's  Antiquities  of  Lancashire ;  and  the 
Tichhorne  of  Tichhorne,  the  Wolseley  of  Wolseley,  the  Brogliam  of 
Brogham;  and  the  Scottish  famiUcs  of  the  ilk;  and  the  German  fami- 
lies von  und  zu  (of  and  at),  as  the  von  und  zu  Hardenherg,  the  Yon 
mid  zu  Halmstein,  etc.  are  the  noblest  families  in  their  respective  pro- 
vinces. Could  any  title  of  the  peerage  add  to  the  nobility  of  the 
Hampden  upon  whose  sarcophagus  is  inscribed— "  John  Hampden, 
twenty-fourth  hereditary  lord  of  Great  Hampden  ?" 

Under  the  feudal  system  tlicre  were  immense  privileges  attached  to 
the  soil ;  and  consequently  tlie  sovereign,  in  granting  a  fief,  granted 
nobility  with  it.  At  that  period  there  was  no  necessity  for  letters 
patent.  The  proprietors,  when  summoned,  must  appear,  cased  in  amis 
from  head  to  foot,  and  in  this  military  mascjuerade  the  herald  could 
distinguish  the  individual  only  by  the  blazonry  on  his  shield.  But 
when  the  sovereign  had  no  more  lands  to  grant,  either  to  re»vard  ser- 
vices, or  as  a  financial  speculation,  he  granted  letters  patent  of  nobility, 
with  a  coat  of  arms  described  therein.  Wlien  these  were  in  Latin,  the 
words  wevcjlii  signum  Jmjus  nohilitatis  arma  damns:  when  in  French, 
Nous  donnons  ces  amies  en  signe  de  noUcsse. 

In  England  these  patents  were  styled  letters  of  nobility,  or  grants  of 
arms,  indiflerently ;  and  several  books,  in  Latin,  French,  and  English, 
containing  a  series  of  them  by  either  name,  are  in  the  British  Museum.

"ClIArXER  I. 

Posterity,  as  a  general  rule,  is  not  grateful  to  merit.  From  age  to 
age  the  world  trudges  on  in  self-content ;  and  tlie  nineteenth  century, 
whilst  loudly  vaunting  its  own  progress,  but  rarely  pauses  to  .look 
back  to  the  starting-point  of  that  progress,  or  to  trace  any  current 
subject  of  present  observation,  whether  in  polemics,  politics,  art, 
poetry,  or  architecture,  back  to  its  fountain-head.  For  example,  it  is 
customary  for  a  multiUule  of  English  folks  to  migrate  about  this  time 
of  the  yc^ar  to  the  Continent,  and  to  find  their  head-quarters  in  Paris, 
albeit  sometimes  forgetful  that  Parisians  themselves  take  flight  from 
their  native  city  at'ler  ]\iidsnmmer.  John  Bull  is  apt  to  S|'eak  in 
Anglo-French  to  one  of  iiis  own  countrymen  in  the  Champs  Klysies, 
and  to  look  di.^concerted  when  he  receives  an  answer  in  plain  English;

but  soon,  if  the  stolid  rcserye  of  tlie  true-born  Eriton  will  permit  any 
farther  conversation,  and  if  one  or  other  of  these  travelling  islanders 
chance  to  have  been  in  Faris  before,  many  comments  naturally  ensue 
as  to  the  marvellous  architectural  improvements  -which  of  late  years 
have  been  so  carved  out  as  to  render  it — though  perhaps  John  Bull 
scarcely  likes  to  confess  the  fact — the  most  brilliant  city  in  the  ^yorld. 
But  who,  when  standing  near  the  sparkling  fountains  of  the  Place 
generally  known  as  the  Place  de  la  Concorde,  and  when  gazing  at  the 
Madeleine,  or  who,  when  looking  towards  the  triumphal  arch  which 
crowns  the  distant  point  of  perspective  formed  by  the  Champs  Elysees, 
remembers  that  much  of  the  glory  of  modern  Imperial  Paris  emanates 
from  the  heart  of  the  eighteenth  century,  or  that  some  of  the  most 
striking  and  recent  architccturni  triumphs  now  achieved  in  the  capital 
of  France  are  traceable  to  iMadanio  la  IMarquise  de  Pompadour  ?  Her 
portrait  has  lately  been  sold  fur  an  immense  sum  in  London,  albeit 
her  name  has  long  been  a  byeword  amongst  many  who  judge  her 
according  to  their  own  creed,  country,  and  century;  but,  though 
preachers  preach,  and  mornlists  descant,  and  poets  fabricate  justice, 
the  story  of  a  real  life — involving  faith  not  untried,  and  virtue  not 
initempted — ^the  story  of  such  a  life  is  often  Heaven's  best  teaching. 

Why,  therefore,  should  we  not  here  say  a  few  words  about  Madame 
de  Pompadour?  Her  name  stands  foremost  during  twenty  years  of 
France's  history  of  the  eighteenth  century,  and  it  can  no  more  be 
blotted  out  than  that  of  the  first  Pitt,  Lord  Chatham,  her  political 
contemporary. 

The  road  running  by  the  French  Palace  of  the  Elysee,  where  the 
Pompadour  once  dwelt  (that  palace  in  which  crowned  guests  of 
Napoleon  III.  are  by  imperial  hospitality  made  to  feel  at  home)  is 
even  now  familiarly  known  by  the  name  of  De  Marigny,"  and  it  was 
so  called  after  her  brother,  the  Marquis  do  Marigny,  who  was  Minister 
of  Public  Works  in  her  time.  But  certain  architectural  plans  con- 
temporary with  him,  some  of  which  it  is  believed  may  yet  be  seen  in 
the  Bibliothecpie  Imperiale,  were  doubtless  traced  by  the  hand  of  his 
gifted  and — despite  her  once  but  too-notoriously  brilliant  position — 
most  unfortunate  sister.  The  well-known  Egyptian  Obelisk  did  not 
stand  in  the  centre  of  the  Place  de  la  Concorde  in  the  days  of  Madame 
de  Pompadour,  for  the  site  afterwards  selected  for  it — that  same 
spot  on  which  stood  in  intervening  times  the  regicide  scaffold  of  the 
Ixevolution — was  adorned  by  Pigalle's  magnificent  equestrian  statue 
of  Louis  XV.,  and  that  statue  was  designed  by  the  ]\Lirquiso  when 
Louis  was  still  the  "  Well-Beloved"  of  his  ]^eoplo.  In  fact,  it  was  in 
everv  way  considered  liy  unpr(.q>]ictic  l\arisians  who,  on  a  certain  gala 
day  flocked  to  see  it  unveiled  in  the  living  presence  of  the  King,  as  a 
triumph  of  love,  and  art,  and  loyalty.

But,  ''other  times,  otliev  modes,  other  morrJs;*'  and  it  IchoTCS  us 
to  keep  this  old  proverb  carefully  in  mind  yrhen  here  proceeding  to 
consider  that  Louis  XV.  "^-as  not  a  strong-minded  character,  even  in 
that  noonday  of  his  life  y.dien  as  yet  his  name  was  imtarnished  by  the 
vices  which  degraded  and  obscured  it  at  a  later  date.  Ho  was  the 
handsomest  man  of  his  court ;  and  at  the  time  when  Pigalle's,  or 
rather  Madame  de  Pompadour's,  statue  of  him  was  erected,  he  was 
considered  a  brave  Idng  upon  the  battle-ficld.  In  early  youtli  he  had 
been  the  docile  pupil  of  the  amiable  Cardinal  de  Fleuri;  and,  being 
wedded -when  still  scarcely  more  than  a  boy  to  the  Polish  Princess, 
Mario  Leczldnska,  he  was  for  many  subsequent  years  notorious  for  his 
constancy  to  his  consort,  always  declaring,  when  variously  tempted  by 
his  courtiers  to  swerve  from  his  fidelity  to  her,  that  he  found  nobody 
comparable  to  the  Queen.  And  yet,  according  to  the  pen  of  a  modern 
French  historian,  she  was  like  a  statue  of  the  Juno  of  the  north,  carved 
in  the  rocks  ;  a  sort  of  frozen  Yenus,  like  tlie  Freya  of  the  Scandi- 
navians, beyond  the  power  even  of  Boucher  himself  to  animate  ;  but  in 
a  portrait  of  her  still,  or  until  lately,  extant  at  Versailles,  this  same 
Queen  looks,  if  we  remember  aright,  like  a  plump  and  placid  matcr- 
famih'as,  smilingly  contented  with  the  numerous  children  standing 
about  her,  of  whom  Louis  XV.  was  the  youthful  and  indulgent  father. 
The  times,  however,  in  which  he  lived  were  evil,  and  his  domestic 
virtues  by  no  means  commanded  the  popular  respect  which  they  de- 
served. In  such  cases  "individuals  are  less  to  bo  blamed  than  the 
times.  One  need  have  a  strong  character  of  head  and  a  heart  witli 
cool  blood  to  resist  the  torrent  of  evil.  Was  it  a  yotmg  King  allured 
on  every  side, who  could  permanently  so  resist?  He  could  not  fly  from 
evil  as  an  anchorite  to  the  desert."  Louis  XV.,  though  by  no  means  a 
coward,  as  before  said,  was  not  a  strong  character,  but  with  virtue  he 
bade  farewell  to  hnppincss. 

Henceroi'th  his  religion  was  one  of  terror,  from  which  he  sought 
refuge  in  pleasure,  even  whilst  the  idea  of  glory  was  still  associated 
with  his  name.  When,  therefore,  in  17-14  he  quitted  Paris  on  his  way 
to  the  war  against  Maria  Theresa,  Empress-Queen  of  Austria  and 
Hungary  (his  ally  in  ai'tcr-years),  he  was  accompanied  by  his  mistress, 
the  Duehesse  de  Chateauroux.  The  circumstances  of  her  death  are 
too  v.'cU  known  to  need  repetition,  and  indeed  licr  name  is  only  lierc 
alluded  to  in  order  to  remind  the  reader  of  the  fact  that  vrhen  at  last 
the  King  returned  to  Paris  some  of  the  mo<l  liigliborn  dames  of  that 
city  rivalled  each  other  in  their  attempts  to  succeed  the  Duchesne  do 
Chateaur'iuix  in  the  fivonr  of  his  jiaje  -t}',  wh-^e  meed  ^vas  at  tliat 
time  gloouiV  cnoir  li  to  l>e  typical  Cif  that  heavy  cloud  ti  iiii'juity  wliieli 
nothing  but  th.e  sir-rni  of  tlie  Pcvolution  t]iat  clo-cd  ]n<  century  in 
France  coiild  clear  away,    Xeverthelcss,  king-worship  -was  still  part  of 
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the  creed  of  France  in  tlio  middle  of  that  ccntnrj,  and  women  had  been 
tanght  to  believe,  somewhat  literally,  that  ''the  King  cordd  do  no 
wrong."  Slaves  of  circnmstances,  creatures  of  tradition,  and  victims 
of  the  corrupt  society  in  which  they  lived,  were  these  Frenchwomen, 
many  of  wliom  had  envied  the  brilliant  though  dishonourable  position 
of  the  late  Duchesse  de  Chuteauronx  ;  and  amongst  them  was  one  who, 
thougli  by  no  means  of  high  birth  like  her  rivals,  excelled  tlicm  all  in 
fascination  and  mental  accomplishments,  if  not  in  beauty. 

She  was  tlio  wife  of  a  financier,  named  d'Etioles,  and  the  daughter 
of  an  army  contractor.*    Her  mother,  one  of  the  worst  types  of  lier 
time,  sheltered  her  own  immorality  under  the  g:irb  of  philosophy;  and 
her  husband,  to  whom  she  had  been  married  by  anything  but  an 
lionourable  family  compact  and  ere  she  was  old  enough  to  have  any 
will  of  licr  own,  docs  not  seem  to  have  been  a  man,  let  his  apologists 
say  what  they  will,  to  inspire  her  with  respect,  much  le  iS  with  affec- 
tion.   In  his  home,  however,  at  Paris,  she  became  acquainted  not  only 
with  Voltaire,  who  was  then  still  young,  but  with  other  cekbritius  of 
the  day;  and  in  the  d.'licious  retreat  of  her  husband's  chuteau  on  the 
bordei^'of  the  forest  of  Sena  art  she  studied  art  and  lita-atm-e  with 
such  effect  that  before  many  years  were  oyer  she  was  known  as  one  of 
the  most  accomplished  women  of  her  time,  and  soon  became  tlie  centre 
of  a  brilliantlv-intellectual  circle,  in  the  midst  of  whicli  stood  Montes- 
quieu, IMarnrontel,  the  xVl.be  (afterwards  Cardinal)  de  Bernis,  and 
many  another  whose  fame,  though  great,  has  been  outshone  by  that 
of  Voltaire,  the  latter  liaving  become  her  frequent,  if  not  licr  favourite, 
guest.    But  the  young  iladanne  d^Eiioles  was  not  happy,  and  it  was 
hi  vain  that  she  strove'to  satisfy  the  wants  of  her  heart  by  ministering 
to  those  of  her  head.    Two  children,  a  boy  and  a  girl,  had  been  born 
to  her ;  the  boy  was  dead,  and  it  was  therefore  on  her  little  daughter 
that  she  lavished  ail  the  love  of  which  she  herself  had  ever  as  yet 
felt  capable.     She  remcmlxn-ed,  however,  having  been  told  by  her 
unscrupulous  mother  of  a  soothsayer's  prediction  that  her  destiny 
would  somehow  be  interwoven  with  that  of  the  Iving,  and  it  is  recorded 
that  she  said  to  her  husband  that  she  would  ever  be  true  to  Inm  save 
for  the  I^ing  of  France  and  of  Xavarre.    If  this  be  so,  there  seems  to 
be  no  record  that  M.  d'Etioles,  accustomed  to  talcs  of  court  and  city 
iniquity,  expressed  any  especial  horror  or  disgu.t,  such  as  was  due 
from  a  liusljand  on  hearin.g  such  a  declaration. 

From  time  to  time  Louis  XV.  who  shared  tlie  passion  for  the  chase 
wliich  for  nearlv  seven  hnndr.d  years  b:  fure  his  tlmo  had  been  pcculwr 
to  the  Bourbon  line,  came  to  hunt  in  the  i^)rt-t  neighbourhood  of  tlie 
'■^  1„  .u.r  vas  conimoiih-  rriKrto-l  by  her  cronnos  (of  whom  Yoltniro, 

as  thc'riuM  vk:.^c  of  Brcdcrick  ii'  Trm^ia,  had  bccomo  chief)  that  hev  lather 
was  a  bat'vlici'. 
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Chuteaii  d'Etiolcs ;  and  as  upon  those  occasions  the  fair  Chatelaine 
had  now  and  then  made  her  appearance  in  the  background,  sometimes 
on  horseback  and  sometimes  in  a  light  car-like  carriage  made,  of  irory 
and  ebojiY,  the  King  at  last  inquired  who  she  was,  and  his  curiosity 
was  still  more  excited  when  informed  that  the  wife  of  a  mere  financier 
should  not  only  possess  so  much  elegance,  but  that  she  had  wit  enough 
to  render  her  husband's  home  the  centre  of  attraction  to  many  of  the 
noblesse,  and  to  make  it  the  gathering  point  of  art  and  literature. 

JMadame  d'Etioles  had  a  relatiye  in  some  subordinate  position  about 
the  court ;  it  is  therefore  possible  that  she  may  not  have  been  alto- 
gether left  in  ignorance  of  his  Majesty's  curiosity  respecting  her;  but, 
be  that  as  it  may,  Fortune — or  perhaps  in  this  case,  judging  from 
results,  we  ought  to  say  Misfortune — one  winter's  morning,  when  the 
King  and  his  courtiers  were  out  hunting,  turned  their  course  into  the 
forest  of  Senaart,  and  sent  the  shot  of  the  Iving  right  through  the 
heart  of  a  stag  close  to  the  gates  of  the  Chateau  d'Etioles. 

Etiquette  demanded  that  the  royal  huntsman  should  present  the 
antlers  of  his  yictini  to  the  master  of  the  house  and  land  ;  so  Louis 
XY.  alighting  from  his  horse,  and  followed  by  his  courtiers,  entered 
the  chateau,  splendid  in  his  condescension,  animated  by  recent  exer- 
cise, and  with  antlers  in  hand,  stood  before  the  woman  of  whom  it  had 
been  foretold  that  he  was  to  be  in  some  sort  the  destiny.  She  was 
not  likely  to  forget  the  prediction  as  she  knelt  before  him  ;  and  if,  as 
some  say,  d'Etioles  was  meantime  in  a  flutter  of  delight  at  the 
unexjiccted  honour  of  this  royal  visit,  he  was  scarcely  in  a  mood  to 
take  any  stringent  measures  to  prevent  the  fulfilment  of 'that  pre- 
•  diction.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  said  that  the  financier  nailed  up  the 
dead  stag's  antlers  over  the  door  of  his  wife's  salon,  and  afterwards 
pointed  them  out  with,  pride  to  her  guests  !  Madame  d'Etioles 
needed  not  the  sight  of  those  tropliies  to  remind  her  of  the  hand  that 
originally  presented  them.  Like  all  women,  she  adored  courage;  and 
the  King  who  had  stood  before  her  "  beautiful  as  Hope,"  was  just  at 
that  time  a  hero  in  the  eyes  of  France,  for  he  had  only  lately  returned 
from  the  war  with  fresh  laurels  on  his  brow.  Pity,  too,  helped  to 
soften  the  heart  of  Madame  d'Etioles  with  regard  to  him,  for,  despite 
his  recent  victory,  he  was  known  to  be  mourning  in  lieart  on  account 
of  the  sudden  death  of  the  Duchesse  de  Chateauroux.  Li  short,  not 
even  her  cynical  friend,  Yoltaire,  presumed  to  doubt  that  in  the  case 
of  the  gifted  Cliatelaine  of  SJnaart  love  usur])ed  the  jilace  of  ambition 
in  her  heart  froiii  the  first  moment  when  the  King  stood  as  she  knelt 
before  him.  AVliotiier  or  not  love  is  always  a  sanctifier,  we  shall  bo 
beit'n-  able  to  judge  from  the  sequel;  for,  as  before  said,  the  story  of 
a  human  life  lived  out  to  the  end  is— as  we  have  said,  and  as  we  hope 
to  show— Ileavcu's  best  teachini?. 
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No.  L— Hexeage  of  Haixton.* 

-  Under  tins  title  it  is  our  purpose  to  give  in  each 
number  of  the  Register  an  account  of  such  an- 
cient families  among  our  landed  gentry  as,  though 
possessed  of  no  patent  of  nobility,  have  a  riglit  to 
claim  the  title  of  "  noble  and  gentle,"  by  yirtue  of 
their  tenure  of  lands  and  estates  ^yhich  have  come 
do^Yn  to  them  by  hereditary  descent.  Li  compiling 
these,  we  shall  draw  largely  upon  the  leadiiig 
County  Histories,  and  also  upon  the  Landed  Gentry  "  of  Sir  Bernard 
Burke,  and  Mr.  E,  P.  Shirley's  "  Xoble  and  Gentle  Men  of  England," 
and  also  upon  the  materials  supplied  by  many  valued  contributors  to 
the  author  of  a  work  of  far  less  pretence  than  either  of  the  above — the 
"  County  Famihes."  We  purpose  commencing  the  series  with  a  short 
account  of  the  Heneages  of  Hainton,  co.  Lincoln. 

According  to  Sir  Bernard  Burke,  "  The  period  of  the  first  settle- 
ment of  the  family  of  Hencagc  in  Lincolnshire  may  be  nearly  defined 
by  the  circumstance  of  Sir  Bubert  de  Heneage  being  witness,  together 
with  Sir  Bichard  de  Angcmine  [or  rather,  Aungevine,  now  corrupted 
to  Jevons],  of  the  same  county,  and  several  others,  to  a  grant  of  lands 
from. Nicholas  Ba-sett  to  the  monks  of  Brucria.  The  deed,  a  very 
short  one,  is  addressed  to  Robert,  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  and  all  the  sons 
of  the  Church,  setting  forth  the  grant.  The  document  is  without  date, 
but  must  have  been  either  in  the  time  of  Robert  Bloet,  who-was  Chan- 
cellor to  William  Rufns,  or  of  Robert  Chesney,  consecrated  13th  King 
Stc[»hcn ;  for  when  Robert  Grosthead  was  made  Bishop  of  Lincoln, 
in  1235,  the  dating  of  deeds  was  in  use."  A  learned  antiquary 
questions  whetlier  tlie  Heneage  family  were  then  settled  in  Lincoln- 
shire. However,  if  we  may  follow  the  late  Lord  Monson,  who 
spared  neither  time  nor  expense  in  gleaning  the  particulars  of  the 
Lincolnshire  families,  John  Henneage,  the  founder  of  the  family  to 
which  we  are  relVrriiig,  lived  about  the  middle  of  the  thirteenth  century, 
i.e,,  88th  Henry  HI.  His  son,  Walter,  had  a  son,  Sir  Yvilliam, 
and  in  an  old  deed  it  is  said  that  William  de  Henneage,  son  of 
Walter  de  Henneage,  granted  to  God  and  the  church  of  'Saint  ]Mary 
Bradslegh.  and  the  Monks  th^n-e,  for  his  own  and  his  ancestors'  souls, 
all  the  lands  which  they  held  in  the  vill  of  Bennington."  For  six 
generations  we  find  that  the  Hcnneagos  were  described  as  living  at 

*  Arms:— Or,  fi  greyhountl  coinant  sa.  between  three  icopard's  heads  iiz.:  a 
borclurc  engrailed  gu.

He  was  also 
warden  of  Tattersall  College.    Another  brother,  Piobert,  was  auditor 
of  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster,  and  also  surveyor  of  all  woods  north  of  the 
Trent.    He  died  in  155G.    John  Henneage,  another  brother,  does  net 
appear  to  have  filled  any  official  post,  and  lived  at  Hainton :  he  had 
issue  several  children,  of  vfhoni  Sir  George  was  sheriff  of  Lincoln- 
shire, and  died  IGth  October,  1595  ;  >Sir  Yfilliam,  who  lived  at  Bcning- 
worth,  was  sheriff  of  Lincolnshire  in  1585.    He  died  in  ICIO,  his 
second  wife  being  a  woman  of  the  bed-chamber  to  Queen  Elizabeth. 
Sir  Yv^illiam  had  i-sue  Sir  Tliomas,  who  was  knighted  at  Yfliitehall,  2ord 
July,  1G03,  and  Sir  George,  knight  jd  at  St.  James's,  Sth  December, 
1583.  Sir  Thomas  had  issue,  Sir  George,  knighted  at  Whitehall,  20tli 
March,  1009,  and  high  sheriff  of  the  county  in  1G29.    He  had  issue, 
a  son  George,  whose  grandson  George  had  issue,  by  his  second  wife, 
Thomas  Heneage,  who  married  xVnna  Maria,  only  daughter  of  Count 
Roberto  Fiesclii,  and  by  this  marriage  the  name  of  Fieschi,  well 
known  among  the  old  Italian  nobility,  became  engrafted  into  the 
house  of  Heneage.     His  son,  George  Fieschi  Heneage,  married 
Katherine,  daughter  of  Lord  Petre.    They  had  issue,  Thomas  Fieschi, 
who  married  Arabella,  daughter  of  Charles  Lord  Yarborough  ;  also 
George  Piobert,  who  married  Frances  Ann,  second  daughter  of  Geo. 
Ainslie,  a  general  in  the  army.     The  latter,  George  Piobert,  had 
issue  George  Fieschi  Heneage,  who  was  born  on  the  22nd  November, 
baptized,  18th  December,  1800,  at  St.  Marylebone,  London.  He 
married,  the  10th  January,  1833,  Frances  daughter  of  Michael  Tas- 
burg,  of  Burghvrallis,  co.  York,  Esq.,  by  whom  he  had  issue  two  sons 
and  one  daughter — Ed^vard,  late  in  the  Life  Guards;  Charles,  in  the 
diplomatic  service  ;  and  a  daughter,  married  to  Captain  Fraser.  Mr. 
G.  F.  Heneage,  who  succeeded  his  father  o:i  the  IGth  June,  1833, 
was  educated  at  Trinity  College,  Cambridge  (I3.A.  1822,  M.A.  1826), 
was  a  magistrate  and  de]»uty-lieutenaut  for  the  county  of  Lincoln, 
lord  of  the  manor  of  Hainton,  and  patron  of  six  livings.    For  a  long 
time  ho  had  been  politically  connected  with  Lincoln,  and  had  always 
been  a  consistent  and  conscientious  Y^hig.    His  hrst  appearance  as  a 
public  man  was  in  lt<2(j,  at  the  general  election,  when  he  was  elected 
M.P.  for  Grimsby;  but  at  tlie  election  in  L^31  ho  retired  from  the 
representation  of  that  borcugli,  and  solicited  llie  suffrages  of  tlie

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electors  of  Lincoln,  by  ^vliom  lie  was  clioscn,  in  conjunction  vritli  tlic 
late  Colonel  Sibthorp.  In  1832,  after  the  passing  of  the  Ilcform 
Bill,  he  was  again  elected,  but  retired  at  the  general  election  in  1835. 
In  1852  he  again  came  forward  to  contest  Lincoln  at  the  request  of 
the  ConservatiTcs,  in  the  Whig  interest,  to  keep  ont  Mr.  Seely,  and 
was  elected  in  conjunction  with  the  late  Colonel  Sibthorp,  and  he  sat 
for  that  city  nntil  January  18G2,  when  he  retired,  in  order  to  offer 
himself  for  a  yacancy  which  had  been  cansed  at  Grimsby  by  the  ele- 
vation of  Lord  Worslcy  to  the  peerage.  xVfter  a  strong  contest  he 
was  defeated  by  Mr.  John  Chapman.  The  deceased,  on  his  retirement 
from  political  life,  passed  tiie  greater  part  of  his  time  at  Hainton. 
He  was  acconnted  one  of  the  best  landlords  in  the  county,  was  at  all 
times  easy  of  approach,  and  his  com-tesy,  affability,  and  kindness  en- 
deared him  to  the  hearts  of  his  numerous  tenantry.  By  most  of  the 
nobility  and  gentry  of  the  county  lie  was  highly  esteemed  for  his 
uprightness  and  independence  of  character,  and  by  the  poor,  to  whom 
he  was  ever  a  vrarm  and  constant  friend,  he  was  much  beloved. 

He  died  in  1861,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son  Edward, 
above  mentioned,  born  in  18-10,  who  was  educated  at  Eton,  is  a 
magistrate  and  deputy-lieutenant  for  his  county,  and  vice-chairman  of 
tho'^Quarter  Sessions  for  the  Parts  of  Lindsey,  and  represented  Lm- 
coln  in  the  moderate  Liberal  interest  from  1865  to  Nov.  1868.  The 
Ileneage  family  were  Eoman  Catholics  down  to  the  time  of  Geo. 
Robert  Heneage,  the  grandfather  of  the  present  representative,  who 
became  a  convert  to  the  Protestant  faith,  though  his  wife  was  a  strict 
and  zealous  lioman  Catholic. 

Tlio  seat  of  the  Hencagcs  is  at  Hainton,  near  Wragby ;  and,  says 
Saunders,  the  historian  of  the  county  of  Lincoln,  "  The  village  con- 
tains the  residence  of  the  Heneagos,  which  has  been  in  the  possession 
of  that  family  ever  since  the  reign  of  Henry  IIi:'  The  seat  is  an  old 
mansion,  with  modern  additions  :  it  stands  in  a  lov7  situation,  and 
contains  a  small  colloctir-n  of  pictures  by  the  old  masters,  and  several 
very  fine  family  portraits.  In  Hainton  church,  which  is  dedicated  to 
St.  i\rary,  is  a  chapel  on  the  north  side  of  the  chancel,  which  covers 
the  family  vault  of  the  Heneage  family,  and  contains  many  monu- 
mental memorials.  In  the  floor  is  a  stone  containing  two  figures  in 
brass,  and  under  them  an  inscription  in  Latin  to  John  Heneage,  Esq., 
who  died  in  1435,  and  xVlicia  his  wife.  In  the  north  wall,  over  an  old 
tomb,  is  a  brass  plate  containing  an  inscription  in  Latin  to  John  Hen- 
nc;;ge,  who  died  in  1530,  and  als.)  to  Kallicrine  his  wife.  At  the 
we^t  end  is  a  monument  to  tiie  ni:  voMiy  of  John  Heneage,  who  died 
in  1559,  and  liiswif^  Anne,  who  dhd  in  15S7.  Abuve  the  inseription 
are  their  efilgios  in  alabaster,  kneeling  at  a  desk.  In  the  centre  of  tlie 
chapel  is  an  alabaster  toml>,  «->n  vrhich  lies  a  figure  in  armour,  with  his 
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hands  in  a  snpplicatirig  attitude,  and  a  gTcyliound  at  his  feet ;  the  in- 
scription in  EngHsh  and  Latin  shows  this  to  be  to  the  memory  of  Sir 
George  Heneage.  knight,  wlio,  dying  without  issue  in  1595,- left  the 
inheritance  of  Hainton  to  his  brother  AVilb'am,  On  tlie  soiith  side  is 
a  monument,  on  Avhich  are  the  effigies  of  a  . man  and  two  women  kneel- 
ing at  the  desk,  and  beneath  them  an  inscription  to  the  memory  of 
William  Ileneaci-e  and  Ins  two  wives.    On  the  same  side  is  a  tablet 

o 

inscribed  to  the  memory  of  George  Heneage,  his  son,  and  grandson. 
At  the  east  end  is  a  moiumient  to  the  memory  of  George  Heneage, 
Esq.,  who  died  in  1731,  his  first  wife,  Mary,  daughter  of  Lord  Petre, 
and  Elizabeth,  his  second  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  Henry  Hunloke  :  this 
monument  is  embellished  with  the  busts  of  the  three  persons  whose 
memory  it  perpetuates.  At  the  same  end  is  a  monument  to  the  me- 
mory of  the  wife  of  George  liobert  Heneage  :  this  is  ornamented  with 
a  group  of  children  around  a  tomb.  Against  the  north  wall  of  the 
chancel  is  a  tomb,  over  which  are  the  figures  of  a  man  and  woman,  in 
brass,  and  under  them  tiie  following  inscription  :  — 

Hereunder  lieth  Sir  Thomas  Heneage,  knight,  chief  gentleman  of 
the  privye  chamber  to  ye  king  of  famous  memorye  Kinge  Henry  the 
eight  Sonne  and  heyre  of  John  Henneage,  esquire,  who  married  Kathc- 
rine,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Skipwyth,  knight,  which  Sir  Thomas  and 
Katherine  had  isshu,  Elizabeth  nowe  being  wylTe  to  the  right  honor- 
able the  lorde  Willoughbye,  of  Parnham,  the  said  Sir  Thomas  Hen- 
neage, departed  this  liiYe  the  xxi  daye  of  August  in  the  yere  of  bur  lord 
God,  mcccccljjj  upon  whose  soule  Jhu  have  mercy.  Amen."

Sir,--Your  readers  ayjio  take  an  in- 
terest in  the  subject  of  lon.L:Cvity  may 
be  glad  to  kno^v  tliat  I  liave  an  au- 
thentic list  of  my  predecessors  in  tins 
parish  from  1257  to  the  present  date, 
compiled  for  me  from  tlie  re-ir^ter3  of 
the  diocese  hy  the  late  eminent  anti- 
quary, Dr.  Oliver,  of  Exeter.  During 
the  M-hole  period  of  (]12  years  there 
have  been  only  23  rectors  of  the  pari  .h, 
including  my' own  incumbency  of  less 
than  lO"  years,  an  average  of  more 
than  20  years  each.  It  will  at  once  be 
seen  that  this  fact  can  only  be  accc-untod 
for  by  some  extraordinary  instances  of 
longevitv  among  tlie  rectors;  and,  ac- 
cordingly, wc  fmd  tliat  Francis  Tork- 
iugton"  admitted  :SIareh  20,  15S5,  died 
at 'an  advanced  age  in  1037,  having 
been  rector  for  52  years.  Later  on, 
Thomas  lleskett  wns  rector  for  02  years 
(March  29, 10'J7,  to  Oetober  1750)  j  and 
his  immediate  successor,  Thomas  Baker, 
D.D.  held  the  livin-  till  a  period 

of  U  years— that  is  to  say,  the  incimi- 
bency  of  the^e  two  pardons  covered  a 
space  of  six  years  more  than  a  century. 

Probably  many  other  similar  illus- 
trations of  the  subject  might  |)0  found 
on  investigation.

The  Scottish  Peerage. 
Sir,— The  Times  has  lately  called 
attention  to  a  subject  which  deserves 
attention — the  unfairly  inferior  position 
of  the  Scottish  peerage.    The  Scottish 
nobility  are  now,  probably,  as  a  body, 
the  oldest  in  respect  to  title  and  the 
greatest  in  resj^ect  to  wealth  in  the 
coimtrv.  yet  do  they  not  sit  as  Peers  of 
the  realm  in  Ptudiament,  but  in  a  very 
invidious  way.     The  Duke  of  Btic- 
cleuch  sits  there  as  Earl  of  Doucaster, 
the  Duke  of  Argyll  as  Baron  Sun- 
dridge,  and  others  in  a  similar  way; 
their  great  historic  names  ignored  in 
Parliament  in  favour  of  English  l)aron- 
ies  (given  them  to  secure  an  entrance). 
Xames  such  as  the  Earls  of  Moiton,  of 
:SIoray,  of  Home,  of  Airlie,  vi'ith  which 
the  whole  history  of  our  land  is  illus- 
trated, sit  btu  ])y  occasional  represent- 
ation.   Those  whose  deeds  have  enno- 
bled their  country,  so  to  speak,  are  not 
themselves  cotmted  noble,  or  have  no 
permanent  place  among  our  senators, 
while  those  who— I  say  it  not  invi- 
diously—have but  achieved  a  personal 
success  in  law,  in  commerce,  or  political 
service  of  a  secondary  order,  are  freely 
admitted  and  permanently  em-ollcd.  To 
foreigners  the  truer  nobility  appears  to 
those  who  are  excluded,  or  who  sit  but 
by  election.    It  has  been  well  said  that 
this  mode  of  election  is  also  apt  to 
make  the  representation  too  often  one- 
sided.   Can  nothing  be  done  to  remove 
so  great  an  anomaly,  if  not  an  unfair- 
ness or  mischief  ?  no  act  of  g'-ace  parsed 
whereby  all  should  be  at  once,  aud  as 
ot  right,  admitted?    There  arc,  I  be- 
lieve,^ but  oo  in  all  now  remaining  of 
tliese  peers.    Is  it  not  better  for  our 
country  puldicly  to  cherish  so  long  as 
she  can  names  so  well  known  to  fame  — 
names  which  other  lands  would  be 
proud  to  nttmber,  aud  assitredly  blu^h 
to  put   into  the  backgroimd,  or  to 
f..ruet  ? 

There  is  a  story  told  of  the  late  Earl 
of  >ronou  (the  representative  of  the 
Re-ent  Doncilas,  Earl  of  Morton)  which 
illu-trates  how  absurdly  the  ]a-esent 
stare  of  thinus  may  v/ork.

Scotti^-h  Surnames. — The  elansliip  of 
Scotland  has  tended  to  limit  the  num- 
ber of  surnames  "in  that  comitry.  A 
hundred  and  frfty  surnames  represent 
nearly  half  the  entire  three  miliions  of 
its  population.    First  in  number  in 
Scotland,  as  in  England,  stand  the  cos- 
mopolitan SmathsTbut  Jones,  tlienarno 
which  occupies  the  second  place  in 
Enadand,  is  '•'nowhere"  in  Scotland, 
il'bonald  is  second  in  Scotlaral;  and 
tlien  foibwv  Brovrn,  Thomson,  Eobeit- 
son,  Stewart,   Canipbeil,  Wikon,  and 
Anderson.    Dr.  Stark,  of  the  Eegistry- 
ollicc,  has  ascertained  that  the  registers 
of  births  in  1SG3  show  these  to  \,Q  the 
nine  strongest  surnames  hi  Scotland, 
and  the  same  result  vras  obtained  on  a 
former  occasion  from  an  examination 
of  the  renisters  of  hkths,  deaths,  aral 
marriage^s,  in  1855,   18515,  and  1853. 
Scott  is  the  tenth  name  upon  the  birth 
reoister  of  1863,  followed  by  Glider, 
Kenzie,  Eeid,  Eose,  IMTuty,  John- 
s'm,  ]Miirray,  Clark,  Paterson,  Young, 
the  spelling' sometimes  varving  a  hitie 
in  different  families.    In  the  list  ob- 
tained from  the  registers  of  1855,  185('), 
and  1858, Eraser  and  Maclean  had  place 
anionu-  the   first  20,  and   Clark  aiuT 
Young  were  a  little  lower  on  the  roll. 
Notwithstanding  the  hnrge  modern  ac- 
cession of  Irish  and  other  immigrants, 
several  Scottish  stmnames  still  very  de- 
cidedly predominate  in  certain  parts  of 
the  conntiy.    The  ^d'Donalds  are  yery 
strong  in  Inverness,  andaho,  indeed, in 
EossVad  Cromarty;  but   in  the  tv,-o 
latter  counties  they  are  outnumbered 
by  the  iMTvenzies.'  The  Mdvays  pre- 
ponderate in  Caithness  and  Sunderhuul;

Crewe  Hall,  Cheshire.— Crewe  Ilall, 
one  of  the  most  interesting  relics  of 
I'.nglish  17th  centitiy  architectnre,  v.'as 
dL'>troycd  by  hre  in  18C6.  Since  that 
time  it  lias  been  in  course  of  restora- 
tion (with  additions),  nuder  2\Ir.  Iv.l- 
v.ard  M.  Bari7,  E.A.  and  is  now 
nearly  completed.  The  nuiin  body  of 
the  house  was  entirely  gutted  l)y  the 
ftre  (except  portions  of  the  dining- 
room),  and  has  been  almost  wholly 
rebuilt  according  to  its  original  design. 
New  terraces  have  been  built  around 
the  house.  The  chief  alteration  of  the 
interior  consists  of  the  formation  of  the 
hall  and  principal  staircase,  with  open 
galleries  around  it,  to  give  access  to  the 
rooms  on  the  mezzanine  floor.  The 
works  are  expected  to  be  completed 
iluring  the  present  year.  Lord  Crewe 
luis  been  very  anxious,  while  retaining 
the  cliaraeteristic  style  of  his  interest- 
ir.'i  house,  to  render  the  present  works 
ilhtstrative  of  the  art  of  the  present 
time.

Sixtv  years  a<ro  there  were  amrmi;- 
the  students  of  Trinity  Colle.uT,  Cam- 
bridire,  two  yoimg-  men  ol:  good  1)inh 
and  niore  than  average  talents,  fa-t  and 
Ih-ni  friends,  and  hound  together  by  tlic 
tie  of  more  than  "  advaueed  "  Liberal 
opinions— Georg-e  Gordon  Byron  and 
John  Cam  Ilobhouso;  the  one  already 
a  peer  of  the  reahn,t]ie  other  a  ^veahhy 
cnuntry  gentleman's  ehlest  son.  'ilic 
]>cer  (\vho  was  somewhat  the  younger) 
lived  to  bceomc  a  poet,  and  died  e;irly 
in  a  foreign  land,  lighting  in  a  ehiva!- 
ruus  cause,  on  behalf  of  an  oppre>-t-'d 
uiition  whose  fair  hind  he  hail  vi->ited 
ill  companv  with  his  college  triend, — 
an.l  that  friend.  John  Cam  nol)house, 
who  also  lived  to  l)Ceome  a  pet-r  under 
the  title  of  Lord  Broughton,  sl^rvi^  ed 
Lord  Bvron  more  than  45  rear-. 

Joliu"  Cam  Ilobliouse.  the  eldest  sou 
of  the  late  Sir  lieujamin  llobliou-e.  the 
tlr>t  Bart.  ^Nl.r.  was  born  .luue  27,  17>i5, 
at  Bedland,  near  Bristol.  His  mother 
was  Charlotte,  daughter  and  heire>>  of 
:slr.  Sanmel  Cam,  of  The  Chantry, 
^^'  ilts,  from  whom  he  deriv  ed  liis  second 
Christian  name.  Like  many  of  tlie 
AVhig  aristocracy  of  his  age,  he  s]H-nt 
liis  early  years  at  Westminster  Sehoul; 
and  in  due  coin-se  of  time  pr-U'ced^d  to 
Trinity  College.  Cand.ridge,  where  b;s 
ititlmacv  VN-ith  Bvron  helped  to  ntonld 
the  dc<t'inv  of  his  afrer-lile.  In  b^"^ 
lie  took  liis  degree,  and  earl.v  in  the 
fallowing  year  aeeompaiiied  his  frlc-Ml 
'•<n  a  prolonged  tour  in  the  south  ot 
Knrope.  They  left  Ivondou  on  the  1 1  th 
of  .lunc,  and,  taking  .^hi[)  at  Fab.ui-uth. 
<:'.i!od  for  Li-^bon.  .Vrrived  in  r.'r;n-.il, 
thrv  f.nuul  tlie  country  at  ](vace.  ihe 
French  tro>  ps  b.aving  eviu  uated  Li-b m 
nftv-r  the  (U;i;•i-i^e  batbie  uf  Vimjera 
liud  tin-  Convention  of  Cititra.  They 
f  .-itrivcd  t.<  >L'e  -oiiiribln'.r  of  Spaiii.  in 
■■;  i*L'  <-f  tin-  war,  vi-itin-  Se\  i!le.  Cadi/, 
suiA  Gi'T-.itar,  whe.ire  thry  .-ailed  to 
M:'lta,  ai'd  t  il  in  llie  nurumn  to 
hhaca  a-ul  Al'^inia.  ra->iH:r  (.n  imo 
Centrnl  ('ri-<.a'ec.  tb.-y  vi-itcd  raru:i--i!s, 
and  Tiiebt's,  and  "Uvlphi,  and  ^anta 
Maura,  the  old  Leu<\u.iia.    They  spent 


the  winter  of  lSOO-10  at  Athens,  de- 
voting themselves  day  by  day  to  the 
study  of  its  treasuries  of  ancient  art, 
and  more  especially  of  architecture  nnd 
sculi)ture.  In  1810  Hobhouse  returnetl 
to  J'higland  ;  not,  however,  until,  in 
con-i})any  with  Byron,  he  had  seen  the 
interior"^  of  many  of  the  antient  mo- 
nasteries and  convents  of  the  East,  an(l 
had  nnule  the  acquaintance  of  Ali 
Tasha,  of  Janina,  whom  he  describes  in 
detail  in  his  Journey  through  All)ania 
and  Titrkey."  Irx  the  years  18 13-1 -1  he 
accompanied  the  allied  armies  in  Gcr- 
manv,  and  was  present  at  the  battle  of 
Dres<ien.  It  may  be  of  interest  to 
record  here  also  the  fact  that,  in  the 
winter  of  181(5-17,  when  they  had 
])a-sed  into  somewhat  riper  manhood, 
the  friends  met  again  in  Italy,  and 
visited  Venice  and  Kome  in  company. 
An  admirable  account  of  much  that 
thev  sav/  on  this  occasion  will  be  found 
in  Ilobhimse's  "  Noit-s  to  the  Fourth 
Canto  of  Childe  Harold,''— a  poem 
which,  as  every  reader  of  Byron  knows, 
is  dedicated  to  ^>rr.  Hobhouse;  and  co- 
])ious  extracts  from  these  Kotes  "  are 
give)!  by  ]Mr.  ^Im-ray,  anrong  the  foot- 
notes of  his  editions  of  that  poem. 
The  Notes  "  arose  from  the  following 
circumstance. 

Mr.  Ho!)house  tells  its  that  when, 
after  some  years'  absence,  he  rejoined 
Bvron  at  La  ^lira,  on  the  banks  of  the 
Brenta,  in  the  smnmer  of  1817,  and 
found  hin.i  busy  on  the  fotu'th  canto  of 
••  Clulde  Harold,"  he  suggested  several 
adilitious,  with  his  reasonsiior  thinking 
tliat  the  poem,  as  it  then  stood,  failed 
to  do  justice  to  some  parts  of  Italy. 
The  result  v»-as  the  poem  as  it  now 
api^ears,  and  the  engagement  of  ^Iv. 
lio!)hon<e  to  write  "  Xotes "  for  the 
whole  canto.  This  work  he  performed 
c-hifllv  at  ^\^nice,  where  he  had  the 
adv:int:Ti:e  of  consulting  the  Ducal 
]>il)rary.  The  ''Notes''  grew  under 
his  hands,  arid  to  such  an  extent  that 
tliev  were  divided,  into  {wo  ijtirts;  one 
part  vvas  ]inb!i-iu  d  V',  iih  the  poem,  the 
rest,  including-  a  "  Dis-^ertiitiuu  on  the 
Kuins  of  Ib>me''  and  an  ''Essay  on 
Italian  Archiicetm-e,'"  appeared  in  a 
sejjarate  volume  under  the  title  of  "  His- 
torical Illustrations."    The  substance

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Wynns,  Fremautles,  GoullDnras,  and 
Banke^e5  stood  aghast  wljcn  Mr.  Ilob- 
honsc's  ^vol•ds  -were  read  aload  at  the 
tabic  of  the  House ;  and  ^Nlr.  W.  Couit"- 
nay  declared  that  the  ^vriter— who  had 
generon.-sly  come  forward  and  avov,ed 
the  an.thoi-^hip  of  the  pamphlet—'-'  re- 
coniiiiended  noihiny;  short  of  rebellion," 
and  ended  by  niovinu;  that  he  should  be 
commiLLcd  to  Xewg-;ite  by  the  .Speaker's 
warrant.  Even  his  friend  the  late  I\Ir. 
Edward  EUicc  did  not  attempt  to  Ijring 
the  question  to  a  division,  and  the 
Speaker's  w.arrant  was  issued  forthwith. 
This  ^vas  on  the  loth  of  December, 
1819,  Kext  evening  Mr.  Ilobhousc  Avas 
arrested,  while  in  company  his 
friend  Mr.  ^Michael  Bruce,  in  Xew- 
street,  Spring-gardens.  A  messenger 
from  the  House  of  Commons,  actiug  as 
Deputy  S',-rgeant-at-Arms,  produced  tlic 
Speaker's  warrant,  and.  in  spite  of  his 
strong  protest,  carried  him  off  in  a 
hackney  coach  to  Xewgate,  where  ho 
saw  him  safely  clcjiositcd  tlie  same 
evening.  At  lirst  it  was  tliouglit  that 
he  would  have  to  share  a  cell  with  some 
convicted  felons,  but  ulthiiately  it  was 
arranged  that  he  should  be  h-dged  iu 
the  keeper's  house,  .Mr.  C.  V/illiams 
AVynn  giving  him  distinct  warning  that 
if  he  MTote  or  spoke  so  as  to  incur  the 
displeasure  ot"  the  Hou-e  of  Commons 
he  would  move  that  he  should  1k'  '•  I'Ut 
in  close  coniinement."  In  ><ewgatc 
accordingly  he  remained.  At  the  end 
of  December  the  House  adjourned  for 
the  holydays,  leaving  Mr.  llobluiuse  to 
spend  his  'Christmas,  and  Xew  Year's- 
day  too,  in  Newgate.  Tlie  death  of  the 
King,  next  month,  called  Parliament 
together,  but  only  for  three  days ;  and  iu 
that  brief  space\here  was  no  tune  for 
either  the  .Ministers  or  Mr.  Courtenay 
to  thhik  of  the  pamphleteer  wiio,  like 
Joseph  cf  old,  lay  forgoLicu  in  |.ri<on. 
In  vain,  too,  did  he  ai^i'ly  to  tlie  Court 
of  King's  Bench  for  his  di.-jharge  by 
Jtahcas  corptof.  Chief  Ju-ticc  Abbott 
(afterwards  Lord  Tiaiterdfii)  was  a 
Tory  to  the  backbone,  a  judge  ol' the 
Eldon  school;  so  tlie  pri>^>ner  was  or- 
dered back  t.)  Newgate;  and  those  who 
care  to  foll.)^v  up  tlie  >fory  further  will 
lind  a  witty  and  causiic  leitcr  from 
?vlr.  Ho]>hou-o,  protc>tiu'j-  auainst  this 
illegal  dcu-ntion,  in  tiie  Tli/.'cs  of  the 
7ih  of  February  in  Tnai;  year. 

Jliiwever,  in  due  eour'-e  earae  ihe  tlay 
of  hi-^  ve'eii-e:  and  l'r(.>m  that  day  Mr. 
Uobhon-e  bec:ime  n<^t  only  a  Uiarked 
and  noted  character,  but  a  popular 
favourite.    'Wiiilc  an   Kldon  and  a 


Castlereagh  were  in  power,  there  waf, 
no  greater  passport  to  the  favotir  of  the 
people  than  a  State  prosecution  or 
committal.  His  cause  was  that  of  the 
op})rcssed  and  unrepresented  multitude. 
In  the  ill-treatment  which  he  had 
suffered  they  saw  the  best  guarantee 
that  he  would  become  in  very  deed  and 
in  truth  a  "  Tribune  of  the  People." 
In  a  very  few  weeks  his  turn  arrived; 
the  doors  of  Newgate  v,-crc  opened,  and 
he  v»'as  speedily  sent  to  Parliament  by 
the  electors  of  AVestminster  as  the  col- 
leagtte  of  Sir  Francis  Bm'dcit,  who  was 
then  iu  the  height  of  his  glory. 

But  Ave  must  go  back  a  little  in  otir 
naiTative  here.  In  NoAcmber,  181S, 
Sir  Samttel  Romilly  died,  and  the  Li- 
beral electors  of  Westminster  li.ad  made 
a  strong  elfort  to  secure  the  vacant  seat 
for  Mr.  Hobhonse,  AA'hose  sole  claim  to 
their  sufL'rages  hitherto  lay  in  his  plain- 
spoken  pamphlets  on  Eeform  and  other 
kindred  subjects.  Ho  Avas  a  noms 
lioiiio,  liowevcr;  his  father,  as  a  public 
man,  Avas  one  of  the  most  moderate  of 
Whigs,  and  in  noAvay  inclined  toliadi- 
cal  Eeforms  or  ]iadical  Beforraers.  He 
Avas  not  connected,  either  by  blood  or 
alliance,  Avith  the  Bussells,  the  Caven- 
dishes, or  the  Foxes,  or  with  any  of  the 
"  great  V/hig  Faanlies."  This  Avas 
against  him.  Tlie  Fox  Club  met  for 
their  annual  dinner,  and  Lord  Grey 
and  Mr.  J.  G.  Lambton  (afterAvar<ls 
]-larl  of  Durham)  si)oke  disparagingly 
of  the  young  pamphleteer  as  a  man  Avho 
Avas  "  iu  tiie  habit  of  associating  for 
Ihulical  purposes  with  the  loAvest  of  the 
rabble.''  They  resolved,  accordingly, 
to  start  agaius't  him  a  safer  and  more 
bighiyvjonneeted  member  of  their  oAvn 
set;  and  such  a  person  they  found  in 
Lord  Melbom-ne's  brother,  jklr.  George 
Lamb,  Avho,  after  a  poll  of  15  days' 
diu-ation,  was  rcturncxl  hx  the  aid 
chieiiy  of  the  Bussells,  Lanibtons.  and 
Cavendishes,  by  a  majuriry  of  •i,-l(jr>, 
again-t  ;3,S(;i.  yir.  Lamb,  no  doubt, 
cauLt'hr  souie  stray  votes  by  alleging 
that  he  came  forAvard  as  the  repre- 
sentative of  Sir  S.  Boruilly's  opinion^-; 
and  llobh(M>->e  le>st  votes  by  avov»ii!g 
hinr-eli  in  favour  of  annual  Parlia- 
ment-, and  declaring  on  the  hustings 
tluit  he  Avas  "  one  'of  those  extravagant 
Ibd'ormers  at  v\-lioni  it  a\;',s  .--o  CL.'tnmou 
for  th.e  Whii:s  lo  point  the  lirger  of 
di--da!n."  In  the  )olli.\vin'_:- year,  hoAV- 
ever,  he  ijnproved  his  po-i[i; .u  v.  itli  the 
We--tmin>ter  eleetors  by  ]ntMi-hiug  :i 
sarcastic  pam{)hlet,  entit  le<l  "  Sn}i[)li- 
catory  Letter  to  Lord  Castlereagh,''  iu 
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which  he  quoted   largely  from  both 
ancient  and  modern  history  to  prove 
that  a  man  might  be  a  Ee  former,  and 
a  strong  Hcformer,  without  laying  him- 
self open  to  the  charge  of  being  a 
Kevolutionist.    It  was  on  this  occasion 
that  Sir  Y.  Burdett  subscribed  1,000/. 
in  order  to  help  forAvard  his  election, 
as,  in  his  opinion,  a  colleague  far  pre- 
ferable to  Mr.  Henry  Hunt,  or  ^^Ir. 
Kinnaird,  or  even  Lord  John  Kussell 
(all  of  vvhom  had  been  suggested  as 
eligible  candidates);  and  it  was  on  this 
occasion  that  he  used  those  memorable 
words  which  have  been  so  often  quoted 
on  the  hustings—"  I  can  conceive  no 
stronger  pledge  for  political  iutegriiy 
than  such  a  warm  hearc  as  that  of  John 
Cam  nobhnn-i\"    Next  year,  at  the 
general  election,  the  tables  were  turned; 
Tind  alter  another  long,  severe,  and  ex- 
pensive contest,  he  attained  the  object 
of  his  ambition,  as  we  have  said  above, 
defeating  Mr.  George  Lamb  by  some 
•i:.0  votes. 

After  taking  his  seat  as  member  for 
Westminster,  "it  was  not  long  before 
Air.  Hobhouse  had  an  opportunity  of 
putting'  his  Eadicalism  to  the  test.  A 
great  "meeting  at  Oldham,  in  Lanca- 
shire, arising  out  of  the  Keform  agita- 
X\on,  liad  been  put  down  by  Lord  Liver- 
pool and  his  Cabinet  with  the  strong 
hand  ;   in  May,  1820,  Air.  Hobhouse 
took  up  the  case  of  the  Oldham  Libp- 
r;iis,  and  made  a  strong  speeclt,  in 
whi<  h  he  severely  criticized  aitd  cen- 
survd  the  conduct  of  the  Alinistry,  on 
prc-i'iiting  a  petition  complaining  of 
the  ('Utrages  committed  by  the  military. 
L'-vd  Liverpool  had  a  sufficient  ma- 
j.-rity  iii  the  llonsc  to  prevent  Mr. 
liohiiou-e  from  gaining  at  that  time  a 
].:ivty  tvi\iuioh,  but  not  to  prevent  him 
Iroia  making  a  r^ti'')ng  and  decided  im- 
)>;-<'--i»'it.    A\v\    this   inioressiou  was 
.vtron-tliened  by  a  spcccli  he  delivered 
ihiring  the  ^ame  Se>-iou  in  sup])ort  of 
J...rd  ,luhn  Ku>seirs  Lill  for  di^en fran- 
chising Crampound   for  corruption — 
one  of  the  fa\>t  ^«tejis  towards  the  Ke- 
form  Bill  of  1S32.    It  is  almo-t  need- 
k-s  to  add  that,  either  l)y  voice  or  by 
vote,  he  sup'poried  all  tlie  Liberal  mea- 
sures ^vhieh  marked  the  next  twelve 
ye;u-s   of   our   rarlianientary  history, 
including  liic  Kepcal  (d  the  Tc-.t  Act, 
tlie  C"rp<)rati'.>u  Aet,and  the  Ab.di;:ion 
of   U'.iuau  Catholic    Di-aldliries.  In 
!!•>  >})oi;e   str'>ngly  ngiiin^t  the 
intri-terence  of  peers  in  elections,  con- 
Iva-iiii-j;  in  no  nu^asured  terms  tlie  for- 
mula of  tlie  Constitution  on  the  subject 


and  the  lessons  taught  by  acknowledged 
facts  in  half  the  Parliamentary  bo- 
roughs, and  winding  up  by  an  tu-gent 
appeal  to  the  lesser  boroughmongers  to 
follow  the  example  of  the  l^usseils,  the 
Vanes,  the  Cavendishes,  and  the  Gros- 
vcnors,  and  give  up  their  private  inte- 
rests to  the  common  good,  lie  also 
strongly  ccnstu'ed  the  large  nitmbcr  of 
"  placemen  "  and  pensioners  in  tlic 
House,  and  challenged  the  Secretaries 
of  the  Treastu-y,  late  and  present,  to 
deny  that  the  Government  was  exten- 
sively carried  on  by  the  hope  of  places 
and  "  other  favours,  which  were  only 
bribery  disgttised. 

Alr.'Hobhousc's  reward  came  nt  last 
in  the  shape  of  office.    In  Febmary, 
1832  (shortly  after  his  succession  to  his 
father's  baronetcy),  he  was  appointed 
Secretary  for  "War  by  that  very  Lord 
Grey  wlio  fotn-tceu  years  previously  had 
affected  to  disdain  the  unknown  and 
untried  "  Radical;"'  and  he  became  a 
member  of  the  same  Administration 
with  Lord  Durham,  who,  as  ]\Ir.  Lamb- 
ton,  had  stirred  heaven  and  earth  to 
get  his  rival,  Mr.  Lamb,  elected  for 
Westminster.    Bttt  so  it  is;  the  whirli- 
gig of  time  brings  rotuid  its  revenges, 
(piictly  but  surely,  if  men  will  only 
wait.  '  In  April,  1833,  Sir  John  IIol)- 
house  (he  had  recently  succeeded  to  liis 
father's   baronetcy)  was   made  Chief 
Secretary  for  Ireland,  but  failed  to 
sectire  liis  re-election  for  AVe^tminstcr, 
being  beaten  by  Colonel  (mrw  General) 
Sir  L)e  Lacy  Evans,  whom  a  few  months 
before  he  had  defeated  by  a  majority  of 
three  to  one.  In  lS3i  came  the  resigna- 
tion of  Earl  Grey,  and  the  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  Whig  Alinistry  under  Lord 
Melboiume  as  its  nominal  head.  Sir 
John  Hobhouse  was  now  appointed  to 
the  not  very  ardtious  post  of  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Woods  and  Forests, 
and  about  the  same  time  came  in  for 
xsotthigham,  where    a  vacancy  was 
caused  by  Lord  Duncannon's  call  to 
tlie  Upper  House.    He  retired,  how- 
ever, with  his  party  in  the  autumn; 
and  when,  after  the  Duke  of  Wclling- 
totvs  and  Sir  Kohert  reel's  short  inter- 
rCLautm,  Lord  ^lelbourne  retarned  to 
power  in  tlie  April  of  1835,  a  place  was 
fouml  for  Sir  .John  Hobhouse  as  Bresi- 
deui  of  the  Bi'arc!  of  Control.    Here  his 
ailiuirii.>[rati\-e  talents  f\iund  scotio  for 
acti'.'ii;  aiid  he  continued  to  hold  that 
resp(ni-^ilde  po^t  while  his  party  were  in 
power — that  i^,  till  September,  1811, 
and  a'_:un  under  Lord  John  J\n<.-eU's 
I    Administration  from  l8lo  to  1802.  He 
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was  re-elected  at  Nottingliam  on  cvery 
occasion  dow)!  to  18-17,  -when  lie  T\-as  at 
tliG  bottom  of  the  poll.  ^Nlr.  AValtcr 
being  returned  with  Feariius  O'Connor 
as  his  coIlca;;ue.  A  seat,  however,  ^vas 
speedily  found  for  him  in  the  conve- 
nient borough  of  Harwich,  which  has 
so  often  proved  a  refuge  for  the  desti- 
tute; and  for  this  small  constituency 
Sir  John  Ilobhouse  was  content  to  sit 
until  he  v/as  raised  to  the  Peerage  in 
the  rear  1851,  as  the  reward  of  his 
rarliamentary  and  otlicial  services. 

From  and  'after  his  elevation  to  tlic 
peerage,  he  took  less  and  less  part  in 
public  affairs,  and  of  late  years  rarely 
attended  in  the  House  of  Lords,  and 
still  more  rarely  spoke.    He  was  con- 
nected  with   VViltshirc    through  his 
mother;  he  took  his  title  froni  a  Wilt- 
shire parish;  he  was  a  Deputy-licutemmt 
for  Wiltshire;  he  for  some  time  routed 
a  country  seat  near  Devizes,  whence  he 
removed'  hr^t  to  Corsham- court  and 
then  to  Tedworth-hnuse,  all,  avc  lielieve, 
in  Wilts,  and  he  divided  the  greater 
part  of  his  declining  years  between 
Tedworth  and  his  house  in  Berkeley- 
square.    To  the  last  he  was  fond  of 
his  classics,  and  the  memories  of  his 
early  literary  tastes  clung  about  him 
long-  after  he  had  pas>cd  liis  three- 
score years  and  ten.     He  had  culti- 
vated the  ^klu^cs  Avhen  young ;  and, 
although  the  middle  day  of  hi-  life  had 
been  given  to  more  active  pursuits,  he 
sa^v  no  rea-^on  -why  the  ]Mu-es  .^hoiild 
not  cheer  and  adorn  the  evening  of  his 
life.    He  had  a  large  ac<piaintance, 
and  read  and  wrote  nuu'h;  and  there 
have  been  few  persons  of  eminence  in 
the  present  century  with  whom  he  had 
not  constantly   conversed   or  corres- 
ponded.   It  is  to  be  hoped  that  his 
correspondence  has  l)cen  carefully  pre- 
served; if  such  be  not  the  case,  miich 
interesting   and    curious  information 
must  have  perished  with  him. 

There  may  have  l)een.  and  proliably 
there  still  is,"' a  great  Variety  (>f  opinion 
as  to  the  Indian  policy  of  Sir  John 
Ilobhouse ;  nnd  there  may  be  tho^e 
who  will  cynically  remark  on  tlie  tardy 
and  G-radual  c< tuvcrsion  of  the  youthful 
and  iaiddlc-:ig<Ml  IJadical  into  the  mo- 
derate Liberal,  or  ralher  Whig,  of  liis 
more  advancoil  }  cars.  Wwt  the  elumge 
was  natural;  he  had  live(l  to  ^ee  car- 
ried into  eU'eet  a  large  ]Kirti(«n  of  those 
measures  whieii  he  Imd  >o  ^treininusly 
advocated  titiy  years  ago,  ar.d  wliich 
both  Whigs  aiul  Tttries  tlien  looked  on 
as:  visionary  and  revolutionary,  lie 


had  lived  to  see  that  day,  and  he  was 
content.  For  the  latter  half  of  his  L)ng 
life  he  was  a  firm  believer  in  the  prin- 
ciples of  Charles  James  Fox  and  of 
Lord  ^.relbmirne;  and  at  no  time  in  his 
life,  even  vrhen  his  opinions  A\-ere  most 
advanced,  did  he  waver  in  his  loyalty 
to  tlie  Throne.  Among  the  privile 
cirelesof  Holland-house  and  Lansdownc- 
house  he  was  always  welcome;  and  his 
death  cannot  i'iiil  to  elicit' the  real  es- 
teem in  which  he  was  deservedly  held 
both  in  public  and  ]n-ivate  life.  He 
died  after  a  very  short  illness,  almost 
suddenlv;  after 'having  enjoyed  such 
good  health  that  he  could  l)oast  that 
i-(^r  upwards  of  forty  years  he  had  never 
been  kept  for  two  days  a  prisoner  to 
his  bed,  and  scarcely  to  his  house.  He 
was  bm^ied  at  Ivensal  Green  Cemetery. 

Lord  Iirou;rhton  married.  July  28, 
1S2S,  the  Lndy  Julia  Hay.  youngest 
daughter  of  the  late  :Marquis  of  Tweed- 
dale',  l»ut  was  left  a  widower  many 
ye;a-s  ngo.  By  her  he  had  three 
"daughters,  one  of  whom  died  unmar- 
ried, one  is  the  wife  of  Colonel  the 
Hon.  Dudley  Carleton,  the  other  of  the 
Hon.  Strange  Jocelyn.  As  he  had  no 
male  issue,  the  Feerage  becomes  ex- 
tinct; but  the  Baronetcy  passes  to  Mr. 
Charles  Farry  Hobho:se,  of  the  Bengal 
Civil  Service,  elder  son  of  his  lord>hip"s 
next  l)rother,  the  late  ^Ir.  Henry  Wil- 
liam Ilobhouse,  who  s:it  as  ^l.V.  for 
Bath  for  a  few  months  in  ISH,  and 
Avho  married  IMary  Anne,  drauihter  of 
the  late  Mr.  JohnFalmer,  of  Calcutta.

Lord  Stanley  of  Alderley. 

June  l(>th,  in  Dover-street,  aged  6tj, 
after  a  lon^;-  illncsS,  the  Bight  Honorable 
Fdward  John  Stanley,  second  Lord 
Stanley  of  Alderley.  antl  first  Lord  Ed- 
disbnry  of  Winnington,-  in  the  county 
palatine  of  Che-ter,  and  a  l)aronet,  a 
noblenuin  who,  if  he  never  held  a  ])lace 
in  the  foremost  ranks  of  politicians, 
was  a  zealous,  able  member  of  several 
Lii>eral  Administrations.  He  w;is  the 
elder  son  of  tlie  late  Sir  John  I'homas 
Stanley,  of  Alderley,  who  was  raised  in 
Mav,  "l8:i"',  to  the  ])eerage  as  Lord 
Staidev  oi  AMerley.  His  mother  was 
the  Ladv  :\[:iria'  Joscpha  Holroyd, 
dan-  titer  of  dcbn,  Hr-t  i'.arl  of  Sb.etHeld, 
the  friend  and  eorre-'iioudent  of  Cib- 
iion.  He  wa>  !>.>ru  at  Alderley  T*ark 
on  the  FUh  ol'  Xovend)er,  18()-_',  and  was 
educated  at  IClon  and  at  Cbrivt  Chureh. 
Oxford,  where  he  graduated  B.A.  in 
the  year  1823.

He  was  raised  to  the  peerage  m  Iblb, 
during  his  father's  lifetime,  as  Lm-cl 
Eddisburv,  but  succeeded  to  the  supe- 
rior title' of  Lord  Stanley  of  Ahlcrley 
hi  October  L^50.    Lord  Stanley  was 
CA-en  better  known  in  general  society  as 
a  man  of  ready  and  somewhat  incisive 
wit,  than  as  a  politician.    At  times, 
indeed,  his  wit  has  been  accused  ot 
bavin-  in  it  a  spice  of  ill-natitre  ;  but 
ib^"s  cbarac  is  negatived  by  the  great 
popularity  he  enjoyed  iu  socictv:  and 
nothin-  is  more  certain  than  that  h.

He  was  the  only  son  of  the 
late  Sir  Jttckes  Granville  Clifton,  Bart, 
who  assumed  the  additional  name  of 
Juckes  l)y  his  seccnd  wife  ^Marianne, 
daughter  of  the  late  John  Swinfeu,csq. 
of  Swinfeu,  co.  Statford.  He  was  born 
December  24,  1S2(;,  and  was  educated 
at  Eton.  He  succeeded  to  his  father's 
title  in  Octoljcr,  1852.

Darin-  tlic  feudal  system  all  countries  were  divided  into  fief.,  and 
those  ac^aiu  into  arricre-fiefs.  In  Germany  tlie  holders  of  tho  first 

Spain  bad  its  grandees  and 
I,idalgos_Hm,gary  lias  its  magnates  and  equites.  In  Iranco  and 
England  the  grand  vassals  of  the  cro^vn,  or  the  greater  bai-oiis  (after- 
wards peers),  composed  the  first;  and  the  lesser  barons  (aftrnvaixls 
knights  and  squires)  the  second  order.  In  all  those  conntries  the 
second  class  are  styled  noble  as  well  as  the  first.  At  .-hatjeriod, 
or  for  ^Yhat  reason,  have  our  gcutleraen  ceased  tu  be  so  ?  ihc  ol- 
lowing  citations  will  prove  their  rights,  which  may  be  dormant,  but 
cannot  be  lost.

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"  If  a  (Inclicss,  countess,  or  baroness,  marry  -svitii  a  simple  gentle- 
man, slie  losctli  lier  dignity;  we  say  the  i-'^ason  is  this,  Quando  Jleuii/ai 
nohiUs  nupserit  ignohiU,  des'ui'it  esse  nohilis]  hwi  in  so  doing  "sve  mis- 
quote the  text,  which  means  that  if  any  gentlewoman,  which  in  onr 
laws  is  called  nohilis,  do  marry  a  man  of  no  coat  armour  (whom  also 
we  call  {(jnohikui),  her  state  and  title  of  gentleness  is  in  suspense,  and 
no  man  knowcth  where  it  is;  but  yet  the  law  preserveth  the  same, 
until  God  send  her  a  husband  of  a  better  kind,  and  then  it  shall 
appear  again.  In  the  time  of  Queen  Mary  (continues  Sir  John  Ferne, 
whose  language  I  shall  take  the  liberty  to  modernise),  the  lawyers  in, 
two  cases  consulted  with  the  heralds,  if  the  widows  of  peers,  being 
married  to  gentlemen,  might  retain  their  names  and  titles  of  dignity, 
the  law  having  said,  Quando  fonnina  nohilis,  etc. ;  but  the  heralds 
answered,  that  they  misquoted  the  law;  but  that  nevertheless  these 
widows  must  lose  their  titles,  though  not  from  any  want  of  nobility 
in  their  second  husbands,  for  no  one  without  injustice  could  deny  that 
they  were  gentlemen,  being  cnregistered  as  such;  but  the  reason  ^vhy 
is  deducted  from  nature,  as  it  were  monstrous  if  a  wife,  in  the  en- 
joying of  titles,  should  be  superior  to  her  husband,  who  is  her  head; 
and  this  would  be,  if  the  wife  be  honoured  as  a  duchess,  and  the  hus- 
band be  entertained  but  according  to  his  inferior  state." 

Such  was  the  opinion  of  the  heralds.  The  law  of  arms  and  the  lav/ 
of  the  land  judged  with  reason  on  their  side.  But  the  courtesy  of 
England  is  not  less  complaisant  than  the  second  husband,  wlio  .by 
l^ermitting  his  other  half  to  bear  the  title  of  his  predecessor,  acknow- 
ledges himself  the  acquirer  of  only  second-hand  goods.  Great  is 
the  astonishment  of  foreigners  at  this  custom.  They  know  not  which 
most  to  admire,  the  want  of  dignity  in  the  husband,  or  of  delicacy  in 
the  wife.  So  much  for  the  second  marriages  of  dowagers.  Of  the 
misalliances  of  damsels.  Sir  John  Ferne  says  : — 

"  It  were  well,  if  gentlevronum  of  blood  and  of  inheritance  would 
have  better  regard  to  thi-ir  matching;  for  by  marrying  with  a  gentle- 
man, she  is  a  help  to  sustain  his  noble  house :  but  by  marrying  a 
churle,  she  barreth  buth  herself  and  her  progeny  of  nobleness."

Tlie  above  quotation  from  Sir  John  Ferne  explains  the  only  passage 
in  Cuke  upon  Lyttelton  which  niight  lead  one  to  imagine  that  this 
great  law  authority  conliiied  th<>  nobility  to  the  peerage  of  Englaml, 
vvhoreas  in  the  oilier  volumes  of  his  Institutes  he  says  that  all  who 
bear  arms  are  uuble.

iN'oT  long  after  tliat  Tvinter  s  morning,  when  Lonis  XV.  first  entcroil 
tlie  dwelling  of  tlie  Chute'laine  of  Scnaart,  a  people's  ball  took  plaee 
at  tlie  Hotel  tie  Yille  in  Paris.  It  was  a  masked  fancy  ball ;  and,  as 
tlic  Iving  Limseli  condescended  to  be  present  at  it,  fair  Parisians  ont- 
vied  each  other  in  endeavouring  to  do  justice  to  the  occasion,  espe- 
cially as  it  was  inaugurated  in  honour  of  the  Daupliin's  marriage  witli 
the  Infanta  of  Spain.  An  r]nglish  country  dance,  executed  by  twenty 
graceful  Frcnchvv-omen,  was  upon  that  night  first  made  popular  in 
Paris ;  but  the  King,  though  attentively  observing  this  dance,  seemed 
generally  iuchtferent  to  the  g^y  scene  before  him,  until  a  masked  lady, 
in  the  garb  of  Diana,  so  provoked  cither  his  admiration  or  his  curiosity 
or  both,  that  lie  engaged  her  in  conversation,  and  his  listlessness  dis- 
appeared. Scarcely  however  did  his  ^^dajesty  at  last  venture  on  tlic 
words  "  Beautiful  huntress,  happy  the  man  who  is  pierced  with  your 
arrows,"  than  the  masked  lady  lied  from  his  side  as  though  in  terror  ; 
and  it  was  not  until  she  was  re-captm-cd  and  compelled,  as  a  favour 
due  to  royalty  on  such  an  occasion,  to  remove  her  mask,  that  Louis 
XY.  recognised  in  his  witty  companion  the  same  Madame  d'Etioles 
who,  if  report  be  true,  had  been  only  too  well  remembered  by  him  since 
his  visit  to  her  chateau.  The  result  of  this  renevv'cd  introduction  may 
be  surmised  by  the  following  letter  written  not  long  afterwards  by 
Louis  XV.,  dated  from  the  Camp  of  Fontenoy  an  hour  after  battle  : — 
Madame,— I  have  seen  all  lost,  but  the  ]\Iarechal  de  Saxe  has  re- 
gained all.  He  has  this  day  surpassed  himself.  IMy  troops  have 
f^'Ught  with  invincible  courage,  and  those  of  my  household  have  per- 
formed prodigies.  To  tliem  I  owe  the  victory.  I  have  witnessed  the 
heroic  valour  of  the  Fi-ench  Xoblesse,  for  it  has  been  displayed  beneath 
mine  eyes." 

Ly  the  time  this  letter  reached  ]\Ladame  d'Etioles,  to  whom  it  was 
addressed,  she  had  Hung  down  all  on  one  stake;  she  had  forfeited  an 
honourable  position,  and  followed  the  King  to  Fontenoy,  having  been 
^^^eortcd  thither  by  the  Due  de  Richelieu  as  part  of  what  he  called  his 
"  elegant  baggage."  She  was  near  enough  to  the  field  of  battle  to 
tremble  at  every  reverberation  of  the  cannon,  and  to  dread  the  i^sue  of 
tbo  fight  both  for  the  King's  sake  and  her  own..  Ly  that  time  Iier 
^'^'paration_  from  'M.  d'l-^liolos  had  been  judicially  pronounced:  and,  as  in 
tise  deed  vS  tliat  separation  the  guardianship  of  her  child  had  been 
iornially  a^<igned  to  her,  she  had  placed  her  in  the  Convent  of  the 
Assumption,  before  her;.eli  becoming  part  of  the  "  elegant  baggage." 
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Afterwards,  on  her  return  to  Paris,  she  was  created  Marquise  do  Pom- 
padour, the  ancient  and  illustrious  Marquisate  of  that  name  having 
l,een  confiscated  for  eonspiraey  in  a  previous  reign.    She  was  then 
formally  presented  at  A^ersailles  to  tlie  Queen,  who,  mcredible  though 
it  may  seem  to  us  in  this  day,  was  by  no  means  unwilhng  to  weleomo 
her     But  here  it  must  bo  remembered  that  iMadame  de  Pompadour 
WP.*  -Tar  from  bein-  the  first  acknowledged  rival  of  the  Pohsh  ]\[ar]0 
Leczinskn,  and  tho.t  her  Majesty,  altliough  herself  of  unblemished 
virtue,  had  not  from  her  earliest  girlhood  been  altogether  unaccus- 
tomed to  social  anomalies,  for  more  than  one  such  seems  to  have 
existed  even  in  the  exiled  court  of  her  '  philosophic'  father,  Stamslas. 
The  Queen,  not  less  than  the  new  Marquise,  was  the  creature  of  the 
centuiV  in  tiie  strange  midst  of  wliich  they  both  lived,  and  the  former 
intuitively  reco-nised  in  the  latter  certain  qualities  of  heart  and  head 
which  she  could  scarcely  have  expected  to  find  in  such  a  rival.  Some 
readers  may  be  inclined  to  think  that  the  Queen's  submission  to  fate 
in  this  ca^e  was  supine  and  contemptible;  but  her  own  contemporaries 
iudged  differentlv ;  for,  though  small  be  tlio  place  occupied  by  ]\Iarie 
Leczin^ka  in  the  history  of  France,  she  was  respected  even  m  the 
midst  of  a  corrupt  society  as  an  example  of  the  sustaining  power  of 
faith  in  the  history  of  the  soul.    Deserted  by  her  husband  at  tlie  most 
difficult  period  of  woman's  life— the  transition  from  youth  to  age— she 
resigned  herself  to  a  life  of  prayer.    The  example  of  her  pure  conduct 
restrained  her  children  from  pursuing  the  course  of  sin,  and  it  liad 
hkewise  so  operated  for  good  even  on  the  lives  of  some  of  Madame 
d'Etiolos'  predecessors  in  the  King's  favour,  that  Madame  do  Mailly, 
f  .r  example,  had  wept  at  the  feet  of  her  royal  mistress  before  going 
into  penitential  retreat.    Soon  too  did  the  Pompadour  herself  declare 
I  love  the  Queen  ;  I  revere  her  because  she  is  virtuous.    I  fain  would 
luive  the  courage  to  imitate  her." 

But,  ere  paying  this  homage  to  virtue  in  the  person  of  the  (>neen, 
tlic  Marqnisc  had  already  begun,  to  experience  the  difiiculties  of  Inn- 
position  ;  for  in  the  royal  retreat  of  Choisy,  commonly  called  "  Clioisy 
.lu  Bov  "  where  once  had  lived  ^ladtnne  de  Mailly,  since  pemtenK  and 
where  once  had  ruled  Madame  de  Chateauroux,  not  long  smce  dead  as 
a  vi.-tim  of  remorse  and  the  scorn  of  a  people  whom  sue  had  tried, 
in  some  wavs,  to  serve;  here,  in  the  roynl  retreat  of  Choisy,  not^ far 
from  her  own  old  forest  liome  of  Senaart,  :\Iadame  do  Pompadour 
f.aiml  how  hard  a  task  it  sometimes  wns  to  amuse  the  Kin-;  for  the 
1  voverlnnl  and  constitutional  gloom  of  Loui.  XY.  the  burthen  of  which 
was  doMva-d  oulv  to  increa-.'  with  his  y.-rs,  had  already  so  over- 
.Jra.hm-ed  his  sold  that  he  oft.u  spoko  of  deoth  even  in  the  midst  oi 
fv^  <.    Jn  order,  therefiu-e,  to  beguile  him  from  cnnvi,  slie  was  iy>t- 
K'^Mv  toun..;iIcd  io  u^e  and  im[>rove  to  the  utmost  every  accomplish- 
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mcnt  she  possessed.  Slic  was  a  consummate  musician,  a  cliarming 
songstress,  an  excellent  draughtswoman,  and  a  brilliant  actress;  but. 
not  relying  upon  herself  alone,  she  summoned  around  her  all  her 
former  patrons,  now  become  her  proteges.  To  Voltaire — who,  throuuh 
her,  had  become  Court  poet  as  well  as  academician  and  historiographer 
of  France,  she  gave  commands  for  the  production  of  plays  to  be  acted, 
not  only  at  Choisy  but  at  Versailles,  and  in  one  of  these  especially  the 
King  himself  was  persuaded  by  her  to  strut  his  short  hour  on  the  stage. 
To  ]\Iarmontel,  her  secretary,  she  suggested  talcs  of  love,  of  which  the 
writer  himself  might  give  the  ablest  readings,  and  from  which  Boucher, 
Watteau's  successor;  might  fmd  fitting  suljjects  for  his  pencil,  ^hc 
animated  even  the  philosophic  ^Montesquieu  with  fresh  esprit  for  his 
famous  books  on  the  Laws  of  Nations,  and  made  the  witty  Abbe  dc 
Bor]iis  feel  that  he  was  never  so  witty,  despite  the  presence  of  Ma- 
jesty, as  ^vhcn  in  lier  society.  But,  in  the  midst  of  her  gay  court  at 
Choisy,  the  Marcpiise  felt  the  need  of  a  tutor;  for,  perceiving  that  the 
Iving  was  often  anxious  and  thoughtful  concerning  the  great  events 
which  then  menachigly  agitated  Europe,  she  desired  to  penetrate  to 
the  truth  of  those  mighty  mysteries,"  and,  sometimes  finding  it  difficult 
from  previous  inexperience  of  such  subjects  to  follow  the  current  of 
royal  thoughts  concerning  them,  she  one  day  sent  to  the  venerable 

areclial  de  Belleisle,  and  Sir,"  said  she  to  him  when  lie  came,  Sir, 
jtray  exj-lain  to  me  the  true  nature  of  p':Jitics?" 

"  Madame,"  he  answered,  I  fear  much  to  teach  you  a  science  whicli, 
in  your  hands,  will  become  fatal  to  many."  But,  nevertheless,  he  did 
teael?  Iier;  and  the  Pompadour  tben  set  herself  to  study  not  only  boohs 
but  original  political  MSS.  which  Louis  XV.  himself  placed  before  her. 

]\r.  d'Etioles  meantime  was  not  without  his  consolations,  for  lie  is 
reported  to  have  had  an  accession  to  his  wealth  about  the  same  time 
that  he  was  Avarned  that  if  ever  at  the  Opera,  or  elsewhere,  he  came 
across  :\Iadame  la  :Mar.:|uise,  he  was  not  to  make  sign  of  recognition, 
or  in  any  way  to  presume  to  lay  claim  to  previous  acquaintance  with 
her.  lie  thought  it  prudent,  therefore,  to  retire  for  a  time  beyond  a 
certai!!  distance  from  the  capital,  and  in  the  provinces  met  with  many 
iiiarks  of  dattering  sympathy.  One  day,  for  example,  an  old  pro- 
vincial gentleman  was  invited  to  meet  ^^L  d'Etioles,  as  the  distin- 
gui>hedi  traveller,"  at  a  ncighbouriiig  chateau,  inhabited  by  a  lordly 
friend.  AVho  is  this  man  Avliom  my  lord  delights  to  honour  ?"  asked 
tlie  old  gentleman  of  another  guest  on  entering  the  ^alon:  and,  being 
answered  in  a  mysterious  wliisper,  ''He  is  i\w  husband  of  tlie  new 
.Marquise  do  Pompadour,"  he  bustled  forward  towards  ^sl.  d'Etioles, 
and  l).>wing  low  before  him,  hand  on  heart,  exclaimed,  :Monsieur  the 
Marquis  de  Pompadour,  permit  me  to  have  the  great  honour  of 
saluting  you.''

The    disthigiiislied  traveller's  "  uncle,      Ic  Xormant  de  Tiirnelicim, 
is  reported  to  have  so  far  benefited  likewise  by  his    niece's"  position,  as 
to  have  had  the  post  and  emoluments  of  Director-General  of  Public 
Buildings  confided  to  him  until  such  time  as  her  brother  might  be  con- 
sidered competent  to  hold  the  same.    AfterAvards,  as  beforesaid,  the 
latter  did  succeed  to  this  post  under  the  title  of  Marquis  de  Marigny; 
but,  as  at  first  he  was  created  Marquis  de  Yaudieres,  he  was  nicknamed 
in  Paris  pasquinades  "  Marquis  d'Avant  Hier  "  (of  the  day  before 
yesterday).    By  the  time,  however,  that  this  sobriquet  was  invented, 
Madame  de  Pompadour  had  cause  to  deplore  the  onerous  nature  of 
her  position,  for  politically  her  name  had  gradually  become  of  world- 
wide signiricance,  and  not  even  thu  alliance  eventually  effected  by  her 
means  "between  France  and  Austria,  afier  nearly  three  centuries  of 
sanguinary  discord,  nor  the  fact  of  the  great  Empress  Maria  Theresa 
addressing  her  in  political  documents  as    Cousin  "  or  "  Sister,''  could 
mitigate  the  poignant  and  ever  increasing  anxiety  she  felt  when,  with 
the  Exchequer  of  France  impoverished  by  prc\-ious  wars,  and  the 
Iving  of  France  in  a  frequent  state  of  apathetic  despondency,  she  found 
that  the  war  against  Engbnd  and  Prussia,  since  known  as  the  Seven 
Years'  War,  had  become  ine^dtable. 

By  that  time  it  is  true  that,  though  the  French  press  was  still 
nominally  gagged,  the  Encyclopedistes  had,  under  her  protection, 
formed  themselves  into  a  powerful  body  ;  but,  from  the  very  fact  of  her 
having  thus  given  an  impetus  to  liberal  thought,  and  to  the  expression 
of  public  and  political  ophiion  in  France  and  elsewhere,  she  had  made 
implacable  enemies  of  the  Jesuits,  with  Beaumont,  Archbishop  of  Paris, 
and  his  notorious  Bidl  Unigenitus  at  their  head. 

Xor  only  so;  for  some  even  of  her  philosophical  friends,  who  owed 
to  her  their  places  at  Court,  deserted  her  when  they  found  that  her 
sworn  foe,  Frederick  of  Prussia,  was  ambitious  of  surrounding  himself 
with  French  litterateurs  at  his  palace,  or  rather  military  barrack,  of 
Potsdam.  For  example,  Yoltaire,  when  a  place  in  the  Cabinet 
Ministry  of  Yersailles  was  refused  to  him,  fled  from  the  benefactress 
to  whom  he  was  indebted  for  so  many  fine  places  at  tlic  Court  of 
France,  and  polluted  his  pen,  under  the  guidance  of  the  Prusshin 
Kino-,  by  writing  the  "  Pucelle  d'Ork'ans,"  from  which  unthinking 
[.osterity  has  too  often  been  taught  to  misjudge  the  Marquise  de 
Pompadour.* 

*  At  tlic  time  wlien  tlio  Seven  Years'  War  was  ragincr.  and  ^vhcnthe  power  of 
tlic  Jesuits  was  opposed  to  that  of  the  Ponipa.loiu-  in  France,  many  nnprincipleil 
Fruu-hmcuwho  ^verc  proserihed  hy  the  former  for  the  attempted  utterance  of 
iaiitudinavian  tlion-ht,  Avliether  in  politics  or  polemics,  and  compelled  to  lly  from 
IVivncc,  did  not  scruple  to  place  iheir  pens  at  the  service  of  her  enemies.  Hence 
th.e  ovij^iu  of  too  many  of  those  -ross  libels  which,  under  the  form  of  iiamphk-ts, 
^vcro  tillered  through  ihc  pre^rs  of  Amsterdam,  and  which  made  Madame  dc 
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Much  reason,  ho^yever,  had  Voltaire  to  repent  of  his  treachery 
towards  her,  when  not  long  afterwards  King  Frederick  "  flung  hirn  aside 
like  a  sucked  orange."  Henceforth,  exiled  from  Versailles,  he  had  "to 
take  up  his  abode  at  Ferney,  where  Marmontcl  paid  him  a  visit.  They 
talked  of  tlie  Pompadour: — 

"  iVli,"  siglicd  Marmontcl,  "  she  is  no  longer  liapjoy,  nor  is  she  well 
in  health." 

Voltaire,  rcmem])ering  her  histrionic  talents,  and  sorely  wishing  for 
his  own  sake  to  make  some  aincndc,  said,  "  Let  her  only  play  at 
tragedy,  and  I- will  write  her  parts  befitting  a  cpieen,  for  as  a  beauti- 
ful vroman  A\q  ought  still  to  feel  the  force  of  love." 

Alas,"  sighed  Marmontcl, she  also  feels  the  force  of  woe,  pro- 
ducing tears." 

"  Which,"  added  Voltaire, is  altogether  what  is  needed  in  tragedy."

FOrtGOTTE]S^  CHAPTERS  IN  EIOGRAPHY.—No.  1. 


LIFE  OF  JOIIX  IIl'XrvY  IJOBIXSOX,  D.J)., 
BISHOP  OF  lo>;dox. 

Wo  cannot  fail  to  notice  a  marked  dilTerence  ])ctween  the  bishops  of 
the  Church  of  J^ngland  previous  to  and  after  the  Picformation ;  and 
this  not  only  in  nnitters  of  faith  and  duties  ecclesiastical,  but  in  tlie 
secular  work  in  which  the  ante-Feformation  bishops  were  engaged. 
Looking  back,  we  find  that  many  bi<hops  have  been  Chancellors  up  to 
the  reign  of  Henry  VIIL  ;  vhile  ^ince  that  time  to  one  only  has  this 
office  been  oiTered,  and  that  under  the  inlluence  of  Laud.  It  may  be, 
therefore,  not  a  little  interesting  to  know  something  of  the  last  Anglican 
bishop  vrho  was  engaged  in  State  alTairs,  and  so  to  see  the  links 
finally  broken  between  the  prelates  of  earlier  and  more  recent  times. 

The  last  bishop  who  occupied  a  position  other  than  ecclesiastical  in 
Rate  matters  w?s  John  Henry  Fobinson,  who  died  Fishop  of  London 
A.D.  17'23,  His  hfe  was  one  in  this  respect  that  stands  alone  amid 
tho  bisho]^s  of  his  time,  and  he  ihereforo  not  unworthily  fdls  the  last 
niche  in  the  line  of  statesnaen-bishops.    He  was  born  at  Cleasby,  in 

JV,ii>pa.lour  tlie  cliicf  point  of  attack:  for  slic  not  only  licld  tho  helm  of  Govern- 
vji'ut  in  Trance,  hul  ^vav  r,,v  that  very  reason  detestra  hv  I'rok'rick  of  j'rn^sia, 
ulio,  scondn-  Avnaeii  in  ;^ri:era].  p'-llncally  hate.l  la  riu  i^.Tti^ailar.  li  cnrion^ 
lait  not  eaiiyin-.to  trave  ilie  cvUnn  ui  ^onle  of  rlu-o  i  lui-avnth-eentnrv  libels  to 
their  impure  Sonn  e.  Fal^.-  to  fact  and  Taral  to  nIoralil^  liu'v  Lrcnerallv  were;  and 
not  tho  least  so  one  that  was  Avritten  by  a  mm  who,  havin-  violated  her  vows, 
was  married  to  a  Prussian  oilieer.

After  holdln?  a  benefice  in  England,  lie  was  appointed  donie^a. 
chaplain  to  the' Ambassador  in  Sweden,  where  he  reniamed  as  Bishop 
Burnet  states  in  the  -  History  of  his  Own  Tiraes,"  above  thirty  years, 
undertaking  the  duties  of  his  superior  during  his  absence,  and  being 
finally  promoted  to  the  position  of  Ambassador  to  that  Court.  That 
he  was  a  man  of  considerable  observation  is  proved  by  the  very  caie- 
fnlly-mitten  portrait  of  the  King  of  Sweden,  which  B.u-net  inserted  m 
his  "  History  of  the  Ceigu  of  Queen  Anne,"  and  which  gives  all,  even 
the  most  minute,  details  of  his  daily  life  and  habits. 

Durino-  the  time  that  he  remained  in  Sweden,  he  wrote  a  book  which 
V.rou^ht  Sim  into  notice,  namely,  "  An  Account  of  Sweden,  as  it  was 
inlOSS,"  in  which  maybe  found  much  vamaole  imormation  relative 
to  that  kingdom  at  that  period.    That  his  services  as  Ambassador 
were  appreciated,  is  proved  by  bis  very  rapid  advancement  in  the 
Church;  for  on  his  return  to  England  be  obtamed  the  Deanery  of 
AVindso  ,  the  position  of  Registrar  of  the  Order  of  the  Garter,  together 
^ith  a  sU  at  Canterbury.    Xor  was  this  all  for  in  1, 10  he  w  as  eon 
secrated  Bishop  of  Bristol;  and  on  the  sudden  dc.tn  of  tli  E  .1  of 
Jersey,  the  very  day  on  which  it  was  to  have  been  given  bm^  1  e 
Privv  Seal  was  conferred  on  Bishop  Robinson,  who  was  named  Rleni- 
potentiaiy  at  Utrecht,    llironghout  those  protracted  and  tedious 
negotiatilns,  so  frequently  delayed  by  the  Dutch  and  other  allies,  .ho 
were  unwilling  to  join  in  an  armistice,  Bishop  Robinson  appear 
have  done  all  tliat  lav  in  his  power  to  promote  peace,  and  the  ii._,it> 
w.ns  finally  arranged."   It  was  at  this  juncture  that  a  rnntecl  renion- 
Zuce  was  presented  to  the  .linisters  at  yti.cbt  on  behal   o  the 
Chevalier  St,  Gcor.'e,  while  by  the  Treaty  it  was  stipulated  that  uie 
French  King  should  abandon  the  "Rretender"  and  ackiiowleoge  ,l,e 
On   n's  titl^and  the  "  Protectant  succession."  The  bishop  s  papers  and 
\,  r^bitive  to  the  nesotiation  were  placed  by  him  m  tlie 
memoranda  lelatiM-  to  un.  i  ,„.,-,„i.  n,>,l  ;f 

Bodleian  Librarv  at-O.^ford,  where  they  are  stul  pre^eued.  and, 
search  were  made,  their  contents  would  no  doubt  throw  much  light 
on  the  under-currcnts  of  the  political  histoiw  of  the  times.

On  the  last  point  tlicrc  can  bo  littlo 
doubt,  as  lie  fonnded  a  free  school  in  his  native  place  and  also  two 
scholarshijis  at  Oriel  College,  Oxford.  Nor  could  he  have  attained  to 
such  a  position  had  ho  not  possessed  considerable  tnlent  and  aptitude 
for  other  tlian  simply  ecclesiastical  duties.  His  religious  views  were 
doubtless  in  accordance  with  those  of  xVrehbishop  Tenison,  whom,  had 
he  survived,  it  Avas  supposed  lie  could  liave  followed  in  the  Primacy, 

Tliere  is,  however,  one  passage  in  the  life  of  Bishop  Eobinson  whicli 
calls  forth  the  gratitude  of  all  sincere  clnirchmen,  and  that  is  the  very 
firm  attitude  lie  adopted,  as  Bishop  of  London,  relative  to  the  Arian 
form  of  Doxology,  introduced  by  Dr.  Clarke  in  the  ])arish  church  of 
St.  James's,  when  he  deemed  it  necessary  to  address  a  letter  of  caution 
to  his  clergy  admonishing  them  to  discountenance  these  irregular 
practices.  It  was  at  this  time  that  Dr.  AVaterland  (afterwards  Arch- 
deacon) attracted  the  notice  of  the  Bishop  of  London  by  the  publica- 
tion of  his  "Defence  of  the  Queries"  in  connexion  with  the  xVrian 
controversy,  and  by  whom  lie  was  appointed  to  preach  the  Lady 
Meyer's  Lectures— on  the  Trinity  and  the  Divinity  of  our  Lord.  Li  a 
letter  prefixed  to  tlie  sermon,  Dr.  Waterland  bears  testimony  to  the 
unswerving  fideliiy  of  the  Bishop,  for  whom  he  evidently  entertained 
a  sincere  respect,  observing  "  these  sermons,  drawn  up  and  preached 
under  your  lordship's  influence,  in  defence  of  that  ancient  faith  which 
you  have  so  seasonably  and  signally  supported,  liave  a  natural  claim 
and  title  to  your  patronage;''  and  he  adds, I  gladly  embrace  this 
opportunity  of  joining  in  the  public  thanks  to  your  lordsliip  for  the  late 
memorable  instance  of  your  truly  primitive  and  episcopal  zeal  against 
tlic  adversaries  of  our  common  faith."  Waterland  would  scarcely 
have  written  this  had  he  not  felt  that  Bisho})  Bobinson's  conduct 
fairly  merited  such  an  acknowledgment.  Towards  the  close  of  his  life 
the  Bishop  occupied  a  house  in  the  parish  of  Ilampstcad,  where  ho  died 
Api-il  lltli  11 '2o.  He  was  buried  in  Fulham  churchyard  at  the  cast 
end  of  the  chancel;  and  though  his  name  may  rarely  be  in  the  mouth 
of  the  men  of  the  present  day,  still  it  will  be  remembered  by  the  people 
of  Cleasby,  by  the  Fellows  of  Oriel,  Oxford,  by  the  students  of  the 
history  of  tlie  latter  years  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  by  those 
who  see  in  him  the  last  Bishop  of  the.  Church  of  England  who  occu- 
pied not  only  the  position  of  an  ecclesiastic  but  also  of  a  statesman, 
in  the  important  duties  of  a  plenipotentiary. 

There  is  a  portrait  of  Bishop  Bobinson,  painted  by  Didd  f;nd  en- 
graved by  Yertiie,  in  wliich  he  is  represented  in  his  episcopal  robes  with 
the  blue  riband  of  the  Begistrar  of  the  Order  of  the  Garter,  while 
under  the  ])ortrait  are  the  Bible  on  one  side  and  on  the  other  the  port- 
folio of  liu>  rienii)otcntiary.  His  motto  was,  Madr  cr  multr  auk  a— in 
Ilunic:  Man  is  dust  and  ashes,

1.  Dealtry  of  Cuckfield,  Sussex. 
This  family  is  of  very  ancient  stand- 
in-,  and  on  l)otli  sides  dates  irom  the 
Conquest.  TheDealtrys  wei-e_  ongmally 
..ettlcd  in  Sussex.    Accordm-  to  Le- 
land,  division  Avas  madcoi  the  honor  oi 
rctworth  bet^veen  three  sisters  married

This  family  came  first  into  Devon- 
shire dtn-iuLi-  the  life  of  Lieut.-General 
John  Graves  Simcoe,  grandfather  of 
the  present  owner  of  Wolf ord,  who  hlled 
jaiccessivelv  the  posts  of  Governor  ot 
Upper  Canada  and  Commander  of  the 
Western  District,  and  was  m  the  midst 
of  preparations  for  entering  upon  the 
oflice  of  Commander-in-Chief  ot  tlie 
Porces  in  India,  when  he  died.  General 
tSimcoe   had  married  Plizaf.eth  ios- 
thuma,  dau-hter   and  sole  heiress  of 
Colonel  GwiUim,  of  Aldcotu-t  O^^t-Ue- 
camp  to  General  Wolfe,  and  kille^f  at 
his  side  during  the  siege  of  (iuebec), 
through  whom  the  present  fanulv  trace 
their  descent  to  the  nuconquered  \V  clsU 
Kiims  in  the  time  of  William  I.  ihc 
present  representative  is  the  Kev.  Ilenry 
A.  Simcoe,  M.A.  of  AVadham  Cullc-e 
Oxford,  who  is  Lord  of  the  ^lanor  and 
patron  of  the  living  of  _  Dunkesweii, 
Devon,  and  incnndient  of  Egloskcir}, 
with  Tremayne,  Cornwall. 


4.  Stubbs  of  Beckbury,  Shropshire. 

This  familv,  who  acciuired  Pieckhury 
bv  the  marriage  of  an  ance>tor  early  in 
the  eiuhteenth  century,  apj^ear  to  huNC 
anciently  held  a  manor  and  landed  es- 
tates in  the  pari:^h  of  Scottow.  Norlolk ; 
and  in  the  pari-h  ehnrch  ot  Scotu.w 
there  is  a  sepulchral  monument  to  then' 
memorv.  this  family  were  Dr.  Law- 
rence Stubbs,  President  of  Magdalen 
Colic 'e,  (.)xford.  from  A.D.  lo2o  to  1  < , 
an.l  al,M>  Alice  Stubbs,  wife  of  Haniou 
L'l^;ran-e  (son  of  Sir  Nicholas  L  L- 
t!-m-e),  and  motlicrof  Sir  Poger  L 
tran-e,  the  celebrated  author  i>[  man.\ 
political  iiampklets  in  the  Koyali> 
caubc,  and  the  trandator  of  Cieero 
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Seneca,  Erasmus,  iEsop,  Joseplius,  .<cc., 
wlio  at  the  liestoration  was  appomted 
"  Censor  of  the  Press,"  and  who  in  li;.">5 
l)ron-ht  out  and  cstablishedthe  "  Public 
lutcUicA'cncer."

5.  Burns  of  Kilniahew,  Dumbartonshire. 

This  family— formerly  called  Purn 
—were  seated  in  Stirlinuv-hire,  but 
their  property  tlicrc  was  sold  by  John 
Burn,  cs(|.  grandfather  of  the  pre-ent 
represeixtative.  John  P urn's  son.  the 
]iev.  John  Burn.,  I)  D.  presented  hy  the 
Crown  to  tlic  barony  parish  of  Gla-gcw 
in  A.D.  177 1,  discharged  tlie  duties  of 
that  important  pari-h  for  GO  years,  till 
his  death  in  IsiSl),  at  the  age  of  'JG.  lie 
adtlcd  a  final  '  s  '  to  the  familv  name. 
His  eldest  son,  John,  M.D.  and  P-J'-^- 
and  a  corresi^onding  uicmbcr  of  tlie 
Institute  of  Prance.rwas  Pegins  Pro- 
fessor of  Stn-gery  ui  the  Universiry  of 
Glasgow,  ami  \vas  drovraed  in  ilic 
steamship  Orion  in  IS''),  having  laid 
four  children,  all  of  whom  died  withoui 
issue-.  Allan  P.urus,  tlsc  second  son  of 
the  Per.  John  Burns,  vras  Piiy.^icjan  to 
the  Em]a-ess  Catherine  of  Pus-^ia.  but 
died  without  issue  in  ISi:!,  as  did  also 
Dr.  Bum's  other  children,  exec'-pt  J ames

nev  iu  that  countv,  ar.il  av-is  owner  oC 
Colyn  de  Cliickney  and  other  lands  in 
Debdcn  and  the  neigh!)0uring  iKiri^hes. 
The  manor,  with '  the  ailvow.-an  of 
Chickuey,  Avas  in  this  faraily  in  IGOG. 
Henry  Collyu,  who  died  Deccml.er  'M>t 
in  that  ye:tr,  was  >uccee'.lcd  by  his  son 
John,  who  sold  the  nianov  ;ir.,l  advcnv- 
sou  to  O'l.  Evan  Licyd.  I'-.ixi  of  the

7.  Carus-Wilson  of  Casteilon,  West- 
moreland. 

The  Carus -Wilsons,  of  Casterton 
Hall,  are  descended  from  a  common 
ancestor  Avith  the  Wilsons  of  Dallam 
Tower,  Westmoreland,  and  arc  con- 
nected with  the  Eo  Elemings  in  the 
same  county,  and  the  IMusgraves  and 
llasclls  of  'Cumberland.  Sir  Thomas 
Cams,  who  in  1530  held  the  manor  of 
Kirkby  Eonsdalc,  was  a  direct  ancestor 
of  this  family;  as  was  also  Edward 
Wilson,  v.-ho'in  1G70  had  the  manor 
of  Ca.-tcrton,  and  whose  descendant, 
l^aniel  Wilson,  was  for  forty  years 
Isl.V.  for  AVestmoreland.  The  family 
of  Wilson,  in  the  reign  of  King  James, 
held  considerable  estates  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Casterton.  A  male  branch 
resided  at  Undcrley  (n_ovr  the  seat  of 
the  Enrl  of  Beetive)  till  1780,  when  it 
was  alienated  by  Sii"  Thomas  Wilson. 

8.  Barham  of  Trectra,  Co.  Pembroke. 
This  family,  formerly  named  Forster, 

is  descended  from  an  ancient  border 
clan  in  Northmnberland,  A.D.  Oil,  rc- 
sidin'j;  at  Bamborongh  Castle,  and  con- 
sr.intly  represented  the  county  in  Par- 
liament.    Sir  Thomas  Eor.-ter,  Bart. 
>,[.P.  for  Xorthumberland,  was  engaged 
in  the  IlebcUion  of  1715,  and  com- 
nuinded  tlic  Th^glish  part  of  tlie  rebel 
forec.^;  he  surrendered  with  Lord  Der- 
Avcntwater  and  others,  and  was  com- 
mitted to  the  Tower  of  London,  whence, 
b.owever,  he  esca])ed  and  fled  to  the 
West  Indies.     llis  large  estates  in 
Korthumberland  were  forfeited  to  the 
crov/n,  but  afterwards  pm-ehased  by 
liis  uncle.

He  is 
succeeded  hi  his  title  and  estates  by 
his  eldest  son,  the  Hon.  Pilchard  Hand- 
cock,  late  Captain  of  the '41st  Foot, 
who  was  born  in  1S2G.  and  is  married 
to  the  Hon.  Louisa  r^Iatilda  Harri<, 
daughter  of  the  late  Lord  Harris. 

The  family  of  Lord  Castlemaine  arc 
descended  from  Willianr  Handcock.  uf 
Twyford,  co.  AYestmeath,  who  was 
:NLP.  for  that  county  in  the  tir>t  Iri>h 
Parliament  after  the  Pcstoration.  and 
Avas  appointed  one  of  the  Council  of 
the  Province  of  Connaught.  I'he  P>a- 
rony  of  Castlemaine  was  conferred  on 
the'  uncle  of  the  late  Peer,  with  a 
special  remainder  to  liis  brother ;  and 
he  was  in  1S2'2  advanced  to  the  Yis- 
couutcy  of  Castlen.uiine,  but  without 
^uch  limitation,  so  that  the  superior 
title  expired  with  its  original  grantee. 

Lord  Taunton. 

July  13th,  after  a  few  hours'  illness, 
in  Bclgraye-s<iuare,  aged  70,  the  Kight 
Hon.  Henry,  Lord  Taunton,  an  ehler 
In-crher  of  the  Trinity  Hou-e. 

The  elder  son  of  the  late  Peter  Ca-^ar 
I.abouchere,  esq.  of  Hylands,  lu-ar 
Clu-husford,  Kv-ex  (avIio 'died  in  Jan. 
!  ^o'.h,  by  Dorotliy  I'lizubeth,  4ih  daugh- 
ter of  the  late  bir  Francis  Paring,  Ikirt. 
lie  was  born  in  Loudon  on  the  i5th  of 


Anenst,  1798.    He  was  descended  fmm 
one' of  those  French  Hnguenot  families 
Avho  have  in  so  numy  instances  cou- 
trilmted  l>y  their  industry,  their  enerci'y, 
and  their  ability  to  the  'honour  and  the 
wealth  of  England.    His  fatlier,  Avho 
had  begun  life  as  a  clerk  hi  a  hawk  at 
Amsterdam,  and  had  risen  to  opulence 
through  hi^' ]}uuTiage  with  the  dauuhtcr 
of  (Mie  of  tlic  ])artners,  became  hini>eli 
a  banker  of  eminence,  and  accunmlaicd 
a  fortune  ^uch  a-,  to  enable  his  s<^,n  at 
an  early  age  to  devote  him.-^elf  Avholly  lo 
politics.    Young  Labouchere  was  edu- 
cated at  AYinciicster,  whence  he  ]>ro- 
ceeded  to  Christ  Church,  Oxford,  wlsere 
he  gained   a   first  class   in  chis.-ical 
honom-s  at  Faster,  1820.     Soon  afjer 
taking  his  degree  he  went  on  a  foreign 
tour,  and  yisi:ed  the  United  States  and 
Can:\da  in  company  witli  'Mx.  F.  C. 
Staidey,  now  Earl  of  Derby,  ami  the 
present  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Com- 
nrons,  the  liight  Hon.  J.  F.  Deui>oii. 
In  18i't;  he  Avas  returned  to  Parlianunt 
for  St.  ]Michaers,  a  Cornish  boron,- li, 
afterwards  consigned  to  Schedule  A  in 
the  hrsr.  ]?eform  P>ill.    The  Parliament 
in  which  he  iir^t  sat  was  a  memorable 
fme.    Li  the  previous  Parliament  thei-e 
was  a  considerable  nutjority  in  favour 
of  some  concessions  to  the  ]-,onian  Ca- 
tholic claims;  but  at  the  general  elec- 
tion in  182G  that  majority  Avas  Ijroken 
up  and  scattered  to  the  winds,  while  a 
lan:e  majority  stood  pledged,  under  the 
guidance  of'Peel,  to  resist  the  Piuuiau 
Catholic  demands.    Y\'t  that  .-ame  Cbi- 
vernment   tAvu  years  a  iter  wards,  le- 
pealed  the  Test  and  Corporation  A(  i>, 
and  in  the  year  following  repialed, 
without  reserve,  all  Konuin  Catholic 
disabilities. 

Young  Laboucliere  entered  jtublic 
life  as  a  member  of  the  Whig  p.art}-, 
and  took  part  with  them  in  all  the  re- 
forms they  advocated  ami  the  victories 
they  Avon.  The  death  of  (u'cn-ge  ^V. 
in  brought  aijout  the  di.--o!u1  iou 

of  I'arliament,  and  in  the  general  tdee- 
tii^n  tliar  followed  Mr.  Labouehere  1- It 
St.  Michael's,  and  oifercd  him-elf  for 
Tuunton  —  a  borough  Avbich  nii^-t 
bououraidy  stood  by  hin\.  and  elected 
him  its  member  so  long  as  he  cared  to 
retain  a  seat  iii  the  House  of  Connnons. 
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Lord  Taiinion. 


This  was  the  more  creditable  to  theiu, 
as  the  rchitions  l)ctwceu  the  niciubcr 
uatl  his  cousLitiicncy  were  thor^nighly 
pure.    No  wonder  that  he  shonhl  laark 
his  -ratitnde  and  his  sense  <^t  their  ut- 
taehnieut,  by  sclectiii,^-  the  name  vUliat 
town  Adien  he  was  called  t<^  the  Li«per 
House  as  the  title  by  Avhich  he  wished 
to  be  known  to  posterity.  _  Soon  aker 
the  accession  to  power  of  the  Grey 
Ministry  Mr.  Labon.chcrc  entered  npon 
oihcc  as  a  civil  Lord  of  the  Admiralty, 
of  which  Sir  James  Graham  was  iMrst 
Lord.    lie  did  not  remain  there  Ion;:', 
hcAA-ever,  but  under  tlie  ^dclbournc  ad- 
miuistration   passed  rapidly  throu.crh 
A-arious  phases,  bccominL!'  surc(>--Lvcly 
Vice-rrcsidonL  and  rrc-ideut   of  tlie 
Eoard  of  Trade,  and  Gliici:  J-Lcrevary  for 
Ireland  in  1810-7.    He  took  hr^  share 
in  tiic  debates  of  that  stormy  period  ; 
hut  though  his  oratory  wa^  never  of  the 
lirst  order,  vet,  in  his  own  dep-.n-nnebf, 
he  n\adc  him^df  a  repnt;ition  lor  uis 
u>;<iduitv  and  diligent  attciition  to  de- 
tails, as%vell  as  foV  the sin-nlar  suavity 
of  liis  manner,  which  btood  him  in  place 
of  tact  in  conductiuL;-  to  a  succc^.'^ful 
issue  .the  most   delicate  nee-ociations. 
As  one  instance  of  tliis,  we  nmy  men- 
tion that  while  he  lad'i  the  oiiice  of 
Yicc-Tresident  of  the  Doard  ol  i'lade, 
hcAvas  sent  down  by  tlie  i:')vcrnmrnt 
of  Lord  :Melbourne  to  adju-^^t  the  rela- 
tions between  tlie  city  of  I'.diiiburLh  :ind 
the  port  of  Leith.    Kdinbnrgh  cbrnKMl 
ri''hts  of  supcrioritv  which  i.cith  v.ns 
>low  to  acknowled-e.    F.dinbnvuh  had 
advanced  numey  on  the  barliuur  and 
pier,  which  Leith  w:isnot  .-wifi  to  p;iy; 
uud  both  had  borrowed  na>ney  tromGo- 
vcnnnment  for  the  extension  of  the  p;or 
which  no  one  saw  ihe  way  to  h^uiilate. 
The  parties  had  been  wran- din.--  and  hu- 
i:ntiri-t\>r  years;  and  the  whole  ijue-tion 
had  p.ot  info  such  an  entanj^lcd  and  c(.n\- 
plicated  state  that  an  unr.iveMia-  id  the 
ueb  scorned  hopek-s.  Mr.  LrdK.uchere, 
liowcver,  soon  succeeded  in  vx<[\uvuyj: 
the  conridcnce  of  all  i)artie<,  ami  by  ins 
niO'ler;iti<)n,  patience,  and  _  tran.-pareut 
sinuUau-s  of  juirpo-e,  s*)  tli-an;)fd  pre- 
judlees  rlmt  all  pro'tie^  :i_iv.d  to  abide 
hv  his  decision,  and  he  i  Keer.  d  au  ad- 
ju-tmcnt    whieh  enve  sat  i-t:iction  to 
l.,.ih  side-,  ami  whir!!  e.  n; limes  ua- 
broke!v  to  the  pre-^nr  dav. 

\\  lu  n  Sir  llolu  it  canu'  into 

(,wire'  in  l>n,  Mr.  LaM-mherc,  of 
f...uv-e,  ve'.ited  \sitli  hi-  p  oty.  On  their 
r.'tnrp.  to  power  in  l^l'i.  lie  resumed 
his  fi'ViV-e'-  ]>  '-t  i  f  ri'e-ldent  of  the 
Board  of  Trade,  ar.d  m  that  capacity 


it  fell  to  him  to  bear  the  main  stres>  of 
the  debates  that  arose  in  conducting 
throu-h  the   House  of  Conunons ^tiie 
measure  for  the  repeal  of  the  navi-;!- 
ti(jn  haws,    lie  once  more  retired  whei! 
the  luirl  of  Derby  came  into  power  in 
his  first  brief  administration  of  ISol.', 
and  vrlien,  in  the  following-  year,  the 
Earl  of  Aberdeen  succeeded,  Mr.  La- 
bouehere  did  not  resume  his  place  in 
tl le  ministry.    But  wh en  the  ill-as.staied 
coalition  came  to  an  alvrupt termination 
in  the  first  disasters  of  the  Crimean 
war.  Lord  ralmerston,  who  was  left 
master  of  the  situatieni,  called  Mr.  La- 
bouchcre  once  more  from  his  retire- 
ment, and  placed  him  in  his  old  posi- 
tion of  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 
Tliree  vcars  aftervvards,  he  was  ad- 
vanced "to  the  post  of  Chief  Secretary 
for  tlie  Colonics.    He  held  this  ollicc 
only  a  few  months  however,  for  the 
storm  that  arose  on  the  report  that  Lt)rd 
Falmerston  was  trucklin-  totheFreneh 
lanperor  on  the  Conspiracy  to  iMurder 
Bill,  once  more  drove  the  party  from 
ixmvr.    On  their  return  ^>Ir,  Lal»ou- 
cherc  was  ati-ain  sacrificed  to  the  exi- 
U-cncies  of  part  v.    Bttt  it  was  felt  that 
his  Ion?-,  valuable,  and  steady  ku'Viccs 
deserved  some  reward.    A  pecra.ux'  ac- 
cordinudv  M  as  offered  and  accepted.  :Nlr. 
La1)ouchere  selected,  as  we  have  saul, 
rlie  title  of  Lord  Tatmtou,  and  he  Ijade 
farewell  to  oflieial  life. 

In  the  Upper  House,  Lord  Taunton 
was  a  constant  attendcr  and  a  jnett}' 
fre([uent  debater.  It  must  be  said  ol 
him,  observes  the  Moni'ing  PcKsf,  that 
ho  apj)careil  to  more  advantage  in  the 
Upiper  than  the  Lower  House. 

it  is  a  remarkable  circutnstance  tliat 
one  of  the  last  speeches  he  ever  deli- 
vered Avas  in  favour  of  the  scheme_<d 
concurrent  cndoAvment  in  connexion 
\vuh  the  Irish  Church  Bill.  Lord  Tatni- 
ton's  last  puldic  employment  was  as 
Chairman  of  the  ihiduwed  Schools  Com- 
inis.-ion;  but  in  whatever  capacity  he 
appeared  he  increased  the  reputation 
he  had  early  jiaiued  as  a  scholar,  as  a 
-entleuuni,  and  as  a  zealous  and  able 
servant  ui  the  public. 

Throu-luuit  his  Ioiim-  public  career, 
lie  w;is  eminently  distinguished  by  mo- 
deraiion,  b.one-ty,  and  a  love  of  fair 
dealinu';  and  the-e  virtues  he  carried 
into  every  relation  of  life. 

Bv  his  tirst  wife,  anIio  was  also  his 
cousin,  France-,  \onn-est  daughter  of 
the  late  Sir  Thomas  Baring,  Bart,  and 
sister  of  Mr.  Th(uuas  Bariui;-,  'M.F.  who 
also  died  suddenly  in  1850,  he  had  sevc- 
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ral  daughters,  cno  of  whom  is  married 
to  Captain  Ellis,  Equerry  to  the  rrincc 
oL"  Wales.  Lord  Taimton  suhscquently 
marricd,  in  1852,  Lady  ]Mary  Howard, 
daughter  of  the  sixth  Earl  of  Carlisle, 
who  survives  him,  hut  without  issue. 
As  he  had  no  son,  his  title  has  become 
extinct.  His  lordship  was  buried  at 
Quantock,  near  Taunton. 

Lord  Kenyon. 
July  1-1,  at  Eastbourne,  Sussex, 
whither  ho  had  gone  to  endeavour  to 
recruit  his  health,  aged  (U,  the  Hight 
Hon.  Lloyd  Kenyon,  Lord  Kenyon,  of 
Gredingron,  co.  Elint,  in  the  peerage 
of  Great  Britain,  and  a  baronet. 

He  was  the  elder  son  of  George, 
second  lord,  by  INIargaret  Emma,  only 
daughter  of  the  late  Sir  Thomas  Han- 
mer,  hart,  and  vra-:  born  1st  A]riil, 
1805.     He  was  educated   at  Christ 
Church,  Oxford,  Avhere  he  graduated 
B.A.  in  18-2G.  and  proceeded  M.A.  in 
1829.    He   succeeded  to  the  i'amily 
honours  upon  the  death  of  his  farh>.r 
in  1855,  and  was  a  nuigistrate  and 
Heputy-Lieuteriant  for  Shropshire  and 
Elintshire.    He  sat  in  the  Conservative 
interest  as  ^NLE.  for  the  now  disfran- 
chised borough  of  St.  ^lichaeFs  hi  tlie 
I'arliaments  of   18:]0-l-2.     The  late 
Lord  nian-ied,  L".Hh  June,  18;]:].  .he 
Hon.  Georgiana  de  Grey,  fourth  daugh- 
ter of  Thorn  a';,  fom'th  Lord  Wal sing- 
ham,  by  which   lady,  who  survives 
him,  he   has  left  issue  a  viumeroiw 
family.    The  deceased   noblenmn  is 
succeeded  in  the  honours  an(l  estates 
bv  his  grandson,  Lloyd,  ixnn  in  l8i;L 
only  child  of   the   late   Hon.  Lloyd 
Jvenyon  (who  died  hi  1805)  by  his 
niarriage  with  Eanny  :\Iary  Carherine, 
oulv  child  of  :^rr.  John  luilph  Ornr^by- 
Gore,  M.P.  of  Eorkingtcai,  co.  Salo].. 

The  grandfather  of  the  hue  _  i'eer 
^vas  an  admirable  example  of  the 
tendency  of  energy  av.d  indaistry  to 
rise  to"  the  highest  dignities  by  the 
profession  of  the  law.  He  commenced 
life  as  clerk  to  an  attorney  at  North- 
wirh,  in  Cheshire;  but  nt  the  exi)ira- 
5  ion  of  his  articles  he  resolved  to  follow 
the  higher  branch  of  his  profe>-i(^n, 
iind  uecordingly  was  called  to  the  liar, 
ik'  borame  in  suci-ession  Atiorney- 
<b  nrral,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Co.-Eala- 
'ise  of  Ciioter,  and  :Ma-ter  of  the 
iv-Hsand  uUimntelv  in  17S8  -uecevded 
:he  uivat  Lord  Ma:iMirhl  a.  Chief 
dt^vtii.e  of  the  Court  of  lunu's  Leneh, 
'".  liig  at  the  came  time  raised  to  the 
P' ^lage. 
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Sir  WilUam  Bowles,  K.C.B. 
July  2,  after  a  week's  illness,  in  Hill- 
street,"'  Berkeley-square,  aged  88,  Sir 
William  Bowles,  K.C.B.  Admiral  "of 
the  Elect.    He  was  eldest  son  of  'Mv. 
William  BoAvles,  of  Healc  House,  Wilts, 
bv  Dinah,  daughter  of  the  late  Admiral 
Sir   Thomas  ^Erankland,    Bart,  and 
brother  of  General  Sir  George  Bowles, 
K.C.B.  and  was  born  at  Heale  House 
in  1780.    He  entered  the  navy  in  Sep- 
tember 171m;,  and,  after  being  variously 
emploved  in  Xorth  Ameriea,  was  ap- 
pointed in  :\rarch  1807  to  the  command 
of  the  Zebra  boml),  in  which  he  ac- 
companied Lord  Gambier  to  Copen- 
hagen.   He  Avas  a])pointcd  cai^tain  of 
tluT  .Aledusa,  and  bcrved  on  shory  as 
second  in  command  with  the  Naval 
Brigade,  on  the  north  coast  oi'  Si»ain, 
in  1810,  where  throughout  his  arduous 
duties  he  distinguished  himself  for  his 
zeal,  ability,  and'  indefatigable  activity, 
particularly  in  a  successful  engage- 
ment with  a  strong  detachment  of  tin' 
enemy's  troops  near  Sa.ntona.    In  18 1 
he  proceeded  to  South  America,  and 
was  emploved  in  protecting  oin'  trade 
in  the  Bio  de  la  Plata.    In  18U;  h.c 
again  proceeded  to  the  same  station, 
-wliere  he  commanded  in  chief  nmil 
1820.    In  July  1822  he  Avas  ap])ointed 
Comptroller-General  of  the  Coastguard, 
wliich  post  he  retained  till  Xovember 
1811,  when  he  obtained  his  liag  rank. 
He  was  appointed  an  extra,  naval  aide- 
de-camp  to  AVilliam  IV.  in  18:U.  ami 
from  May  1811  to  the  summer  of 
tilled  the'olhce  of  one  of  the  Lords  of 
the  Admiralty,    Sir  William  was  for 
some  years  in  the  House  of  Commons 
as  a  '*  Erec-trade  Conservative,"  havinu 
been  elected  member  for  Laniiceston  in 
]Mav  1841  in  the  room  of  Sir  Henr\- 
Hardinge,  appointed  Govenior-G eneral 
t>f  India,  and  he  continued  to  sit  for 
that  borough  rill  July  1852.    The  hs^l 
a])pointnient  Sir  William  held  was  that 
of  Commander-in-Chief  at  I'ort-mouth. 
He  resiLHied  before  his  period  of  srrviee 
had  exoirid,  ov>-in"-:-  to  diiVerences  witli 
the  a!ulioritie>  at  ^Vhitehall.    The  late 
adniiral  was  an  ardent  supporter  of  the 
Boyal  Naval  School  ar  New  Cross,  in 
the  prosperity  of  which  institution  he 
to,ok  w.  derp  interest  from  its  earlic'-t 
f.  ^undLriion.  Hi.>  eomnii<>ion  as  Lieuten- 
ant liorc  (kite  August  oO,  l8(t;!;  G>m- 
nuun'er,  January  22,  18()G;  Ca].tain, 
Get.  !;kl8U7;  Bear-Admiral,  Novem- 
ber 2;;,  18  H;  Virc-Admiral,  .March  8, 
1852:  Admiral, Novemlier 28, 1857:  and 
Admiral  of  the  Elect,  January  15  this 
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year.  Ho  was  for  sonic  years  Vice- 
Admiral  of  the  United  Kin-dom.  Ilie 
late  Sir  AVilliam^vas  nominated  a  Com- 
panion of  the  Order  of  the  Bath  ni 
April  183'J,  and  made  a  Kni-ht  Coiii- 
mander  in  November  ISGi.'.  bir  \\  il- 
liam  married,  An-ust  0,  ISi'O,  the  Hon. 
Frances.  Temple,  sister  of  the  kite 
Visconnt  ralmerston,  which  lady  died 
in  1838.  He  was  one  of  the  executors 
of  his  distin-nishcd  brother-in-law.

Toulmin  Smith,  Esq. 
April  28.  At  Lancing,  Sussex,  a-r-l 
52,  Toulmin  Smith,  esq.  of  High-ale, 
barrister-at-law. 

He  was  the  eldest  son  of  the  late  Mr. 
William  Hawkes  Smith,  who,  forty  or 
fifty  years  ago,  occupied  a  prominent 
place  in  Birmingham  as  an  education;!  1 
reformer.    The 'family  to  which  he  be- 
longed had  held  honourable  position- 
in  the  town  for  five  hundred  years.  One 
of  his  ancestors  formed  one  of  the  ori- 
uinal  founders  of  Deritend  Chapel,  m 
1381,  and  some  of  the  property  in  Den- 
tend— the  Old  Crown  House,  for  exam- 
ple-had  descended  in  an  unbroken  line 
for  nearly  live  hundred  years.    Li  th^ 
industries  of  Ijirniingbam  some  mem- 
bers of  the  family  had  ever  taken  an 
active  part;  and  as  late  as  the  last  cen- 
tury Joseph  Smiih  was  a  belbfoumler 
near  Birmhighani,  and  rosidhig  at  Hay 
Hall.  The  familv  had  long  been  closely 
associated  with  the  Presbyterian  body 
at  Birmingham. 

:Mr.  Toulmin  Smith  was  born  in  Bn- 
]ningham  ^lay  2'Jth,  181G.  From  his 
father's  precept  and  example  he  hail 
early  gained  a  love  of  literature,  and  a 
devotion  to  public  work.  In  183('>, 
while  yet  a  mere  youth,  he  had,  with 
liis  father's  permission,  prepared  and 
l)ublis]ied  "'A  Popular  View  of  the 
Progress  of  Philosophy  Among  tlie 
Aiieients,''  and  had  even  previously 
written  An  Introduction  to  the  Latin 
Lanuuage."  In  1837,  the  year  of  hi-^ 
marriage,  he  proceeded  to  the  L^niietl 
StLites,  where  he  remained  till  1842. 

Although  called   to     the  Bar"  in 
IbPb  :Mr.^  Smith's  literary  ta,ste  conti- 
nued, and  his  untiring  industry  induced 
him  to  explore  new  fields  in  literary 
research.    In  an  age  when  such  matters 
were  little  studied,  his  Anglo-Saxon 
in.-tinct  had  led  him  to  the  study  of  the 
Nor!  hern  literature,  whence  our  own 
civili'-ation  caine.  He  learned  Icelandic, 
Danish,  Norsc;  he  familiarised  himself 
M  ith  the  luldas,  Sagas,  and  mythology 
of  the  North.    He  studied  the  history 
and  ])olitics  ot  Denmark,  Norway,  Swe- 
den,   and    Iceland,   and  Scandinavia 
ueneraliv,  and  his  researches  In'ought 
forth  good  fruit  in  his  excellent  volume. 
'■On  the  Discovery  of  America  by  the 
Xurthmen  in  the  Tenth  Century,"  ])ub- 
lisbed  with  nuips  and  ])lates  in  183'.'. 
This  en-'minal  and  learned  Avork,  full  ot 
must  eiiriiius  re^ulls  of  researches  into 
documents  wlio-^c    very  existence  Avas 
then  scarcely  known,  led  to  his  being 
elected  u  member  of  the  Society  of 
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N. n't  hern  Antiquai'ics  oi  Copenlia-  en— 
;t  tribute  well  der^crved  and  liiuly  prized. 
Uuring  the  past  thirty  years  thcvokmic 
,,f  >[r.  Smith,  though  half-forgotten 
here,  has  been  fully  appreciated  across 
tlie  Atlantic,  and  latter  writers  have 
iH>r  hesitated  to  copy  his  conclusions, 
and  borrow  the  results  which  lie  ascer- 
tained witli  so  much  labour  and  skill. 

In  he  published  the  most  valu- 
jtble  and  important  of  all  his  numerous 
Avorks,  The  Parish  :  its  Obligations 
and  rowers,  its  Olhcers  and  their 
Duties"  (which  reached  a  second  edi- 
tion in  1857),  and  which  forms  not  only 
one  of  the  most  valuable  legal  and  con- 
stitutional treatises,  but  one  of  the  most 
curious  and  iuteresting  volumes  of  its 
class  ever  yet  compiled.  Long  years  of 
patient  study  among  musty  old  records 
in  village  ve'strics,  long  hours  of  careful 
(•oi)yjng^of  old,  half-forgottcu  bye-laws 
and  minutes,  a  hearty  appreciation  of 
the  principle  of  self-government  as  op- 
})0sed  to  general  centralisation  and  go- 
vernment bv  irresponsilile  commissions, 
had  enabled  2^Ir.  Smith  to  perform  an 
inconceivable  laboim  with  indomitable 
perseverance  and  curious  literary  skill. 
As  a  record  of  the  principles  which 
have" for  nearly  a  thousand  years  go- 
verned and  guided  local  rule,  and  have 
developed  the  hearty  central  life  of 
Knglish  liberty.  "The  Parish"  is  one 
of  our  most  important  and  mo>t  valu- 
able works. 

In  1 8-18-41),  when  central  l^uro]>e  was 
eoDvulsed  and  Austria  shaken_  by  the 
national  rising  in  Hungary  against  tlie 
Austrian  tyranny  and  contempt  of  Hun- 
uariau  laws,  before  even  Kossuth  AA  as 
known  by  name,  and  when  the  Hun- 
garian protest  was  but  little  untlerstrMxl, 
Mr.  Smith,  by  his  quiet  >tudy  hmg  be- 
fore, had  become  familiar  v.ith  all  the 
details  of  the  quarrel  and  the  contest 
for  "old  rights,"  and  was  one  of  the 
very  few  men  in  England  or  ]':uro])e 
who  imderstood  the  whole  case.  In 
181'J,  his  "  rarallels  between  the  Con- 
stitution and  Constitutional  History  of 
Kn-land  and  Hungary,"  showed  not 
only  a  nnnutc  knowledge  of  the  special 
facts,  but  proved  an  eloquent  and  in- 
fonning  appeal  on  the  ehampion-liip 
of  free' institutions,  the  snpremacy  of 
the  law."  ami  arou-edand  directcil  vhat 
imolligont     M-nqnitlsy    for  Hunii^iry 
wliirh"  th>t  fo"und  i>ublie  cxpre-^>ion  in 
Ihi-huvl  b-v  a  meeting  in  the  old  Oihl 
V,;11m\vs'  Hall,  in  King-street,  Biruiiiic-- 
iiani.  and  rose  to  enthusiasm  when  the 
exilei!  patriot,  Ix>uis  Kossuth,  Avas  wel- 
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corned  in  the  Birmingham  Town  Hall, 
and  delivered  a  nuigniticent  oration 
on  the  history  of  his  uidiappy  land. 

But  while  emphatically  a  Liberal,  he 
had  long  leanied  to  see  beyond  the 
clouds  of  dust  raised  by  the  contiicts  of 
the  day,  that  certain  old  principles  were 
eternal  and  inmiutable;  and  hence  he 
looked  with  intelligent  suspicion  and 
distrust  on  the  centralising  spirit  of  otu' 
time.  He  contended,  with  extraordi- 
nary learning  and  power,  that  "•  Govern- 
ment by  Conmiissions  was  illegal  ami 
pernicious  "  (1S4'J) ;  and  in  his  report  ou 
The  Ivight  Holding  of  the  Coroner's 
Court"  (1850),  and  in  numerous  other 
pami)hlets,  he  fuughi  the  great  light 
again.>t  the  centralisation  of  the  ibiy. 
In  season,  and  out  of  sea-on,  he  held  to 
his  good  old  historic  doctrine,  based 
upon  large  research  and  extensive  rcail- 
ing  and  thought,  the  excellence  oL'  local 
self-government  as  ojiposcd  to  Trench 
and  German  philosophies. 

In  185.5,  Mr.  Smith,  in  the  s-vnie 
spirit,  and  with  the  same  skill,  pub- 
lished a  most  useful  volume,  '*  The  Law 
of  Xuisances  and  Sewerage  Works," 
which  reached  a  fourth  edition  in  L8l)7. 
Although  chiefly  professional  and  tech- 
nical, this  remarkable  work  stootl  on 
the  basis  of  Lngiish  law,  and  eleaidy 
showed  by  numerous  examples  that  the 
common  'law  of  England  fully  em- 
powered all  lawful  authorities  to  sup- 
press lurisances,  even  if  no  general  Act 
like  that  of  1855  had  been  pasrA-d.  In 
this,  as  in  fact  in  all  his  works,  ]Mr. 
Smith  was  not  a  mere  '-letter"  lawyer,^ 
i:»ut  was  penetrated  Avith  the  spirit  of 
the  English  Constitution  that  no  man, 
nor  body  of  men,  nor  corporatioii,  ean 
be  allowed,  in  the  exercise  of  any  oc- 
cupation, or  powers,  or  enjoyment,  to  do 
anything  that  will  lessen' the  C(iual  op- 
portunity for  the  exercise  ot  oecu[)ation, 
powers,  or  enjoyment  by  other--." 

As  a  barrister-at-law  of  Lineoln's- 
inn,  [Mr.  Smith  had  long  resided  at 
Highgate,  near  London,  but  lie  never 
forgot  his  native  town,  nor  ceased  to 
take  an  intelligent  intere-t  in  her 
alfair-^;  and  one  ot  his  most  ardent  hopes 
A\  ;;s  to  retmni  to  Birmingham,  and  end 
his  daA  s"  in  Avell-earned  re]H)>e. 

In  Scjitemher,  18(;:).  a  letter  in  the 
Blrm'in;iJu! Ill  Da'dij  Post,  on  the  iip- 
jiarently  imminent  de~-truction  of  the 
Did  CroAvn  House  in  Deritend,  led  li>  a 
rejoinder  from  Mr.  Smith,  as  the  repre- 
sentative of  nearly  live  centuries  ot 
oAvnership,  that  he,  at  any  rate,  Avcuhl 
never  consent  to  its  destruction,  but 
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would  do  nil  within  lii^  means  and 
p^ver  to  preserve  it.  The  interest  taken 
in  tlic  subject  indueed  hhn  to  write  and 
;^blish(l'ieinl8G:^)  -The  Tradnious 
kthe  GUI  Crown  Uou.o  m  Dcr-iut- 
Eud,  in  the  Lord.hii)  <.l  l^iruun^h^ni,

Xot  onlv  in  local,  but  in  national 
atfairs,  Mr.  Smith  had  long  taken  a 
pro-aincnt  and  honourable  part.  Keit 
onlv  in  his  professional  character  as  a 
Parliamentarv  barrister,  but  as  an  aii- 
thoritv  on  ail  points  ot  constuutiona 
law  liis  aid  was  constantly  sought  am" 
o'ladlv  given.    For  eight  years  he  c<>n- 
ducted    sinde-handed  -  The  Parlia- 
mentary Eemembrancer,"  not  merely  a 
recia-d  of  rarliamentary  proceedings,  a 
hand])00k  of  "bills  "in  progress^,  and 
of  votes  recorded,  hut  a  learned  aim 
rn- ictical  series  of  illttstrations  of  p>re- 
sent  lc'-i-^lation  by  past.    In  the  pages 
of  the  -  Eemembrancer  "  arc  to  be  found 
^ome  sin -ularlv  able  treatises  on  1  ar- 
•    iiamcutarv  practice  and  Ihighsh  law,  on 
i    the  -roA\Tli  of  public  opinion,  on  tlic 
s    .■•reat  ([uebtions  of  the  day,  and  all  so 
well   digested  and.  systematically  ar- 
raimed  tliat  the  cessation  of  the'-Pc- 
naaubroaieer"  was  a  legislative  _loss. 
ili>  intercourse  with  the  most  eminent 
pnblie  men  of  our  time  was  constant 
and  intimate,  and  his  correspondence, 
not    onlv    with    the    statesmen  ot 
Eivland'  but  of  Germany,  France,  and 
the  United  States,  is  a  sufticicnt  prooe 
of  the  estinration  in  whidi  his  learning, 
independence,  and  integrity  were  held

wav,  and  tla?  paper  was  postponed,  lie 
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had,  however,  with  liis  accustomed 
energy  collected  "  a  mass  of  matter," 
andlhis  he  proposed  to  offer  to  the  so- 
ciety in  Avhich  he  felt  m  warm  an  inte- 
rest, and  for  which  ho  intended  to  do 
much  good  Avork. 

While  literature  was  his  favourite 
btiidv,  and  national  politics  his  favourite 
pursuit,  he  had  devoted  much  time  to 
geology,  and  mineralogy,  and  uiitural 
history  generally,  and  had  collected  a 
valuable^  :SIuseum  illustrative  of  each  of 
these  branches  of  scicntilic  research. 
His  library  was  extensive  and  varied, 
full  of  rare  and  curious  books  on  his 
favourite   subjects,  Korsc  literature, 
l^nglish  law  and  history,  and  he  had 
formed  the  hucst  known  collection  of 
tracts  on  tlie  subject  of  the  Civil  War. 
Every  book  about  him,  and  he  lived 
among  them,  had  bcLU  carefully  read 
and  marked,  and  he  could  lind  in  an 
instant  any  extract  which  ho  might 
happen  to 'require.    Pew  private  read- 
ers had  bought  more  books,  and  very 
few  knew  them  so  well.    Por  years  he 
had  hoarded  up  evervthing  associated 
with  his  father's  literary  life,  and  much 
relating  to  Birmingham  history,  and 
if  he  had  lived  a  few  years  longer  he 
would  have  re-written,  from  original 
and  authentic  data  in  our  local  and 
national  archives,  the  history  of  our 
town.    His  great  interest  in  our  local 
history  was  ^constantly  shown  by  his 
frequent  and  valuable  contributions 
to  the  "  Kotes  and  Queries    in  this 
paper,  and  his  researches  in  the  Kc- 
cord  Cilice  often  resulted  in  important 
additions  of  forgotten  local  facts.  His 
latest  published  letter  appeared  in  these 
columns  only  a  fortnight  before  his 
death;  and  he  had  intended  to  review 
the  original  foundation   of  Deritend 
Chapel  in  1831,  the  "  presentation  "  ^to 
the  chapel  by  the  popular  voice,  and  the 
threatened  "  discstal)li>Miment  and  dis- 
cndowmcnt"  (as  he  called  it),  of  a 
popular  riaht  of  presentation,  which 
had  been  "exercised  unchallenged  for 
four  hundred  years. 

While  in  controversy,  having  formed 
his  opinions  with  judicial  care,  he  was 
a  very  vudlcus  ho't-i  ticon/m,  while  his 
lone  was  sometimes  dogmatic,  from  the 
depth  :ind  sincerity  of  his  conviciions, 
lie  v,:is  iu  every  re>pect  an  honourable, 
iu>r,  and  truthVul  man.  While  he  was 
luetli.Miieal  in  mind,  orderly  _ in  iiabif, 
keen  in  pere(>})tion,  untiring  in  laliniir, 
deep  in  learning,  ready  in  roource, 
while  be  maintained  his  own  convic- 
tions with  energy  and  power,  he  hud  a 


kindly  regard  for  all  who  differed  from 
him,  a  large  appreciation  of  genuine 
humour,  and  he  was  in  private  life  one 
of  tlie  most  courteous,  kindly,  and  ge- 
nial of  men.    While  he  honoured  tlie 
past,  and  the  memory  of  his  fathers,  he 
was  no  blind  adherent  of  a  falling 
cause,  no  obstinate  opponent  of  the 
needful  changes  of  the  age.  The  ruling 
passion,  tlic  guide  of  his  life,  the  dream 
of  hi<  youth^the  glory  of  his  manhood 
and  his  later  yeai-s,  was  the  intelligent 
freedom  of  the  people,  based  on  the 
"  ancient  ways."    Sensitive  in  spirit 
and  generons^m  heart,  deeply  attached 
to  his  friends,  and  honotu'ed  and  ad- 
mired by  all  who  knew  him  well,  his 
greatest 'love  was  the  town  where  his 
family  had  flourished,  and  where  he 
himself  Avas  born.    Amid  all  the  worry 
of  a  London  lawyer's  life,  when  la^ 
away  in  the  United  ytales,  when  stricken 
down  by  "  grievous  illness."  almost  his 
hist  written  words,  '-'I  long  to  return  to 
Birminahani,"  expressed  the  pa-^^ion  of 
his  life"^   He  was  buried  in  Hornscy 
churchyard.    ISlr.  Toulmin  Smith  mar- 
ried, in  1837,]Martha,  daughter  of  Vril- 
liam  Jones  Kendall,  esq.  of  Wakelield, 
Yorkshire,  l)y  whom,  avIio  survives  him, 
he  has  left  'issue  two  sons  and  three 
daughters.    His  eldest  sou  dieil  before 
hlnu— Ah  rid  r/ed  from,  the  Birming- 
luDii  Journal.

This  gentleman,  of  whom  a  brief 
notice  apneared  iu  our  last  number 
(see  aboye,  ]).  4G),  was  the  cldcM  of 
the  live  children  (l-y  a  second  mar- 
riau^e)  of  the  late  ^ir.  T.  Y.  Hurlsione, 
who  was  one  of  the  proprietors  oi  the 
Jlornhif/  die  raid,  and  was  cmpl-yed 
u])on  the  staff  of  that  paper.  Born  in 
1600,  while  still  very  younu-  he  became 
a  pupil  of  the  late  Sir  \Vm.  Bceehey, 
and  also  had  the  advantage  of  re- 
ceivin^■  some  instruction  from  Sir 
Thomas  Lawrence.  His  first  original 
picture  was  an  aliar-]uece,  ]iainted  on 
commi>.-ion  in  It^lG.  Becoming  a  stu- 
dent of  the  Boyal  Academy  about  the 
vciir  he  reeeived  the  Aciuiemy's 

■-old  and  -silver medals  for  tlie  bc-t  his- 
lorieal  picture  iu  lS2:b  His  fir^t  pic- 
inre  of  note,  ''A  Boy  and  Br.rrot  " 
(now  in  the  collection  of  Ma,r([nis  of 
^Ve^nuin^ler),  as  as  cxliibitcd  at  tlie 
Britisli  Histitution  about  this  time. 
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His  iincst  portiT.it,  the  "  K:u-1  of  Ca- 
vm"  was  exbi>.itefl  ai  the  bociety 
of  British  Artists  in  1333,  and  a-ain 
at  the  National  rortrait  Uailery  at 
South  Kensinjiton  in  lou6.  ^ 

His  llucst  liistorical  picture,    "  inc 
Prisoner  of  Chillon."  ^vas  exiubited  at 
the  Sofietv  of  British  Artists  m  K.x  , 
and  afterwards   purchased    by  Lord 
Tankerville.    He  was  a  constant  ex- 
hibitor at  the  Boyal  Academy  down 
to  the  year  1832,  when  he  becanie  a 
member  of  the   Society  of  Bntif!^ 
Artists,  to  the  presidency  of  whicn  he 
was  chosen  in  18-12.    This  oihcc  ne 
held  till  his  death.     ^Ir.  ilarl>t.>nc 
also  painted  a  very  large  number  oi 
Spanish  and  Italian  rustic  and  ianc> 
subiects  of  consideralde  merit. 

ilx.  Hurlstonc  married  in  IBiUi  ^li^s

A  sou  of  the  late  Mr.  Charles  H. 
Todd,  whose  name  was  well  knowi  in 
Dublin  half  a  century  ago  as  an  eminent 
surgeon,  he  was  born  in  Dublin  April 
23rd,  J80:>.    Educated  at  Tnuity  C  ol- 
le-e,  Avhcre  he  -raduated  B.A.  in  1M..J, 
he  was  elected  to  a  rellowship  i^-^l- 
While  still  a  voung  man  he  distm- 
o-uished  himself  by  his  iheoh-uical  and 
miscellaneous  writimrs.

Church  of  Ireland."    Dr.  Todd  may  I  .e 
regarded  also  as  the  founder,  or,  at  all 
eyents,the  chief  establisher of  the  Iri.di 
Archreological  Society;  and  he  was  the 
contributor  of  very  many  important 
papers  to  the     Transactions"  of  the 
lioyal  Irish  Acadtmy,  of  which  he 
acted  as  president  for  the  usual  term 
of  live  years.    ^^lore  recently  he  edited, 
for   the  series   published   under  the 
auspices  of  the  Master  of  the  Bolls, 
an  account  of  the  wars  of  the  Dane- 
and  Norsemen  in  Lelaud,  from  :vlSS. 
in  the   libraries  of  Trinity  College, 
Dublin,  and  of  Brussels.  He  was  elect- 
ed to  a  senior  fellowship  m  18o0  o\\ 
the  a])pointment  of  Dr.  Singer  to  the 
see  of  Meath;  and.  besides  his  Begins 
Professorship  (which  he  obtained  m 
1852),  held  the  appointments  of  libra- 
rian of  Trinity  College  and  Precentor  of 
St.  Patrick's  Cathedral,  an  ofnce  to 
which  no  emoluments  are  attached. 
Dr.  Todd  was  much  beloved  and  re- 
spected in  Dublin,  and  his  loss  will  be 
felt  in  literary  and  clerical  circles  on 
both  sides  of  tlie  Channel.  _ 

The  deceased  was  buried  m  St.  la- 
trick's  Cathedral,  Dublin,  the  funeral 
being  attended  by  a  large  number  of 
mourners  and  friends. 


Rev.  E.  Greswell,  B.D.  « 
June  20,  at  Corpus  Christi  College 
Oxford,  within  a  few  weeks  of  com- 
pleting his  72nd  year,  the  Rev.  Edward 
Greswell,  B.D.  senior  Fellow  and  Vice- 
President  of  that  college.  Fie  was  the 
third  son  of  the  late  Bev.  William  Pan- 
Gresw-ll.  Perpetual  Curate  of  the  town- 
ships of  Denton  and  Haughton,  in  tho 
parish  of  Manchester,  and  well  known 
as  the  author  of  "  Annals  of  Parisian 
Tvpo-raphy."  and  other  learned  Avorks. 
He  was  born  at  Denton,  on  the  3rd  of 
August,  17*-'7. 

He  received  his  education  hrst  at 
home,  under  his  father's  instruction, 
and,  afterwards,  at  the  Manchester 
Grammar  School,  under  the  heaal- 
master.ship  of  the  late  Dr.  Jeremiah 
Snuth.  In  18ir)  he  was  elected  to  a 
^ehularship  at  Bra-enosc  College,  whieh, 
however,  lu'  retained  only  for  a  slnrt 
time,  baviu'j;  been  elected  to  the  i-i!'; 
ea.4ure  Scholarship,  at  Corpus  Christi 
College.  Bi  the  Easrer  term  oi"  f^l8 
he  tJok  his  B.A.  degree,  and  was 
placed  hi  the  lir.st  class,  both  m  classics 
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miitlicmatics,  In  1823  he  snc- 
ct  eded  to  a  Fellowship.  lu  the  pre- 
v!(,u>  year  (after  takin,^  his  ]M.A. 
.le-ree)  he  had  been  appointed  College 
Tutor.  This  otfice  he  retained  till  iSiJ.'J, 
w  hen  he  resigned,  iu  order  to  devote 
liimself  more  exclusiyely  to  the  great 
iheological  and  chronological  works  on 
Avliich'he  had  been  engaged  ever  since 
he  had  taken  his  bachelor's  degree.  lie 
wa^  the  anthor  of  many  learned  Avorks, 
of  Avhich  the  most  im]»ortant  are  the 
following:— Fasti  Temporis  Catliolici 
and  Origincs  Kalendaria).

In  18(;l>  he  publi>hcd  "The  Throe 
NVinie»c>  and  the  Tlirecfold  Cord," 


being  the  testimony  of  the  natural 
measures  of  time — of  the  primitive 
civil  calendar,  and  of  ante-dilnvian 
and  post-diluvian  tradition,  on  the  prin- 
cipal qnestions  of  fact,  in  sacred  or 
])rofane  antiquity.  His  last  work 
(printed  in  18G3)has  for  its  title:  "The 
Objections  to  the  Historical  Character 
of  the  Pentatench,  in  Part  I.  of  Dr. 
Colenso's  •  Pentatench  and  the  Book  of 
Joshua,'  considered,  and  shown  to  be 
unfounded."  The  fourth  and  last  part 
of  the  "Origines  Ivalendarii-e"  (em- 
bracing a  variety  of  calendars,  which 
could  not  properly  be  brouglit  under 
any  one  of  the  three  former  classes, 
and  of  which  a  list  is  to  be  found  in 
the  29th  page  of  "The  Three  Wit- 
nesses); and  also  an  important  work 
on  the  Chronology  of  the  Old  Testa- 
ment, have  been  left  by  Mr.  Greswell 
in  an  ttnfmished  state.  He  also  pub- 
lished translations  of  Milton's  Comns 
and  Samson  Agonistes  into  Greek 
Terse.  All  his  works,  we  believe,  were 
issued  from  the  University  Press. 

His  life  was  singularly  uneventful, 
and  indeed  it  may  be  said  to  have  been 
limited  to  the  preparation  and  publica- 
tion of  the  works  above-mentioned. 
The  cause  of  his  death  was  a  paralytic 
attack  of  about  a  year's  duration.  He 
was  bttried  in  the  cloisters  of  his  col- 
lege. 

It  is  remarkable  that  all  the  four 
sons  of  the  late  Pev.  W.  P.  Greswell 
attained  the  highest  University  dis- 
tinctions at  Oxford.  The  eldest, 
William,  now  Eector  of  Kilve,  near 
Bridge  water,  M'as  a  Fellow  of  Balliol 
Collcue;  another  brother,  the  Pev. 
Pichard  Greswell,  was  formerly  Fellow 
and  Tutor  of  "Worcester  College  :  and 
another,  the  Pev.  Clement  Grcswoll. 
late  Fellow  of  Oriel  College,  is  Hector 
of  Tortworth,  Gloucestershire.

M.  Berard  was  liorn  at  Zvlontpellier 
Oct.  12,  17^'.»:  in  his  youth  he  became 
a-sociated  with  Pcrthollei,  anil  assisted 
at  the  experiments  and  investiuatioiis 
which  lun  e  imuiortaliscd  the  laboratory 
at  Arcucil.  Sub^-equently  he  became 
a.  member  of  the  Select  Society  ol'  that 
town.  His  own  ^Memoirs,  tliouuh  not 
niimerous,  arc  ol  an  importance  whscli 
tiir.e  v.  ill  increase;  they  relate  to  tlie 
various  ])ro]>erties  of  the  coloined  ra^'s 
of  light  exhibited  in  the  solar  spectrum, 
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to  the  polfirizatioii  of  heat,  to  tlic 
specific  beat  of  leases,  to  the  annlvsis 
of  animal  sahstances,  to  tlic  ripcniuo^ 
of  frait;^,  and  to  suhjects  ot  tccbuical 
chemistry.    For  Bcarly  fifty  years  he 
was  Professor  of  Chemistry,  and  Dean 
of  the  ^vloutpellicr  Faculty  of  Science^; 
and  by  his  able  admini.srration,  his 
mimerous  services,  and  bis  b<  K^pitaliry 
to  eminent  strano  ors  who  vi^ircd  1'  ranee 
his  house  and  his  person  came  to  be 
regarded  with  veneration.    His  dcatli 
was  felt  as  a  pnblie  loss  to  the  town  ot 
^lontpellier;  and  the  disappearance  of 
his  name  from  the  list  ot  correspond- 
ents of  the  Paris  Acadcmy~(oi  which 
it  had  been  borne  for  bity  years- 
broke  one  of  the  last  links  counGcun.a; 
the  modern  with  the  ancient  school  ot 
science.  ,  . ,  . 

For  nearly  a  century  the  name  ot  his 
familv  has  been  connected  with  chemi- 
cal science;  to  his  father,  who  was 
associated  with  Chaptal  in  carrym-  on 
the  celebrated  manni'aetoiy  <■£  chemi- 
cal products  cs[abli>]!od  at  ^Ioriti)el- 
lier,  is  due  the  process  ot  coninraons 
combustion  of  sulphur,  which  has  nicti- 
morphoscd  the  fabrication  of  sulpt.unc 
acid,  and  by  conscqnencc  of  _  many 
other  chemical  compounds,  llis^  sou, 
U  Paul  Berard,  is  the  chief  ol  the 
Laboratory  of  the  Paris  Faculty  ot 
Sciences.

Lady  DufF-Gordon. 
July  1:1,  at  Cairo,  aged  -W,  Lucy, 
wife  of  Sir  Alexander  Duif-Gordou, 
Bart,  a  Commissioner  of  Inland  PiC- 
venue.    She  wa-^  tlie  only  cliild  of  the 
hiro  :Mr.  John  Austin,  the  Professor 
of  Jurisprudence,  and  of  his  wife,  Sarah 
Austin,  whose  name  is  still  remembered 
for  her  social  brilliancy  and  her  ad- 
mirable novels.    Born  in  3  820,  she  had 
in  her  veins  the  "  blue-blocd  "  of  litera- 
ture ;  and,  though  quite  young  when  she 
was  married,  slic  had  already  gained 
some  reputation  as  a  writer  under  her 
madden  name  of  Lucy  Ansrin.  Indeed 
this  was  not  to  be  wondered  at  seeing 
that  on  her  mother's  side  she  inherited 
no  little  share  of  the  literary  ability 
which   distiuauished  the   Taylors^  of 
Norwich.    She  began  by  translations 
from  foreiu-n  languages,  and  among  her 
oarlv  works  may  be  enumerated  a  ver- 
sion'of  iNiebuhr's  German  legend-,  and 
"Tho  Amber  AVit(h,''  both  ])uldi-:hcd 
durinu-  her  oirlhood.    Thc.-e  were  tol-

health.  It  will  T)G  recollected  that 
during  the  late  excursion  of  the  Prince 
and  Princess  of  Wales  up  the  Nile 
their  Royal  Highnesses  paid  her  a  visit 
at  her  kiosk,  near  the  First  Cataract. 

Ladv-Duil:  Gordon,  says  the  Tiinc><, 
was  an  excellent  German  scholar,  and 
had  the  advantage  in  her  translations 
from  that  difhcult  language  of  her  la- 
])(mrs  being  shared  liy  her  husband. 
Raiike,  iSTebuhr,  Fencrbach,  :Moltke, 
and  others,  owe  their  introduction  to 
our  En--lish  reading  public  to  the  in- 
dustry and  t:ilcut  of  her  pen.    She  was 
ah^o  a  classical  scholar  of  no  mean  pre- 
tensions; and  perhaps  no  woman  of  our 
own  time  except  :}.Irs.  Soinervillc  and 
Mrs.  Browning,  in  their  very  ditfcrent 
styles,  coniljincd  so  much  erudition  with 
so  much  natural   ability.  Inheriting 
from  bruh  parents  tlic  intellectual  fn- 
culcies  Avhich  she  so  nobly  exercised, 
her  work  has  been  ended  in  the  very 
noontide  of  life  liy  premature  failure  ot 
health;  and  the  long  exile  she  endured 
for  the  sake  of  a  better  climare  has 
failed  to  arrest,  though  it  delayed,  the 
doom  foretold  by  her  physician-^.  To 
that  exile  avc  owe  the  most,  popular, 
perhaps,  of  her  contributions  to  the 
literature  of  licr  couutiy, Letters  from 
tlic  Cape  "  and    Letters  from  Egypt;" 
the  latter  more  es])ecialiy  interesting 
from  the  vivid  life-like  descriptions  ot 
the  people  anion c  whom  she  dwelt,  her 
as))irations  for  their  better  destiny,  and 
the  complete  amalgamation  of  her  own 
pursuits  and  interests  Avith  theirs.  She 
was  a  settler,  not  a  traveller  nniong 
them.    Unlike  Lady  Hester  Stanh^^iie, 
whose  fantastic  notions  of  rulcr^hlp  ami 
superiority  have  been  so  often  ja'e<'rded 
for  our  amazement,  Lady  DutL-tiortlou 
kept  the  simple  frankness  of  heart  and 
desire  to  be  of  service  to  her  tcLow- 
creatures  without  a  thought  of  soli  or  a 
taint  of  vanitv  in  her  intcrconr-c  wuii 
them.

The  source  of  her  popularity  v>-as 
ill  the  liberal  kindliness  of  >plrit  AMth 
whicb  slie  acted  on  all  occasions,  more 
o.pcciallv  towards  tlio-e  she  c-.n-idercd 
■  victims  of   bad  -overnmcnt  ar.d 
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one  slf.^  amonfj  the  ])coj)h'  as  I  do,  and 
sees  all  tliev  e'uduvc.  Least  of  all  can 
I  forgive  those  anion--  Juiropcans  and 
Christians  v/ho  can  help  to  break  these 
bruised  reeds."  And  again,  "  A^'ould 
that  I  conld  excite  the  interest  of  my 
countr}-men  in  their  snlferiim-l  Sonic 
conception  of  tlic  valne  of  puUiie  opi- 
nion in  England  has  penetrated  even 
here."  Sympathizing,  helping,  doc- 
toring their  sick,  teaching  their  chil- 
dren, learning  their  language,  Lady 
Diitf-Gordon  "lived  in  Egyj.t,  and  in 
Egypt  she  has  died,  leaving  a  memory 
of°her  greatness  and  goodness  snch  :is 
no  other  Enropcan  woman  ever  acqnired 
in  that  coirntrv."

J-:dward  J.  AVood,  a  literary  man  of 
antiquarian  tastes.  He  Avas  born_  in 
is;')!'),  and  A\  as  brought  up  Avith  a  view 
to  th.e  legal  profession.  Although  as- 
sociated from  early  life  with  the  laAV, 
hi-  Mudious  and  retiring  habits  made 
him  untitted  for  the  bu.stle  and  close 
apnliciitiou  indispensable  to  success  as 
a  Mtlicitor.  Literature  opened  her  arms 
to  him  in  his  dilHcuhy,  and  to  literature 
he  always  tenaciously" clung.  There  are 
few  ]»eriodicals  of  any  note  to  Avhich 
he  did  not  contribute,  and  there  are 
fewer  of  his  contributions  Avhich  will 
not  be  read  with  advantage  and  inte- 
rcut.

greater  extent  tlnin  his  iuode>ty  would 
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allow  him  to  own,  the  author  of  that 
important  work. 

lie  also  compiled  for  ^Messrs.  Eentloy 
several  intcrcstine,'  works;  one  on  the 
••  Curiosities  of  Clocks  and  Watches;" 
another  on  Giants  and  Dwarfs,"  and 
another  on  the  "  Wedding-  Day  in  all 
Ages  and  Countries,"  which  was  pub- 
lished this  year  by  the  same  house, 
and  was  very  highly  spoken  of  in  the 
])ress.  As  a  correspondent  of  JVofes 
and  QitcricsYiG  imparted  to  the  readers 
of  that  joiirual  much  valuable  infor- 
mation on  antiquarian  subjects,  of  the

— SD  much  so,  indeed,  that  he  devoted 
whole  days  to  ransacking  liln-aries  in 
pursuit  of  this  kind  of  knowledge.

lu  the  foiirlh  volume  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  quotes  Ciccro  and 
riinv  Xohilis  e.^t  qui  sui  generis  imarjines  proferve  potest  :  and  add^, 
that\vhat  images  were  to  the  Eomans,  coats  of  arms  are  to  us;  Arma 
,eu  insionia  geiitUkm  ex  cmtirp,o  hahnerunt  locum  vnaginum  :  so  now 
the  best  way  of  discussing  of  antiquity  of  gentry  is  per  insignia. 

Hesavs  that  all  disputes  about  precedency  among  Peers  must  oe

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By  bcr  mother's  side  her  descent  was  not  so  high,  aloeit  nohlc  it 
was:  her  great  grandfather  was  Sir  Jcffcry  Bolen,  a  man  of  nollehiYili 
in  Xorfolk,  Lord  :\Iayor  of  London  1457;  who  matched  his  daughters 
into  the  nolle  lionses  of  the  Cheineys,  HcydonSj  and  Fortescnes :  his 
granddaughters  married  to  Shclton,  Calthorp,  Clere,  and  Sackvill, 
men  of  great  weahh  and  nohJe  descent.

1350)  contains  a  confirmation  by 
Camden  of  twenty  qnarterings  to  Sir  Kalphe  Eoseviile  of  Bradborno 
in  Kent,  a  gimtlcman  of  quality,  blood,  and  fair  raid  ancient  coat 
armor,  and  of  pure  and  undonl)ted  lineal  descent,  and  an  uninterrupted 
derivation  from  ancient  nohillfii,  and  from  divers  nolle  knights  and 
esquires  of  this  kingdom,  his  anee>tors,  as  well  of  his  own  surname,  as 
also  of  other  nolle  sarnames,  and  right  worthy  families,  as  appeareth 
by  the  tpaarterings  of  this  achievement.

Thomas  Milles  published,  IQArS^hh  Nolilitas  Politica  et  Civilis^  and 
IGIO  his  "  Catalogue  of  Honor,"'  vhich  is  the  translation.

Joseph  Edmondson-,  Mowbray  Herald,  published  in  1780, 
Compleat  Cody  of  Heraldry,"  the  last  though  most  important  ^yol■k 
of  the  kind,  as  it  contains  the  armorial  of  all  England.     t  may  b 
found  in  several  public  libraries,  and  particularly  in  the  court  librarie 
on  the  continent.    It  obtained  the  patronage  of  George  III.,  and 
maybe  useful  to  Englishmen  abroad;  as  any  gentleman  whose  no- 
nobility  was  doubted,  might  show  the  arms  of  his  family.    The  account 
that  he  gives  of  the  immediate  nobility,  or  ih,  tenentes  m  cap,  c,  o 
Germany,  of  the  continental  orders  of  knighthood,  and  oi  the  rules  at 
tournainents,  places  the  British  gentry  on  a  level  .vith  the  no.ksse^ 
the  continent.    But  in  order  to  avoid  repetitious,  I  shall  make  ew 
extracts  from  him,  as  he  has  only  repeated  the  arguments  ot  belden 
in  his  "  Titles  of  Honor,"  and  of  preceding  antiquaries  and  heralds. 
He  not  only  declares  that  the  English  gentiy  arc  neble  but  Ironi  tiie 
following  account  of  two  of  the  most  noble  orders  lu  Germany,  it  is 
evident  that  Edmondson  considered  gentility  the  most  exalted  word

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Concluded. 

But  it  was  in  tlie  tragedy  of  real  life  alone  tliat  the  Marquise  had 
now  to  play  her  part,  for,  although  doubtless  still  feeling  the  force  of 
love,  her  health  was  so  impaired  by  the  burthen  of  pohtics  and  other 
anxiety  entailed  by  love,  that  her  power  at  the  Court  of  Versailles  had 
ceased  to  be  aught  but  a  political  or  intellectual  power.  She  was  still 
in  the  midsummer  of  her  days,  and  her  society  had  become  an  habi- 
tual necessity  to  the  King,  for  she  alone  could  divert  Jiim  from  the 
gloomy  fits  to  which  he  was  increasingly  subject;  but,  in  addition  to 
stem  anxieties,  the  strain  on  her  own  nervous  system  in  the  constant 
exercise  of  versatile  accomplishments  in  his  belialf  was  exhaustive 
enough  to  hasten  the  action  of  a  mortal  malady  by  which  she  had  been 
long  threatened.  The  brilliance  of  her  beauty  had  already  faded,  but 
her  eyes  were  still  so  large  and  fnie  tliat,  declares  one  of  her  contem- 
poraries, "it  seemed  as  though  a  whole  beiug,  body  and  soul,  some- 
times emanated  from  them.''  According  to  the  same  and  other  ob- 
servers, she  was  both  liandsome  and  pretty— a  rare  combination— and 
equally  remarkable  for  her  vivacity  and  languor.  Her  versatile  cha- 
racter was  evinced  by  her  varying  countenance.  She  was  all  things  in 
turn— superb,  playful,  imperious,  childish,  intellectual.  Her  figure 
was  finely  moulded  and  of  middle  stature.  She  dressed  with  consum- 
mate taste,  tliough  latterly,  when  she  had  become  thin,  she  wore  a 
sort  of  nc (jl i'je  v^'hkh.  fashion  adopted.  Her  hands  were  beautiful,  and 
so  were  her  teeth,  even  when  her  lips  had  become  pale  from  sulVering. 
And  that  the  causes  of  her  suffering  were  multiform  may  be  still  far- 
ther suggested  by  the  follo\dng  anecdote  : — 

One  day  the  King  entered  her  apartments  accompanied  by  a  young 
lady,  and  the  mar(|uise  felt  that  she  was  in  presence  of  a  rival.  With 
painful  embarrassment  His  ^Majesty  advanced  and  begged  to  present 
liis  fair  companion  to  the  Marquise.  AYliatever  the  sudden  angui>h  of 
the  latter,  she  of  course-assented ;  imd  then  it  was  that,  glancing  towards 
the  youni;-  stranger,  who  was  doulttless  too  much  over^vhelmed  wuh 
shame  to  speak,  she  understood  that  the  favour  of  her  protection  was 
sought  by  the  King  not  only  in  l)ehalf  of  a  rival,  but  a  rival  about  to 
become  a  mother.  A  ^lagdalene,  even  though  a  Manpiise,  dare  cast 
no  stone;  and  the  girl  seems  to  have  been  received  with  silent  com- 
miseration, though  not  the  less  with  such  tender  courtesy,  that  the 
Kin.g,  tonched  by  the  forbearance  it  evinced,  exclaimed  (as  he  had 
niore  than  once  previously  done  when  the  ^larquiso  had  interceded 
whh  him  in  beluilf  of  her  own  political  enemies)    Truly  you  have  a 
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noble  soul:"  and  in  tliis  case  lie  added,  AVliat  gratitude  is  due  to  you 
for  burtliening  yourself  Tvitli  such  a  mission?"*  The  mission  was  doubt- 
less faithfully  fulfilled  ;•}•  but  at  the  time  it  was  undertaken  by  her,  tlie 
^larc^uise  must  haye  been  seized  with  a  fresh  pang  of  regret  and 
remorse  when  she  thought  of  her  own  childless  condition.  For  hor 
daughter  was  dead.  She  (IMademoiselle  d'Etioles)  who  had  been  most 
carefully  sliielded  by  her  mother  from  all  the  evils  of  Court  life,  had, 
as  aforesaid,  been  placed  for  her  education  in  the  Convent  of  the 
As-^urnption,  where  the  Marquise  not  only  frequently  visited  her,  but 
sometimes  also  sought  seclusion,  or  retreat,  for  herself.  Upon  such 
occasions  she  would  turn  mournfully  towards  her  daughter  and  say  to 
her,  You  know  I  only  wish  to  live  for  you,"  for  she  intensely  loved 
this  sole  surviving  child  of  her's,  whose  innocence  she  took  such  pains 
to  guard.  In  proportion  also  as  the  sorroAvs  of  life  encompassed  her 
in  tlic  midst  of  the  Court  and  Cabinet  over  wliich  slie  herself  reigned, 
and  in  proportion  too,  as  she  knew  herself,  though  still  nominally  his 
mistress,  to  be  sc]ia rated  as  such  from  the  King  by  the  mortal  malady 
which  \vas  gradually  encircling  her  Avith  the  shadows  of  death,  she  was 
nndjitious  that  her  daughter  should  marry  in  such  a  way  as  to  bring 
lionour,  if  possible,  out  of  lier  own  dishonour.  The  King  also  seemed 
anxious  to  bririg  about  such  a  marriage,  and  therefore  it  came  to  pass 
tliat  the  young  Mademoiselle  d'Etioles,  who  is  said  to  have  inherited 
something  of  her  mother's  charms,  became  the  bethrothed  bride  of  the

At  that 
time  the  ground  had  been  sold  and  partitioned  for  building  a  new  quarter."  :M, 
Capetigue,  who  in  lus  work  cntitknl  '  :Madame  de  Pompadour'  enters  at  far 
frrcrtterkMigth  upon  this  subject  than  can  here  bo  quoted,  dt>cs  something  to  indi- 
cate the  lioiiour  of  humanity,  v.  hen  thus  speaking  of  his  various  researches  upon 
th'^  p-int,  "  The  morals  of  the  eighteenth  century,  generally,  were  chastised  by 
tb.t'  lu  vohuion,  but  no  credible  authority  ever  fixed  this  stigma  upon  them."  The 
c^riurin  ol  eighteenth  century  pamplilets,  referred  to  in  a  previous  foot  note,  will  ])C 
b'.Tv,  pahaps,  recalled  by  tb.e  reader. 

^  t  Aita-  \\w  deatii  of  tlie  :Marquise  there  seems  reason  to  suppose  that  this  mis- 
M.ai  d.  vnlvcd  upon  the  King's  legitimate  duu-liters.  These  Princesses,  who  led 
but  ^^■ear!^,nne  liv,.  ;„  tlie  Palace  of  Versailles,  and  on!)-  appeared  as  appana-es 
ot  rlu>  r.wal  hoivM-.ludd  on  state  occasions  adopted  a  child  w)io  was  said  to  have  a 
brother's  cluini  upon  their  regard,  and  who  afterwards  became  Abbe  de  Luc. 
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Due  do  Pecquigny,  of  tlie  nolole  family  of  Liiynes.  But,  tliOTigli 
Kings  and  their  fayourites  propose,  the  King  of  Kings  disposes.  The 
:krarquise,  satisfied  that  the  future  of  her  only  child  was  safe,  was  in 
til e  midst  of  Court  festi^^ities  inaugurated  on  some  occasion  of  public 
rejoicing,  when  she  was  suddenly  summoned  to  the  Convent  on  account 
of  that  child's  illness.  xVnxious,  and  doubtless  prayerful,  but  only  too 
soon  hopeless  was  the  mother  when  she  arrived  there.  The  nmis 
moaned  and  prayed.  The  young  companions  wept.  But  the  sick 
^arl  died,  and  the  mother  who  had  said  "I  only  live  for  yon,"  beheld 
Oie  last  remnant  of  lier  own  personal  ambition  blighted,  the  last  object 
of  the  pure  love  of  ber  ovrn  once  spotless  life  snatched  from  her.  And 
so  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Marquise  de  Pompadour  had  not,  as  she 
had  expected,  the  pleasure  of  introducing  her  daughter  at  Court  as  a, 
bride,  and  under  circumstances  that  would  have  gone  far  to  redeem  her 
own  position  in  the  eyes  of  European  socioty,  but— herself  away  fi'om 
Court  for  a  time— she  had  to  follow  the  dead  body  of  that  daughter  to 
tlie  Convent  of  the  Capuchins,  where  the  burial  took  place. 

For  the  unpretending  and  practically  pious  order  of  the  Capuchins, 
the  IMarquise  de  Pompadour  felt  a  veneration,  of  which  at  varibus 
times  she  gave  many  proofs  in  curious  opposition  to  her  political 
struggle  against  the  ultra-montane,  or  Jesuit,  party  in  France.  ^In 
the  near  neighbourhood  of  her  own  splendid  estate,  called  BclkvYue, 
there  was  a  shelter  placed  by  her  at  the  disposal  of  certain  Capuchins, 
their  order  entirely  created  for  the  people,  and  of  a  sublime  demo- 
cracy," being  so  reverenced  by  her  that  she  herself  was  affiliated  to  it 
iu  the  third  degree.  Sometimes,  as  was  the  case  after  her  daughter's 
death,  she  temporarily  laid  aside  the  external  signs  of  her  only  too 
brilHant  position,  and  voluntarily  conformed  to  these  models  of  self- 
abnegation;  and  it  was  doubtless  with  a  shuddering  sense  of  remorse 
at  he^i-  own  past  life,  and  with  a  shrinking  unto  death  from  the  clondcd 
future  that  still  lay  before  her  in  a  world  full  of  anguish  and  perplexi- 
ties that  in  the  midst  of  these  miassuming  but  true  servants  of 
Heaven,  she  knelt  by  the  grave  of  her  only  child,  the  child  of  the  hus- 
band whom  she  had  long  ago  deserted. 

In  vain,  as  regards  her  own  happiness,  had  she  stnven  to  ^ork 
£^ood  out  of  evil.  In  vain,  as  a  means  of  stifling  her  own  remorse, 
iiad  she  stimulated  the  arts  of  peace  and  industry  in  France  at  homo, 
and  sought  to  alleviate  the  disastrous  position  of  France  abroad 
during  the  loni^  and  unhappy  war  which  raged  at  the  veiy  time 
>v]i«,n''she  was  well  known  to  be  at  the  head  of  alTairs  in  France,  with 
li<-r  friend  the  Due  de  Choiseul  as  fir.^:  minister.  The  Due  de  Choiseul 
it  was  wlio  helped  her  in  some  measure  to  achieve  the  (nominal)  ex- 
])ulsion  of  the  Jesuits  :  it  is  therefore  needless  to  add  that  devotees 
of  that  actually  irrepressible  Itody  still  left  in  France,  and  powerful 
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inembers  of  it  beyond  tlio  frontiers,  united  in  execrating  the  policy  (.f 
tlic  Cabinet  of  Yersailles  in  tlic  time  of  do  Choiseul;  for  lie,  like  hi-, 
coadjnti'ix  tlic  Marquise,  was  a  champion  of  free  thonc^ht  and  the  En- 
cycIopcdistL'.-.  But,  opposed  in  the  camp  to  the  new  mode  of  warfare 
inau.u'urated  by  the  military  genius  of  Frederick  of  Prussia,  it  was 
impossible  for  the  Cabinet  of  Versailles  to  stem  the  tide  of  military 
disaster  wliicli  spread  even  on  tlie  other  side  of  the  Atlantic.  During 
tliat  war  France  lost  Canada,  and  other  of  her  finest  colonial  posses- 
sions, the  brightest  tropical  gems  of  her  crown.  The  reverses  of  his 
armies,  and  the  consequently  nnprecedented  drains  on  the  royal  ex- 
clieqr.cr,  caused  the  despondency  of  Louis  XV.  to  increase;  but  the 
Marquise  de  Pompadour,  to  whom,  at  that  distracted  time,  he  turned 
f<»r  advice  and  assistance  under  every  diflieulty,  was  unwearied  in  her 
fitronuous  endeavours  on  behalf  of  his  glory  abroad,  his  popidarity  at 
home. 

'J"he  glory  of  the  King  however  had  faded,  his  popularity  had 
waned;  but  thougli  not,  as  formerly,  the  "well-beloved"  of  his  people, 
he  wn>;  none  the  loss  loved  by  the  woman  who  rallied  all  her  remaining 
(iU'rg'u'S  in  his  behalf.  Her  health  was  rapidly  failing  under  constant 
and  j>rotracted  anxiety,  and  she  knew  that  the  hand  of  death  was  upon 
lirr;  tlie  anguish  of  her  own  personal  position  was  acute,  but  her  auto- 
graq.li  letters  to  the  Due  d'Aiguillon,  then  in  command  of  French 
forces  in  Bi-ctagne  (some  of  which  letters  ma}^,  it  is  believed,  be  at  this 
day  found  in  the  British  Museum)  prove  that,  to  the  last,  she  was 
tnispariug  of  her  efforts  to  serve  the  King.  Meantime,  she  had  founded 
-tlie  ^lilitary  Hospital  on  the  Champ  de  Mars,  and  had  helped  to 
ficliieve  something  like  free  trade  in  the  liberty  of  corn  transport,  which 
had  been  long  desired  by  French  subjects  in  France.'^  The  Champs 
iny>ces,  originally  planted  by  Colbert  in  the  reign  preceding,  were 
increased  in  beauty,  and  numerous  plans  for  the  architectural  improve- 
ment of  Paris  gave  promise  of  employment  to  an  army  of  workmen, 
inid  liopes  of  sanitary  reform.  For  the  idea  of  the  latter,  Madame 
<le  Pompadour  was  doubtless  originally  indebted  to  her  physician, 
lh\  Francis  Quesnay,  who,  however,  on  the  other  hand,  owed  (as  did 
most  of  the  advanced  thinkers  in  France  at  that  time)  not  a  little 
1  >  lu-r  lilicral  patronage.  A  new  institution  for  improveinent  in  syrgery 
vv.!.-  f  .rnied,  and  as  De  Quesnay  was  made  Secretary  to  it,  he  had  the 
p"V.-rr  uf  (h>ii)g  away  with  many  fatal  fallacies  in  his  profession,  whilst 
e:i:i_!iiU  iiing  it  with  a  new  and  practical  intelligence-;  but,  being  ori- 
^n,;;  !y  of  hinnble  extraction,  he  could  scarcely  at  that  time  have 
jiOiH'  \  ,  d  tlic  social  elevation  which  he  ultimately  attained,  and  which 
tuai'i< .!  liim  to  jiropound  to  the  authorities  those  plans  for  sanitary 

*  It  v.ns  in  tho  montii  of  Septcm])cr  ITT)  I,  that  an  edict  was  issued,  that  tlie 
cciamrrco  uf  c.^ni  fliould  bo  entirely  free  in  the  interior  of  the  kiugdom. 
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reform  and  good  internal  street  gOYcniment,  for  which  posterity,  in  its 
improved  public  health,  has  cause  for  gratitude,  had  it  not  been  for 
tliC  aid  of  the  ^larcpiise  de  Pompadour. 

Nor  in  the  progress  of  the  fine  arts  can  her  name  bo  forgotten ;  for 
not  only  was  she  the  chief  friend  and  fellow-worker  of  the  most  illus- 
trious artists  of  her  time,  but,  about  the  year  1750-51,  she  caused  the 
Louvre  to  be  temjDorarily  thro^ra  open  for  an  Exposition,  such  as  those 
which  in  France,  England,  and  elsewhere,  have  helped,  on  a  larger 
scale,  to  civilize  the  world  at  large  during  the  latter  half  of  this 
nineteenth  century. 

Of  all  the  arts  of  peace  she  was  a  munificent  patroness ;  and  the 
exquisitely  delicate  application  of  more  than  one  of  those  arts,  which 
resulted  in  the  production  of  the  china  known  as  Sevres  china,  owes 
its  origin  entirely  to  her.  For  after  successfully  instigating  the  French 
government  to  encourage  attempts  to  rival  the  china  manufacture  of 
Dresden  and  Japan,  she  purchased  a  building  from  the  financial 
company  of  the  farmers  general,  which  building,  situated  above  tlio 
village  of  Sevres,  and  towering  above  the  woods  of  Meudon,  she  caused 
to  be  reconstructed  on  comprehensive  plans  of  lier  own.  The  manu- 
factory gradually  became,  under  her  direction,  a  palace  of  art;  it  had 
its  gardens  and  groves,  its  woods  and  fountains;  it  gave  employment 
to  a  multitude  of  artists  and  artisans,  who  each,  according  to  the 
antique  idea  of  perfection  in  a  republic,  co-operated,  by  the  exercise  of 
liis  own  individual  genius  or  talent,  for  the  glory  of  the  general  result, 
— a  result  which,  in  this  case,  was  the  source  of  fresh  revenues  to 
government.  The  Marcpiise  de  Pompadour  not  only  frec[ucntly  de- 
signed or  suggested  forms  and  subjects  which,  by  the  plastic  art  so 
liberally  encouraged  by  her,  were  worked  out  with  exquisite  slvill  at 
Sevres,  but  often,  accompanied  by  the  King,  she  went  there,  and,  by 
the  delicacy  of  her  touch,  added  to  the  perfection  of  her  own  designs 
by  herself  moulding  them  in  wax,  or  by  tinting  them  with  harmonious 
colours  when  in  course  of  operation.  In  art  she  sought  a  refuge  from 
the  fatigues  of  her  political  position;  and  by  working  generally,  a'^  lar 
as  lay  in  her  power,  for  the  good  of  the  king  and  for  the  general  weal 
of  his  subjects,  she  sought  to  allay  the  pangs  of  conscience,  and  to 
still  the  throbs  of  the  mortal  malady  by  which,  long  before  her  dcL-tli, 
she  was  constantly  reminded  of  the  perishable  nature  of  all  that  gave 
brilliance  to  her  position  in  the  eyes  of  the  world.  She  has  been 
accused  by  some  of  having  amassed  immense  personal  wealth  at  a 
time  when  the  royal  exchequer  of  Friince  was  exhausted  by  tlie  ex- 
penditure of  war,  and  when  the  people  of  France  were  taxed  accord- 
ingly, But  there  are  tvro  sides  to  this  question  ;  for,  though  it  was 
undoubtedly  considered  a  necessity  by  In  r  to  maintain  all  the  costly 
ceremonial  of  a  court  in  each  one  of  her  superb  dwellings,  considering

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(lie.  So,  lying  there  in  tlie  midst  of  the  most  splendid  palace  of 
]-:nrope,  over  the  conrt  raid  cabinet  of  which  palace  she  had  long 
roi'u-ned  supreme,  she  caused  herself  to  be  clad,  according  to  the  third 
f.rder  of  the  Capuchins,  in  coarse  serge,  v^iih.  tlic  chaplet  of  St. 
Francois  round  her  waist,  and  a  wooden  cross  upon  her  breast.  The 
ctu-e  of  the  Magdalene  arrired,  and,  after  confessing  her,  he  remained 
hv  her  side  for—'-  Stay,"  said  she  to  him,  "  let  us  go  forth  together." 
That  was  the  last  mot  of  the  once  witty  woman  who,  lying  there,  clad 
fur  her  burial,  and  knowing  that  her  minutes  were  numbered,  at  42 
years  of  age,  was  so  weary  of  the  world,  that  she  had  long  almost  pined, 
as  it  were,  for  rest  by  the  side  of  her  innocent  daughter.  The  Prince  do 
Soubise,  her  much  esteemed  and  long  trusted  friend,  was  appointed  her 
executor,  as  a  certain  proof,  she  said  in  the  course  of  her  will,  of  the 
confidence  with  which  his  honesty  inspired  her,  and  to  him  she  left 
two  rings,  one  of  which  was  an  emerald,  engraven  by  Lcguay,  so  as  to 
]^e  emblematic  of  friendship.  She  supplicated  the  King  to  accept  her 
home  in  Paris,  as  a  resid.ence  for  his  grandson,  the  Comte  de  Provence 
(afterwards  Louis  XYIII.)> '^vho  was  a  serious,  studious  child.  A'arioas 
k'^-acies  she  left,  each  one  expressive  of  some  delicate  sentiment ;  but 
the  bulk  of  her  property  she  bec|ueathed  to  her  brother,  the  Marquis  do 
i\rarigny. 

A  pauper  burial  she  had  chosen  for  herself;  and,  according  to  her 
wish,  her  coffin  was  carried  by  Capuchin  brothers,  and  placed  beside 
that  of  her  daughter,  in  the  Convent  church  of  the  Place  Vendome.- 

From  a  high^balcony  of  the  Palace  of  Versailles,  Louis  XV.  beheld 
that  paui)er  funeral  of  the  woman  he  had  loved,  pass  out  through  the 
gates.  He  had  often  talked  to  her  of  death  in  the  midst  of  fetes;  and 
now,  reflecting  how  neither  her  power  of  love,  nor  her  genius,  nor  ht-r 
beauty,  nor  the  realisation  of  her  early  and  wildest  dreams  of  ambition 
liad  atoned  to  her  for  the  false  tliough  brilliant  position  in  wliich  lier 
devotion  for  himself  had  placed  her,  ho  could  not  but  ask  him^^■If,  as 
did  President  Ilt'nault  — ^- Was  such  a  life  worth  the  trouble  of 
living?" 
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No.  IL—HORETON  OF  LiTTLE  MoRETON,  CO.  CnESTER. 

Of  all  tho  gentle  but  untitled  families  who  have 
flourished  in  Cheshire,-that  "  seed-plot  of  gentry"— 
few  have  inherited  a  more  honoured  name  than  the 
]\Ioretons  of  Old  Moreton  Hall.    Their  seat,  in  the 
parish  of  Astbury,  near  Congleton,  is  one  of  the  finest 
of  the  many  fine  ancient  moated  houses  in  the  Pala- 
tinate;  and  the  substantial  timber  which  forms  the 
chief  feature  in  its  appearance,  both  externally  and 
within  the  quadrangle,  if  we  may  believe  the  family  tradition,  was 
cut  on  the  ^loreton  Estate  and  applied  to  the  purpose  which  it  still 
subserves  as  far  back  as  the  reign  of  King  John.    To  come  down  to  a 
T>eriod  more  nearlv  approaching  om  own  age,  it  is  recorded  that  Queen 
Elizabeth  visite-l"  Moreton  in  one  of  her  Northern  progresses  and 
danced  in  the  long  chamber  which  is  arclied  over  by  its  roof. 
•  Among  the  old  Cheshire  gentry  in  Astbury  were  a  famdy  named 
Lostock/and  Sir  Bernard  Burke  traces  them  as  far  back  as  the  reign 
of  Henry  IL,  when  Graham  de  Lostock  married  the  heiress  of  the 
Moretons.    Their  o-rundson,  Geoffrey,  assumed  the  name  of  Moreton, 
on  inheriting  from\is  father  the  Moreton  estates  and  a  moiety  of  the 
a.ljaceut  manor  of  Bode,  now  the  seat  of  the  ^Vilbrahams.    His  son, 
Graham  de  :^Ioreton,  married  twice,  and  his  second  wife  was  Margery, 
dauuliter  of  Bobert  de  Kingsley.    Through  a  long  line  of  emment 
persons  this  gentleman  became  the  ancestor  of  William  ]\Ioreton,  esq. 
of  :Moreton,  whose  name  occurs  in  a  certain  award  made,  m  the  oth 
year  of  Henry  YIIL,  between  him  and  Tliomas  Bode  of  Bode,  by  Sir 
Villiam  Brereton,  to  whose  decision  an  important  dispute  was  left  by 
Sir  Georo-e  Bromley,  senior  justice  of  the  county  palatine  of  Chester, 
who  had  been  joined  with  him  in  the  arbitration.    The  knotty  point 
was  a  curious  question  of  local  etiquette  and  precedence— not  qmte  so 
inq>ortant,  it  is  true,  or  of  such  wide  interest  as  that  between  the 
Grosvenors  and  the  Scropes  at  an  earlier  date,  but  still  one  which  at 
the  time  must  have  caused  what  tlie  Frencli  would  call  a  profound 
^en^alion  "  about  Astbury  and  Congleton,  and  perhaps  even  penetrated 
n<  far  as  Crewe,— viz.    which  should  sit  highest  in  the  parish  cljurcb, 
ahd      f  n-omost  in  procession."    Tlie  award  of  Sir  William  Brereton 
{^^  h^  ealled  to  bis  aid  the  advice  of twelve  of  the  most  auncyont  men 
inli-.ddtiug  wlihiu  the  parish  of  Astebury,")  is  witty  and  amusing;  for 
.  hodeciard  tliiit  tlie  honour  should  belong  to  tliat  one  of  the  tNYOgentle- 
uion    that  may  dispende  in  lauds  by  title  of  inheritance  ten  marks  or 
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above  more  than  tlie  other,"  History,  however,  we  fancy,  is  silent  as 
to  which  of  the  two  heads  of  famihes  henceforth  sat  highest"  in 
church  and  "  walked  foremost  "  on  the  occasion  of  solemn  processions 
on  Eogation  days  and  at  other  state  ceremonies. 

Sir  William  Brereton  appears  to  have  been  cjnite  unbiassed  in  his 
decision  by  the  fact  that  tins  William  :\roreton  Jwas— or  afterwards 
became— his  son-in-law,  by  marrying  his  daughter,  Alice  ;  by  ^hcr  he 
had  three  daughters  (who  married  respectively  Yardley  of  Yardley, 
Calveley  of  Lea,  and  Eode  of  Kode)  and  al^o  two  sons.  The  elder, 
his  successor,  also  a  William,  married  a  daughter  of  Sir  Eobert 
Fullehurst,  of  Crewe,  county  Chester,  by  whom  he  had  a  son,  John, 
who  became  of  Moreton  Hall,  and  married  Anne,  daughter  of  John 
Davenport,  esq.  of  Davenport,  and  co-heir  of  her  mother,  Jane,  daugh- 
ter and  heiress  of  Eichard  Massio  of  Tatton. 

His  eldest  son,  William,  who  was  born  in  1577,  married  a  Lan- 
caster; by  her  he  had  four  daughters  and  also  six  sons,  of  whom  the 
eldest,'  John,  and  the  third,  Edward,  successively  inherited  ]\Ioreton. 
Edward  was  a  Fellow  of  King's  college,  Cambridge,  and  Prebendary 
of  Chester  cathedral,  and  Eector  of  Tattcnhall,  Barrow,  and  Sephton. 
He  married  Alice,  daughter  of  Sir  William  AVebb,  knight,  and  niece 
of  Archbishop  Laud,  by  whom  he  left  a  son,  William,  who  was  burn 
in  1G41,  and  became  bishop  successively  of  Kildare  and  Meatli.  He 
was  a.  very  learned  and  able  prelate,  and  marrying  first  a  daughter  of 
Sir  Eichard  Atkins,  of  Clapham,  Surrey,  and  secondly  the  widow 
of  Sir  Arthur  Jones,  became  by  the  latter  the  father  of  Sir  ^^  ijlmui 
Moroton,  who,  having  risen  into  a  first-rate  practice  at  the  bar,  in  1755 
was  appointed  Eecorder  of  the  City  of  London,  and  received  the  honour 
of  knighthood.    He  married  Jane,  relict  of  John  Lawton,  esq.  of 
Lawton  Hall,  county  Chester ;  but,  as  he  had  no  children  at  his  death 
in  17G3,  he  devised  his  estates  to  the  Eev.  Eichard  Taylor,  son  ot  his 
half-sister,  Annabella,  by  her  husband  William  Taylor,  barrister-at- 
law,  of  Dublin.    :\Ir.

The  Last  Soldier  of  the  American 
Eevolution. 

TO  THE  EDITOR. 
Sir,_-Tlic  last  soldier  of  tbo  American 
K^voiution  died  in  April  last,  in  tlie 
State  of  New  York,  at  the  ai^e  ot 
1  ot»  vears  and  six  months.  His  life  was 
louo-er  than  that  of  the  American^ 
Union  by  more  .  than  a  quarter  or 
a  century  ;   and  he  voted  for  all  its 
Presidents  from  Wasluin-.^^n  to  Grant 
iiieliisively.    Thus  tlic  last  man  ])orn 
a  British  subject  in  the  Old  Thirteen 
United   Colonies   has   passed  aAvay. 
When  he  was  ilrst  laid  in  i;ie  cradle 
of  his  babyhood,  the  whole  English 
speaking   race   on  the   continent  of 
North  America  did  not  innnber  four 
millions;  when  he  was  laid  in  his 
"•rave,  a  few  weeks  ago,  that  race  ex- 
ceeded forty  millions  in  the 
States  and  the  Canadas.    It  wonld,  1 
am  sine,  be  interesting-  to  Englishmen 
as  well  as  Americans  to  know  if  any 
British  soldier  who  served    in  the 
American  war  of  the  Kcvolution  still 
survives  in  the  United  Kingdom,  it 
vou  should  be  disposed  to  insert  this 
communication,  perhaps  the  fact  would 
be    elicited    through   some  ot  your 
readers.

Barr^ster- 
at- Law,"  published  by  Buttcrworth  in 
1808,  and  entitled  "  Ecport  of  the  Pro- 
ceedin-js  before  the  Select  Committee 
of  the'' House  of  Commons,  &c.  in  the 
case  of  a  double  return  for  the  Borough 
of  Horsliain;"  with  learned  notes  by 
the  conii)ilcr  himself,  chiefly  upon  the 
law  touching  the  splitting  of  tenements 
for  creatin--  of  votes. 

The  revicv,-er  is  also  in  error  on 
another  point  collateral  to  tlie  above. 
He  says  that  Lord  Lyndliurst  was  not 
well  read  in  the  law,  n<n-,  until  the 
latter  period  of  his  life,  given  to  readnig 
of  any  sort.    I  can  only  say  that  lor 
many'vears  before  his  deatli  it  was  his 
dailv  practice  to  read— or  to  get  a 
friend  to  read  to  him- a  portion  ot 
every  kind  of  liierature,  including  the 
])lack-letter  son,  for  fear,  as  he  said, 
of  o-etting  rustv.    Tlie  selected  books 
stood  upon  his  table  in  the  same  stand. 
There  was  alwavs  a  volume  of  "  llovv  ell  s 
State  Trials,"  and  1  have  seen  some- 
times   Enich  "  (on  the  Common  Law), 
sometimes   "Perkins,"  sometimes  an 
abridgment  of  the  "Year   Book  ot 
Henrv  the  Seventh,"  by  the  suie  of 
Howell,  and  nnmv  another  old-wor  d 
volume  which  I  cannot  now  recall.

In  1845,  the 
late  Bishop  married  Isahel  Elizabeth, 
eldest  dau-hter  of  the  late  Very  Eev. 
Trancis  Lear,  Deau  of  Salisbury  and 
IvLctor  of  i;i.ihopton,  by  whom  he  has 
left  three  sous  and  five  dau,i;hters.  His 
Lora>hip  Avas  tlie  ninety-lirst  ineum- 
bc'ut   of  the   See    of   Salisbury.  As 
Bi.-hop.  he-  enjoyed  the  patrouage  of 
])(.  t\vreu  fifty  and  sixty  liviu-s,  and  his 
ditit-ese  inelu'led  the  greater  part  of  the 
counties  of  Wilts  and  Dorset.  The  late 
Dishop    was,    perhaps,    the  hi;j,'hcst 
Cliurchmauof  all  the  prelates  who  have 
s/.t   upon    the    Episcopal  Bench  in 
E?!uduiul  during  the  present  centnry. 
His  theolo.ay  was  cast  in  the  do^aaiatic 
type  of  the  leaders  of  the  Tractarian 
n'lovenient,  and  his  belief  in  the  hiidicst 
sac  erdotal  theory  that  coidd  be  recnu- 
cik:d  with  tiie  allegiance  to  the  Angli- 
can communion  was  publicly  and  pro- 
minently evinced  in  the  last  Charge 
which  he  delivered  a  year  or  two  ago 
to  his  clergy.    It  will  *be  rememb-ered 
lh;'t  tbe  delivery  of  that  Ch;;rge  cau-ed 
Very  gic;\t  dissatisfaction  and  a  strong 
renion>ir.ince  among  the  clergy  of  his 
di  u  esc.  The  late  Bishop  took  an  active 
p.n-L  in  tlic  proceedings  of  the  Upper 
11  iwc  (d'  Convocation,  and  occasionally 
sp,ike  a]>o  in  the  House  of  Lords;  but 
he  ^vas  not  much  of  a  politician,  nor  a 
very   ellective   speaker.      Though  a 
learned  theologian  and  a  great  reader, 
he  wrote  briL  little;  and  if  we  except  a 
vuunne  or  two  of  family  prayers  and 
tonie  periodical  Charges  and  occasional 
.-■ernion> — among  which  we  should  men- 
ti-  'n  that  preached  by  him  in  the  chapel 
of  Mertou  College,  Oxford,  on  the  six 
huudre<lth  anniversary  of  the  Incor- 
cur|>oration  of  the  Si-//ol'! n,-;  dc  Jfrr- 
tcn  " — his  most  imi)ortant  work  is  a 
Letter  on  Cathedral  lieform."  which 
he  addrc-sed  to  members  of  the  Church 
in  his  dioccbC  a  year  or  two  after  his 
consecration. 

He  was  indefatigable  in  the  work  of 
admiiu-tering  the  rite  of  contlrmation 
in  hi--  di(X'e^^e,  and  iu  a  variety  of  ways 
s>.n-ht  t<^  deejien  the  religious  interest 
of  the  ordinati'ins  which  he  held.  He 
al-.'t'H'k  a  zeabms  ])art  in  the  estab- 
li-lmient  of  a  Tlie.du-ieal  Colle-c  at

He  wa--  not  a  fretjiient  speaker  in  the 
lIuiL-c  of  Lords,  vrherc  he  rarely  at- 
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tended  except  when  the  interests  of 
religion  were  at  stake;  but  he  was  mj  .rc 
at  home  in  his  place  in  Convocatinii. 
where  he  took  a  very  active  part  iu  tlu: 
discussions  which  took  place  on  tlie 
Law  of  ^Marriage  aud  Divorce,  Lay- 
Co-operation,  Special  Services  for  tiie 
people,  Cathedral  Reform,  the  Hymnal, 
Diocesan  Synods,  Kitualism,  the  Eiu:d 
Court  of  Appeal,  :\Hssiouary  Bi-hops, 
and  the  increase  of  the  Episeopat-'. 
His  therdogy  being  cast  in  the  memlil 
of  Bishops 'Andrewes,  Coshi,  and  the 
learned  llanuuond,  he  regarded  tlie-e 
sttbjects  frran  a  d liferent  point  of  view 
from  the  majority  of  his  brethren  ou 
the  Bench. 

His  last  illness,  which  may  ha\c 
been  partly  induced  by  the  hostility 
witli  which  his  last  Charge,  in  ISoT. 
v,  as  received  in  his  diocese  and  through- 
out the  country  at  large.  ])egan  about 
Easter,  1868.  lie  was  able,  however, 
to  hold  his  ordination  in  the  follo\vinLC 
Scjitember,  and  to  contirm  in  Octohcr. 
He  spent  the  greater  part  of  the  suc- 
ceeding winter  iu  London,  under  tlic 
medical  care  of  Dr.  Gull;  and  it  was 
only  on  the  2Lhh  of  Jidy,  when  the 
hand  of  death  was  actually  upon 
him,  that  he  returned  to  Salisbury, 
that  he  might  die  amongst  his  own 
pe<jph?. 

The  Bishop  was  buried  in  his  Cathe- 
dral on  Saturday,  August  7th,  in  tlie 
presence  of  a  large  assemblage  of  botli 
Clergy  and  Laity,  includmg  his  vene- 
rable'mf)ther,  vrho,  at  the  age  of  88, 
was  draAvn  in  a  wheel-chair  to  the  side 
of  his  grave. 

Sir  W.  H.  E.  Palmer,  Bart. 

xVug.  23,  at  Cefu  Park,  Wrexham, 
suddenly,  aged  GO,  Sir  William  Henry 
lioger  i'almer,  Bart,  of  Castle  Lackin, 
CO.  .Mayo. 

The  deceased  was  the  eldest  son  of 
the  late  Sir  William  Henry  Palmer, 
Bart,  by  Alice,  daughter  of 
Pranklin,  esq.;  he  Avas  born  in  1802, 
and  succeeded  his  father  as  fourth 
baremct  in  1810.  He  was  descended, 
according  to  Sir  Bernard  Burke,  froui 
the  knightly  family  of  the  Palmers,  of 
Wingham,  Kent,  his  ancestor,  Edward 
l';ilmcr.  some  time  an  r)tiieer  of  C^net'n 
I'di/.abeth's  honseliold.  being,  it  is  said, 
a  si.n  of  Sir  Henry  I'almer,  Knt.  ot 
AViiiuham,  aud  brother  to  Sir  Tli-inn'.s 
Palmer,  Ihirc.  who  was  grandfather  ot 
Poger  I'almer,  Earl  of  Castlemaine. 
This  Edward  I'almer  was  a  zealous 
Protestant,  and  on  the  death  of  bis 
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uncle  Thomas,  lie  resigned  liis  office, 
iind,  retiring-  into  Gloucestershire,  died 
there,  leaving  an  only  sou  Ileury,  a 
sea-captain  icmj).  Qnceu  Elizabeth, 
Avhose  grandson,  lloger,  Avent  to  Ireland, 
%vhere  he  had  a  grant  of  Castle  Lackin 
iind  other  estates  in  co.  Mayo,  by  patent, 
dated  1st  Nov.  1084.  His' great-grand- 
son, Eoger  rainier,  of  Castle  Eaekin, 
some  time  Isl.V.  for  Purtarlington,  vras 
c)-eated  a  baronet  in  1777,  and  was  the 
grandfather  of  tlie  subject  of  this 
notice. 

The  late  baronet,  who  was  a  magis- 
trate and  deputy-lieutenant  for  cos. 
Mayo  and  Sligo,  and  a  nmu-istrate  for 
CO.  ])ublin,  married,  in  ISiio,  Elenora, 
daughter  of  John  ^Matthews,  cstp  of 
Kyarth  and  ]*las  Bostock,  co.  Denbigh, 
and  has  left  issue,  besides  one  sur- 
viving daughter,  an  only  son,  Eoger 
William  Ilemy,  Avho  now  succeeds  as 
iifth  baronet.  'lie  was  born  in  1832,  is 
a  Lieut.-Colonel  of  the  2nd  Life  Guards, 
and  was  M.P.  for  Mayo  from  1 857  to 
18G5. 

Lord  Justice  Selvryn. 
Aug.  11,  at  his  residence,  Pagcda 
House,  Ivichniond,  Surrey,  aged  55, 
from  the  etiects  of  an  (>})eration.  the 
Eight  Hon.  Sir  Charles  Jasper  Selwyii, 
one  of  the  Lords  J ustices  of  Appeal  in 
Chancery. 

The  deceased  judg,':-  was  the  youngest 
son  of  the  late  Mr.  Y\':iriani  Sel^yn, 
Q.C.  (who  died  in  1855),  by  Letitia 
Frances,  danghter  of  the  late  Thomas 
Kyuaston,  esq.  of  Witham,  E-sex;  he 
was  therefore  brother  of  the  Eishi»p  of 
Lichfield,  and  of  Canon  Selwyn.  He 
was  born  in  181 B,  and  was  educated  at 
Eton  and  at  Trinity  college,  Cam- 
bridge, of  which  he  was  successively 
scholar  and  fellow,  and  where  he  gra- 
duated B.A.  in  lb3l>.and  M.A.  in  1830, 
though,  owing  to  a  d^miestic  atlliction, 
he  Was  prevented  from  aimin--  at 
honours.''  He  was  called  to  the  bar 
in  1810,  at  Lincoln's-inn,  of  wliieh  he 
was  a  bencher.  He  received  a  silk  gown 
in  185G,  and  entered  rarliament  in 
April,  185'J,  as  ^l.V.  for  Caml>rii!ge 
University,  he  sat  for  that  distingui.died 
constituency  iintil  1808.  vhen,  havin'j; 
held  for  a  few  months  the  pj>t  of  Soli- 
citor General,  he  was  appointed  by  lAx. 
Disraeli  to  a  vacant  Lord  Justicer^hi)) 
of  A]>peal,  and  was  sworn  a  member  of 
the  Erivy  Comicil. 

During  his  career  as  a  barrister,  he 
practised  chietiy  before  the  .Master  of 
the  Eolls,  and  '  is  uuderstood  to  have 
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amassed  a  very  large  fortune  by  his 
fees.  As  a  comisel  he  was  never  con- 
sidered a  peculiarly  brilliant  man,  but 
he  got  up  his  cases  with  singular'  accti- 
racy,  and  was  invariably  listened  to 
with  great  attention  by  the  court  he 
addressed.  He  lirst  spoke  in  the  House 
of  Commons  on  the  Ecclesiastical  Com- 
mission Eill,  and  in  August,  185'.», 
made  a  lengthy  and  powerful  speech 
on  a  question  of  privilege,  which  arose 
upon  a  matter  coimectect  with  the  Eun- 
tefract  election  inquiry.  In  the  same 
month,  he  moved  a  resolution  in  the 
House  whereby  the  committee  on  the 
Stamp  Duties  Jiili  v.  as  enabled  to  in- 
trodnce  a  clause  extem-ling  i)rob;!.te 
duty  to  property  exceeding  one  ntiiliuii 
in  value;  and,  a  fcAv  montbs  later,  was 
the  means  of  the  rejection  of  ^Ir.  Dill- 
wyn's  luidowed  School's  Bill,  by  suc- 
cessfully moving  that  it  be  read  that 
day  six  months."  But,  perhaps,  his 
best  speech  was  on  the  motion  for  the 
second  reading  of  the  Eccle-iastical 
Commission  Bill  in  18GU,  which  had 
for  its  real  object  the  vesting  in  the 
Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  all  the 
real  estates  both  of  the  bishops  and 
cathedral  cha]ners,  and  to  convert  them 
into  mere  stipendiaries  of  the  Commis- 
sion. He  spoke  for  a  long  time  with 
great  earnestness  against  the  bill,  and 
moved  an  amendment  to  it.  but  it  v>"as 
subseqtiently  withdrawn  after  a  three 
nights'  debate.  In  ISGl  he  divided  the 
House  successfully  by  an  amendment 
to  the  Trustees  of 'Charities  Bill.  One 
of  his  last  speeches  in  Earliameut, 
before  being  made  Lord  Justice  of 
Appeal  in  Chancery,  was  on  the  Kerorm 
Bill,  when  he  advo'cated  that  the  lod.- en- 
franchise  should  be  extended  to  I  ni- 
versitv  lodiicrs  in  the  town  of  Cam- 
bridge. 

The  deceased  judge  was  a  staunch 
Conservative  and  a  sound  Churchman. 
AVhen  in  Earliameut  he  was  remark- 
able for  the  ])olished  elocution_  of  his 
S])ceches,  and  his  lirni  bait  conciliatory 
tone  to  those  who  diifered  from  him. 
He,  therefore,  naturally  connnanded 
the  respect  of  all  side<,and  enjoyed  the 
eontidencc  and  friendship  in  a  high 
dcii-ree  of  his  own  ]  arty. 

The  Tlmcii  ol  -erves  that  the  death  of 
Lord  Jn>l;ee  Selwyn  will  aiVect  the 
whole  l>ar,  and  e^Jieeially  the  equity 
bar.  from  the  niosr  ^enior  to  the  mo-L 
junior  memi;ers,  with  the  s«'ntimeut  of 
a  i>crsoual  bereavement.  jN'o  one  was 
as  eounsei  more  synqiathetic,  and  no 
judge  has  ever  shown  himself  more 
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cou'-Mcrfite  or  inorG|»aiieiit.  His  ii:iine 
^v:is  i'lcntiiied  vridi  ux'ucrationj;  of  le.a-al 
celelj'/ities,  and  the  nol'lo  modesty  with 
which  be  insisted  on  precedence  over 
himself  bciim- conceded  to  the  present 
Lord  Chiuicellor  v.]:eu  the  latter  was 
tardidiv  advanced  from  the  Vice- 
CliancL'llorship  to  the  Lord  Jn.^tice>hip 
•will  du-rervedly  be  long  cited  in  proof 
that  cinnh;tion  at  the  bar  is  not  synony- 
\n,n\i  with  covetou^ncss  of  phicc  and 
di.u'uit}-.  Some  natural  apprehension 
•\s-;'-;  felt  at  his  original  ap])ointment  to 
the  C'./art  of  Appeal,  which  appeared 
to  imply  a  carelesirie,-.s  in  party_ leaders 
cl  any  hnt  p.uiy  claims  to  ju.licial 
olilce;  hut  it  iiinsi;  in  fairne^^s  he  ad- 
mitted that,  wliaievcr  tlic  sometimes 
rarher  hypercritical  judgment  of  the 
har,  the  otlier  Itrancli  of  the.  profession, 
which  srrntiidsco  co:ivlu.-iors  rather 
t]'.;ni  t1ie  rae-:.ins  I'Vc  ^iK:in,  has  ex- 
lii hired  no  uir-coiitent  at  Avhat  Avas  in 
ii'Cl''  something  of  :oi  ex|)erimcnt.

^dr.  Crav,-ford,  in  whose  person  Scot-

When  workijig  in  oils,  1/U 
colour  was  gc.ou;  an.d.  e  g;ecially  vrhea 
dealing  vritii  feraalc  subjects,  he  se- 
cured an  agrceaide,  vivacity  of  expres- 
sion. Hut  his  grea.t  forte  vras  drawin."; 
in  cra.yons,  in  rrliicli  he  is  generally 
admitted  to  have  been  unsurpassed,  in 
particular,  his  crayon  picttu'os  of  cliil- 
d]-eu  ;ind  pretty  young  ladies  avctc  exe- 
cute'1  v.dth  an  airy  grace  and  gencr.il 
felicity  of  style  tluit  rendered  tlieiu 
perfect  in  their  vray.  While  devotiva' 
nittch  of  his  time  to  portraittrre,  Mr. 
Craveford  was  by  no  means  riCglectful 
of  other  de])artments  of  p:rmting,  nor 
did  he  fail  to  produce  crcditalile  vrork 
in  any  walk  he  tried.  Among-  his 
contributions  to  onr  annual  exhibitions 
were  various  sacred  subjects  and  a 
cop.sidcrablc  number  of  (jcnre  pictures. 
Of  the  latter,  liablinU  of  the  galleries 
may  remember  his  "  ]May  Queen  "  and 
"  i^  i  .iy  !He>rning,"  or  his  "  Gamekeeper's 
Daughter,"  exhibited  the  year  beh-re 
last,  and  purchased  by  the  Eine  Art 
Association.  In  last  year's  exhibition 
he  h.o.d  a  cejuple  of  fenurlc  portraits, 
considered  by  good  ju;l  a"es  to  lie  among  -t 
the  very  best  lie  haul  ever  executed,  as 
also  several  interesting  figure  suibjeels. 

A})art  from  Iris  iptaliiicatious  as  a 
painter,  ^dr.  CraAvford  had  an  exteUi- 
si\  e  knoA\ ledge  (d'  art  in  general.  He 
had  studh-d  tlie  snbieet  tliorwUghly, 
and  having  an  aiuitude  for  connau- 
nieaaing  the  ii!\}tre--i(;ns  lie  had  formed, 
he  could  be  relied  on  a-:  an  intelligent 
and  judieiaus  critic  in  regard  to  any 
artistic  work.  As  the  result  of  Viu- 
tiring  devotion  to  his  ]n-ofession,  i^dr. 
Crawford  in  due  time  attained  a  good 
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po-ition  aniong  our  Euiiiburgli  arti.its. 
S'srac  eix  or  seven  years  ago  lie.  was 
eli-cted  an  associate  of  tlic  Acadeni_Y  : 
la-t  year  he  viarro^vly  mis.-ed  hcbvj; 
raade  an  AcaJemiciau  ;  and,  laid  he 
lived,  tliere  was  every  prospect  of  liis 
fittaiaing  tliat  distinction  ac  no  distant 
date.  As  it  is,  he  leaves  behind  ]}ira 
an  honoured  name  as  an  artist,  ^vhilo 
liis  memory  will  be  cheri.-lied  by  all 
who  knew  his  amiable  qualities  as  a 
man.  ^^.Trs.  Crawford,  v.-itli  one  of 
two  children,  survives  her  husband. — 
Scots  man.

Aug.  5,  at  Kichmond,  Surrey,  aged 
72,  the  Hon.  Emily  Eden. 

She  was  the  seventh  daughter  of 
Y\'^i]liam  first  Lord  Auckland,  so  cele- 
brated for  his  diplomatic  services  in 
America,  France,  Spain,  and  Holland, 
l)y  Eleanor,  second  daughter  of  Sir 
Giknert  Elliot,  Bare,  and  sister  of 
Gilbert  fir>t  Earl  of  Minto;  she  was 
born  in  the  year  1795.  She  ^^as  last 
surviving  sister  of  the  present  Lord 
Auckland  (who  is  Bishop  of  Bath  and 
Wells),  and  of  George,  late  Lord,  vvho 
in  1839  Avas  created  Earl  of  Auckland, 
a  title  vrliich  expired  at  his  death.  She 
vv-as  also  .^istor  of  Elearior  Eden,  tho 
first  and  only  love  of  William  Pitt,  and 
iier  death  cuts  asunder  one  of  the  List 
links  which  have  hitherto  united  the 
present  age  with  the  last  century,  iliss 
rhnily  jv.lcn,  as  well  as  another  sister, 
I\-anccs,  \A\o  died  in  1SI9,  accompanied 
h.er  brOibcr  to  India,  and  remained 
v.-iLi]  him  in  that  country  dviring  liid 
term  of  office  as  Governor-General. 
Lord  Auckland  governed  India  at  tho 
time  of  the  memorable  canniaign  for 
the  re-enthronement  of  Sliah  Soojali  in 
Affghani-,Lan.  His  sister's  talents  found 
sc'ipe  in  the  hue  arts  and  literature, 
la  later  years  Z'diss  Eden  prodaiccd  her 
••  Porti-aits  of  tlic  People  and  Princes 
of  India."  Some  of  her  cleverly  written 
Etters  home,  giving  an  a.ccount  of  what 
slie  did  and  c::perieuced  as  to  travelliug 
in  India,  which  were  published  a.  few 
years  ago  in  a  volume  called  *"  Up 
the  Country,"  excited  tho  interest  of 
Indian  readers  especially.  The  visits 
cxclmnged  l)etv,'eeri  Lord  Auckland  and 
liunjeet  Siiigh  are  recorded  with  mi- 
nute p.articulars  in  "  Up  the  Country."

In  the 
year  1S27  he  received  a  CiUnini>>-iou  a.s 
lieutenant  ot  eii-lneers.  and  four  years 
afterwards  attaiuod  tlie  rank  of  ea[it:r;r.. 
Ill  1S".1*  he  wa-  seut  to  Algeria,  aud 
there  he  wou  laiird^  at  the  -ie-e  ot  Cou- 
siantine.  Eor  hi brilliant  e1h  rt<  beb  re 
th;':  sP.-' 'n'jliobl  lie  was  rcv.  a.i  ded  by  tb.e 
tli.auks  ol'tbe  Minister  of  War,  and  the 
rank  of  cluf  i'r  IwluiUon  in  18:17. 
Havin-  tlm-  obt:iiued  a  place  in  the 
li-t  (d"  di-tin-indied  olheers,  he  ob- 
tained a  lieuieaaiit-coloiielcy  in  lS-ii-\ 
and  in  ISio  Nvas  jn'omoted  to  the  rank 
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of  colonel.    When  tlie  expedition  to 
Rome  -R-as  despatched  in  1840,  Colonel 
Jsiel  accompanied  it  in  the  capacity  of 
head  of  the  engineering  staff,  and  his 
services  during  the  first  two  months 
proved  so  important  that  he  was  raised 
to  the  rank  of  general  of  brigade,  and 
was  sent  to  Gaeta  to  lay  the  keys  of 
Home  at  the  feet  of  the  Pope.    On  his

Three  months 
later  he  took  the  command  of  the  en- 
gineering department  of  the  army  in 
tlie  Crimea,  and  directed  the  siege.  A 
short  time  after  tlie  fall  of  Scbastopol, 
m   September   185'),  he  received  the 
grand  cross  of  the  Legion  of  Honour, 
in  the  year  IS.'^T,  he  was  created  a 
Senator.    In  the  following  year  ho 
published  an  accoitnt  of  the  siege  of 
Sebastopol,  in  a  (ptarto  volume,  with  an 
atlas  of  plates.    In  the  same  year  he 
was  sent  as  ai.le-de-camp  to  tlie  Em- 
peror on  a  special  mis-ion  to  the  King 
of  Sardinia,  to  make  the  oilicial  (ieniand 
for  the  hand  of  the  rrincess  Clotilde  for 
Prince  Napoleon.    On  the  outbreak  of 
the  Italian  war.  in  18.")'.>,  he  Avas  ap- 
pointed to  the  command  of  the  4th 
Corps  of  the  army  of  the  Alps,  and  after 
tlie  victory  of  Solferiuo,  on  the  24th 
June,  where  the  artillery — )iis  special 
arm— had  played  s  )  impv^rtant  a  jnirt, 
he  was  rai-cd  to  tlic  rauk  of  mar-luil  of 
France.    lie  has  >irce  bcuu  cugagod  in 
the  .-crA'ice  of  tlie  l-aii^'ercr,  bcinu;  ])re- 
sidcut  of  the  General  Council  tbe 
]laute   Garouue   and   a  senator.  ^  Jn 
Jaimary,  l>>()7,  he  was  a]^pointed  ]Minis- 
icr  of  War  in  succession  to  ]\Iarshal 


Eandon,  who  had  held  the  office  since 
1850.  To  use  the  words  of  the  Times ^ 
''  Invaluable  as  he  might  be  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Emperor's  Govimimcnt, 
^Marshal  Niel  could  hai'dly  be  de- 
scribed, strictly  speaking,  as  a  political 
man.  He  was  not  a  statesman,  but 
eminently  an  administrator.  The  army 
was  everything  to  him: — ^'  L' Eiiipu-c," 
housed  to  say,  c' est  VAnnce  T  He 
carried  his  cs2)yit  dc  corjjs  into  the 
Cabinet,  and  in  anything  that  con- 
cerned military  interests  he  never 
yielded  the  point  either  to  his  colleagues 
or  even  to  the  Empieror.  Without 
troubling  himself  much  about  the  signs 
of  the  times,  or  searching  very  deejdy 
into  the  chances  of  war  or  peace,  he 
deemed  it  is  duty  to  keep  France  armed 
agaiiist  all  contingencies.  The  maxhn 
that  peace  can  best  be  iusm-ed  by  mak- 
ing ready  for  war  found  in  him  a  most 
strenuous  and  consistent  adA  ocate.  Ii: 
was  a  fixed  i'lea  with  him  that  France 
should  at  all  times  be  able  to  bring  the 
lar::-est  and  most  efficient  army  into  the 
field.  When  the  Enii.eror,  amazed  ni 
the  rapiditv  of  the  Fnis-ian  succcs^c^ 
dttring  the 'Seven  Wefk>*  Campai-n, 
wished  to  apydy  the  Landwehr  .-y.-tcm 
to  France,  it  was  Xitd,  foremost  among 
the  marshals,  who  scouted  the  idea,  and 
refused  to  reduce  the  standing  army,  or 
to  abate  the  period  of  the  suidicrs' 
active  service.  Zsiel  was  nearly  the 
only  minister  to  whose  lirmiio-^s  the 
equally  determined  mind  of  the  Em- 
peror would  defer,  and  in  this  it  only 
did  homage  to  an  admitted  sn|>erioritv 
of  knowledge  and  experience.  Sure  of 
the  sttppor^t  of  his  Imperial  ma-ter. 
Marshal  Xiel  little  liecded  the  opposi- 
tion his  views  might  exrite  either  in 
the  ChamhcT  or  in  tlie  prc-s.  He  wa.s 
an  able  man,  thorou-hly  at  h.-tne  on 
the  sttbject  which  he  had  ma^ie  his 
almost  exclusive  study;  he  .-]H.ke  from 
a  full  heart,  and  was  at  no  lo-.s  either 
for  strin-cnt  argument  or  lor  im]->as- 
sioned  delivery.  ^He  never  appealed  to 
the  imagination  of  las  liearcrs  at  the 
expense  OL  their  juil-ment.  He  .'^poke 
from  profound  conviction  wlien  he 
stated  that  France  mi-ht  be  called 
upon  to  ti-ht  any  day,  and  tliat  her 
very  exist^aice  de|>en<h  d  on  her  means 
of  ansAVi-riMu-  that  call."'

^^orth,  of  the  oOth  Regt.  of  Infantry, 
a  distant  relative  of  the  family  now 
represented  bv  the  Baroness  North  and 
the  Earl  of  Guilford,  and  was  born^in 
1817.    He  entered  the  army  in  ISBG, 
and  in  1810  or  1811  served  in  the  de- 
fence of  Aden,  against  the  Arabs.  Ho 
afterwards  served  in  the  campaign  of 
the  Pimjanb,  being  present  at  the  sie-c 
and  capture  of  :,Iooitau,  m  the  battle 
of  Goojerat,  and  at  tlie  surrender  of 
P.v.val  IhnilcG  to  the  British  troops 
and  throu-liout  those  operations  which 
ended  wiih  the  occupation  of  Peshawur, 
together  Avith  the   expulsion  of  the 
Alia-han  force  beyond  the  Khyber  pass. 
At  ^tlie  commencement  of  the  Indian 
mutiny  in  1S.'37,  Colonel  North  had 
lust  a'rrived  in  India  from  England;

Signor  Pcrsiani. 
Aug.  26,  at  Paris,  where  he  had  long 
resided,  aged  G5,  Signor  Persiani,  the 
composer.  lie  was  of  Italian  cxtr:)C- 
liou,  and  w:i3  horn  in  ISOl.  ''His 
name  is  more  familiar  to  the  frequenters 
of  the  opera  as  husband  of  the  cele- 
brated :Mdme.  IVrsiani  than  as  a  nm- 
t^ician.  But  Signor  Persiani  has  ano- 
tlier  claim  for  notice  in  riiu>-ical  annals, 
having  been  the  boul  speculator  who, 
•in  18-iG,  after  the  summary  di.-niis-al 
of  hiswife  from  Her  Majesty's  Tlicatre, 
conceived  the  notion  cf  starting  an 
opposition  opera  house  in  London. 
Although  his  origin;d  seheme  con- 
templated only  pcriormances  of  comic 
opera  at  the' St.  James's  Tlieatre.  he

He  took  a  prominent  part  in 
getting'  up  a  re(ptisition  to  Govennuent 
for  an  eiajuiry  into  the  means  of  su|)- 
plying  Alirinchani  v,ith  water.  IMr. 
Bennett  A\as  extensiv.ely  employed  in 
connection  ^vixh  tlic  promf)tion  of 
various  railway  lines.

At  Romaldkirk  in  Richmondshire,  even  so  late  as  1GG4,  a  simple 
laiight  is  inscribed,  Nobilissimus  Dominus  Franciscus  Apelby  do 
Lartington.    (Whitaker's  Richmondshire.) 

"John  Lord  Viscount  Welles  married  Cicely  daughter  of  Henry 
the  Sixth;  she  afterwards  married  a  gentleman  of  the  tioble  family  of 
Kynie  of  Kyme  Tower."  See  Tliompson's  Boston  and  Gent.  Mag. 
Sept.  1821.  John  Viscount  Wells,  son  of  Lionel  Lord  Wells,  mar- 
ried the  daughter  of  Edward  the  Fourth.  See  Thoroton's  History  of 
Kottingharnshire.  The  above  passage  therefore  is  incorrect;  but  it 
f^hows,  that  not  only  our  lords,  but  our  scpiires,  have  intermarried 
witli  the  royal  family. 

l\>acham  publislied,  in  1G3I,  his  Compleat  Gentleman,  fashioning 
himself  in  necessary  cpuilities  that  may  be  required  in  a  nolle  gentle- 
man. More  than  a  third  of  the  book  treats  of  blazonry,  and  he  gives 
the  list  of  the  heraldic  works  in  different  languages  that  should  com- 
pose his  library.  In  his  questions  on  nobility  in  general,  he  discusses 
whether  advocates  and  physicians  may  be  ranked  with  the  cnnohl:'!. 
Coats  of  arms,  he  says,  are  sometimes  purchased  by  stealth,  shufrled 
into  records  and  monuments  by  painters,  glaziers,  carvers,  and  such  ; 
but  so  good  an  order  has  been  lately  established  hj  the  Earl  Marshal, 
lhat  this  sinister  dealing  is  cut  off  from  such  mercenary  abusers  of 
nolnlit)j.  Gentility  is  lost  by  attainder  of  treason  or  felony,  by  which 
persons  become  base  or  ignoble." 

In  Jacob's  Law  Dictionary,  under  the  word  Herald,  we  read,  "  Garter 
is  U)  marshal  the  funeral  of  p(^ers ;  the  next  is  Clarenceux — his  office 
is  to  miirshal  the  funeral  of  all  the  lesser  nohilii//,  knights  or  esquires, 
soutli  of  the  Trent." 

Tliere  are  several  volumes  of  burial  certificates  both  in  the  Heralds'

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man,  one  who  received  his  nobility  from  his  ancestors,  and  not  from 

the  gift  of  finy  prince  or  state." 

And  in  the  second  volume  of  Bailey's  Dictionary,  printed  1728  (I 
specify  the  edition,  because  in  later  editions  variations  may  be  di-;- 
covercd,  and  these  variations  show  the  progressive  degradation  of  tli,- 
British  gentry),  we  find,  "  a  gentleman  is  properly,  according  to  tlio 
ancient  notion,  one  of  perfect  blood,  who  hath  four  descents*  of  gen- 
tility, both  by  his  father  and  his  mother.    In  chusing  of  magistrates 
tlie  vote  of  a  gentleman  was  preferred  before  that  of  an  ignoble  person. 
It  was  a  punishable  crime  to  take  down  the  coat-armor  of  a  gentle- 
man, or  to  offer  violation  to  the  ensign  of  any  noble  person  deceased. 
The  reasons  why  those  that  are  students  in  the  inns  of  court  are 
esteemed  gentlemen,  is  because  anciently  none  but  the  sons  of  gentle- 
men were  admitted  into  them.    But  the  students  of  law,  grooms  of 
His  ]\Iajesty's  palace,  and  sons  of  peasants  made  priests  and  canons, 
though  they  are  styled  gentlemen,  yet  they  have  no  right  to  coat- 
armor.    If  a  man  be  a  gentleman  by  oflice  only,  and  loses  his  office, 
then  he  loses  his  gentility.    "  The  gentry— the  lowest  degree  of  noble- 
lu'ss— are  such  as  are  descended  of  ancient  families,  and  have  always 
borne  a  coat  of  arms." 

This  dictionary  represented  to  foreigners  the  gentry  of  England  in 
an  honourable  light;  and  being  used  at  schools,  inspired  our  yotiths 
with  a  respect  for  their  own  families.  This  dictionary  pronounces 
nobility  to  be  acquired,  gentility  never.  This  also  was  an  axiom  in 
France.  The  accpurer  there  of  letters  patent  is  styled  an  e?vwhb';  his 
eon  a  nohlc:  but  it  is  undecided  among  French  heralds,  whether  his 
grandson,  or  his  great-great-grandson,  be  the  first  gentleman  in  the 
family ;  some  heralds  requiring  only  three,  others  five  generations  of 
nohUsse  to  make  a  gentleman. 

If  the  foregoing  explanation  of  gentry  be  correct,  that  their  families 
must  ahvaus  have  borne  arms,  the  descendants  of  a  yeoman  can  never 
be  gentlemen;  they  however  may  make  very  respectable  lords. 

*  ronr  descents  of  gentility  are  in  Germany  called  sixteen  quarters,  or  parents; 
—one  descent  requires  two — two  descents  four — three  descents  eight— four  des- 
cents sixteen,  great-great-grand  parents,  and  which  qualify  a  gentleman  to  be 
chosen  a  prince-bishop,  or  knight  of  the  Teutonic  order.

four  years'  of  service  there,  that,  on  his  return  to  England,  he  yAwrA 
a  strong  opposition  against  Walpole,  and,  incurring  the  decith  d 
enmity  of  the  King,  he  was  dismissed  from  his  situation  of  Lord  Hi-li 
steward  with  marks  of  strong  resentment.    Tliere  are  various  stori.  s 
as  to  the  radical  cause  of  the  King's  dislike  to  the  brilliant  states- 
man, but  probably  any  one  of  them  would  have  been  sufiicient  to 
create  at  the  least  a  decided  coldness.    Archdeacon  Coxe's  version  of 
it  is  confirmed  by  AValpole,  who  vras  concerned  in  it,  in  his  memoir 
of  George  II. ;  but  there  is  a  discrepancy  as  to  dates,  and  a  tone  of 
improbability  about  some  of  the  details,  which  throw  more  than  a 
shadow  of  doubt  over  the  whole.    Briefly,  it  runs  to  the  following 
effect :  that  Chesterfield  had  ardently  desired  the  post  of  Secretary  of 
State,  and  an  arrangement  had  been  made  in  his  favour ;  upon  whicli 
he  had  an  audience  of  the  Queen,  to  which  he  was  introduced  by 
Walpole,  and  immediately  after  paid  a  longer  visit  to  Lady  Suffolk', 
then  reigning  favourite,  than  vvas  approved  of  by  the  Queen,  who 
thereupon  procured  that  his  appointment  should  not  take  place.  Here 
it  may  be  remarked  that  Chesterfield  had  been  intimately  accpiaiiitcd 
with  Mrs.  Howard  long  before  she  had  attracted  the  notice  of  Queen 
Caroline  or  George  II.;  and  further,  that  having  been  created  Countess 
of  Suffolk  in  1731,  and  thus  set  at  her  case  as  to  money  matters,  she 
was  well  disposed  to  leave  the  Court,  hut  did  not  do  so  till  1735, 
tliree  years  after  the  dismissal  of  Chesterfield,  to  which  Archdeacon 
Coxe  represents  her  retirement  as  the  ominous  preliminary  !  AYal- 
jtole  relates  a  similar  parallel  indiscretion  of  Chesterfield's,  and  it 
appears  that  it  was  not  till  two  years  before  the  Earl's  death  that  he 
was  informed  by  Horace  Walpole  himself,  that  the  cause  of  his  dis- 
grace was  his  having  olYended  the  Queen  by  paying  court  to  Lady 
Suffolk.    Be  this  as  it  may,  there  was  another  and  more  probable 
cause  for  the  Boyal  dislike,  which  lay  in  his  marriage  with  the 
daughter  of  George  I.  and  the  Duchess  of  Kendal,  ]\Ielosina  de 
Schullenburg,  created  in  her  own  right  Countess  of  Walsingham,  and 
considered,  as  long  as  her  father  lived,  one  of  the  wealthiest  heiresses 
ill  the  kingdom.    George  I.  opposed  himself  to  the  inclinations  of  his 
tall,  darkhaired,  and  graceful  daughter,  in  consequence  of  Chesterfield's 
notorious  addiction  to  £i'am1)linLr  ;  and  a  verv  few  months  after  Clies- 
terfit'ld's  di-niissal  from  court,  on  his  return  from  Holland,  saw  Lady 
Walsingham  1>ecome  Lady  Chesterfi<dd.

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devotion,  but  after  liis  death  she  showed  the  most  anxious  concern 
for  his  memory,  and  Dr.  ]\[aty's  eulogistic  memoir  remains  the  monu- 
ment of  her  tenderness.  She  also  showed  almost  maternal  regard  to 
the  son,  ^Yhose  useless  life  would  haye  caused  his  memory  to  peridi 
long  ere  now,  but  for  the  letters  addressed  to  him.  It  was  this  son 
of  Madame  de  Bouchet  who  provoked  from  an  unknown  pen  the 
foHowiiig  lines,  which,  from  the  little  known  of  Mr.  Philip  Stanhope 
we  may  hope  are  unjustly  severe  : — 

Vile  Stanliope— Demons  blush  to  tell- 
In  twice  two  hundred  places, 

Has  shown  his  son  the  road  to  II  

Escorted  hy  the  Graces. 
But  little  did  th'  ungenerous  lad

Isaac  Ware,  the  editor  of  "  Palhadio,"  made  the  designs  for  Ches- 
terfield House,  the  interior  of  which  was  embellished  by  its  owner 
with  elaborate  taste,  and  amongst  the  historic  relics  it  contains  may 
be  mentioned  a  lantern  of  copper  gilt  for  eighteen  candles,  which  he 
bought  at  the  sale  at  Houghton  (Sir  Bobert  Walpole's)  ;  and  the 
canonical  pillars,"  alluded  to  in  his  letters,  meaning  the  fine  marble 
columns  which  came  from  that  wonder  of  short-lived  splendour, 
Canons,*  which  Pope  has  keenly  satirised  as  "  Timon's  Yilla." 

After  the  death  of  his  son  in  ITGo,  the  infirmities  of  age  increased 
rapidly,  and  the  remainder  of  his  life  wore  a  cast  of  melancholy,  almost 
of  despondency.  In  March  17  7o  he  departed  this  life,  at  the  age  of 
79;  and  was  succeeded  in  title  and  estates  by  a  distant  relation, 
Philip,  descended  from  Arthur,  the  youngest  son  of  the  first  Earl. 
From  him  descends  the  present  Earl,  who,  however,  has  never  in- 
habited this  fine  house;  but,  having  till  recently  let  it  to  the  Duke  of 
Abercorn,  has  now  sold  it  to  ]Mr.  Magniac,  of  whose  future  intentions 
respecting  it,  it  is  not  the  province  of  our  Begister  of  the  past  to  speak. 

The  liouse  itself  has  many  fine  points,  and  in  others  it  must  be 
owned  it  is  slightly  disappointing.  Passing  from  the  porter's  lodge 
across  a  noble  court  paved  with  stones,  and  entering  the  hall,  the 
visitor  cannot  fail  to  be  struck  by  the  grand  marble  staircase  up  and 
down  which  the  great  Chandos  must  have  walked  when  it  stood  be- 
neath his  own  palatial  roof  at  Canons.  And,  apart  from  historical 
traditions,  it  is  really  a  staircase  for  uleas  to  mount,  especially  when 

*  Canon>  was  built  by  James  Erydges,  Duke  of  Chandos,  at  the  village  of 
y.dgi'ware,  S  uiiles  from  London,  at  an  expense  <vf  .':i.'r>0,OtiO,  in  the  early  part  of 
tlic  eiglitocutli  century,  only  to  be  taken  dov,-n  after  his  death  in  177-1,  and  sold 
piofcmciil.  We  may  mention,  in  passing,  that  the  equestrian  statue'of  George  I., 
now  decorating  Leicester-square,  came  from  thence.

one  row  above  another  by  Inmdreds.  High  above  them,  in  separate 
panels,  arc  kit-cat"  sized  portraits  of  all  the  great  Enghsh  poets  and 
dramatists  down  to  the  time  of  Chesterfield,  and  around  the  cornice  of 
the  ceiling  runs  the  motto

In  another  room,  not  far  from  the  library,  one  seems  to  gain  an  idea 
of  the  noble  letter-writer  s  daily  life,  for  it  is  a  room  which  has  not 
only  its  ante-chamber,  in  which  the  aspirants  for  his  lordship's  favour 
were  sometimes  kept  waiting*— aspirants  to  favour  who  afterwards 
variously  achieved  fame  far  transcending  that  of  their  then  patron — but 
on  its  o-urden-side  is  a  stone  or  marble  terrace,  overlooking  the  large 
garden  stretching  out  in  lawn  and  flower-beds  behind  the  house.  Upon 
this  terrace  Chesterfield  doubtless  often  walked  snufl-box  in  hand,  and 
in  company  with  some  choice  friends — let  us  say  from  France — 
friends  with  whom  he  might  gossip  of  matters  connected  with  the 
courts,  and.  camps,  and  cabinets  of  his  day=  Where  are  they  now  ? — 
And  how  long  will  the  nineteenth  century  be  still  reminded  of  their  tra- 
dition^ by  a  visit  to  Chesterfield  House  ?  Is  this  house  doomed  to 
peri<h  and  to  pas^  away,  like  Canons  ?  or  will  it  stand  till  the  west  end 
of  London  has  migrated  to  Kensington  ?  G.  T.

The  following  letter  from  Mrs.  Elizabeth  ]\[asham,  daughter  of  Sir 
Francis  Masham  and  Mary  his  wife,  and  sister  of  Samuel,  first  Lord 
Masham,  of  Oates,  in  the  parish  of  High  Laver,  Essex,  where  the 
]liiiosopher  breathed  his  last,  has  never  as  yet  seen  the  light.  It 
is  addressed  to  a  person  who  had  formerly  been  a  servant  in  the 
family : — 

"  Oates,  November  17,  1704. 
"  I  ani  afraid,  dear  Mrs.  Smith,  you  should  think  I  have  forgot 
you;  but  I  assure  you  you  are  very  much  in  my  thoughts.  You  have 
heard,  no  dr.ubt,  of  tlie  death  of  good  :\[r.  Locke.  Ever  since  his

vc.Ar  to  srtUc  her  thoughts  to  anything,  bustles  about  as  much  as  she 
can,  and  I  generally  come  in  for  one  (^/c).

.«trlko  thirteen  at  midnight.  Here  is 
tlie  original  <tor}' — not  generally  known 
— which  I  take  from  T/te  PiiM'ic  Ad- 
r(T//.>v7' of  Friday,  June  22,  1770,  now 
be  tore  me: — "  ^Ir.  John  Hatiield,  who 
died  last  IMonday  at  his  house  in  Glass- 
liou^c-yard,  Aldersgate,  aged  102,  was 
a  Soldier  in  the  reign  of  William  and 
Mary,  and  the  person  who  was  tried 
find  condemned  by  a  court-martial  for 
falling  asleep  on  his  duty  upon  the 
Terrace  at  Windsor.  He  absolutely 
denied  the  charge  against  him,  and 
folenmly  declared  that  he  heard  St. 
Paul's  clock  strike  thirteen,  the  truth 
of  \vhich  was  nnich  doubted  by  the 
Court,  because  of  the  great  distance. 
l}ut,w}iilst  he  was  under  sentence  of 


death,  aftidavit  was  made  by  several 
persons  that  the  clock  actually  did 
strike  thirteen  instead  of  twehc; 
whereupon  he  received  his  ^Maje-ty',-^ 
pardon.  The  above  his  friends  caused 
to  be  engraved  on  his  plate,  to  sati>i'y 
the  world  of  the  truth  of  a  story  wbidi 
had  been  much  doubted,  though  he  bad 
often  confirmed  it  to  many  gentlemen, 
and,  a  few  days  before  his  death,  told 
it  to  several  of  his  neighbours.  Jle 
enjoyed  his  sight  and  memory  to  tlie 
day  of  his  death."  It  is  stated  in  an 
account  of  the  Great  Bell  of  Wcsi- 
miuster  in  the  Builder  of  December 
14,  1SG7,  that  the  sentinel  must  have 
S])oken  of  the  clock  that  struck  upon 
"  Great  Tom  at  Westminster,"  for  St. 
Paitl's  cathedral  had  not  then  any 
])ublic  clock. —  Correspondent  of  The 
Bidlder.

Lady  Pahnerston  was  cousin  of  Lady 
Nocd-Pvron.  Lord  B}Ton,  previous  to 
Ills  marrinirc  (in  June,  IBM),  writes  to 
bamuel  Ko^oers  that  he  dined  at  Lord 
Cowper's,  and  adds,  in  reference  to  the 
hostess,  "  My  Indy  very  gracious,  which 
she  can  be  more  than  any  one  when  she 

Lady  Pahnerston  by  her  decease 
hroaks  one  of  those  links  in  the  social 
chain  which,  pcriiaps,  never  will  be 
a-ain  su]^plied.    The  late  viscountess 
w.'-^  arepivsentative  of  a  set  in  English 
society  now  rapidly  diminishing.  She 
was  the  very  impcrsonatinn  of  gracious 
womanhood.    AMth  keen  sensibilities, 
consummate    tact,    and    a  gunerous 
natm-e,  ^he  associated  in  her  organi- 
/utiwu  the  greatest  ability  and  power 
o[  invrospeciion.    S'ne  vas  a  romavk- 
ablo  woman,  and  did  much  to  promote 
tbo  aims  and  direct  the  ambition  of  a 
rcmarkalde  man.    Few  statesmen  have 
Ir.  en  hh'>Md  with  such  a  wife.  Lord 
I'alnicr.-t'm  had  to  conciiitate  many 
sections  ot  politicians,  and  it  was  by 
Ikv   intinite  skill   in  reconciling  dis- 
cordan.t  iitov'is,  that  he,  in  a  great  mea- 
sure, v.  :i'.  :iMe  to  win  over  enemies  as 
well  as  to  retain  friends.

lu^tory.   Lut  a  little  over  four  years 


since  the  name  of  Palmerston  wa«;  one 
noised  not  only  through  every  corner  of 
the  realm,  but  in  every  part  of  tIm- 
world.    Tliis  infidelity  of  memor}-  c;-  - :  < 
a  slur  upon  greatness,  for  while  we  art- 
stunned  with  the  clatter  of  present  ar.-i 
living  characters,  small  and  great,  our 
recoUection,  in  its  confusion,  casts  oru 
the  Titans  of  the   inwiediatc  pa-t. 
Around  the  brow  of  Palmerstoii  there 
gathered  many  laurels.    It  is  said  then' 
was  one  earla'ud  dearer  to  him  than  ::11 
others;  it  was  that  coming  out  of  the 
loving-kindness  of  a  dear  wife,  and  one 
of  all  others,  to  him,  beyond  price. 
Lady  Palmerston  was  buried  by  the 
side  of  her  husband  in  Westminster 
Abbev.

The  Bishop  of  E.xeter. 
Sept.  18,  at  Bishopstowe,  near  Tor- 
quay, aQ-ed  91,  the  Pight  Pev.  Henry 
Phillpo'tts,  D.D.,  i^ord  Bishop  of  Exeter. 

It  has  been  often  said  that  the  future 
Bishop  of  Exeter  was  born  at  Glouces- 
ter, and  in  the  same  house  in  which 
George  Whitfield  first  saw  the  light  of 
(lay— the  Bell  Inn.    But  this  is  a  mis- 
take.   He  was  born  at  Bridgwater,  in 
Somersetshire,  on  the  Gth  of  :^ray,  1778, 
and  the  register  shows  that  he  was  bap- 
tized in  the  parish  church  on  the  IGrh, 
when  onlv  ten  days  old.    He  was  the 
second  son  of  Mr.  John  Phillpotts,  a 
man  of  substance,  who  at  that  time  car- 
ried on  the  trade  of  a  wholesale  brick- 
maker  at  Bridgwater,  but  who  subse- 
quently removed  to  Gloucester,  and  be- 
came successively  landlord  of  the  Bell 
Inn  and  land  agent  to  the  Dean  and 
Chapter,  by  whom  he  was  much  re- 
spected.   ls\i\  Phillpotts,  we  may  here 
remark,  died  at  Gloucester,  aged  70,  in 
1811;  his  widovs-,  Sybella,  lived  to  sec 
her  son  seated  on  the  episcopal  throne, 
and  died  in  the  same  city  in  December, 
1S33,  aged  upwards  of  80. 

Henry  Phillpotts  received  his  early 
education  at  the  Cathedral  school  of 
trlocester,  under  the  Kev.  Arthur  _B. 
Evans,  who  is  said  to  have  been  a  ripe 
seholar  and  a  man  of  taste  and  ability; 
ami  this  report  is  strongly  confirmed  by 
t!ie  fart  that  his  pu}>il,  at  the  early  age 
of  iiiirtr.  lif  competed,  and,  what  is 
more,  competed  successfully,  for  a 
scholarsliip  at  Corpus  Christi  Colleci'e, 
Oxford.   Tins  was  in  Jsovcmbcr,  1791 ;

he  took  his  B.Ac  decree  in  June,  1795, 

-  .me  years  before  class  lists  and  honours 
'VL'v  "instituted  in  that  university;  and 
u-w  weeks  later  was  elected  to  a  So- 
iuerset.-hire  Fellowship  at  Magdalen 
colie-e.  In  the  same  year  he  obtamed 
t'h.>  Chancellor's  prize  for  an  English 
i-^ay,  the  subject  bemg  "  The  Influence 
of  a  Reliixious  rrinciplo."  A  good 
^cholai-,  with  a  high  university  repu- 
tation, and  already  in  the  enjoyment  of 
a"  well-endowed  felloAvship  at  an  age 
when  most  young  men  are  in  the  sixth 
f.iim  at  Eton  or  Harrow,  or  just  be- 
ginninf>-  their  underoraduate  career,  he 
rii'-'-ht  well  have  looked  forward  to  the 
attainment  ot  the  hight-st  honours  m 
any  profession  that  he  chose  to  follow; 
and  even  his  ])itterest  opponents  have 
often  said,  as  inuch  in  earnest  as  m 
iesr,  that  he  would  have  done  far  l^etter 
in  life  if  he  had  carried  liis  talents  and 
his  iudnstry  to  the  bar,  where  he  might 
liave  rivalled  the  greatest  of  our 
thancellors. 

Just  at  this  time,  however,  he  was 
subjected  at  ^dagdalen  to  the  powerful 
iutiuence  of  the  late  venerable  aud 
learned  Dr.  Routh,  president  of  that; 
college,  who  strongly  urged  him  to 
study  theology  and  to  enter  holy  orders. 
Under  his  guidance  he  bc^ran  to  study 
tlic  writings  of  the  early  fathers  of  the 
Church  and  the  v.-orks  of  the  best  and 
soundest  Anglican  divines.  It  was  not, 
liowever,  until  some  years  after  he  took 
Ills  B.A.  degree  that  he  wa>  ordained, 
with  his  fellowship  as  a  title,  hy  Dr. 
Handolpb,  then  Bishop  of  Oxrord. 
He  had  already  taken  his  M.A.  degree, 
beino-  elected  to  the  rniilectorship  of 
:\Ioral  r]iilos;-phy.  and  been  uomiiiatcd 
one  of  the  first  Eublic  Examiners  of 
candidates  for  honours,  together  with 
his  friend  Mr.  Cople.tone,  atterwards 
Provost  of  Oriel  Collc-e  and  Ihsbop  of 
Llandaff.  In  ISOb  bo  was  ordained 
priest  at  Chester  by  Bishop  Majendie, 
and  soon  afterv.-ards  vacated  his  icl- 
lowship  by  his  marriaiic  with  Deborah 
:Maria,  dan-hter  of  :dr.  ^Villiam  Sur- 
tccs,  of  Bath,  and  niece  of  E;idy  .l>ldon. 
On  the  .5th  of  November  in  the  same 
year,  curiously  enough,  he  w;i3  chosen 
to  preach  before  the  univer-ity  of  Ox- 
ford on    Gunpowder  Treason. ' 

Next  vear  (iM)"))  be  was  ofiered, 
1)Ut  deelincd,  the  pvincipalship  ot 
Hertford  College,  a.  body  which  >hortly 
atterwaril-  beeanie  extinct.  He  had 
already  been  presented  by  the  Cruwu 
to  the  viearago  ot  Kilmersdou,  near 
Bath,  and  in  this  year  he  w^as  presented 
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to  Stainton-le-Street,  in  the  diocese  of 
Durham;  but  it  does  not  appear  from 
the  registers  that  he  oyer  resided  in 
either  parish.  However,  it  must  he 
remembered  that  he  was  a  connection 
of  Lord  Chancellor  Eldon,  and  that 
abuses  which  now-a-days  would  pro- 
yoke  a  public  outcry  were  allowed  to 
pass  without  remark  in  those  good  old 
days  '-when  George  the  Third  was 
King"  and  Lord  Eldon  kept  his  con- 
science. 

In  1806  :Mr.  Phillpotts  was  appointed 
chaplain  to  Dr.  Shute  Barrington,  then 
and  for  twenty  years  sulisequently  Lord 
Bishop  of  Durham,  to  whom  his  old 
friend  Dr.  Eouth  first  introduced  him 
as  the  ablest  fellow  of  his  college;  and 
it  is  obvious  to  remark  that  it  was  his 
learning  and  acuteness  in  polemical 
controversy,  rather  than  any  cre^iit  for 
the  strict  "and  conscientious  di^charge 
of  his  parochial  duties,  which  recom- 
mended liim  to  that  prelate.    It  is  re- 
mai-kable,  too,  that  it  was  the  contro- 
versy against    the  Roman  Catludic 
Church  which  gave  to  Mr.  Phillpotts 
his  first  step  in  the  way  of  promotion. 
Bishop  Barrington  had  delivere-1  a 
charo-e  on  "  The  ^rounds  on  which  the 
Church  of  lOnglaud   separated  from 
that  of  Rome.'"    His  statements  were 
criticised  and  seyerely  handled,  anony- 
mously, by  Dr.  Linsard,  the  Iv^man 
Catholic  historian.    Dr.  Barrimiton's 
artillery  being  exhausted,  ^Ir.  Phill- 
potts flew  to  the  rescue,  and  publi-heHl 
several  pamphlets  in  vindication  of  Ins 
grateful  patron  and  diocesan.  Tliesc 
established  his  reputation  beyond  the 
limits  of  the  diocese  of  Durham  as  a 
controversial  writer  of  no  mean  a!'ility, 
and  marked  him  out  for  futnro  j^ro- 
motion  in  more  quarters  than  one.  In 
the  same  year  he  was  appointed  ly  tlic 
Lord  Chancelb^r   to  the  vienra-e  of 
Bishop's   Middleham,  near  Dmham, 
where  he  resided  two  years,  and  v.  iiere 
two  of  his  children  ^\-erc  )>rmi.  In 
1«08  he  was  prefeiTod  by  his  ]n-ho^^  to 
the  important   livin<:r   of  G:ii'-b:ea<l, 
with  the  Ma<tersl\ip  of  Kin-  Jaraes's 
Hospital  in  the  same  tov/n,  ot  the  joint 
value  of  1,300/.  a-year.     Next  year 
(1801D  we  find  him  appointed  to  a  pre- 
bendal  istall  in  Dnrhaiii cathedral :  and, 
in  ISlO,  furtiier  preterreil  by  the  Dean 
and  Clirntter  to   the   incumbency  of 
St.  ]M;U'uaret's  ch:ipel,  Durbani,  where 
he  is  srill  remembered  as  an  active  and 
zeakms  parisli   priest,  and   one  wlio 
managed  a  turbulent^  vestry  meeting  as 
few  other  clergymen  could  manage  it. 
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In  18U  he  was  appf^intcd  to  preach  at 
St.  Paurs  cathoaral  the  auimal  sermon 
for  the  Corporation  of  the  Sons  of  the 
Clcnrv.  To  the  list  of  his  other  pre- 
ferments must  be  added  another  and 
fj-r  richer  prebcndal  stall  in  Durham 
cathedral  than  that  %vhich  he  had 
hitljcrto  held,  conferred  on  him  hy  his 
kind  and  dl^crillii^ating  pan-on  Bishop 
IJarrintrton.  Five  livings  and  two  prc- 
hoiidal  stalls  one  vvonld  think  vrere 
pretty  fair  preferments  for  a  man.  hoAV- 
t  ver  "learned  and  acnte,  who  had  been 
in  priest's  orders  little  more  than  ten 
years. 

His  next  literaiT  labotir  was  not  of 
a  very  cxahcd  kind'  and  m:n-ked  neither 
tlic  ti'.eoloi^'i an  nor  the  able  couirovcr- 
siali-r.  Ir  v/as  a  letter  in  defence  of 
'•thi;;u-5  as  tficy  v,-erc,"  addressed  to 
Mr.  Sairues  Cotirne,  who  had 

b;-oa^_ht  forward  in  rarliament  a  mo- 
tion lor  miti.Lrating  the  severity  of  the 
poor  lav.s  l-y  amendlDu-  the  law  of 
settlcn'.ciit.  it  v-.'as  a  tame  i»roduction, 
and  vjA  wor'.\[\  the  urcar  talents  of  its 
ai;tL"r,  ;.nd  has  Ion-'  since  pa^sed  into 
the  limbo  of  forgottca  pamphlets. 

Far  diiicrent  was  tlie  character  of 
Mr.  riiillpotis's  next  pnblication — his 
'•  Letter  to  Earl  Grey  on  the  Eoman 
Caihulic  Qticttion.-"'  In  this  letter 
(whieli  at  f.rst  was  issued  anonymously) 
lie  enters  deeply  and  fttlly  into  the 
tlieories  of  the  Koman  and  the  English 
cinn-che<,  into  their  points  of  diticrL'nce 
and  their  points  of  contact,  and  con- 
clivdes  l)y  expressing-  his  unwillingness 
to  remove  tbe  disabilities  imder  Avhich 
the  Ivoman  Catholics  then  laliotired 
v.'ithout  receiving  a  sulrk-ient  guarantee 
lor  tlu'  preservation  of  the  union  of 
Church  an.d  State. 

In  lsl9  we  luul  Mr.  Phillpotts  again 
passing  from  political  theology  to  po- 
litics ''pure  and  simple,"  and  puldi-h- 
ing  a  letter  which  pra.'tically  amounted 
to  a  defence  of  the  Covernment  with 
respect  to  the  suppression  of  the  ]N[un- 
chu-ter  riots  by  the  s  ihliery.  This 
wa-  in  reply  to  an  "  iTulignation  moet- 
ir.L'"  helil  at  Dm-ham.  where  the 
conduct  of  Lords  Liverpool  and  Sid- 
ii'...u;h  was  severely  assailed  by  many 
kX  the  county  magnates.  2^Ir.  Phill- 
p-'i:-*s  h'tter  was  criticised  in  no  mea- 
;  r.rcd  ti-rms  of  sarcastic  ccn-urc  in  tlie 
L  'lni'urjh  llrrh'R',  and,  it  is  said,  by 
tb«'  <-i  Lcrd  Brougham  himself, 

'lul-  j^r.'diuxd  a  reply  in  vindacation 
Sit  onre  of  liiinself  ami  ilie  Prince 
llc_rnt"s  iiiini-rors,  and  led  the  way  to 
hi;  luture  udvai  cement. 


In  1820  the  valuable  living  of  Stan- 
hope fell  vacant,  and  Bi.-liop  Barrii:-*.'  .n 
conferred  it  on  his  chaphiin.  v,  ho  tlicr.'- 
upon  resigned  his  prcbendal  stall.  It 
had  been  held  before  hinr  by  t!n\e 
bishops  in  succession — bishops  Buiar, 
Kecne,  and  Thtudow;  and  it  wa>  pr  - 
phesied  that  in  cottrsc  of  time  it  wou'd 
prove  in  his  case  also  the  stc-ppim:- 
stone  to  the  episcopal  bench.    Here  he 
rebuilt  the  rectory-house  at  his  own 
expeti^e,  at  a  cost,  it  is  said,  of  above 
10,00')/.     The   expense  was  perhaps 
justitiable  in  his  case,  as  the  rectors  of 
Stanhope  were  regarded  in  some  sen.-c 
as  the  representatives  of  the  old  prince- 
bishops  of  the  county  palatine  of  Dur- 
ham, men  who  in  other  days  used  to 
hitnt  as  feudal  lords  in  the  woods  of 
Stanhope  Park,   their  tenants  being 
obliged  to  maintain  their  dogs  and 
hitntsmcn,  and  to  iurnish  all  that  was 
neces^^ary  for  the  prelates  and  their 
suite.    Here  he  became  active  both  as 
a  clcrgynian  and  as  a  county  magis- 
trate; and  the  magistrates'  clerk  ttsod 
to  aver  that  Mr.  Phillpotts  cottld  al- 
ways tell  what  was  in  an  Act  of  Par- 
liament before  he  read  it,  and  even 
before  it  came  out. 

Wc  have  neither  time  nor  space  to 
follow  :Mr.  Phillpotts  through  all  the 
panii)h]cLS,  political,  religion-,  and  con- 
trove  i"-ial,  which  flowed  from  the  press 
in  raj'id  succession  with  his  name  on 
their  title-pages.  At  one  time  a--ailinL': 
L(n\l  rey  and  the  Lilierals  of  the  Isoxxh 
of  Ihigland.  at  another  time  Jeffi'ey 
and  tiio  conductors  of  the  Edhunii'fjh 
Reel:  "\  he  lived  in  perpetual  hot  water, 
and  came,  while  yet  but  a  country  cler- 
gyman, to  bo  far  more  feared  than  loved 
cveri  by  those  whose  cause  he  espoused. 

In  lS-:.5,  however,  he  undertook  a 
M'ork  more  worthy  of  his  talents  and  of 
his  theological  attaimncnts;  we  allude 
to  his  "  Letters  to  Charles  Butler,  esq. 
on  his  Book  of  the  lioman  Catholic 
Church,"  fifteen  in  number,  which  form 
a  con.-iderable  volttme,  and  comprise  in 
a  small  compass  cptite  an  armoury  of 
anti-P<^nian  controversy.  They  show 
that  ihe  Poman  Catlmlic  system,  as  it 
exists  in  practice,  is  very  diift-rent  from 
the  same  system  as  drawn  out  on  paper 
and  in  theory  by  such  writer-  as  Bi<!n  .p 
:}.Iilma-,  Dr.'Lingard,  and  :Mr.  Charles 
Butlor;  and  he  di>cus-es  in  derail  such 
fpre-t  ioi!-.  as  Indulgence-,  the  InA'ocation. 
of  Saint-,  Devotion  to  the  \'irgin  }vbiry, 
Imau-'  \V"r.-hip,  Purgatory,  rrad  J'a]'al 
Infallil'ility.  It  is  creditable  to  Mr. 
PhilliH'tt-  to  have  written  such  a  work, 


Hie  Bisliop  of  Exeter.

Ti  -Kirof  Mr.  Butler,  not,  mdeed,  to

IM  15-^0  appeared  a  supplemental 
<•  1  cti-r  to  ^Ix.  Butler  "  upon  the  evi- 
,  ce  o-ivcn  by  the  Irish  Eoman  Catho- 
jV;.' Bishops,  and  especially  by  Dr  Doyle, 
to  the  real  tenets  of  the  Romish 
,  hareh,  with  respect  to  which  he  simiuy 
{V.llowed  out  at  further  len.alh  tne  ai- 
..nn.ent  which  he  had  brought  forward 
in' his  previous  Letters-the  vast  caiter- 
tMce  between  the   Koman  Church  on 
p;,ncr  and  in  theory  and  the  same 
li  urch  in  fact  and  in  act.  Inlb-^, 
Ic-viu"  the  theolo-ical   question,  ^as 
l  iivly  exhausted,  he  came  again  to  uic 
practical  and  political  question  which 
raturally  followed  npon  it-ho^v  tar  it 
v..,.uld  be  safe  to  concede  the  Koman 
C.tholic  claims.    The  ciuestion  was  one 
Nvhich  now  agitated  the  nation  to  it^ 
dv])rhs,  and  even  for  a  time  cast  into 
th.e  shade  the  more  important  que^tlon 
ot  Parliamentary  Reform.    Mr.  L.a,n- 
rang  entertained  far  more  large  and 
lihenil  views  tlian  most  ot  the  statcs- 
n.cn  of  his  day  as  to  the  interpretation 
of  the  Coronation  Oath  and  the  policj 
of  ceasing  to  alienate  one-^third  of  the 
ciirive  nation;  and  it  was  generaUy  be- 
lieved that  as  Prime  ^.ihn.ter  he  was 
in  favour  of  an  all  but  tmqualihed  coa- 
rcf^ion  of  those  claims.  ^  io  this  au. 
rhillpotts,as  spoke^mian  torthecl.nea 
bodv  plainly  and  loudly  demurred,  and 
he  expressed  his  strong  objections  to 
the  contemplated  policy  m  two  i.a- 
ters"  to  ]\lr.  Canning  on  the  sul-icet 
Of  the  first  of  these  Lord 
(then  Master  of  the  Boll<)  made  hhmal 
u-e  in  one  of  them...t  bnUuv.it  speoaie^ 
which  he  ever  deliyered  m  the  Coiii- 
moiis;  and  it  was  on  account  oi  a  P^^^- 
saue  in  the  second  -  Letter  '  relative  to 
the  sanctity  of  the  King's _  Corona  ion 
Oaih  that 'Lord  Kcnyon  nurn^ed  to 
Dr.  I'hillnotts  the  memoranda  ot  t.eoige 
lU.  on  \he  subject  for  x<x^M^^^- 
Titesp"  Letters  "woke  up  the  nation 
at  oucc  to  the  great  danger  ot  com'cd- 
i.i^the  Roman  Catholic  elamis  witaout 
cxactiuLX  from  that  b^^^ly  adequate  secu- 
rities iatt  ihcv  aho  ^v>^ke  the  na!.>n 
i,M  toabeliei  that  adequate  socmUK< 
(•'.nld  he  su-ue^ved  and  mmht  he  o,.- 
talned-tlie  view  which,  as  we  need 
scarcely  add,  preyailed  iu  lUe  long  run 


—and  within  two  years  from  that  day 
enabled  the  Howards  and  the  Talbots, 
the  Cliffords  and  the  Arundells,  to  take 
tho^e  seats  in  the  two  Houses  of  the 
L-n^lature  from  which  they  had  been 
.o^wronofullv   excluded  for  several 
oencrations.    Lew  men  have  been  more 
exposed  to  detraction  than  tnc  subject 
of  this  memoir;  and  no  part-  o  his 
career    has    been    more  relentlessly 
•-i^-iiled  than  his  conduct  on  the  ques- 
tion of  the  Roman  Catholic  Relict  Act; 
the  more  relentlessly  because  it  was 
thought  that  there  was  far  more  coii- 
nectk)n  than  really  existed  between  the 
gradual  moditication— we  will  not  say 
the  change-in  his  views  on  the  Catho- 
lic C|UC=tion,  and  his  promotion  not  long 
afterwards  to  a  deanery,  and  sut.se- 
quently  to  a  bishopric. 

Li  iS-\^  Dr.  Rhillpotts  was  nomi- 
nated by  the  Duke  of  Wellingtcm  to  tlie 
deanery  of  Chester,  which  he  held  till 
his  elevation  to  the  Bench ;  and,  m  spite 
of^hc  Ednilmnili  Kcvlnv,  there  seems 
to  be  no  reason  for  charging  him  with 
chan-in-  his  opinions  on  the  Roman 
Catholic°aucstion  at  a  suspiciously  cou- 
v-uient  season, and  preferring  a  deanery 
to  hi^  conscience.    The  best  answer  to 
the  char-e  is  to  be  found  m  a  hotter 
Avritten  bv  the  dean  to  his  old  friend 
Dr  Ellerton,  of  :MagLlalen  College,  in 
defence  of  his  vote  in  favour  ot  bir 
l^ohert  Reel  in  his  contest  lor  the  repre- 
sentation of   Oxford  University,  m 
which  he  shows  by  reference  to  his 
loners  to  Canning  that  ho  had  always 
re<-ardcd  the  question  as  one  to  be  set- 
tled  by  mutual   aTrangement:— '  K^c 
whether  you  (the  Roman  Catholic^)  can 
oifer  us  any  real  and  adequate  .cetinty 
for  onr  Church,  it  the  boon  you  a^k  ,.e 
oi-mted:  or  try  to  tind  out  what  secu- 
rities we  on  our  part  mav  de^'i'-e,  stub 
as  von  can  conscientiously  accede  to 
This  certainly  does  not  l>ear  out  the 
clnM--e  brou-ht  f.u-ward  by  tlm^e  wiio 
would  seem  \o  imply  iha.t  a  man  cannot 
write  strongly  a-ainst  a  certain  se.  ot 
theological  opinions,  and  yet  alhm  the 
holders  of  tho.e  opinions  to  exercise  the 
•ivil  ri-hts  of  freeborn  Englishmen. 
Surely  a  mi-trust  of  a  Roman  Catholic  s 
tenet^  on  matters  of  faith  and  religion 
does  not  necessarily  iniply  any  wish  on 
yournartto  shut  him  oat  from  those 
ivuitical  privileges  which  belong  to  a 
iaan  as  a  citi/eu,  and  ml  as  a  mend^er 
of  t'-is  or  tliat  reli-ious  hotly.  Ami 
iud-ed  it  may  and  <h.e,uld  be  mentioned 
heie,  that,  cVen  >o  far  back  as  IMJ, 
when  Bi.bop  Barringtou  iirst  consulted 
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Mr.  Phillpotts  about  pcttin?^  up  a  cleri- 
cal petition  acraiiist  a  Koman  Catholic 
Relief  liiH,  the  latter  most  candidly 
avowed  to  the  l-i^lu.p  his  own  opinion 
to  he  iTi  favour  of  '•  conce?sion,  it 
accompanied     by    adequate  secun- 

^^'^^\Q  now  conic  to  the  concluding  part 
of  ])r.  riiillpotts's  career.  Towards 
tbe  close  of  the  year  1S30  Exeter  be- 
came vacant  bv  the  translation  of  Dr. 
Bftbcll  to  Bano'or,  and  the  sec  was 
oflVrod  bv  the  Duke  of  AYcllington  to 
Dean  Phillpotts:  and  it  is  only  fair 
and  ji's^t  here  to  record  the  fact,  that, 
when  the  bishop  vras  taunted  m  tne 
House  of  Lords  with  having  bartered 
Anti-Catholic  opinions  for  a  nutrc, 
the  Duke  of  Wellington  bore  open  tcs- 
tluK.nvthat  lie  had  offered  the  See  of 
Exct-.-r  to  him  in  spiieoi:  his  kno^yledge 
that  the  bishop  took  a  different  view  of 
the  riuestion  from  himself. 

Many  years  before  he  had  declined 
an  Irish'  bishopric,  that  of  Cloghcr, 
ncarlv  fn  e  times  the  value  of  Exeter, 
xsVvAi  hivd  l^ccn  offered  to  him  through 
Lord  Liveriiool;  and,  as  the  revenues  of 
Exeter  were  only  2,700?.  a-year,  it  was 
].rr.poscd  that  he  should  be  allowed  still 
to  hoM  Stanhope  In  covnncurlam,  as  it 
was  rhen  cnlled.    But  ditiieultios  arose 
with  roL^ird  to  the  arrangement,  so  the 
iv<  t!>rv  of  Stanhope  was  exchanged  hy 
him  f^r  a  t^tall  at  Durliam,  wliich  hi- 
Vdlvcd  no    cure  of  souls,"  and  v/hich 
lie  hcM  till  the  day  of  his  death,  lie 
was  consecrated  on'the  2nd  of  January, 
is;?l,  and  preached  his  first  sermon  in 
his  eaihe.lral  on  Sunday  the  IGth.  lie 
took  his  seat  in  tlie  House  of  Peers  in 
the  following  month,  but  took  no  part 
in  the  debates  of  the  Session.    His  first 
speech  was  delivered  in  the  October 
following,  in  reply  to  some  taunts  of 
Lord  Kino-  and  other  Peers  against  the 
clcrgv  and  the  Bench  of  Bishops.  It 
was  "a  powerful  retort,  but  nothing 
more.    His  next  speech,  in  opposition 
to  Lord  Grey's  proposal  for  ditiasing 
cdu^'fition  in'  Ireland  in  schools  from 
whieh  the  Bible  is  excluded,  was  of  a 
more  elTectivc  character,  and  secured 
hiiii  nt  once  the  attention  of  the  House 
imd  the  reputation  of  an  able  and  clfect- 
i\e  d' h:it*M-.    On  education  and  eccle- 
sinMieal  subjects  the  bishop  spoke  often 
ar.d,  ;'.l'A  ;iys  to  rhe  |»oint;  and  soon  made 
it  eb  ar  th-ton  all  matters  aifectingthc 
f.M.h.h  iwA  tlie  sfofu.^  of  the  hhi-li^b 
C'linrch  i>e  iox  one  would  listen  to  no 
comi'r.aiii-e.    He  was  the  "  Puperi  of 
ccclcsia>iical  debate,  and  lio  made  hira- 
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self  felt  in  that  character,  "  chargia?  '* 
at  Lords  Grey  and  ]Melbourne  with  uil 
his  might  in  defence  of  the  Estal.li-h- 
inent  whenever  its  interests  were  -'r. 
seemed  to  be  endangered.  He  zealrirr  l  v 
and  strenuously  opposed  the  Pef^a-ni 
Bill  of  18B2,  Mr.  Stanley's  (now  L(,r<l 
Derby's)  Irish  Chrirch  Temporalitic ; 
Act,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commission,  iu.d 
the  Xew  Poor  Law  Act;  the  hi^t-iuuned 
measure,  indeed,  he  went  so  far  us  to 
denounce  as  unchristian;  while  he  -ri  :- 
matized  the  Irish  Church  Tcmpuiv.li- 
ties  Act  as  ■'•  a  measure  for  seiznig  <'n 
the  revenues  of  the  Protestant  Cliurch 
of  Ireland  and  applying  them  to  snme 
undefined  purpose  of  teaching  mondity 
without  religion  and  religion  without  a 
creed," 

For  thirty  sessions  and  more,  until 
increasing  years  prevented  him  from 
atteudinu^  as  of  old  in  his  place,  he 
proved  himself  a  formidable  opponent 
to  all  steps  in  the  direction  of  a  liberal 
and  latitudinarian  policy  in  Chureli 
aifairs,  and  he  rejoiced  to  throw  the 
a?uis  of  his  weight  and  authority  over 
the  Oxford  A^nglo-Catliolic  or  Tracra- 
rian  schools,  both  in  Parliament  and 
also  in  his  diocese,  the  livings  of  which 
during  his  long  incumbency  of  the  see 
he  stocked  vrith    good  men  and  true" 
of  his  o^ni  way  of  thinking  as  often 
as  vacancies  occm-red.    We  do  not  pur- 
pose here  to  re-open  the  question  of 
the  "Gorham  case,"  wdiich  nearly  split 
up  the  Church  into  two  rival  and  hostile 
bodies,  and  ended  in  a  drawn  baulc; 
but  wc  cannot  omit  the  duty  of  rc- 
cordhig  the  plain  facts  that  he  went 
out  of  his  wav  to  examine  ^Slr.  Gorham, 
and  rejected'  him,  after  examination, 
as  unsound   in  faith,  and  therefore 
unfit  to  have  the  charge  of  a  rural 
parish,  though  an  old  man.  and  already 
an  incumbent  in  his  diocese;  that,  on 
:\£r.  Gorham's  appealing  to  the  Privy 
Council,  judgment  was  given  against 
the  bishop:  that  as  bishop  of  the  dio- 
cese he  refused  to  institute  j\Ir.  Gorliam 
to  Bramford  Speke  ;  and  that,  when 
Archbishop  Simmer  quietly  instituted 
'Mx.  Gorham  over  the  bishojvs  head,  the 
fierv  prelate  o])cnly  "  anathematized  " 
his'  metropolitan.  '  The  quaiTcl,  how- 
ever, ended  in  smoke;  for  ]Mr.  Govhani 
lived   and   died  Vicar  of  Bramford 
Speke,  and  reconciled  to  his  diocesan. 
The  bishop   thought  better   of  the 
matter,  and  thouL^h  (on  paper)  he  could 
renounce  :iU  comnmniou  with  his  here- 
tical archbishoi),  he  had  not  tlie  resolu- 
tion to  cany  hi.s  threat  into  ellect, 
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throw  np  his  see,  and  l^ccomc  a  non- 
,;or,        Bancroft  and  his  brethren. 
^  h  would  be  impossible  to  record  here 
ft  tithe  of  the  contests  in  which  the 
l.i.hop  was  cnfjaocd,  or  to  give  a  list 
,,1   his  voluminous   writin-s,  ^yhlcll 
occupv  nearly  thirty  pages  ot  the 
British  Museum  Catalogue.     In  his 
v.cstcrn  diocese  he  was  always  "  in  hot 
w  Iter  "  with  some  one  or  olher  ot  iiis 
clcr-Y,  so.  that  it  was  said  that  the 
;,ca?e  of  the  Church  was  more  con- 
tinually broken  in  Dcvonslure  and 
Cornwall  than  throughout  the  rest  ot 
the  kingdom.     To  the  end  he  was 
rcadv  to  do  battle  for  his  Ciiuroh;  and 
it 'is"  hard  to  believe,  that,  if  another 
Gorham  case  had  arisen,  to  tue  very 
last  he  would  not  have  buckled  on 
n-ain  his  arma  vlx  dlu  desvcw,  and 
fonoht  the  o-ood  fight  afresh,  lierce, 
lierv,  and  intolerant  of  opposition  to  a 
f-iult,  and  sincere  and  earnest  m  an 
nrre  Avhich  is  not  remarkaldc  for  earnest- 
ness in  religion,  he  held  to  the  last  to 
the  via  media  of  the  Anglican  Church 
rs  the  strongest   safeguard  against 
l^omish   and   Calvinistic   errors,  and 
rejoiced  to  die,  like  Ken  an(  Laud 
and  scores  of  High  Church  prelat.^s  of 
the  Stuart  times,  expressing  his  lirm 
faith  in  the  Anglo-Cathohe  Church, 
as  essentiallv  one  and  the  same  in  aoc- 
trinc  and  faith  with  the  unaivided 
Church  of  the  first  five  centiu'ies  ot  the 
Christian  era. 

From  the  davs  of  Pitt  f)nd  Pox  doM-n 
to  those  of  Gladstone  and  Bright  tew 
Parliamentary  speakers  have  exccUed 
the  late  bishop.    Tierney  may  have 
been  more  witty,  Canning  more  bril- 
liant, Sir   James   ^lackinto.di  more 
philosophical,  and  Prou-ham  more  sar- 
castic; Lord  Derby  may  be  more  oi  an 
orator;  but  they  never  surpassed  Lis  hop 
■    Phillpotts  in  his  general  comnuind  ot 
all  these  qualities,  and  m  readiness 
and  dextcritv  in  debate.   He  was  never 
at  r  lovs  eith'er  for  words  or  lor  matier; 
and,  thoroughly  ma.^ter  of  every  sub- 
icct  that  he  took  up,  he  surprised  tho.c 
uho  thought  that  the  man  who  wielded 
the  pen  of  controver^,y  so  wel  would 
prove   an  ordinary  mortal  when  he 
passed  within  the  portals  ot  the  House 

of  Peers.  r  r.  i.o 

During  the  last  years  of  his  lik  he 
suffered ^' from  enleebled  strength,  to 
which  was  added  a  paduaUaUure  of 
si«-ht:  but,  still,  nearly  up  to  his  ,M)ili 
VL^rr  he  was  able  to  administer  most  ot 
the  atTairs  of  his  diocese  by  the  aid  ot 
those  around  him,  and  who.o  care  and 


tenderness,  no  doubt,  were  the  means 
by  which  his  life  was  prolonged  so  far 
beyond  the  allotted  span  of  "three 
score  years  and  ten." 

It  was  supposed  by  most  persons  that 
Bishop  Phillpotts,  even  when  disabled 
by  extreme  old  age,  would  persistently 
refuse  to  resirm  his  see,  and  therefore 
the  world  wa^  not  a  little  surprised 
when  it  was  puldicly  announced,  only 
a  week  before  his  decease,  that  Bishop 
Phillpotts  had  sent  in  to  the  archbishop 
notice  that  he  was  ready  to  resign  his 
see  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
passed  last  session.  That  resignation, 
however,  the  bishop  was  prevented  by 
death  from  carrying  out. 

The  late  Bishop  _  Phill])otts,  who 
became  a  widower  in  18!')o,  has  left 
snrvivincr  issue  six  sons  and  three 
dan  -hters.  His  eldest  son,  the  Yen. 
^YilTiam  John  Phillpotts,  who  was 
born  in  L>07,  is  Archdeacon  of  Corn- 
woll  and  Yicarof  St.  Gluvias.— J< 


Lord  Glenahnond. 
Sept.  20th,  at  Glenahnond,  Perth- 
shire, aged  06,  the  Right  Hon.  George 
Patton,  a  Scottish  Lord  of  Session, 
under  the  titular  designation  of  Lord 
Glenalmond. 

He  was  the  son  of  the  late  James 
Patton,  esq,  of  Glenalmond,  Perthshire, 
of  which  conntv  he  was  slieritf  clerk, 
bv  Anne,  daughter  of  the  late  Thomas 
Marshall,  esq."   He  was  born  in  1603, 
was  educated  at  the  Perth  A^:idemv 
and  the  Universitv  of  Edinburgh,  and 
afterwards  at  Trinity  College.  Cam- 
bri doe,  where  he  took  hisB.A.  degree 
in  1826.    He  was  called  to  the  Seonish 
bar  in  182S,  and  held  such  a  position 
in  the  courts  that  he  was  selected  to  be 
Solicitor-General  for  Scotland  when 
Lord  Derbv  came  into  office  ni  1>.)6. 
Mr  Mure  beino-  then  Lord  Adviu'ate. 
In  ISdi  ^^Ir.  ^lure,  though  in  op]>osi- 
tion,was  raised  to  the  bench  in  bcot- 
laiid  bv  Lord  Palmcr-rou'<  govornment, 
so  that,  when  Lord  Der]>y-s  third  go- 
vernment was  formed  in  18»id,  the  way 
was  char  for  :Mr.  Patton  to  become 
Lord  Advocate.    Early  in  that  year  he 
had  obtained  a  scat  in  parliament  for 
Brid'-water  as  a  Conservative,  when 
the  Stat  01  ^Vv.  Westropp,  who  had 
been  returned  at  the  general  election 
in  was  declared  void  on  petition, 

althonuh  he  had  to  stand  a  contest.  In 
June  ot  that  vear,  when  he  accepted 
olhee  under  Lord  Derby,  he  had  to 
seek  re-election,  and  again_  had  to  en- 
counter an  opposition,  which  was  too 
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Etroii-  for  Lim.  and  he  was  defeated 
He  cSntiuucd  to  hold  the  innction  of 
Lord  Advocate,  hut  Avithout  a  seat  m 
parliaincm,umil,i.i  l^OT,  tlic  arraijge- 
nient  ^N-a.  made  by  which  Lord  Colou- 
"Iv  resigned  ihe  posr  of  Lord  Justice 
(IcT.crai,  and  was  created  a  peer  of  the 
Uidtcd  Ki.r.h.m.    This  left  the  fir.t 
3„,l^c^hi].on  thob^cottUhhenchvocant;

Aug.  29,  at  Ore  House,  near  Hast- 
ings, from  the  eil'ect-^  of  an  attack  of 
smi  stroke, received  while  attendmgthc 
Social  Science  Congress  at  Exeter,  auod 
3G,  James  Hunt.^e-q.  Ph.D.  E.S.A. 
the  founder  and  l:Ue_  President  of  the 
AnthropoloLiical  Society. 

He  was  born  in  Itji?  at  Swanage, 
l^orsetshire,  in  which  county  his  faniily 
had  bcc!)  settled  for  many  ircn-'raMons. 
After  tini-liiu'j'  his  ])re!imin;iry  studies 
with  a  view  to  tlie  medicil  prole— i<m, 
he  devoted  h:Tii-elt  earne^ily  to  the 
study  of  anatomy,  physiology,  uud  che- 
misQ-y. 
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])r  Hunt  commenced  his  literary 
c  irccr  by  writing  a  memoir  of  liis 
1.",'..  father,  Thomas  Himt,  who  had 
mired  great  celebrity  as  the  foimder 
of  a  rational  system  for  tlic  removal  of 
i.u!)edimeut3  of  speech.  Dr.  Hunt,  who 
h-id  long  taken  the  greatest  interest  m 
the  mode  of  treatment  adopted  by  his 
f.ither,  further  investigated  this  m- 
t- r(  <tln'^-  subject,  and  published  the 
rt-uUs  of  his  researches  in  a  treatise 
entitled  "  Stammering  and  Stuttering, 
ih'dr  Nature  and  Treatment."  Ihis 
treatise  has  already  passed  through  six 
editions,  and  is  considered  in  Lngland 
to  be  the  standard  v/ork  on  this  im- 
portant subicct.    This  treatise  was  fol- 
lowed by  a  larger  work,  entitled     i  lio 
Philosophy  of  Voice   and  Speech, 
forming  a  compendiani  ot  all  that  in 
any  way  relates  to  the  anatomy,  pliy- 
siology,  and  training  of  the  vocal 
oro-ans,  the  origin  of  language,  ^'C. 

In  the  yea/  lS5i  Dr.  Hunt  became 
a  member  "of  the  Ethnological  Society 
of  London,  and  subsequently  accepted 
the  post  of  Honorary  Secretary.  AVhen 
he  entered  upon  his  duties  the  Ethno- 
logical Society  was  in  a  very  languid 
condition.    Its  publications  were  few 
and  far  between,  and  its  sphere  of  use- 
fulness very  contracted.    By  tlic  ener- 
getic zeal  and  industry  of  the  new  sje- 
cretary,  fresh  lite  was  infused  into  the 
society.    After  three  year^'  service  Dr. 
Hunt  resio-ned  his  post,  and  tne  society 
elected  liini  an  Honorary  iellow  in 
recognition  of  his  great  services  It 
was  at  this  period  (l6oi')  that  Dr.  Hunt 
conceived  the  idea,  which  he  soon 
afterwards  realised,  of  founding  the 
Anthropological   Society  of  London. 
Tliat  such  "an  inaituaou  was  really 
wanted  is  snllicieatlv  evi<knced  by  the 
rapid  dcvelopmeiit   of    this  society, 
which  now  numbers  seven  hundred 
members,  and  has  given  ri<e  to  several 
similar  instituiions  in  the  large  pro- 
vincial to^vns  of  England.    Dr.  Hunt 
was  elected  the  first  pre<idvut.  an  otnce 
to  which  he  w:id  re-elected  for  tliree 
successive  years;  and,eater  -ervmg  the 
society  as 'Director  for  one  year,  he 
was  a^-ain  elected  its  President.  In 
acknowledQCinent  of  the  great  services 
lie  has  rendered  to  the  science  of  An- 
rliropolo-v,  a  handsome  testnnonuvl  was 
presented' to  Dr.  Hum,  hi  the  iuini  ot 
a  portrait. 

Dr.  Hunt^elforts  have  already -iven 
a  great  impulse  to  the  stndy  ot  the 
.science  of  man.  A'pavt  from  the  An- 
thropological Keview  and  JoiirmU, 


published  quarterly,  the  society  has 
within  the  few  years  of  its  existence 
published  two  volumes  of  "  Memoirs,^" 
containing  many  papers  from  Dr.  Hunt's 
pen,  and  several  volumes  of  translations 
froin  Erencli  and  German  standard 
w^orks.  Of  the  German  works  we  shall 
merely  mention  Wait/Zs  "  Antln-opo- 
loo-ie  der  Naturvoelker,"  Blumenbach's 
Works,  and  Vogt's  Lectures  on  Man  " 
—the  latter  edited  by  Dr.  Hunt.  Se- 
veral works  of  Broca,  Pouchet,  kc. 
have  also  been  translated  under  the 
auspices  of  the  society. 

Dr.  Hunt  was  an  active  member  of 
the  British  Association  lor  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Science.    Many  of  tlie 
papers  read  by  him  at  the  annual 
meeLin^•5  have  been  inserted  In  cctcnso 
in  the     Transactions"'  of  the  assocui- 
tion.    It  was  also  mainly  by  Dr.  Iluufs 
perseverance  that  he,  with  the  asd-^^t- 
ance  of  his  coadjutors,  succeeded  in 
obtaining  the  recognition  of  amlir'3- 
polooy  as  an  independent  science.  As 
a  scientitic  man  Dr.  Hunt  belonged 
to  the  more  advanced  section  of  tlic 
niodera   school  of  physio-philosophy. 
His  main  efforts  were    directed  to 
emancipate,  not  only  anthropology  but 
science  in  general,  from  the  trammels 
of  reliiiious  intolerance  and  antiquated 
prejudices,  and  to  establish  in  Ihighmd 
a  dc  facto  science  of  man.    ^.lucli  has 
alreadv  been  elfected  in  this  direction, 
but  much  more  remains  to  Ije  done. 

Dr.  Hunt  took  great  interest  m  the 
progress  e^f  popular  education,  and  ire- 
quentlv  gave  gratuitous  lectures  on  a 
varietv  o"t:  subjects.  He  founded  several 
lirerarv  institutions,  one  in  his  native 
place, 'another  at  Hastings  called  the 
Philosophical  and  Hi^orical  ^..eiety, 
.vc.  :^Iany  of  Dr.  Hunfs  treaii-cs  ijnyc 
a  practical  bearing,  such,  for  example, 
as  the  paper  printed  by  the  P>ntish 
Association  "  On  the  Accllmatisit;.  >n 
of  :Man,  and  its  relation  to  Coloni.-a- 
tion."  Manv  articles  of  irai.ort.mcc 
in  the  "  Aiiihropological  lie  view,  of 
which  Dr.  Hunt  was  the  editor,  were 
also  from  his  pen. 

Av.art  from  his  sciennlic  inirMUts, 
Dr.  Hunt  also  cultivated  aivlnvology 
and  the  Bc'h^  i<  ,V;v,s>,  and  was  clecte-d 
a  Fellow  of  the  Ivoyal  Society  of  Li- 
terature in  subsequently  he  was 
elio-vn  a  meml)er  of  the  conned,  and 
ot  the  time  of  bib  death  was  the 
Houwi-arv  Eoreiim  Secretary  ol  tliat 
learned  hoilv.  Sliortly  afterwards  he 
also  l^ccame'a  Ecllow  of  the  Society  ot 
Antitiuaries. 
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The  liouom-s  which  were  coiif erred 
upon  Dr.  Hunt  on  the  Continent  show 
how  j:re:\tlv  his  literary  and  scientific 
ac(iui7eiiients  are  ulso  appreciated 
bevi.nd  liis  own  conntry.  In  1855  lie 
rc  eeive.i  from  tlie  University  of  Giessen 
the  (iii>loiua  of  I).X'tor  of  Thilosopliy, 
aiid  also  in  18G7  that  of  Doctor  of 
Mc.li'-lne,  Honoris  caa.^d.  lie  was  a 
jiK-mber  of  the  LeopohUna  Academy 
«.t  l)rL--»len;  of  the  ^Medical  Associa- 
tion of  Dunnstadu;  of  the  Upper  Hesse 
Natural  History  Society;  of  the  So- 
ci'.'rc  rari-ienuc  d'Arcliealog-ie  et  d'His- 
toire  ;  of  the  Con;ires  Interuaticmal 
d"AnthopoloL:ie  et  d'ArdicoIogie  Prc- 
historiqnes  of  the  Anthroi)nloi:'ical 
iSuciety  of  Paris  ;  of  tlic  Srujieda*! 
Ainropoloaica  E-]umola;  of  the  So- 
c  u'tc  des  Amis  de  la  Nature,  ^loscow, 
«s:c.  It  will  thus  he  seen  tiiat,  although 
oulv  30  rears  of  age,  Dr.  Hnnt  had 
cstahllvhed  for  himself  a  Euroj^ean 
rcimtation  both  in  science  and  litcra- 
tine.  when  he  was  cut  off  by  an  early 
d-alh. 

Dr.  Hunt  has  left  a  widow  and  five 
yOuug  chiUireu.

means  an  architect  of  the  pattt-iu- 
book  school,  but  he  constantly  endca- 
votired,  even  at  the  expense  sometime.^ 
of  beauty,  to  exhibit  originality.

Sept.  3,  at  Blair  Atholc,  aged  53, 
Col.  Alarie  Ko1)ertson,  of  the  Indian 
Staff  Corps. 

He  entered  the  iMadras  army  in  IS:]:'!, 
and  retired  in  18G1,  and  it  is  but  tlie 
simple  truth  to  say  that  during  that 
long  service  of  thirty-one  years  the 
Indian   government  had  not  a  more 
zealous,  "hardworking,  or  devoted  ser- 
vant.  He  was  posted  to  the  48th  IiCgi- 
nient  of  :Madras  Native  Infantry,  but 
his  turn  for  mechanics  and  engineering 
led  to  his  employment  in  the  depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,  and  it  was  iu 
this  department  that  his  talents  were 
developed  and  liis  conspicuous  services 
to  the  State  performed.    After  serving 
in  ^ladras.  be  was  transferred  to  tlie 
Bengal  Presidency,  Avliere  he  ultimately 
l)ecame  superintending  engineer  of  the 
Laliore  and  Peshawur  Koad,  the  great 
military  line  of  communication  to  our 
north-western  frontier.    His  zeal  and 
indomitable  energy  contributed  priu- 
cipallv  to  the  successful  acccniplish- 
meut  'of  this  great  undertaking,  and 
his  vigilant  superintendence  -avcd  vast 
sums 'to  the  treasury.     His  natural 
talent  for  engineering  surmounted  ditlj- 
culties  of  no  ordinary  kind   in  tliis 
great  government  work,  and  lie  had  the 
merit  of  iurrodurinu'  a  sy.-tem  in  the 
management  of  the  Lahore  and  Pesha- 
wur road   Aviueh  Avas  attended  Avith 
Lrreat  ec'iu'iny  and  ^ucce>s.     It  cer- 
taiidv,  however,  im[>o>ed  more  labour 
on  him>eU'  (Imt  this  he  never  shrank 
irom),Avhile  it  stoj'ped  much  of  that 
coiTuptiou  ^vliich  iu  the  East  robs  tho 
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I  1  ,;,j-er  on  ilic  one  liand  and  tlic  cm- 
',  \,,\vr  on  the  other.

li  e  Indus  here  is  unable  to  expand, 
is  narrowed  as  in  a  funnel.  Its 
',i,M.Tl\  during  the  cold  weather,  when 
it  i>.  low  est,  is  about  :50ft.;  but  as  soon 
as  the  snow  begins  to  melt  on  the  lofty 
iiiMuiitains  to  the  north  the  river  rises 
ill  liood  to  the-hciglitot;  •"■/Oft.  iil)Ovc  the 
l  .w  level.    This  rise  occiu-s  in  orainury

boat-bridLie  in  the  flne  weatlnr,  and 
ferry-boats  during  the  seaM)n  ot  fl.ujd. 
"A  spirited  attempt,"   to   n-e  Lord 
Cannin-'s  words,  had  been  maile  by 
Colonel"  Tavlor,  of  the  Bengal  longi- 
neers,  to  keep  open  the  comnuinicatu)n 
]iv  a  bridue  uf  boats  during  the  h<^t 
vveathcr,  but  it  failed.    ()dier  schemes 
were  proposed,  sucli  as  a  steam  ferry, 
and  desii:us  for  suspension  and  other 
brid-es  were  ].repared  in  England  I'y 
:^Ir.  Pritchard  Baly,  C.E.;  bitt  tlie  pr.)- 
jccts  were  co-tly,  and  no  practical  result 
ensued.    The  probk>m  which  Colonel 
Jiobertson  set  himself  to  solve  was  how 
to  overcome  tliis  great  l)arrier  to  com- 
nuinieauon  in  the  eheape-t  and  nio-t 
eiiieient  manner,    lie. of  all  the  Indi;in 
C5;.uip.eers,  first  propoM.-d  tliat  the  Indus 
shituld  l)e  pa--ed  by  a  tunnel  under  its 
bed.    Sir  John  Lavvrenee,  then  Lieui .- 
Governor  of  the  Punjab,  srems  at  ouec 
to  have  seen  the  value  of  the  propo.s:;!, 
aud  )ie  sul»mitted  it  to  the  Govcrinuent 
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or'  India.  The  Governor-General,  Lonl 
Canning,  at  once  sanctioned  an  experi- 
mental drift  being  made  as  the  pre- 
cursor to  the  tunnel,  and  Sir  Charles 
"Wood,  in  reply  to  the  G  o  vernor-G  eneral's 
dopatch  regarding  the  tunnel,  entirely 
approved  of  all  his  proceedings  m  re- 
gard to  the  Lahore  aud  Peshav^-tn-  road 
and  the  passage  of  the  Indus  at  Attock. 

In  the  execution  of  the  drift  sanc-

Colonel  Kobertson,  after  having 
vi^ited  all  the  eugineerin'j  Avorks  in 
En-land  and  the  Continent  at  which 
he  coultl  gather  information  for  the 
eom]detion Of  his  >eheme,  returned  to 
India  full  of  enthusia-m  for  the  work 
he  had  in  hr.ml.  lie  was  destined, 
luMvever.  to  mei-t  wiih  a  LTcat  disap- 
pointment. In  hi-  ai'-eiiee,  LordElu-m 
had  suspended  the  opm-alions.  After 
Vivinlv  ur.u'ing  tb.eir  prosecution,  and 
having  lost  by  staying  in  India  his  op- 
portunity of  retiring  with  larger  allow- 
ances, he  at  last  left  the  service,  broken

Some  of  bi-  ''c-t 
kn<jwn  writings  appeared  ni  the  colim!U.^ 
of  this  royiew:  one  of  Lhem,  on  iho

.i.lerable  notice.  His  "  Theory  of 
Jl.-.it"  (1829)  went  througli  nme  edi- 
r.os  and  produced  a  considerable 
iltW-c  in  snstaininsc  the  principles  of 
A'inni  Smith  a;iainst  Mr.  Kicardo. 
Subjects  a]>parently  somewhat  foreign 
to  his  chosen  pursuits  seem  to  have 
en-raged  his  attention  at  this  time.  Tor 
iiistojice.  he.  wrote  in  the  Wci^iminsfer^ 
on  an  "  Enharmonic  Theory  of  ^lusic  ' 
(1^2^.»).  and  "  Geometry  without  Ax- 
iom's" 0830). 

It  is,  however,  as  one  of  the  pioneers 
of  the  Free   Trade  movement  that 
General  Thomp-on  will  be  ch icily  re- 
membered.    His   "Corn  Law  Cate- 
i-iiism,"  published  in  ISi^T.  may  almost 
be  said  to  have  been  the  first  eliort  to 
popnlari>c  the  que^:ion,  by  its  ^bacul 
arrav  of  facts  and  arguraer.ts.    He  ex- 
erted him.-^elf  to  form   various  local 
a-M^ciations  for  the  repeal  of  the  Corn 
HiMvs,  but  with  partial  :^uccess.  AVheu 
ttie  ''Anti-Cuin   Law  Lea-uc  '  was 
formed  in  18;]:>,  Colonel  Thoii)]'<on  was 
one  of  the  most  earuesr  coadjutors  of 
Mr.  Cobden  and  ^Ix.  l^right.    He  un- 
bucecssfullv  coutoted  Prc-ton  in  Jan. 
lf:-i.3,  but 'was  retui-ned  1-r  Hull  the 
following    June.     He  un>ucees.^fully 
contested  :Nraryleboue  in  ^h'reli  18;;8, 
and  ^lanchester  in  ^^Jpu■mbcv  l>:v^.  ^  In 
1815  he  was  a  caiididaie  for  Smnier- 
land,  but  was  defoa:cd  ly  ^Ir.  Gvoyge 
Hudson  bv  a   con-ida-aMe  m:i_iority. 
In  1847  he  was  retm-ncl  for  ]]r;..ltord, 
])ut  was  defeated  at  thr  -euerai  elec- 
tion of  18. "3 2  by  ^ir.  H.  W.  Wiekham,  a 
Conservative, 'bv  a  maj.vrity  ci:_  only 
six  votes.    In  i857  he  was  :.-ain  re- 
tm-ned  for   Bradford,  and  wr.lu  ur  a 
contest.     The  di-.^ohuion  of  1>.VJ  put 
an  cud  to  his  l\'irlia:neiuary  career. 
As  an  orator  he  was  di-^ringuishcd  by 
force  of  arirument  and  apr.iess  of  illus- 
tration.   His  eftorts  Avcre  by  no  means 
confined  to  the  advocacy  of  e^'nimcreial 
freedom.    In  1>:]7  he  -ave  maice  oi  a 
motion,  that    Xo  foreign  prmce  or  po- 
tentate ouglit  t^)  liave  pre-eminence  or 
succession  within  this  realiii."    He  ^yas 
also  an  active  promoter  of_ the  abolitu)U 
of  corporal  puui^hmeuL  in  tiie  ;irniy. 
and  an  opi>ouent  of  the  resrriction  on 
nnirriairc  ^vith  a  deceased  wile's  M-tcr. 
In  1816  he  pnbli-hed  a  "  Carechi^m  on 
tVie  Currcncv/'  which  rnn  throu^-h  se- 
veral editions;  the  purport  of  which  was 
t  >  advocate  .in  iucouvertiljle  but  liuiiteil 
paper  currency.    In  1807  ho  wrote  a 
.series  of  letters  to  his  constituents  on 
the  (luestions  of  the  day— an  example 


w-liich  other  members  of  rarliaiT.cni 
miLTht  imitate  with  advantage,  though 
few  could  wield  a  pen  so  eficctually. 
These  letters   (which   were  entitled 
"Audi  Alteram   Partem,''  and  were 
continued  after    his  exclusion  from 
Parliament)  related  chiefly  to  the  treat- 
ment of  the  native  army  and  people  of 
India  1)v  our   countrymen— a  policy 
aixain-t  which  he  had  uttered  a  very 
strouu-  protest  on  more  than  one  occa- 
sion In  the  House  of  Commons.  In 
later  vears  General  Thompson's  strong 
Protestant  tendencies  alienated  him  in 
some  dearee  from  the  policy  of  tlie 
Liberal  partv.     He  was  a  vehement 
o])ponent  of  the  Irish  Church  ]5ill  of 
Mr.  Gladstone,  and  an  attemj.t  was 
made  in  December  last  to  bring  hnn 
forward  as  a  candidate  in  opposition 
to  the  Government.    "  Take  him  for 
all  in  all,''  however,  few  men  have 
maintained  for  so  lo^-  a  period  a  re- 
putation for  unswerving  tlevc.ticm  to 
the  cause  of  the  people;  and  there  are 
manv  still  en-aaed  in  active  pursuits 
who" can  recall  the  ont->poken  vigour, 
the  relentlcs  louic,  the  impulsive  hu- 
manitv  of  his  public  action,  and  the 
gentleness  and  manly  kindness  which 
marked  him  in  private  life.  General 
Thompson    married,  in    1811,  Anne 
Lli/.abeth,  daughter  of  the  Rev.  T. 
Barker.— J/o/'/? Imj  Star.

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ON  THE  NOBILITY  OF  THE  BRITISH  GENTRY, 

ETC.  ETC. 

Not  only  the  two  words,  but  this  pre-eminence  of  Sff^'^'''''- 
liUty,  is  derived  from  ancient  Rome.  When  to  the  first  hund  d 
patrician  families  a  second  Imndred  ,vere  added,  the  senators  of  the 
first  ^,v^styh<XpatrC3viajon>mgenth,m;  those  .of  the  seconi  patres 
,n!norum  gentium.  The  two  classes  nnited  were  styled  patres  conscr,pt^ 
Hence  the  gentnifas  of  the  patricians.  Bnt  when  the  eapacrty  of  being 
admitted  to  all  public  offices  was  acqnired  by  the  plebeians,  this  new 
class  of  men  were  styled  noliks  and  nohiUtas.  .  .     ,  ,  ^ 

Bo  Liyy  after  that  period  calls  those  men  and  famihes  that  were  at 
the  head  of  the  state.    Both  their  children  and  grandcluldren  were 
stvled  noUU,;  bnt  their  nohiUtas  (as  is  stated  in  the  French  En- 
cyclopedia nnder  the  word  Patrician)  descended  not  farther.  _ 
■  Are  we  then  to  suppose  that  the  fourth  generation  lost  their  pre- 
eminence ?    No ;  they  were  not  longer  considered  noble,  because  they 
were  at  length  sufficiently  well  bom  to  rank  with  the  sentditas  Ihe 
citizen  that  had  the  pictures  or  statues  of  his  ancestors  was  termed 
nobilis;  he  that  had  only  his  own,  «o«,.  ;  "nd  he  that  had  neither, 
ionoKUs.    So  that  their  jus  imaginis  resembled  our  right  of  bearing  a 
coat  of  arms  ;  and  their  novu,  homo  is  equiyalent  to  a  French 
or  to  our  upstart  gentleman.  See  Kemiet's  Antiquities,  De  Lolme,  &c. 

As  the  word  "gentleman"  has  at  different  periods  had  so  many 
diiVorent  meanings,  no  correct  historian  nor  biographer  particulariy 
if  desirous  of  not  puzzling  his  translator,  should  employ  it.  i.lr. 
Taylor,  in  his  History  of  England,  lately  published,  yery  properly 
stj-Ies  the  gentry,  the  "  minor  nobility." 

Let  us  hear  what  intelllgeut  foreigners  Bay  of  our  peerage  and

«  Some  persons  have  pretended  that  there  are  no  nobility  m  En-- 
land,  because  the  peers,  tlie  only  body  of  citizens  who  enjoy  any 
political  privileges  or  rights,  are  properly  only  hereditary  magistrates- 
Those  who  have  made  the  assertion  appear  not  to  admit  that  the 
peers  represent  the  ancient  feudal  nobility  ;  but  only  keep  in  mmd  tlio 
composition  of  the  present  peers,  among  whom  are  found  veiy  f  nv 
nobles  by  descent  fcxtraction).    It  is  by  courtesy,  they  say,  that  one 
gives  to  the  members  of  their  families  the  titles  of  Lord  and  Laay. 
Is  it  also  by  courtesy  that  one  acknowledges  the  knights  of  tbe 
•    different  orders,  as  well  as  the  multitude  of  baronets,  that  the  King 
creates  every  day  ?    The  King  creates  these  titles  and  orders  in  virtue 
of  his  prerogative.    Consequently  he  creates  a  nobility,  which,  though 
it  enjoys  no  political  right,  is  not  tess  constitutional.    Thus  there 
exists  a  nobility  besides  the  peerage,  and  which  is  derived  from  the 
same  source.    As  the  chief  part  of  the  new  peers  are  monied  men, 
nabobs,  merchants,  or  bankers  who  have  bought  boroughs,  and  seco-ailc<i 
the  views  of  the  ministry,  and  who,  instead  of  shedding  their  blood  for 
the  state,  have  sucked  up  its  marrow  (en  ont  pompe  le  sue  nourn- 
cier),  so  the  title  of  baronet,  which  was  formerly  conferred  on  mili- 
tary exploits,  is  now  given  to  the  plunderers  of  India,  to  army  agents 
and  contractors,  to  shopkeepers  and  apothecaries. 

"  But,  beside  the  nobility  that  enjoys  political  rights,  and  the  no- 
biUty  that  has  merely  a  title,  one  may  distinguish  still  another  nobility, 
the  only  true  one  according  to  the  prejudices  of  nobility,  the  most 
■  generally  received— the  nobility  of  extraction,  Feople  are  very  par-, 
ticular  in  England  about  the  proofs  of  this  nobility.  They  are  de- 
posited ut  the  Heralds'  Otlice.  There  are  many  peers  who,  m  tae 
eyes  of  the  College  of  xVrms,  are  not  more  gentlemen  than  were  m 
Franco  many  dukes  and  blue  ribbons  ;t  among  whom  Monsieur  dc 
Bcaufrumont,  who  was  neither  a  duke  nor  a  blue  ribbon  himself,  was

After  listening  to  a  foreigner's  opinicn  on  our  nobility  it  m.y  1  ■ 
curious  to  hear  an  old  English  gentleman  express  liimseif  on  the  no- 
bility  of  the  continent. 

"  Sir  John  D'Eeesey's  Travels  in  1654. 
That  which  we  call  a  Parliament  in  England,  was,  when  in  r.f,. 
among  the  French,  called  an  assembly  of  the  Three  Estates,  or  C.,.- 
yentns  Ordinum  :  which  are,  first,  the  Clergy  ;  seconaly  the  ^ob.Utv 
and  Gentry;  thirdly,  the  Plebeians  or  Tiers  Etat.  ^(P^s;"  i-;' 
petite  noblesse,  or  the  lesser  sort  of  gentry.  (Page  0.)  Trading  .n 
France  both  procures  and  forfeits  gentility.  Persons,  that  have  ga 
good  estates,  easily  obtaining  being  ennobled  by  the  King  at  cho.r, 
rates;  when  at  the  same  time,  a  gentleman  born  is  thought  to  degraue 
himself  by  traffic."    (Page  43.) 

Sir  John  D^Eresby  knew  his  own  dignity;  he  felt  himself  the 
countryman  of  Sir  Philip  Sidney,  who,  though  a  mere  gentleman 
not  only  chosen  King  of  Poland,  but  in  the  spirit  of  gallantry  refuse, 
the  Crown,  to  serve  Queen  Elizabeth  as  a  true  kmght.  And  ho,^ 
great  would  have  been  the  indignation  of  any  Eughsh  gentleman  of 
quality  in  Sir  John's  days,  had  he  read  in  the  Paris  newspapers  the

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that  the  paternal  Government  grew  uneasy.    That  the  vulgar  sh^-ir.M 
discuss  the  doings  of  their  betters, — that  profane  brawlers  should  I  'l.  k 
paragranhs  from  the  ordinary  news-sheet,  and  make  them.  Fervi'  s.-< 
texts  for  nssailing  the  sacred  majesty  of  kings,  which  was  enshrii^  i 
amid  saucy,  bright-eyed,  jewelled  wenches,  at  Whitehall,  was  an  atro- 
city that  was  not  to  be  borne.    But  then  an  Englishman  wov.Jd  luwi- 
a  voice  in  his  own  affairs  ;  and  affairs  of  State  touched  his  pocktit  aiul 
his  honour.    Cutting  off  a  man's  ears  never  stopped  his  tongue.  At 
last,  *'onr  most  religious  and  gracious  King"  declared  that  he  would 
have  a  paper  of  his  own,  and  tell  news  in  his  own  way,  that  is,  by  a 
Secretary  of  State,  who  would  tell  it,  or  superintend  the  telling  of  it, 
for  him.    Charles  and  the  Court  were  then  at  Oxford,  whither  fear  of 
the  plague  had  driven  them  from  London.    They  were  dull,  and  could 
invent  no  new  pleasure  to  relieve  their  dulness.    It  was  then  that  tlio 
bright  idea  presented  itself  of  publishing  an  exclusively  Eoyal  ISiews- 
Letter.    There  was  something  to  do  or  talk  about,  and  they  were  all 
the  happier  for  it.    Especially  proud  and  joyous  were  they  when  in 
November,  1665,  the  Oxford  Gazette  issued  its  first  number.  The 
Intelligencer  had  died  obsequiously,  or  inevitably,  beforehand.  T^vico 
a  week,  EngHsh  coteries  began  to  look  for  the  two  folio  pages,  to 
learn  how  courtiers  put  things,  or  rather  how  Mr.  Muddiman  set 
•down  public  events  at  Mr.  Secretary's  bidding.    It  was  quite  the 
proper  thing  to  take  in  the  King's  Newspaper ! 

But  the  Court  went  to  London,  when  the  plague  had  been  driven 
back  into  holes  and  corners,  and  the  Gazette  went  with  it.  Change  of 
locality  led  to  change  of  name;  and  in  February,  1666,  instead  of  the 
Oxford^  men  read  the  London  Gazette  at  the  head  of  the  sheet,  and 
from  that  day  the  sovereign's  newspaper  has  existed  down  to  the  pre- 
sent. Its  first  official  writer  "  was  Sir  Joseph  Williamson,  Under- 
Secretary  of  State.  Sir  Joseph,  however,  did  the  writing  by  deputy. 
Mr.  Charles  Parrot,  a  young  University  gentleman  of  brilliant  parts, 
is  said  to  have  been  the  first  actual  writer  "  of  the  Gazette  ;  but  we 
are  inclined  to  believe  that  the  notorious  Joe  Haynes  had  a  finger  or 
a  pen  it.  Joe  was  a  sort  of  private  secretary  to  Sir  Joseph  before 
Haynes  went  on  the  stage ;  but  Joe  forgot  that  **  secretary  "  had  any- 
thing in  reference  to  "  secret,"  and  he  "  blabbed "  in  Bow  Street 
taverns  like  any  street  gossip.  We  can  well  fancy,  that  Capt.  Bh'jf 
or  Tom  Errand  was  more  at  home  on  the  stage  than  in  the  council 
chamber. 

We  may  next  obseiTc  that  as  there  were  French  pastorals  acted  at 
Whitehall  and  Hampton  Court  as  well  as  English,  so  was  there  for 
many  years  a  French  as  well  as  an  English  edition  of  the  London  Ga- 
zette. In  1678,  the  King  had  ordered,  through  the  Gazette^  tliat 
Papists  should  remove  from  the  capital  unless  they  had  licence  to 
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Tomaln.  In  translating  tho  royal  decree,  M.  Moranjffle,  a  Papist 
nMy,  took  npom  him  to  alter  the  sense  of  some  of  the  passages. 

;  Commons  were  furious,  and  summoned  Ne.eombe,  t)>e  prm ter 
to  the  Bar.    Newcombe,  however,  said  that  he  was  only  the  prmter 
„  „  did  not  understand  a  word  of  French.    His  "nong  tong  pa,w 
la  exempted  him  from  censure;  hut  Moranvilie  was  brought  up  by 
rmesseng'r.    The  police  meanwhile  broke  into  h>s 
his  papcis,  and  came  away  with  loyal,  or  royal,  suspicions  that  a  man 
who  could  pervert  the  meaning  of  a  line  in  the  Eng's  own  newspaper 
vas  capable  of  destroying  the  royal  line  itself.    Moranvi  le  was  very 
submissive  and  sorry  ;  he  had  made  a  little  --f^^' 
for.'iven.    He  was  deprived  of  his  place,  and  nught  think  hnn.cif 
lucky;  men  had  been  hanged  for  less  than  altering  the  sense  of  the 
TviTic's  dccrGGS 

The  most  famous  "writer"  of  the  Gazette  during  the  last  century 
was  Steele.  His  comedy  of  "The  Funeral"  and  some  P^sona  m- 
fluence  acquired  for  him  the  honour.  He  lost  it  by  refusing  to  be 
servile  to  a  Government  which  thought  it  had  bought  ser^^hty  But 
the  most  famous  incident  connected  with  the  Vm^  '^^^^^S'^'^f 
century  was  the  forgery  of  one  number,  issued  m  May,  1,8/.  X^o 
poHco  acuteness  was  acute  enough  to  lay  hand  on  the  inimitable  rogue 
'who  played  that  perilous  joke. 

But  far  more  famous  incident  still,  was  the  Gazette  itself  getting 
into  a'  sea  of  troubles,  when  the  I-^S^^  Newspaper  appeared  m  de- 
linquency before  "His  Majesty's  Opposition."    In  or  about  he  ye  i 
im  a  hyper.loyal  Scottish  Presbyterian  burgh  sent  up  an  ada.es»  to 
he  King,  n  which  complaint  was  made  of  the  disloyal  speeches  deli- 
vered by  Whigs  and  Radicals  in  the  House,  and  bitter  cbnunenitions 
levelled  against  the  licentiousness  of  the  press.    Now  if  the  Gazette 
had  simply  recorded  that  the  address  had  been  presented  and  recei^d 
it  would'have  coniinod  itself  to  its  recognised  and  «Y;VtW  had 
the  King's  Newspaper  called  it  a  %«i  address,  and  added  ^'^^y^}^^ 
been  g-M:,  received.    Sir  John  Newport  was  the  exponent  o  the 
Si  of  the  Lower  House  at  what  lie  called  a  gross  broach  of  privilege 
That  this  official  government  paper  should  dare  to  hint  a  word  aga.ns 
any  party  in  the  Commons,  evidently  seemed  to  Sir  .lo  in  a  so  t  of 
sacrilege  ;  for  the  e.-cpressions  could  not  have  been  used  without  the 
licence^f  the  Secretary  of  State,  without  -i--^-'-;'"* "'if  ^ 
appear.    Lord  Casilereagh,  like  Moran^ille,  pleao.e,    '  nu.t  ko  but 
tL!  Commons  compelled  the  ministry  to  "  eat  humble  pie,'  with  the 
very  hard  crust  of  au  apology.  .  r-,..*,. 

These  rubs,  however,  did  not  impede  the  prosperity  of  the  Ga.Ue. 
Thirty  vears  ago  it  made  above  15,000/  a  year  by  advcrteomentB 
and  the  whole  of  its  working  e.xponses  did  not  amount  to  half  th.t. 
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Its  busiest  time  was  during-  the  railway  mania,  wlien  all  railway  pro- 
jects bad  to  be  advertised  in  the  Gazette  by  a  certain  day,  for  other- 
wise parliament  would  not  recognise  them.  The  ferment  which  this 
caused  is  now  inconceivable.  As  the  limit  of  time  approached,  the. 
advertisements  increased,  till,  on  one  November  day,  the  paper  was 
enlarged  to  583  pages  ! .  It  required  nearly  150  newspaper  stamps, 
and  was  sold  at  something  more  than  half-a-crown ;  but  as  it  was 
making  thousands  of  pounds  daily  by  advertisements,  it  might,  as  has 
been  remarked,  have  been  given  away  at  a  large  profit. 

Since  that  period  it  has  relapsed  into  chronicling  state  matters ;  and 
by  the  death  of  Mr.  Behan,  recorded  in  onr  last  number,  a  new  editor 
TN^is  wanted  for  this  old  "  Iving's  Newspaper."  The  right  man  for  the 
]>lace  was  found  in  Mr.  Walker,  hitherto  editor  of  the  Daily  News. 
There  is  nothiug  to  do,  and  ev^cry  possible  assistance.— -^iAcntev.??!,

Oct.  7.  At  Great  Malvern,  aged  74, 
the  Right  Hon.  George  Rice  liiec- 
Trevor,  fourth  Lord  l)\-nevor,  in  die 
Peerage  of  Great  Britain. 

His  lordship  was  the  eldest  son  of 
George  Talbot,  third  lord,  by  the  Hon. 
Erances  Townsbend,  third  daughier  of 
Thomas,  tkst  Viscount  Sydney.  He 
was  boiTi  August  o,  1705,  and  was  edu- 
cated at  AVestminster.  He  succeeded 
to  the  peerage  on  the  death  of  liis 
father,  xVpril  0,  1852,  previously  to 
which,  from  1830  to  1852,  he  had  re- 
presented Carmarthenshire  in  the  House 
of  Commons.  His  lordsliip  Tvas  a  Con- 
servative in  politics.  He  was  appointed 
lieittenant-colonel  commandant  of  tlie 
Royal  Carmarthen  ]Militia  in  January 
1831,  and  with  that  local  corps,  by  his 
energy  and  activity,  rendered  great 
service  to  the  State  in  support  of  tbe 
civil  pov/er  during  the  Rebecca  riots, 
and  by  so  doing  incurred  much  lui- 
popularity  for  a  time.  He  was  ap- 
pointed vice-lieutenant  of  Carmarthen- 
shire in  1846,  in  1S52  principal  militia 
aide-de-camp  to  the  Queen,  and  in  ISOl 
honorary  colonel  of  the  Carmarthen 
and  Pembroke  ^Vrtillery  Militia.  He 
received  the  degree  of  D.C.L.  at  Oxford 
m  1834,  and  was  a  vice-president  of 
the  Royal  Cambrian  Institution.

Archbishop  Kieran. 

Sept.  15,  at  Forthill,  Dundalk.  Ire- 
land, the  Right  Rev.  :Michacl  Kieran, 
D.l).  Homan  Catholic  Archbishop  of 
Anisagii  and  Primate  of  All  Ireland. 

The  deceased  prelate  was  a  native  of 
the  CO.  Jx/ath,  and,  after  the  usual  col- 
legiate course  at  Maynooth,  was  or- 
dained curate  at  Xcwry  and  Drogheda, 
and  v/as  then  appointed  parish  priest 
of  Collou.  Thence  he  was  transferred, 
in  1848,  to  the  charge  of  the  parish  of 
Drmdal];,  where  he  remained  for  twenty 
years,  acting-  at  the  same  time  as  Vicar- 
*Gencral  of  the  archdiocese.  On  the 
death  of  Dr.  Cvolly  he  was  put  forward 
as  a  candidate  for  the  Primacy,  hut 
succeeded  only  in  obtaining  the  position 
of  dlfjulor — the  second  place  hi  the 
voting — Dr.  Dixon  being  elected;  but 
Dr.  Dixon  was  subsequently  passed 
over,  and  Dr.  CuUcn  nominated  by  the 
Pope  in  his  stead.  On  the  death  of 
Dr.  Dixon,  in  ISGS,  Dr.  Ivieran  was 
again  put  forward  as  a  caudidate,  his 
cuvupetitors  being  Dr.  Russell,  of  I\Iay- 
nooth,  a7id  Archdeacon  Tienicy,  of 
Drogheda.  Dr.  Kieran  was  elected  by 
twenty-eight  votes,  against  twenty-four 
recorded  for  Dr.  Russell,  and  four  for 
Archdeacon  Tierney.  His  election  being 
confirmed  by  the  I'ope,  Dr.  Kieran  ^s  as 
inducted  into  the  I'rimacy  by  Cardinal 
Cullen.  His  health  shortly  after  de- 
clined, ,aud  for  some  time  past  it  was 
apparent  that  he  liad  not  long  to  live. 
As  his  health  interfered  with  the  per- 
formance of  the  duties  of  his  office,  it 
had  been  decided  to  appoint  a  coad- 
jutor to  assist  him,  but  his  decease  ren- 
dered the  election  of  a  coadjutor  nn- 
necessiuy.  Dr.  Kieran  is  said  to  have 
been  an  aide,  energetic  preacher,  and 
well  versed  in  the  wScj-iptures.  He  led 
a  very  retired  life,  and  did  not  at  all 
mingle  in  social  life,  even  with  his  own 
pavi--!rliiners.  In  politics,  also,  he  inter- 
Icn'd  little,  exce])i  as  atlVcting  Diui- 
d.ilk  (»r  the  co.  Lonth.  He  \\as  (.-un- 
c-i'lt  i\-.i  to  !ic  more  ut  the  school  of  Dr. 
M'Uaic  than  uf  that  of  which  Dr. 
(.'iiilt  ii  is  Tiic  leader.  He  was  buried 
in  ttie  iioiaun  Catholic  Cathedral  at 
Dunilulk,

Collins,  I\.N.  —  ad,v.)ted  as  Irs  site_  a 
sandv  stri]>  of  be;i.ch,  a  few  mib.'s  in- 
side the  Heads.  The  country  was  soon 
condemned  as  barren  and  desohite,  an(l 
in  a  few  niontas  was  abandoned,  and 


convicts,    soldiers,  and  Govemnrienfc 
otlicers  made  their  Avay  to  Van  Die- 
men's  Land,  to  establish  a  settlement 
destined  to  expand  into  the  present 
citv  of  Hobart  Town.    Of  Fawkner's 
Ta'smanian  career  little  need  be  said, 
for  it  was  not  included  in  the  brighter 
portions  of  his  life.     On  landings,  he 
enaa<red  in   shepherding,   and  three 
ycars^  after  joined  his  father  in  fann- 
'inc    At  twenty-two  ho  indiscreetly, 
and  to  his  la^tiiig  regret,  mixed  him- 
self up  in  a  plot  for  the  escape  of  some 
];risoners,  and  the  consecjuent  agitation 
led  him  to  go  to  Sydney  for  two  years. 
The  vear  1818  found  him  once  more  in 
Van  Diemen's  Land,  vrhere  he  married. 
In  those  primitive  days  there  was  an 
utter  lack  of  the  forensic  element,  and, 
iu  ]'>lace  of  barristers  and  atronieys, 
"  agents  "'  v.  ere  allowed  to  plead  in  the 
lower  courts.     Always  marked  bv  a 
strous;  liking  for  argument,  and  an  in- 
stinctive desire  for  justice,  Fawkncr 
figm-ed  prominently  among  the  advo- 
cates of  the  Launceston  court.  He 
worked  also  at  his  ti-ade,  and,  now 
building  and  now  pleading,  managed 
to  more  than  hold  his  own.  Dissatis- 
fied with  his  progress,  however,  he 
made  fresh  ventures.  In  1S2G  he  turned 
publican,  and  in  1830  launched  into 
existence    a  weekly  newspaper,  the 
Zauncest07i  Advertiser,  the  first  pub- 
lished in  that  towa.    Van  Diemen's 
Land  at  this  period  was  in  a  distra-ted 
state,  and  the  prevailing  commercial 
distress  was  heightened  by  Governor 
Arthur's  arbitrary  conduct.    The  free 
colonists,  too,  were  unceasincr  in  their 
indignant  opposition  to  that  olficial. 
On  the  30th  of  August  Fawkner  em- 
harked  again  for  Port  Phillip,  re-^olvetl 
on  new  adventures,  and  on  the  10th  of 
October,  the  anniversary  of  his  first 
an-ival,  he,  after  an  absence  of  thirry- 
two  years,  entered  its  waters  once  more. 
The 'advantages  of  the  site  chosen  by 
the  Fawkner  ]'arty  were  so  obvious  that 
Batman,  who  preceded  it,  removed  from 
the  Indented  Head  to  what  was  known 
as  Batmau's-hill.    Thus  it  was  that  t!\e 
visit  of  the  Enterprise  led  to  tlie  for- 
mation  of    the  city  of  IMelbonme- 
Thf.ugh  not  the  tir^t  to  land,  Fawkner 
was  the  promoter  of  the  expedition, 
tlie  S(dection  of   the  site  v,-as  made 
according  to  his  iu<tructiop.s,  and  lie 
was  afterwards  the  most  active  agent,  in 
esta!)lislung  the  settlement.    Here,  as 
iu  Launcesion,  he  ^  as  the  first  to  pub- 
lish a  newspaper,  called  the  Ad rerti.^er, 
hut  legal  objections  were  taken  to  it 
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by  the  Sydney  Goveniment  cfficials, 
under  tiic  existing:  Newspapers  x\ct. 
Fiiwkner,  Iiowovcr,  -was  not  lo  be  dis- 
maycil,  and  in  ls:;9  he  -was  once  more 
in  the  li-.dd  with  tJie  legal  Fkillip 
Pafj'lot.  Tbenccforward  his  life  in 
tlu'  new  '^CLtlemcnt  Avas  one  of  varied 
suecc'>>.  He  bon.aht  800  acres  at  Pas- 
cofvale,  and  beiian  farming,  bnt  ill- 
iortnne  drove  him  to  the  Insolvent 
Ccurt  When  he  emerged  from  his 
dithculties  he  at  once  converted  the 
P-.itr'iot  into  a  daily  paper,  formed  a 
.sheep  station,  and  finally  devoted  him- 
seif  to  gardening  and  wine-niaking. 
During  tiie  period  of  his  own  private 
troubles  he  still  found  time  to  render 
the  btatc  good  service.  In  18-12  he 
served  as  one  of  the  market  coniir.is- 
siofiers :  and  in  18f3,  lS-1-1,  and  I.'^-IS, 
h.e  wa^  elected  a  member  of  the  City 
Council. 

In  1850,  when  the  colony  of  A^ic- 
toria  was  proclaimed,  a  Legislative 
Council  was  called  into  exiscence,  and 
Fawkner,  now  one  of  the  acknoA^ledged 
cham))ious  of  popular  rights,  was  re- 
turned as  member  for  the  counties  of 
lJ;ilhousie,  Anglesea,  and  Talbot.  The 
discovery  of  gold,  and  the  consecptent 
rise  in  the  value  of  property,  fortunately 
placed  him  in  circumstances  of  mode- 
rate independence,  in  which  he  after- 
wards remained.  Though  his  name  is 
not  cor.ncctcd  with  tlie  introduction  of 
iiny  iuii)ortant  inciisure,  he  took  an 
active  jtart  in  the  proceedings  of,  the 
Comicil,  and  in  each  step  in  advance 
of  the  times,  and  on  each  protest  against 
monoi)oly-  -such  as  the  Orders  in  Coim- 
cil,  or  arbitrary  interference  with  the 
prosperity  of  the  colony,  he  Ava^  among 
the  most  energetic  workers.  When  the 
present  Legislative  Coimcil  was  formed 
under  the  new  Constitntion,  Fawkner 
wrw;  returned  second  on  the  poll  for 
the  Central  Province,  and  hence  his 
title  of  ■'honourable."  lie  speedily 
became  a  necessary  part  of  the  Council, 
and  the  absence  of  the  president  would 
wouhl  not  have  been  more  strange  than 
that  ctf  Fawkner's  velvet  skiill-caj)  and 
his  old-i■a^hioned  blue  cloak.  He 
Matciicd  narrowly  all  questions  which 
cariH>  before  the  house;  he  spoke  also 
di>-i:ictiy  and  decidedly  nptm  nearly 
x\\\  and.  his  natural  shrewdness  and 
hiiue  euii-uial  experience  imparted 
grea!  iiH|;r.ir:in.'f  to  his  advicc.

He  was  the  only  son  of  the  Rev.  Jutin 
Koget,  a  descendant  of  a  Swiss  familv, 
and  minister  of  one  of  the  Swi<s 
chin^ches  in  London;  his  mother  Ijcing 
a  sister  of  the  late  Sir  Samuel  KomiUy. 
He  was  born  in  1778,  and  educated  at 
the  University  of  Edinburgh,  where  ho 
took  the  degree  of  M.I).  Dr.  Koget 
was  on  the  Continent  after  the  peace 
of  Amiens,  when,  hostilities  between 
France  and  England  were  suddenl}-  re- 
sumed, and  was  among  the  English 
subjects  who  were  seized  by  Ijonai)arte. 
In  iSOI  he  established  hirnself  in  ]\I;in- 
chester,  v:here  he  was  appointed  J'hy- 
siclan  to  the  Infirmary;  and  in  1808  lie 
permanently  settled  in  London,  where 
he  exerted  himself  in  the  formation  of 
the  Northern  Dispensary,  to  v»hich 
charity  he  long  filled  the  post  of  phy- 
sician. In  1811  he  was  chosen  one  of 
the  Secretaries  of  the  Medical  and  Chi- 
rnrgical  Society  of  London,  and  in  1820 
and  1830  w^as  elected  President.  In 
1811  a  valuable  pap.er  contributed  by 
him  to  the  l\0}'al  Society  obtained  for 
him  the  felhwship  of  that  institution. 
In  Xov.  1827,  on  the  retirement  of  Sir 
John  Herschel  from  the  ofiice  of  senior 
secretary  of  the  Royal  Society^  Dr. 
Roget  was  appointed  his  successor.  He 
was  the  first  Fullerian  Professor  of 
Physiology  in  the  University  of  London, 
of  the  senate  of  which  bod}-  he  w^as  one 
of  the  original  members.  In  1833  he 
wrote  his  Bridgwater  Treatise  on 
Animal  and  Vegetable  Physiology," 
and  he  was  also  the  author  of  several 
mathematical  papers,  of  mtmerous  ar- 
ticles in  the  Edinhurgli  and  Quarti  rhj 
Bevlen-s,  and  of  able  treatises  on  Elec- 
tricity, Galvanism,  Magnetism,  k.c.  pub- 
lished by  the  Society  iox  the  Diffusion 
of  Useful  Knowledge.  To  the  general 
public  Dr.  Roget  is  mtU  known  by  his 
Thesaurus  of  English  Words  and 
Phrases,"  a  20th  edition  of  which  ho 
was  engaged  on  at  his  death.

T.  Graham,  Esq.  F.R.S. 

Sept.  10,  in  Gordon-square,  London, 
ao-ed  63,  Thomas  Graham,  esq.  >.K.b. 
&c.  :Master  of  the  ]Mint. 

:\Ir  Graham,  who  was  one  ot  the 
most  al^le  experimental  chemists  in 
Europe,  was  the  son  of  a  merchant  ot 
GbisoYnv,  where  he  was  born  on  the 
'>Oth"of  December,  1805.    He  wa.s  edu- 
cated at  the  Glasgow  Grammar  Scho<?)l, 
and  in  1820  took  his  degree  ot  M.A.  at 
the  university  of  his  native  towi.  He 
afterwards  studied  for  two  years  m 
Edinburgh,  and  returned  to  Glasgow 
^-here  he  established  a  laboratory  for 
the  practical  study  of  chemistry.  He 
next  became  a  lecturer  to  the  Me- 
chanics' Institute,  and  was  subsequently 
elected  Anderscmiaii  Professor  to  tlie 
imiversitv.    In  1837  he  was  appouited 
Professor  of  Chemistry  m  London  Lni- 
vcrsity,  and  held  the  appointment  till 
185.3,Vhen  Sir  John  Herschel  resigned 
the  position  of  blaster  of  the  Mmt, 
and  :Mr.  Graham  was  a].pointea  his 
successor.    Among  the  di>cover_ies  by 
which  lie  is  honourably  known  is  that 
of  the  law  of  the  diifusion  of  gases,  for 
which  he  obtained  the  Keith  pri/.e  ot 
the  Koval  Society  of  Edmbiirgh  m 
1834    in  1802  also  he  received  the 
Copley  medal  of  the  Royal  Society  tor 
his  valuable  speculations  on  the  con- 
stitution of  phosphates  and  other  salts 
and  for  the  discovery  ot  the  diffusion 
of  liquids  and  of  dialysis,  or  a  new 
method  of  separation.    His  -  Elements 
of  Chemistrv  "  has  been  hu'gely  appre- 
ciated in  England  as  well  as  on  the 
Continent,  where  it  has  btjen  cxten- 
sivelv  circulated.    In  1836  he  became 
a  Eellow  of  the  Eoyal  Society,  and  the 
\cademv  of  Sciences  ot  the  Listi  ute 
of  France  elected  him  a  corresponding 
meml)er  in  1818.    The  Universitv  of 
Oxford,  in  1855,  eonfeii-ed  upon  him 
the  honorary  decree  of  D.C.L.

He  w.,^ 
well  known  in  this  city  as  chaplain  to 
the  Bristol  Infirmary,  the  Peni-tentinry, 
and  Orpho.n  Asylinn ;  in  his  later  year-, 
as  Lecturer  at  St.  Mary  EedclitVe  and 
Chaplain  of  Her  ^.lajesty's  Gaol,  ho'i}- 
lag  the  office  also  of  Catechist  of  tiie 
Ked  ]\Iaids'  School.  In  18.51  Dr.  Swcte 
was  presented  by  the  late  James  George, 
esq.  to  the  rectory  of  Blagdon,  near 
Bristol,  which  he  held  till  his  deatii, 
thus  finishing  his  ministry  in  a  pari;-h 
adjoining  that  of  Compton  Martin  and 
Nemptnett,  in  which,  by  the  wish  of 
Jilr.  Biddulph,  he  ])reached  his  first 
sermons,  on  Nov.  3.  181 1,  and  where  }:c 
Avill  be  long  and  alfectionatcly  rciuem- 
bered  by  the  parishioners.  Thcaigh  re- 
moved from  Bristol,  he  did  not  give  up 
his  interest  in  the  city.  The  Orphan 
Asylum  and  the  Society  for  the  Relief 
of  Poor  Debtors  were  fondly  remem- 
bered by  him  to  his  latest  hours,  and 
even  during  the  last  few  days  of  his  life 
he  left  a  message  for  Captain  Gardner, 
the  respected  Governor  of  ottr  Gaol, 
hoping  that  the  Poor  Debtors'  Society 
would  never  be  lost  sight  of  in  the  city 
of  Bristol. 

"  In  church  matters  Dr.  Swetc  was  a 
thorough  and  staunch  adherent  of  the 
Chiu'ch  of  England,  of  the  Evangelical 
school.  Though  tolerant  to  others  who 
conscientiously  differed  from  him.  he 
never  failed  to  bless  God  for  the  Church 
of  England,  with  what  he  was  wont  to 
call  '  her  Protestant  litinrgy  and  Thirty- 
nine  Articles.' 

"  In  politics  he  was  a  warm  supporter 
of  the  Conservative  catise.  When  a 
young  man  he  was  a  member  of  an 
Orange  lodge,  and  in  his  old  age  he 
bitterly  lamented  the  levelling  tenden- 
cies of  our  times,  and  the  sad  condition 
to  Avhich  he  felt  the  Chm-ch  of  England 
and  Ireland  would  be  reduced  by  the 
present  state  of  popular  opinion.  So- 
cially, he  was  ever  mindfitl  of  the 
Apostolic  injunction  of  being  given  to 
hospitality.  His  geniality  of  disposi- 
tion and  courteous  demeanour  to  the 
poorest  of  his  parishioners  will  not 
easily  be  forgotten  in  Blagdon. 

"  Although  Dr.  Swete  was  not  the 
author  of  many  literary  productions, 
the  few  whicli  have  proceeded  from 
his  pen  liave  had,  perhaj)S,  the  widest 
circulation  01  any  conrrihntions  to  thc 
religious  literature  of  the  day.  Swete's 
Family  Prayers,  and  the  Exposition  of 
the  Chiu'ch  Catechism,  have  become 
standai'd  works."

He.  was  the  second  son  of  the  Late 
John  Winc^ate,  esq.  of  Ghisgow,  ^Uj- 
bv  Mavoaret,  daughter  of  Thomas  Vv'il- 
son,  esq.  of  Dumfriesshire.  He  was 
bom  at  Ghisgo-n  in  1800,  and  was  edu- 
cated at  Motfat  and  Ghisgcnv. 

.Mr.  Wiugatc  Avas  closely  associated 
with  the  rise  a^id  progress  of  marine  ei  i  g  i- 
nccring  and  iron  shipbuihUng.  Nearly 
}u)1l  a  coutmy  ago  he  commenced  bii-  i- 
iiess  as  an  'engineer  in  the  Adcl;>hi 
l^undrv.     Afterwards,  in   1832,  he 
added  iron  shipbuildiug  to  his  busincs.s 
at  Springfield;  and  there  he  constructed 
manV  successful  iron  steamers,  aii<l 
oiiii-med  the  Sirius,  a  wooden  paddle 
steamer  of  700  tons,  built  at  Lcitli— ihc 
•first  steamer  that  crossed  the  Atlantic, 
thus  salving  the  problem  of  ocean  navi- 
gation by  steam.    This  vessel  he  also 
fitted  witli  Hall's  patent  sm-face  con- 
densers, inaugurating,  thirty-two  years 
ag'),  the  systein  of  surface  condensation, 
which  is  now  so  popular.    He  also,  in 
conjunction  with  Mr.  David  ISai>i<'i"» 
th*'  eminent  engineer,  hitroduccd  siud 
matured  many  inq.ortant  improvements 
in  marine  engineering;  among  f-.«-li«  rs, 
we  believe,  the  four  piston-rod  steam- 
engine  and  feathering  paddle  v,-he(ds, 
.<cc.    In  1840  he  buiit  the  Henrietta., 
the  hrst  iron  sailhig  vessel  constructed 
in  Scot  bind  for   s"ea-going  pur]io:  es. 
Almost  the  last  work  ot  engineeriiig  in 
which  he  was  engaged  was  the  c«»n- 
straction  of  three  large  steam  dredgers, 
and  a  fleet  of  steam-hopper  barges  lor 
the  Tync  Inqn-ovement  Comlui:^sion<a•,s 
— the  dredgers  being  the  largest  lUid 
•most  po^\erful  in  the  vorld,  v.-hile, 
same  time,  they  do  their  work  at  a 
cheaper  rate  than  had  ever  before  beeii 
attained.    Twenty  years  ago  he  opetied 
his  building  yard  "at  Whiteinch;  latterly 
asMM-iating  with  him  his  sons,  in  wiioso

Bernard  Bolingbrokc  Woodward,  B.A.

Majesty  at  Whidsor  Castle. 

In  announcing  the  death  of  Mr.  B.  B. 
Woodward,  we  have  an  opportunity  of 
plachig  on  record  a  fev,-  facts  about  the 
life  of  a  man  who,  though  not  very 
widely  known  to  the  public,  was  con- 
stantly consulted  by  the  Queen,  and 
other  members  of  the  royal  family,  on 
matters  connected  with  Uteratm-e  and 
art,  and  wdio,  wherever  he  was  brought 
into  personal  or  official  contact  with 
Englishmen  or  with  foreigners,  in  the 
discharge  of  the  late  Prince  Consort's 
express  desire  that  he  should  make  the 
artistic  treastrres  of  the  Windsor  library 
as  generally  useful  to  students  as  pos- 
sible, never  failed  to  leave  on  thcni  an 
impression  that  he  was  asw-ell  informed 
and  learned  as  he  was  amiable  and  ac- 
complished. 

:Mr.  Woodward  was  born  at  Norwich 
on  the  2nd  of  May,  1816,  and  had  there- 
fore recently  entered  on  the  Slth  year 
of  his  age.  His  father,  the  late  ^Ix. 
Samuel  Woodward,  was  an  old  resident 
of  that  city,  and  was  well  knoAvn,  not 
only  in  Norfolk  and  through  the  eastern 
coitntics,  but  to  Englishmen  in  general, 
as  an  eminent  geologist  and  antiquary. 
He  was  the  ViUlhox,  infer  all  a,  oi  "A 
Synoptical  Table  of  Organic  Kemains." 
and  also  of  a  A^■ork  on  "  The  Geology 
of  Norfolk,"  which  was  brought  out 
after  his  death  (which  occurred  in  18oS) 
under  the  editorial  stiperintendence  of 
his  son,  .and  at  the  cost  of  the  late  Mr. 
Hudson  Gm-ney. 

Having  received  his  early  education 
at  a  private  school  in  his  native  city, 
uuder  the  late  :Mr.  Brook,  Mr.  B.  B. 
Woodvvard  entered  the  banking  house 
of  ^Messrs.  Gurney,  at  Great  Yarmouth. 
Here  he  imbibed'his  first  taste  for  anti- 
quarian studies;  and,  his  mind  coming 
at  the  same  time  under  strong  i-eligious 
iuduence<,  he  resolved  to  devote  himself 
to  the  niini>try.  AVith  this  view  he 
entered  himself  as  a  student  nt  the 
Theological  College  at  Higlibmy.  and 
als.>  graduated  at  the  Univer^ity  of 
Londou.  Settling  down  us  the  jiastor 
oi  a  Nonconformist  congregation  at

' '  The  first  important  work  on  which 
lit-  employed  his  pen  vras  in  revising 
ur.i  re-editing  "Barclay's  Universal 
l-ii-lish  Dictionary,"  to  which  he  con- 
trilnited  very  many  original  urticles, 
3:11  >re  especially  in  biography  and  geo- 
L'raphv.  Removing  to  London,  about 
the  year  1850,  in  order  to  follow  a 
litertny  life,  he  next  prepared  for  pub- 
iication  "  A  History  of  A\'ale3  from  its 
Earliest  Times,  down  to  the  final  In- 
corp!)ratiou  of  the  Principaliry  with 
3::idand,'^  a  work  which  appeared  m 
the"  following  year.  In  1S51  he  com- 
piled a  "  History  of  America  to  the  end 
of  the  Administration  of  President 
Polk,"'  which  was  published  in  Anie-ica 
iu  three  vokunes;  it  is  only  fair,  ho v>-- 
ever,  to  add,  that  the  earlier  chapters 
of  the  work  were  from  the  pen  of  Mr. 
W.  H.  Bartlett.  He  subsequently  com- 
menced a  "History  of  Hampshire,' 
but  was  obliged  to  abandon  the  design 
by  ihe  pressure  of  other  engagements. 

In  1860,  on  the  death  of  Mr.  Glover, 
Mr.  Woodward  was  appointed  to  the 
responsible  post  of  Librarian  in  Ordi- 
nary to  the  Queen,  and  Keeper  of  the 
Cbilectiou  of  Prints  and  Drawings  at 
Windsor  Castle;  a-d  we  may  content 
om-seWes  with  rcpL>-.f  i.ig  hcre  that  he 
discharged  its  dutie.-  co  rhe  entire  satis- 
faction of  Her  ^Majesty  and  the  late 
Prince  Consort,  who  fi-equently  sought 
his  advice  and  counsel  on  morrcrs  con- 
nected with  art  and  litcrarure.  In 
18(;;^,  he  founded  the  Fine  Arts  Quar- 
tcfl/f  Bcvictv,  which  he  continued  to 
edit  until  it  was  discontinued  about  two 
years  ago.    He  was  also  an  occasional 
contributor  to  periodical  literature,  in- 
cluding the  Eclectic  I^eviciv  and  the 
Gentleman's  Ma {ja zinc.    At  his  death 
he  was  l)usv  upon  "  The  Life  of  Leo- 
nardo da  Yinci,"  illustrated,  under  the 
sanction  of  the  Queen,  by  a  reproduction 
of  the  anatomical  drawings  ot  that  ar- 
tist in  the  roval  collection ;  also,  he  had 
nearly   complotcd  a  "  Cyclopivdia  of 
History  and  Chronol(\!2-y,''  for  Messrs. 
Loii'^mans;  a  trar.slatiouof^La  Torre" 
bv  M.  E.  Keclns,  [or  ^tessrs.  Cliapman 
and  liall;  "  t^pccimcns  of  the  Dra  wings 
of  Ten  ^rasters/*  I'fom  rhe  colled  ion  ax 
Windsor,  with  photographs  by  Mr.  Er- 
nest Edwards;  and  a  "  Monograph  of 
Windsor  Castie,"  illusb  ated  by  photo- 
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crvaphs— intended  as  a  gift-book  for 
the  cumin  -  season— for  Messrs.  :Moxons. 
All  these  works  are  in  a  forward  state, 
and  will  appear  shortly.  Uv.  Wood- 
wood  was  also  the  author  of  several 
(elementary)  Tsorks  of  an  educational 
character;  among  these  may  be  men- 
tioned, "  First  Lessons  in  Astronomy," 
"  Christian  Evidences,"  "  First  Lessons 
in  GeoQ-raphv,"  "  Natural  History  of 
the  Year,"  and  "First  Lessons  on  the 
En-lish  Refonnatiou."  He  also  brought 
out'and  edited  "  Maunder's  Treasury  of 
Knowledtje,"  to  which  he  prefixed  a 
compendious  English  Grammar. 

Vn\  B.  B.  AVoodward  was  twice  mar- 
ried, and  has  left  a  widow,  and  a  family 
of  three  daughters  and  a  son,  to  lament 
his  loss. 


M.  Sainte-Beuve. 
Oct.  12,  at  Paris,  aged  65,  M.  Charles 
Au^'ustine  feainte-Beuve.   He  was  born 
at  Boulotrne--sin--Mer,  Dec.  23,  1804. 
At  fourteen  he  went  to  Paris,  where 
he  completed  a  course  of  study  at  the 
Colle2-e  Charlemagne.   On  leaving  thai 
institution  he  studied  mcdicme  and 
anatomy,  and  received  the  apiiointment 
of  out-door  sur-eon  to  the  Hopital  St. 
Louis.    The  repuornance  he  felt  for  his 
profession  was  described  in  the  preface 
to  the  "  Poesies  de  Joseph  Delorme.' 
The  appearance  of  the  "  Odes  and  Bal- 
lads "  of  Victor  Huf:o  decided  nis 
futm-e  ctmrse.  He  resigned  his  posvtion 
as  siir  >-eon,  and  devoted  himself  heart 
and  s<ml  to  poctrv  and  literature.  Alter 
havin^-  been  presented  to  \  icror  Hugo, 
he  allied  himself  with  De  Mussct  and 
others  in  the  Cenaclc,  which  was  ex- 
tin'mished   during  the  revolution  of 
]8:U)  Avhen  ]\r.  Sainte-Beuve  joined  the 
staff 'of  the  Glo'bc,X\iQ  avowed  organ  of 
the  Simon  ian  sect.    After  an  interval 
he  bc'-an  to  contribute  to  the  Rccue  des 
Dnix  Maudes,  in  which  he  resumed 
the  "series  o£  literary  portraits  com- 
menced in  the  Beruc  de  Paris  ^ot 
lon^  after  he  joined  the  Kational,i\\cn 
uncfer  the   management   of  ^Vrmand 
Carrel.    In  1837  he  visited  Switzer- 
land and  resolved  to  write  a  history  of 
iW  Roval.    In  1840  he  accepted  an 
office  in"  the  ^^lazarin  library,  and  in 
1845  he  v,-as  elected  a  member  ot  the 
Academy  to  iill  the  vacancy  caused  by 
the  death  ot  Casimir  Delavmne.  In 
1850  he  attached  himself  to  the  Con- 
.^■titutionneJ,  and  in  the  columns  of 
that  iounval  appeared  the  charming 
budge-t  of  literary  conversations  cnti- 
tied°  <'Causeriea    de  Lundi,"  which 
u 
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formed  a  contmuation  of  tlie  Por- 
traits" now  collected  in  a  series  oi 
volume^.  So  ni  after  the  conjf  a  etatpt 
Dec  when  he  liad  begun  to  write 

for  the  Jfonifcur.  he  was  appointed 
Profes-or  of  Latin  Poetry  m  the  Col- 
Um'C  of  Trance.    The  insuhordmation 
exhibited  hv  the  students  at  his  tirst 
lecture  compelled  hmi  to  resign  that 
office.    In  1857  he  was  elected  to  a 
similar  chair  in  the  Normal  bchool. 
Before  the  departure  of  the  Lmperor 
for  Algeria,  in  18U5,  his  Majesty  paid 
a  f-raceful  tribute  to  the  geuius  ot  t  lo 
T»oct  and  critic  by  elevating  him  to  the 
di-nitv  of  a  senator.    In  i8G5  he  l)e- 
came  a  member  of  the  committee  ot 
five  chosen  by  the  Prencli  Academy  to 
su'^erinteud  the  puldication  ot  a  new 
edition  of  the  "  Historical  Dictionary 
of  the  French  Language."    He  was 
the  author  of  several  works,  amongst 
which  may  be  enumerated  ''Tableau 
Histori(iue   et  Critique  de  la  Pocsie 
IVancaise,"  and    Du  Theatre  iran(;ais 
au  XVI.   Siccle,"  published  m  I8l8; 
*«Le3   Consolations,"  in  1830;   "  Yo- 
lupte,"  in  18:M;  and    Histoire  du  Port 
Koval,"  in  1810-18G0.

topher Topham,  esq,  of  York.  He  was 
brother  to  Major-Gen.  Robert  Lewis, 
of  the  Boiabav  army  (sometime  aide- 
dc-comp  to  Sir  Arthur  Wcllesley,  the 
future  Duke  of  AVellington),  and  uncle 
of  the  late^Vrthur  Lewis, esq.  advocate- 
general  of  Bombay. 

Capt.  LeAv-is  entered  the  Koyal  Navy 
iu  1798  as  first-class  volunteer  on  board 
the  Discovery  bomb,  at  Sheeruess;  and 
in  the  following  year  was  actively  em- 
ployed in  the'  Champion.  21,  m  the 
North  Sea,  where  rAnacreou,  a  no- 
torious French  privateer,  was  captured 
bv  the  Champion  on  the  2Sth  June, 
1799.    In  Dec.  1799,  he  became  mid- 
shipman in  the  Pompce,  74,  commanded 
bv  Capt.  Charles  Stirling,  with  whom 
be  shared  in  the  successful  action  olf 
Algecu-as  on  the  12th  of  July,  1801,  and 
v,'as  there  wounded.    For  this  he  had 
subsequently  a  medal— not  actually  re- 
ceived until  1848  ;  and  very  recently  a 
good-service  pension  was  awarded  to 
him.    In  1802  he  served  in  the  Magni- 
ficent, 74  ;  in  1803  in  the  Ku.^scli.  ot  the 
same  force;  and  in  1803  he  was  pro- 
moted from  the  Trident,  64,  the  tlag- 
ship  of  Bear-Admiral  Fcter  Kainier,  to 
be  acting  Lieutenant  in  the  Wilheimma, 
a  frigate,  from  which  he  moved,  m  1808, 
into°the  Picdmontaise,   ^'-S.  Having 
served  for  six  years  in  India,  he  inva- 
lided and  came  home  at  the  close  of 
1809.    He  was  subsequently  appointed, 
in  1811,  to  the  Hannibal,  74,  and  m 

1812  to  the  Christian  YU.  80,  Hag- 
ships  in  the  Baltic  and  North  Sea;  m 

1813  to  the  Ulv.^scs,  44,  which  escorted 
the  armv  of  Sir  Thomas  Graham  to  the 
Scheldt,"  and  subse.iuenrly  a  convov  to 
Jamaica;  and  iu  1814  to  the  SybiUe, 
44,  employed  among  the  \Yestem  Is- 
lands. 

In  June  181. >  Lieut.  Lewis  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  .lii-octitm  of  the  tek'gra])h 
at  tlic  Admiralty,  Whiteluai.  ^\  hyre 
one  of  his  e:>rlie>t  duties  was  to  receive 
the  news  of  the  bar^e  of  Waterloo.  He 
continued  at  tbat  po.-t  for  nearly  a 
Twelvemonth,  and  he  sub>c<iuenLiy  com- 
mauded  for  tliree  years.  1810-19,  the 


Hound  revenue  cutter.  In  this  vessel, 
which  was  chietiv  stationed  oli  Brighton 
and  the  south  coast,  he  was  brought 
officially  into  intercourse  with  the 
Prince  Regent  and  others  of  the  royal 
familv,  and  was  especially  favoured  by 
the  notice  of  H.R.H.  the  Princess  Eliza- 
beth, who  went  a  cruise  with  hmi  for 
the  bcneht  of  her  health.

His 
body  was  interred  on  the  30th  October, 
in  the  churchyard  at  Chiswick. 


Gugliehno  Libri. 
Sept.  28,  at  Fiesole,  near  Florence, 
after  a  long  and  exhausting  illness, 
Guizlielmo  Libri. 

"  He  was  born  very  soon  after  the  bc- 
trinnina-  of  the  century— we  believe  m 
1S03— was  of  a  very  ancient  family, 
and  bore  an  ancient  title.  This  he  tried 
to  ih-op,  both  in  France  and  England, 
but  Avithout  success.    In  vain  was  lie 
Gudiclmo  Libri  and  nothing  else  on 
his  title-pages;  his  servants  were  deter- 
mined to  be  the  servants  of  a  Count, 
and  the  directories  were  in-^tructed  ac- 
cordintrlv.    His  early  succe'^scs  in  ma- 
thematical  research  and   in  literary 
investiii-ation,  his  political  opposition 
to  the  Austrian  Government,  his  iliglit 
into    France,  his    cor.lial  reception 
there,  nomination  to  tlie  TnstUute.  and 
appointnient  to  various  sricntitic  offices, 
brino-  him  to  the  age  of  thirty,  or  thcre- 
aboius.   While  in  France,  he  publishecl 
the  four  volnmes  <.f  his  bistory  of  sci- 
ence in  Itiilv.    This  work  was  not  to 
the  taste  of' his  Frenrh  hnst<;  it  vin- 
dicated i-lainis  Avl'.ivh  Ihe  French  writers 
had  endeavoured  to  refnte  or  suppress. 

-At  this  time  Libri  was  ricli,  both  l>y 
his  French  appointments  and  his  Ita- 
lian patrimony.  An  ardent  c<dlector 
of  books  and  manuscripts,  he  had  got 
to-iether  sucli  a  library  of  Italian  his-

ton-  as  will  iKU-aiy  be  seen  ^S^^- 
ollered  the  whole  collection,  of  which 
the  Ituliuu  was  the  most  prominent 
part,  to  the  Froucli  nation,  on  condition 
of  i  s  hcmir  preserved  together  as  tne 
Libri  CoUechon.  The  oifer  was  re- 
f  a.ed ;  bur,  .M.  Guizot  remembers_  it 
well,  and  ^^^ve  evidence  of  it  which 
thv  framers  of  the  subsequent  uu  ict- 
m.-at,  or  discussion  called  an  ludict- 
lucut,  found  it  convenient  to  suppress, 
wb.cn  iliey  represented  the  whole  collec- 
tion as  stolen  in  the  heart  oi  1  aris. 

The  boldness  of  his  opposition  and 
the  force  of  his  satire  made  hini  ene- 
mies ;  and  he  did  not  try  to  disarui 
hostility.  .It  is  a  fayonrite  practice  m 
Tror^ra'  to  accuse  book  -  collectors  ot 
Ktcalin-;  and  it  seems  as  if  the  intrinsic 
probability  of  the  char-c  is  not  small 
in  tliat  conntrv ;  the  book-stails through- 
out Europe  sllow  evidences  of  extensive 
pillage  of  French  collections.    A  secrec 
repoit  was  forwarded  to  iM.  Gm/ot  a 
few  days  before  the  Revolution  oi  Iblb, 
imputiug,  not  merely  small  fro,ud,  but 
extensive  robbery.    When  the  Kevo- 
Intion  broke  out,  Libri  was  immediately 
threatened  with  popular  vengeance  on 
political  grounds,  and  was  advised  to 
depart  at  once.    He  did  so,  and  his 
fli-ht  was  followed  by  the  publication 
of'^thc  ro'Dort  above  mentioned,  and 
much  crowing.  But  Libri  had  managed 
to  save  documents  which  alfordcd  a 
complete  answer.  i   •  -c 

Then  followed  the  long  chain  of 
pcr=c<nition  by  seizure  of  his  French 
books  and  etfects,  by  indictment,  by 
conviction  jmr  contumacc,  .^c.  ihe 
o-ems  of  this  controversy  are  almost 
Sumatched.    One  of  tiie  books  named 
in  the  Indict mrnt  laid  against  him  had 
the  ]Ma/.arine  stamp  npon  it,  but  it  had 
been  standing  in  our  King's  Library  at 
the  British  ^Museum   for  a  century. 
■      Another  was  in  its  place  hi  the  Maza- 
rine Librarv  itself.    Anotlier  had  been 
bought  bv  MoUni  in  open  market  long 
before.    As  to  knowledge,  the  French 
experts  read  8.  Jo.  {Stuirti  Johnnni^) 
as  muctl  (he cm.    We  need  liardly 
repeat  that  those  who  give  attention 
to  bcv.ks,  in  every  part  of  Em-ope,  are 
hatislled  not  merely  of  liibri's  entire 
innocence,  Imt  of  'the  malicious  ab- 
surdity t>L  the  charges. 

"  ll'is  lite  in  England  was  divcrsihed 
bv  several  .-plcnd'.d  sales  of  his  collec- 
tions, lie  gradually  sank  into  ill- 
licaUh,  and  mure  than  a  year  ago  re- 
solved to  try  the  air  of  Switzerland  and 
Italy    In  the  hist  twenty  yetu-a  of  his 


life  he  did  nothing  for  the  liistorv  of 
science  except  the  notes  to  the  rarities 
of  his  sales. 

"  ^Ye  hold  Libri  to  be  the  man'who,_^ 
for  this  century,  has  won  the  palm  vf 
double  stri'uqth,  who  has  shown  tb.c 
o-reatest  joint  force  in  literature  and 
science.  In  truth,  through  the  whole 
course  of  history  we  find  none  imt 
Leibnitz  who  can  be  set  up  for  discus- 
sion aL^ainst  him.  This  is  a  bold  asser- 
tion to  make  at  this  early  period:  but 
we  have  formed  onr  opinion  yerj  gra- 
dually, and  are  confident  it  will  bo 
finally  accepted.  _ 

"  Libri  had  strong  enemies  and  Strong 
rivals:  a  man  of  his  temperament  was 
sure  to  have  both.    His  great  enemy 
was  Arago:  his  great  rival-  at  least,  ^o 
the  French  Institute  said— was  .Michel 
Chasles.    He  lived  to  see  both  removed 
below  comparison.    Arago,  head_ ot  tne 
French  Observatorv-,  gave  out  m  lec- 
tures, year  after  year,  and  left  for  pub- 
lication, that  the  sun  causes  all  the 
precession  and  the  moon  all  the  nuta- 
tion.    Michel    Chasles,    jnst  before 
Libri's  death,  informed  the  world  that 
he  has  to  prosecute  a  paltry  forger  tor 
making  him  believe  that  Hannah  bmitli 
si croed" herself  'Miss  Anne  Ascough 
iS'ewton.'    We  cannot  allow  the^  ana- 
gram which  we  gave  to  drop—  bign 
such  a  name,  son  !  not  w^e  1' 

"If  we  had  had  a  new  gunpowder 
plot,  it  would  have  been  circulated  in 
France  that  Libri  was  the  principal 
Guy  Faux.  He  was  charged  Avirh  being  - 
the  author  of  the  Pascal  forgeries.  He 
it  was  who,  almost  bed-ridden,  wTote 
and  dictated  (it  was  said)  thousands  ot 
letters  with  no  greater  object  than  tne 
mystification  of  an  old  opponent . 

In  old  Emrlish  romance,  Ave  know 
how  greatly  the  prowess  of  the  Saracens 
was  respected  bv  the  accounts  given,  in 
deadly  hate,  of 'the  size  and  forces  of 
their  champions.  In  like  manner,  we 
see  that  Libri  was,  to  the  French  world 
of  science,  the  '  grim  Soldan.'  ^ 
"Libri  was  twice  married.  His  hr^t 
%vifo  was  a  Frenchwoman  of  vanea 
literai-v  accompli.-hments,  who  showed 
her  opinion  of  him  by  giving  him  hei 
hand  the  moment  the  indictment  ap- 
peared. H  is  second,  who  survives,  is  a 
youn-  Enulish  lady,  who,  in  regard 
;md  admiration  for  his  character,  and 
Jompas^ion  for  his  lonely  state,  under- 
took the  task  of  watching  and  smomli- 
ing  his   path  to  the  grave."  — -1*/"?-

Oct.  23,  at  Boston,  Lincolnshire, 
aged  44,  John  Conington,  esq.  M.A. 
Corpus  Professor  of  Latin  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Oxford. 

He  was  the  eldest  son  of  the  late 
Eev.  Richard  Conington,  M.A.  some 
time  Rector  of  Fishtoft,  and  for  many 
years  minister  of  the  chapel  of  ease, 
Boston.  CO.  Lincoln,  by  Jane,  younger 
dau.  of  Francis  Thirkill.  esq.  solicit'or, 
of  Boston.  He  was  born  at  Boston  in 
1825,  and  educated  chiefly  at  Kugby, 
under  Dr.  Arnold  and  Dr.  Tait.  As  'a 
boy,  and  even  as  a  child,  he  gave 
extraordinary  promise.  ^Nlany  stories 
are  preserved  of  his  childhood,  illus- 
trating his  well-known  power  of  me- 
mory. When  he  was  only  four  years 
old  he  could  remember,  after  an  interval 
of  several  weeks,  the  chapter  and  verse 
in  the  Bible  in  which  special  texts 
were  to  be  found.  On  one  occasion, 
before  he  was  eight  years  old,  he  re- 
peated 1,000  lines  of  Yirgil  to  his  father. 
At  Pvugby,  then  under  Dr.  Arnold,  he 
became  the  pupil  and  the  intimate 
friend  of  the  late  Bishop  Cotton.  In 
1843  he  went  up  to  Oxford  as  a  demy 
of  Magdalen  with  a  Rugby  exliibition, 
which  he  had  obtained  and  declined  in 
each  of  the  two  preceding  years.  No 
undergraduate  of  his  time  had  a  more 
distinguished  career.  He  obtained  the 
Hertford  and  Ireland  scholarships  in 
1844,  a  fir>t  class  in  184G,  the  Chan- 
cellor'<  prizes  for  Latin  Verse  in  1847, 
for  English  E>say  ls4S,  Latin  Essay 
1849:  and  in  tliC  last  of  these  years  ho 
was  elected  E!d.>n  scholar.

Spectator,   was  one  is'ho  ^ave  up  to  the 
studies  of  the  UniverMty  his  whole  lite, 
and  ^ve  mav  truly  say  genm^-ior  his 
great  ahiliiies  heran:c  -enms  througn 
the  ample  and  laborious  culture  ^^uth 
which  his  incessant  inaustry  ana  nne 
taste  enriched  them:  and  even  one  sucn 
man  is  an  influence  and  a  power  m  the 
Universitv  verv  diiHcnlt  to  be  repla<-ea. 
Of  refined  scholars,  scholars  wh.>se 
tastes  incline  rhera  to  enter  into  the 
delicacies  of  crith  i-m  and  ot  literary 
and  philolocrical  di -inctions,  tnere  are 
sure  to  be  plenty  in  every  ^^'^^^J^^  uni- 
versitv; but  of  men  who  not  only  enjoy 
the^life  of  scholarship,  but  who  live  u 
with  the  zeal  and  enthu^ia^nn  of  1  ro- 
fessor  Conin-ton,  there  are  always  out 
few,  for  the   temperament  which  i. 
ardent  enouah  to  live  his  life  rareh 
iBdeed  chooses  that  kind  ot  lue  to  live. 
We  expect  and  tind  ardour  like  hi.  m 
the  church,  in  politics,  m  the  ^-^^^  ot 
science,  even  in  law.       e  are  not  .m- 
prised  at  the  gioantic  readm?  even  o^^ 
metanhvsiciaiis  like  the  late  blr  ^^n  . 
Hamilton,  or  philologists  Ukc  B^W- 
or  the  inexhau-til,le  industry  ot  dis- 
coverers like  Fanviay.    In  '-^^^  ^^^^fl' 
pri.es  where  there  is  immediate  hope  ot 
fresh  discovery,  there  is  a  l>>^'^^tone  to 
draw  men  on;  in  all  where  there  i.  the 
pleasure  of  buildin-  up  a  system  and 
founding  a  school  the  attraction,  such 
as  it  is,  is  obvious  onon^rhto  all  nnna.. 
in  all  where  there  is  a  -reat  monU  can  - 
paicrn  to  wa:re  there  is  a  'delight  o 
batde'   whi<'h  few  Englishmen  fail 
to  appreciate.    But  classical  sch.nar- 
ship  presents  none   ot  these  incen- 
tives to  unremitt  in-  industry.    K  istne 
favourite  pursuit  of  a  cla-.  of  mind> 
which  h.ve  many  of  the  temptatn.ns  of 
the  artistic  temperament  ^^f^^^  ^^ 
stimulus  of  the  direct  service  ot  be^my 
the  delicacv  of  iu>i._dit  witliout  tne  im- 
perious demands  on  strenuous  '^^voti-m^ 
the  quick  and  dreamy  syinpatuiesot  the 
poet  without  the  intenser  mm.ds  oi 
creative  fervour,  the  somewnat  uesul- 
torv  tastes  of  the  lover  of  misccdaneous 
letters  without  the  a--res.ive  ambiti^Mi 
which  tlic  liope  of  great  p.-pulanry  is 
apt  to  in-^pire.    Tlie  mere  hi.;rnisi  or 
the  mere  philologist  may  be  n>  inueii  ot 
a  dru'l-c  115  a  hodman,  tiiuugh  ot  a 


hi-her  kind.    For  him  there  is  no  more 
special  temptation  to  an  indolent  and 
.m^erticial  life  than  there  is  tor  the 
banker's  clerk  or  the  working  journalist, 
perhaps  not  so  much.    But  the  cla^ical 
Scholar,  if  he  is  worthy  of  the_  name, 
has  learnt  to  feed  his  mind  on  nice  dis- 
criminations of  shades  of  teelip-  and 
thou-ht,  half  the  delio-ht  of  which  lies 
in  the  >ubtletv  and  ti.uesse  of  the  imel- 
leciual  operations  which  they  demand 
that  i^.  in  the  artistic  pleasm'e  involved 
inenterintr  heartily  into  the  tine  work 
of  a  tine  hand  u>ing  a  nne  tool;  and  yct^, 
bv  the  verv  choice  which  he  niaKCs  o^ 
his  professi(m,  he  avows  that   he  is 
rather  competent  to  restore  and  inter- 
pret the  works  of  otliers,  than  to  create 
for  himself.    It  is  rare,  indeed,  to  tind  " 
=uch  a  tcmpcrameut  combined  witn  the 
ardour  and  enterprise  of  a  direct  dis- 
coverer or  creator;  to  llnd  great  learn- 
in<-,  fine  tastes,  and  delicate  sympathies 
devoted  to  elucidating  the  genius  and 
labours  of  others,  yet  so  devoted  with  a 
vi-oiu'  and  tenacity  worthy  either  ot 
an  indefatigable  intellectual  operative 
%vith  no  rare  fancies,  or  of  a  great  oriji- 
ual  -enius  working  out  for  iumselt  his 
o^^^l^ideas.    The  ideol  classical  scholar 
i=.  o-enerallv  more  or  less  ot  a  ailettante. 
He  is  apt  'to  wrap  hi.  talent  m  a  nap- 
kin and  burv  it  hi  the  earth,  and  ratucr 
pique  himself  than  othenvis^e  on  doing 
so,  as  the  hero  in  the  parable  himse  t  did. 

''Profe.'=or  Conin2;ton  had   ail  tne 
hi-hest  quulitications  of  the  ideal  clas- 
<:ical  scholar,  without  a  spark  ot  the 
dilettante  in  him:  having  received  ten 
talents,  he  went  and  made  them  ten  ta- 
lents more.    The  record  of  his  mere 
c-Vile'-e  achievements  at  Oxiord  is  some- 
thin--  enormous.    IK-  irained  a  ^.agda- 
len  demvship  in  days  when  it  wa.  at 
least  said  that  onJi/  the  Frcs'ucnt  ot 
Ma<'dalen   awarded    the    schu.ers  up 
which  fell  to  his  gift  by  merit,  anutaa  . 
almost  all  the  other  fellow,  awarded 
nsuallv  bv  favour.    He  u.uncd  the  ire- 
bnd  and'the  Hertford  scholar-inps,  th.. 
Latin  verse  pnze,  the  J^i;^''^h  e>>a}, 
the  Latin  essav.  and  the  LUion  schohir- 
^hip,  winch  isnsnaHy  the  ivwara  ot  the 
man  who  has  gained  tiie  greatest  nuni- 
b-n-of  previous  distinction^  ot  tni.knui, 
in  other  word^.  the  tinal  (listinction 
which  niark.aisTlnct^  .u.  a.reauy  won. 
lie  took  a  hr^t-ela-s  (u-rce,  and  no 
so'^nerwas  the  rroU's>orHiip  ot  i/.it.u 
^reared    l-V  the    UMord  CommisMon 
than  ^^r.  Conin-ron.  tlu  n  iKuel} 
wa-  pointed  out  on  all  hands  a-  the  tit. 
ntan'to  lili  it.    Bat  this  kin.l  of  earl} 
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distinction  is  but  a  very  uncertain  pro- 
mise for  the  actual  achicvenK'Tits  of  the 
life  of  sfhohirship.  The  University 
compctitiiHis  cut  ort  for  youri^^  men 
once  passed  through,  the  more  ditficult 
ta.-ks  pn.].er  lobe  scif-iniposed  in  ma- 
turcr  vcurs  are  constantly  neglected; 
the  ri|)C  j^cholar  indul.sres  at  once  his 
fa^tiiliousne.ss  and  his  indolence,  per- 
suadini:  himself  that  his  indolence  is 
fa-tidi.^usness  and  his  fastidiousness  a 
hi^'h  standard  of  taste— and  nothing 
comes  of  liim.  It  v.-as  not  so  with  Tro- 
fe-sor  Conington.  He  was  not  only 
one  of  the  most  diligent  of  Professors, 
but  one  of  the  most  diligent  of  editors 
and  translators. 

Though  dying  at  the  age  of  4.4,  ho 
has  left  us  works  that  will  pronably 
ever  associate  his  name  vrith  the  great- 
est of  Latin  poets,— an  edition  of  Vir- 
gil, of  marvellous  erudition  and  critical 
power;  a  translation  of  the  '^Eneid,' 
which  is  probably  the  happiest  effort  at 
translation  in  the  English  language; 
and  translations  of  Horace,  of  inferior 
but  still  considera1)le  merit— one  sec- 
tion of  which  was  only  just  completed 
before  his  death,  and  the  value  of  which 
is  highly  estimated,  by  'a  far  better 
critic    and   finer  judge  of  classical 
literature  than  the  present  writer  can 
pretend  to  be,— and,  again,  12  books 
of  the  'Iliad'  in  Spenserian  verse, 
written,  with  a  rare  disinterestedness,  to 
complete  hisfi  iond  Mr.  AVorslcy's  trans- 
lation of  lloni-^r  in  that  metre,  which 
had -been  cut  short  by  a  death  still  more 
premature  than  that  which  has  now  de- 
prived us  of  Mr.  Conington.    I^ut  ;he 
great  work  by  which  he  will  be  known 
as  l.mg  as  ViVgil  is  loved  by  English- 
men is  his  ^E^neid.    Eor  that  he  had 
rare  qualifications — tenderness,  sweet- 
ness, laboriousness,  a  serious  pathos  full 
of  culture,  a  retlective  heart,  and  a  sin- 
cere pierv  of  the  domestic  and  political 
aiTection's  no  less  than  of  the  spirit.  It 
was  not  tv^  be  expected  that  the  same 
rum  would  be  ecpially  qualified  to  entcr 
into  the  neat  and  bright  vivacity  of 
Hi-race  and  into   the  melodious  and 
peutle  earnestness  of  Virgil.  Valuable 
as  s<.>me  of  l^rofessor  Conington's  work 
in  relation  to  Ibn-ace  is,  it  is  the  work 
of  line  scholar>Uip  rather  than  of  per- 
i-nial  sympathy.    In  regard  to  Virgil 
it  i.-'.  both.    The  \\\iiXy—p'(etaft  in  the 
old  sense— which  helped  Trufossor  Co- 
nington to  l-.ve  Virgil  so  heartily,  and 
reudcr  him  with,  such  spiritual  delicacy 
of  touch,  was  not  less  remarkable  than 
the  delicacy  of  iiis  sympathy  with  Vir- 
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gilian  em.otion.  The  latter,  indeed,  is 
most  remarkable.  There  is  hardly  in 
English  literature  any  rendering  of  a 
classic  so  perfect  as  the  exquisite  lines 
in  which  he  translates  Dido's  lament 
before  her  suicide  : — 

Sweet  relics  of  a  time  of  lo%-e,  ^ 
When  fate  and  Heaven  Avere  kind,  v. 
Receive  my  life-blcod  and  remove  ' 

These  tortures  of  the  mind. 
Mv  life  is  lived,  and  I  have  played 

The  part  that  fortune  gave, 
And  now  I  pass,  a  queenly  shade, 
Majestic  to  the  grave. 

How  perfect  at  once  is  the  tenderness 
in  this  rendering  of  '  dulces  exuvia, 
dum  fata  deusque  siuebaut,'  and  the 
majesty  of  '  et  nunc  magna  mei  sub 
terras  "ibit  imago  !'    There  must  have 
been  a  vast  reserve  of  brooding  feeling 
in  the  man  who  could  translate  as  Pro- 
fessor Conington  has  done  the  dying 
lament  of  Dido.   And  yet  more  striking 
even  than  ]\Ir.  Conington's  Virgilian 
tenderness,  was  his  sympathy  with  the 
Virgilian  piety,  in  the  Latin  sense, — 
the  piety,  that  is,  including  the  State  and 
the  family  in  the  same  network  of  reve- 
rent sentiment, — so  different  from  our 
modern  ind  iv  idualism.  We  remepiber  a 
somewhat  striking  instance  of  this  pub- 
lished in  our  own  columns.    It  was  in  a 
letter  which  ^Ix.  Conington  addressed 
to  this  journal  two  years  and  a  half  ago, 
during  the  discussion  as  to  the  propriety 
of   a  "humiliation-day  for  the  cattle 
plague,  and  of  which  it  can  now  be  no 
breach  of  confidence  to  disclose  the 
authoiship,     '  ^ly  ov^ti    belief,'  he 
writes,  '  is  that  in  personal  matters 
whatever  is  worth  serious  anxiety  is 
worth  making  a  subject  of  prayer, — 
that  prat/i}ifj  is  a    better  attitude 
ton-ards  'the  future    than  fretting. 
Such  a  feeling  seems  to  me  to  suit 
the  relation  in  which  we  should  na- 
turally  desire  to  stand  to  the  God 
who  made  us  and  who  cares  for  us;  I 
incline  also  to  think  that  it  may  lead 
us  conversely  to  wish  for  nothing  for 
which  we  should  not  like  to  pray.  I 
would  apply  the  same  rule  to  things,  of 
national  concern.    A  visitation  which 
obliL^es  the  Government  to  appoint  a 
Conunission  when  Parliament  is  not 
sitting,  and  which  takes  precedence  of 
other  questions  as  soon  as  Parliament 
meets,  appears  to  me  to  be  quite  serious 
enough  to  he  made  a  matter  of  national 
prayer.'     We  understand  better  than 
ever,  after  reading  that  letter,  the  deep 
vein  of  synqtatliy  ^\ith  the  political 
piety  of  the  Konian  poet  which  fitted 
Mr.  Coningtou  to  be  so  great  a  trans- 
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1  'ir  of  Virgil.     As  a  scholar,  Mr. 
•■.nin-ton  was  full  of  what  Mr.  Arnold 
,1-  "the  modern  spirit.'    ^othln,o:  is 
n.re  characteristic  in  his  \irgiban 
,nru-i-^m  than  the  carefiil  discrimina- 
te,,-i  of  those  various  '  tendencies  ot 
n'o-minf^— ravsof  suggestion  as  it  were 
-thrown  out  bv  words  and  phrases  m 
oUTereut  directions,  which  make  trans- 
lation at  once  so  difficult  and  so  lasci- 
ratin-  an  art..    Mr.  Jowet  familiarised 
us  first  with  this  kind  of  criticism  m  his 
(\immentaries  on  St.  Paul's  Lpistles 
Mr  Conington  adopted  it  as  a  classical 
teacher,  and  taught  his  students  to  see, 
in  Latin  words,  not  a  number  ot  mathe- 
nunicallT-defined  figures  of  siguihcance, 
hut  as  'it  were,  a  number  of  radiant 
centres  of  force  sending  foitn  their 
attractions  or  repulsions,  now  on  this 
side-  now  on  that.     The  wonderiul 
patience  and  subtlety  with  which  Mr. 
Coniu'Hon  worked  out  this  conception 
of  his'' subject  constitutes,  we  believe, 
one  of  his  greatest  claims  to  respect  as 
a  scholar.  ,         •  x 

"  A  scholar  who  knew  :Mr.  Conington 
well  has  justlv  remarked,  what  our  own 
knowledge  of  him  fully  confirms,  tnat 
nevel-  did  a  refined  culture  more  visibly 
enter  into  and  mould  a  man's  face  than 
in  his  case.    The  countenance  ot  the 
accomplished  scholar,  whose  sickly  and 
yet  hungrv  weight  of  visage  obtained 
him  a  well-known  fanciful  nickname 
when  -he  was  an  undergraduate,  had 
been  so  far  transfigured  by  the  depth 
and   studiousness   of  a   caretul  and 
fastidious   intellect   long   betore  his 
death,  that  the   nickname   had  lost 
half  its  force,  the  prevailing  expres- 
sions of  his  face  being  all  associated 
with  the  delicate  discrimmatums  and 
fine  cares  of  a  trcntle  and  conscien- 
tious artist.    The   sickliness,  indeed, 
never  left  his  countenance,   but  the 
subtleties  and  niceties  of  feeling  proper 
to  a  mind  that  '  broo.ls  and  sk-eps  on 
its  own  heart'  mukiplied  from  year  to 
Tear     Thou-.-h  it  was  of  :Mr.  Ccming- 
tou's  e^^sfmce  to  be  moderate,  there  was 
no  Liberal  at  Oxford  who  will  be  more 
grievously  missed  in  the  debates  ot  the 
Universitv.    He  wus  not  a  man  w.th 
anv  warm  l.>ve  of  life,  or  any  ar.  our  ot 
blood  in  him,-\vhi.  h  makes,  b>  tuc 
wav,  the  wcnderiul  phy>iral  annnatK.n 
of  nianv  .-f  his  rvan^hirions.  the  trans- 
lation of  the  tlfth  book  of  the  .Lncul, 
for  in^;a:3ce,  containing  the  games  in 
memory   of   Aiuhises,   a_  traiiMation 
which  has  alm  ost  ?norc  lite  t nun  the 
original,  the  more  remarkable,  isut 


all  he  did  he  did  with  a  deliberate  and 
delicate  precision  of  touch  that  could 
not  but  give  it  weight  with  even  the 
least   con>iderate   opponents,   and  at  • 
Oxford,  especiallv,  an  earnest  Liberal 
like   Mr.    Conington,    with    a  spirit 
anxiouslv  Conservative  of  all  that  was 
noblest  in  the  place,  would  often  have - 
more  wei<jht  than  Liberals  of  a  more 
empjiatic  and  less  anxious  type.  The 
most  industrious  of  scholars  and  tlie 
most  conscientious  of  rt-aehers,  the  most 
faithful  and  loyal  of  friends,  the  most 
cautious  of  reformers,  and  of  all  men 
whose  earthly  life  is  in  books  the  most 
fascinating  'and   human,— he   was  a 
more  perfect  representative  of  the  true 
scholastic  cienius  of  Oxford  than  per- 
haps anv  teacher  now  loft  there.  Cer- 
tainly iio  man  ever  illustrated  better 
:ar.  Arnold's  notion  that  the  genius  of 
Ovford  is  bound  to  generate  'sweet- 
ness and  liiiht.'    In  Mr.  Conington, 
Oxford  found  both  graces  inborn,  but 
enhanced  them  by  her  happiest  art. 
Oxford   may  well   now  sav   of  Mr. 
Conington,  'in  the  words  of  his  own 
fine  translation  from  Virgil, — 


No  purer  son 
Troy  ever  bred  ;  more  jealous  r.one 
Of  sacred  ri^ht ;  God's  v  ill  be  done." 
In  1819,  the  vear  in  which  he  ob- 
tained the  Eldon  Law  Scholarship,  ho. 
entered  as  a  student  at  Lincoln's  Inn, 
but   afterwards  withdrew  his  name 
without  having  been  called  to  the  bar. 
He  was  appointed  a  classical  mode- 
rator in  1852-3  and  inT8G0.  and  pro- 
fessor of  Latin  literature  in  1854,  as 
above  stated.    This  professorship  was 
founded  in  that  vear  by  the  President 
and  Fellows  of  Corpus  Christi  College, 
in  accordance  with  the  intention  ot 
their  founder,  Bishop   Fox,  and  en- 
dowed with   a   stipend  of  COlV.  per 
annum  from  the  revenues  of  the  co.- 
le"-e.  the  professor  occu].ying  the  posi- 
tion of   an  honorarv  fellow  in  that 
society.     In    18-18    he    published  a 
translation  in  English  verse^  ot  the 
"  A^-amenmon  of    J-^schylns,"  witu 
notes  and  in  185*)  edited  Dr.  Maginn  s 
"  Homeric  Ballads."     His  inaugural 
lecture  as  professor  of  Latin,  "  On  the 
Academical  Study  of  Latin,"  was  issued 
in  is:.."),  and  "  The  Cocphora- of  ^E>chy- 
lus"  with  notes,  in  18.57.    In  1858  ho 
pnblishcd  the  fir>t,  and  m  18G:i  the 
;econd.  volume   of  "  The  ^Vor^cs  of 
Yir-il,  with  an  English  Coinmentar}-;" 
and  in  the  latter  year  "  Tiie  Odes  and 
Carmen  Seculare  of  Horace,  translated 
into  English  verse."  These  were  hischief

General  Coles. 

Oct.  27,  at  Glencot,  Wilts,  aged  84, 
Gen.  K..l.crt  Bartlett  Coles. 

He  was  born  in  1785,  entered  the 
arniv  in  1^03,  and  served  in  India,  under 
Lord  Lake,  the  latter  part  of  180i  and 
in  the  campaigns  of  1S05  and  180{>. 
On  the  termination  of  the  war  in  India 
he  returned  to  England,  and,  having 
been  promoted  to  a  company,  he  em- 
barked v.-irli  his  regiment  for  8pain. 
and  served  the  campaign  of  1808  and 
1809  under  General  !Sir  John  Moore, 
including  the  action  at  Lugo  and  the 
memorable  retreat  to  Corunna.  He 
accompanied  his  regiment  on  the  expe- 
dition \o  the  Scheldt  in  1809,  landed  at 
Walcheren,  was  present  at  the  siege 
and  surrender  of  Flushing,  and  re- 
mained with  the  force  on  the  island 
until  it  was  evacuated.  He  joined  the 
army  under  the  Duke  (^f  Wellington  in 
the  reninsula  in  1818;  was  present  at 
the  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  the  battles 
of  the  Nivelle  and  Xive,  the  passage  of 
the  Adorn-,  the  investment  of  Bayonne, 
aud  repulse  of  the  sonie.  He  eml)arked 
at  l^rdeaux  for  2sorih  America  in 
ISH;  was  prest-nt  at  the  passage  of 
the  Jaranac  and  the  action  of  Platts- 
burg.  He  served  in  Canada  till  the 
latter  part  of  1820,  when  he  w-as  pro- 
moted to  a  lieutenant-colonelcy,  and 
has  remained  siiice  unattached  on  half 
pay.  He  had  received  the  sih  medal, 
with  three  clasps,  for  Corunna,  Nivelle, 
and  Nive.  He  was  ap])ointed  colonel 
of  the  6.'>th  (the  2nd  York^hire  North 
Hiding)  Regiment  of  Foot  in  1857. 

F.  North,  Esq.  M.P. 

Oct.  29,  at  IListings,  aged  G9,  Frede- 
rick North,  esq.  ^LP. 

He  was  son  of  F.  F.  North,  esq.  of 
Hastings,  and  Konuham,  Norfolk,  by 
F.lizabetb.  dan.  of  ihc  licv.  W.  Whitear, 
Kector  of  Hastings,  and  was  born  in 
1800.  He  was  educated  at  Harrow  and 


St.  John's  Coll.  Cambridge,  where  lie 
was  senior  optime  iu  1822,  and  t(M»k 
!M.A.  degree  in  182."i.  Ht*  w;is  after- 
wards admitted  a  student  at  the  Inm  r 
Temple.  Having  considerable  local  in- 
fluence in  the  borough  previous  to  thf 
Reform  Bill,  he  was  in  1831  ek-cn-d 
member  for  Hastings,  and  represcutrd 
the  borough  from  Dec.  1832  to  July 
1837,  when  he  was  an  unsuccessful  cjui- 
didate.  He  supported  the  ^VhiL^s  in 
their  great  measure  of  Reform,  and  <,]>- 
posed  the  Irish  Tithe  Bill.  In  ^biy 
1851:  a  new  election  for  the  borouL'ii 
aro.-e  from  Mr.  Musgrave  Brisco  vu- 
cating  his  seat,  when  ilr.  North  was 
re-elected  without  opposition;  he  was 
also  re-elected  without  opposition  in 
1857.  At  the  general  election  in  185t> 
Mr.  North  and  Lord  Harry  Vane  (now 
Duke  of  Cleveland)  were  returned  at 
the  head  of  the  poll.  At  the  general 
election  in  18G5  Mr.  North  again  un- 
successfully contested  the  borough, 
being  third  on  the  poll.  At  the  la>t 
gen.eral  election  he  again  came  forward, 
and  was  re-elected  by  a  large  majority, 
iu  conjunction  with  Mr.  Brassey.  ^Ir. 
North  was  a  Lil)eral  in  politics,  but 
voted  in  the  minority  iu  the  division 
on  Mr.  Roebuck's  motion  in  Jan.  1^55, 
which  led  to  the  overthrow  of  Loni 
Aberdeen's  Goverament.  Latterly  he 
advocated  the  ballot,  a  measure  he  bad 
formerly  opposed,  and  voted  for  the 
iMaynooth  Grant  and  the  admission  of 
Dissenters  to  universities.  Mr.  North 
was  descended  from  the  Guilford  family, 
and  was  great-great-grandson  of  Roger 
North,  the  distinguished  biographical 
writer  and  Attorney-General  in  the 
time  of  James  IT.

On  the.e 
ollns 'each  0/ these  Idngs,  their  provincials  and  — *  -re 
attended  bv  draughtmcn,  and  summoned  the  neighboux^g  gentry  to 
their  county-town,  to  have  onregistcred  the  bnihs  deaths  and  mar- 
riages, that  had  occurred  in  their  families  smce  the  last  M»itat.on 
Such  persons  as  had  usurped  titles  or  dignities,  or  home  ensigns  o 
gentility,  which  belonged  not  to  them,  were  obliged  under  then  o  ur 
hands  to  disclaim  all  pretence  and  title  thereunto,  and  for  then  pre- 
snmption  were  degraded  by  proclamation,  made  by  the  common  «-  er 
at  the  market-town  nearest  to  their  abode.  Under  the  names  of  th  so 
plebeians,  who  had  assumed  coats  of  arms,  was  written  ,anol,les,  wh  eh 
sufficiently  proves  that  those  who  are  entitled  to  amis  are  nohdc.. 
itTarUest'visitation  was  in  1529  •,  the  latest  in  1086.  Visitations 
nearly  similar  were  usual  also  in  France.  _ 

What  an  admu'ablc  subject  for  a  humorous  chap.er  m  a  novel 
would  one  of  these  visitations  offer  to  Sir  Walter  Scott!  Uhat  a  fuss 
and  bustle  must  the  approach  of  the  heralds  ^avc  caused  m  the  fam  - 
lies  of  those  churls  of  whom  King  Edward  complains  !  What  an  exul- 
tation must  Slave  reigned  in  the  halls  of  their  right  worshipful  neigh- 
bours, at  scein-  tiiesc  usurpers  of  nobility  called  over  the  coals  . 

But  that  th^hoi-alds  would  not  be  unwelcome  to  the  real  gentry  ot 
Enc^land,  we  may  conclude  iVora  the  readiness  with  which  they,  within 
a  century,  received  an  adventiiror  who  assumed  their  tunctious.  ihc 
London  Journal  (April  22,  1727)  contains  the  following  :—

know  their  dignity  better,  an.l  to  this  may  be  attributed  then-  bei.. 
,,,..ption  on  the  Continent.  But,  while  the  lowest  Enghshnum  pi- 
sum.  s  to  stylo  himself  a  gentleman,  the  Englishman  of  the  ni.  ■ 
cuality,  having  nnaccouutably  renotmccd  the  ancient  pre-ermnence 
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liis  blood,  hesitates  to  style  himself  a  nobleman,  mat  respect  can 
1h>  claim  from  foreigners,  who  scarcely  knows  his  own  place  in  society? 
Formerly  his  dignity  was  esteemed  abroad,  becansc  it  was  protected 
at  home. 

In  1350,  during  the  wars  of  the  Black  Prince,  a  nnmber  of  French 
--ntlcmen,  having  agreed  to  fight  the  Comhat  de  trente  against  the 
Hke  number  of  English  gentlemen,  Argentre,  in  his  History  of 
Ih-ittany,  says,  "  both  parties  had  sworn,  that  only  gentlemen  should 
combat  on  either  side  ;  but  Bembow  could  not  complete  his  number; 
lie  tlicrefore  took  a  soldat  de  condition  roturiere,  named  Ilalbutie':'^ 

This  soldier  was  probably  a  yeoman.  There  are  other  derivations 
of  the  word  yeoman,  but  may  it  not  signify  a  bowman,  and  be  derived 
from  the  yew  of  their  bow?  Lord  Yerulam  relates,  that  Henry  VII. 
formed  a  body  of  archer>,  cnlled  the  yeomen  of  the  guard.  It  might 
also  signify  a  ploughman,  trom  jugum,  a  plough,  winch  the  Germans 
pronounce  y^innin.  In  those  days,  when  the  rank  of  every  one  was  so 
d.'fined,  no  Frenchman  would  have  spoken  irreverently  of  a  (jcntkraaii 
aiifilms,  nor  have  disi-uted  his  nobility.  When,  at  the  meeting  of 
Henry  and  Francis,  on  the  Plain  du  Drap  cVOr,  every  Enghshman, 
whose  shield  had  been  examined  by  the  heralds,  was  admitted  into 
tlie  lists. " 

It' is  only  since  the  gentry  permitted  the  plebeians  to  encroach  on 
them,  that  the  peers  began  to  disdain  the  title  of  gentleman,  a  title 
which  the  first  peers,  nay,  princes  of  the  blood,  would  have  not  dis- 
dained. The  haughty  Lord  Yerulam  says,  in  his  History  of  Henry 
the  Seventh:  "The  king  dispatched  Sir  Robert  Willoughby  for  Ed- 
ward Plantagenet,  son  and  heir  to  George  DnlvC  of  Clarence.  Li 
case  of  the  bastnrding  of  Edward  the  Fourth's  issue,  this  young  gcn- 
tUitian  was  to  succeed. 

"About  this  time  the  Lord  Woodville,  uncle  to  the  Queen,  a 
valiant  gentleman^  and  desirous  of  honour  " 

God^nn,  in  bis  Annals  (page  103),  says:  "  Courtenay  Marquis  of 
Exeter,  deriving  himself  from  the  blood  royal  of  France,  participated 
of  the  blood  royal  of  England,  being  son  to  Catherine,  daughter  of 
Edward  IV.  The  king  became  jealous  of  his  greatness,  and  glad  of 
any  occasion  to  cut  off  tliis  noble  gt  nth/i>an.''''

Eamaeld  Moor  Carew  was  born  1G93.    His  life  origmally  began- 
Never  was  there  known  a  more  splendid  appearance  of  gentlcnKMi 
and  ladies  of  rank  and  quality  at  any  baptism  in  the  west  of 
land.    The  Honorable  Hugh  Bamfield,  esquire,^  and  the  HonoiabK 
^laior  i^Ioor,  were  both  Ids  illustrious  godfathers."  ^ 

The  Life  of  Bamfield  Moor  Carew  appeared,  1807,  m  the  Lccen- 
trie  Mirror."    The  above  passage  was  thus  altered 

-  Never  was  there  known  a  more  splendid  appearance  of  persons  oi 
the  first  distinction  at  auy  baptism  in  the  county.    Hug^i  Bamhe  d 
esquire,  and  Major  Moor,  of  famllies^^ equally  ancient  and  respectable 
as  that  of  Carew,  were  his  godfatliers." 

The  epithet  illustrious,  applied  to  two  country  squires,  was  ex- 
aggcrutien,  .nd  thereforo  properly  omitted;  but  it  shows  the  hi^u 
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estimation  in  wliich  our  gentry  were  held  so  late  as  in  the  eighteenth 
century.  But  rank  and  quality  were  words  more  expressive  of  their 
Hioaiiing  than  that  equivocal  word  distinction.  We  can  form  an 
(.pinion  of  what  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  rank  and  quality  were  in  the  ( 
rt  ign  of  William  the  Third,  but  it  will  puzzle  our  descendants  to  divine 
what  were  the  people  of  distinction  or  fashion  in  the  reign  of  George 
the  Third;  and  as  these  worthies  were  styled  honorable  during  their 
lives,  it  is  hard  to  deprive  them  of  it  after  their  deaths.  "  "  Quality" 
(according  to  a  dictionary  printed  1735),  is  a  title  of  honour  and 
noble  birth ;  hence  in  the  "  New  Atalantis,"  and  in  the  plays  and 
novels  of  Fielding,  Smollct,  &c.,  and  in  the  magazines,  newspapers, 
and  periodical  jiapers,  till  very  late  in  the  eighteenth  century,  every 
gentleman  and  gentlewoman  are     persons  of  quality."    The  memoirs 

of  Mrs.  are  entitled  the     Memoirs  of  a  '  Woman  of  Quality;'  " 

Sir  Charles  Grandison  and  Lovelace  are  both  ''men  of  quality." 

•The  title  honorable"  was,  till  lately,  given  to  all  persons  of 
quality;  hence  the  use  of  it  in  all  parliamentary  debates;  though  it 
was  undoubtedly  confined  at  first  to  the  knights  of  the  shires,  and  not 
conferred  on  the  citizens  and  burgesses.  Out  of  Parliament  it  is  at 
present  only  given  to  the  children  of  peers.  But  custom  only  has 
dictated  this  courtesy,  which  is  probably  prescribed  by  no  statute.  To 
others,  particularly  to  colonels  in  the  army,  it  has  been  discontinued. 
This  title  probably  followed  the  course  of  other  things.  Being  given 
to  so  many,  it  flattered  no  one,  and  fell  into  disuse.  It  is  a  title  un- 
known on  the  continent,  and  as  little  understood  as  the  title  of  a 
baronet.  The  daughter  of  an  Irish  peer  having,  at  Paris,  styled 
herself  on  her  visiting-cards  "  I'honorable  Madame  *  *  called 
down  on  her  character  many  ill-natured  remarks,  which  she  otherwise 
would  have  escaped.

pation; but  he  does  not  appear  to  have 
taken  any  leading  part  in  the  de- 

^^Early  in  the  year  1-8-15  Ke  succeeded 
to  his  father's  marquisate,  and  to  the 
princely  estates  in  Middlesex,  Cheshire, 
and  elsewhere  whicti  belong  to  the  title. 
In  tlie  Upper  House  his  lordship  seldom 
or  never  spoke,  if  we  except  a  tew 
formal  occasions  while  holding  the  post 
of  Lord  Steward  of   the  ilonsehold, 
under  Lord  J.  lUissell's  administration, 
in  180(1-52.    The  marquis  was  SAVorn  a 
member  of  the  Privy  Council  on  taking 
olhce  in  1850;  he  was  nominated  a 
Kniiiht  of  the  Garter  in  1857;  an.l  held 
the  iord-lieutenancy  of  the  county  pala- 
tine of  Cheshire  from  1845  to  180  ^, 
when  he  resigned.  ^ 

As  a  proof'  of  the  political  influence 
of  the  noble  house  of  Grosvenor,  it  may 
be  mentioned  that  the  late  marquis  and 
his  two  brothers,  the  Earl  of  \Vdton 
and  Lord  Eburv,  all  sat  together  as 
Peers  in  the  House  of  Lords,— a  tact 
uuparalleled  during  the  present  century, 
with  the  sin-le  exception  of  the  Duke 
of  WcUinuton  and  his  three  brothers, 
the  :star<piis  Wellcsley,  Lord  Cowley, 
and  Lord  ^larvborough,— while  at  the 
same  time  three  of  their  sons  lield  seats 
in  the  House  of  Commons. 

The  late  marquis  was  for  some  years 
a  patron  of  the  turf,  and  won  the  St. 
Le-er  with  his  hoi-se  Touchstone  m 
18^4.  The  late  mai-quis  Avas  also  well 
known  as  a  patron  of  art,  as  is  shown 
in  his  noble  -alleries  at  Eaton  and  at 
Grosvenor  House.  Possessed  of  a  rent- 
roll  lar-  er  than  that  of  many  a  German 
prince,^he  was  able  to  give  lar-ely  out 
of  his  abundance  ;  and  he  did  give 
kiro-ely  and  even  muuiiiceutly  to  our 
puldic  hospitals  and  to  those  chanties 
ia  v,-hich  his  Belgravian  property  gave 
him  so  large  an  interest. 

The  late  IMarquis  married,  m  JblJ, 
the  Ladv  Elizabeth  :^Iary  Leveson- 
Gov,-er,  second  dan-hter  of  George 
Granville,  Marquis  of  Stafford,  after- 
vards  lirst  Duke  of  Sutherland,  hy 
whom  lie  had  four  sous  and  mnc 
daughters.  Of  rlie  lattcr,oue is  i^uchess 
Pow  i-er  of  IKonhumberland,  another 
i-Couute-^s  of  }»laccle.tleM,  another  15 
Lady  Wenlock,  and  another  li  Lady 
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Loi-h,wifeof  Lord  Leigh,  of  btone- 
;   another  is  the  wi£e  _ot  bir 
Mfchael  Shaw  Ste^vavt,  another  the 
^■idow  of  Sir  Ai-chibakl  lslay  Camp- 
bell, and  another  the  wi.lov.'  ot  Lord 
Mnncastcr  (since  re-married)  ;  yv-iule 
one,  Lady  Evelyn,  is  dead,  and  the 
other.  Lady  Theodora,  is  unmarried. 
Of  his  lordship's  sons,  one  died  an 
iu%nt,  and  one  while  a  lieutenant  in 
the  Koval  ^^a^7  ;  the  yoimgx^st  son  is 
Lord  Kichard  Grosvenor,  M.l.  tor 
Flintshire  ;   and  the  elder  surviving 
sun.  who  nov;  bucceeds  as  thuc.  ^uar- 
quis,  is  Hugh  Lupus,  Era-1  Gr-svenor, 
Avho  was  born  hi  October  loi^^  Uis 
lordship,  who  was  educated  at  Lton 
and  at  Balli.l  College,  Uxtord,aiia  has 
sat  as  M.r.  for  Chester  in  the  Liberal 
interest  since  is47,  marked  m  V.>2  his 
cousin,  LadyCuiisrance  Levcscni-Oo>v  ei, 
lifth  dauuhter  of   Gem-ge  GmnviUe, 
second  Duke  of  Sutherland,  K.G.,  by 
whom  he  has,  with  other  is.ue,  a  son 
and  heii-,  Victor  Alexander,  \  iseomit 
Bel-rave,  wh.j  was  hmx  in  and 
at  whose  baptism  Her  Majesty  and  the 
late  rriuce  Consort  stood  as  sponsors. 

If  we  consult  Sir  Lernard  LurKe,  we 
shall  tind  that  the  Grosvenors  can  con- 
hdently  trace  an  unl)roken  male  descent 
fi-om  a  distinguished  liou^e  whicn  nou- 
rished in  Kormandv  foi"  a  century  and 
%  half  at  the  least  before  the  Norman 
Conquest,  thus  carryin- us  m  memory 
more  than  half  way  buck  to  tne  cc-m- 
menc^ment  of  the  Christian  cra^  ibev 
probably,  like  the  Butlers  ot  the  Insh 
house  of  Ormonde,  derived  their  name 
from  the  office  which  they  held  ni  the 
principality  of  Normandy,— that  ot  Le 
Oros  Venhn;  or  chief  htmt>man,  to 
the  successive  dukes.    The  foimder  ot 
the  En-lish  branch  of  the  house,  accord- 
iiio-  to^-  Ulster,"  was  Gilbert  Le  Gre^s- 
vetiem-.  or  Le  Grosvenor.  who  came  to 
En-dond  in  the  train  of  the  Gaiqueror. 
He"  held  high   rank   in  ^-'^^^^ 
being  nephew   ot   Ungh  Lupus,  the 
Count  of  Avranoh.s,  micle  ot  the  vic- 
torious monarch,  and  af terwayus  created 
bv  him  Larl  of  Chester.    i.e  owned 
larc^e  estates  in  the  covmty  p^datme  ot 
Cheshire,  which  were  granted  t<.  imn 
by  the  Coiumeror  %vhen  he  parcelled 
out  the  faire^l  portion^  ol  ins  ne^>iy- 
acquired  domain  of  Emrlaml  among 
his  companions  in  the  rleld  ;  hut  u  was 
a  dcseemlant  of  thi.  G libert,  one  Laltc 
Le  Grosvenor  C>ec(.nd  son  ot  Sir  1  nomas 
Le  (irosvcnur,  lord  of  the  manor  ot 
Hulmcne.ii  :^Ianchester),  who  acqiiu-ea 
the  noble  property  near  Chester  ou  wh]  cU 


now  stands  Eaton-hall,  by  his  marriage 
wi-h  the  heiress  of  the  Eatons,  or  Etons, 
of  that  place.     His    grandson,  one 
Richard  Grosvenor,  who  lived  ^^^^  tne 
rei-ns  of  Hcuiy  YIL  and  VIH  mar- 
ried a  Staffordshire  heiress;  and  this 
Richard's     great  -  grandson  another 
Richard,  served  the  oihce  of  high  she- 
riif  of  Cheshire  in  1G02.    His  only  sm- 
yiving  son,  Richard,  was_  ^i^yor  ol 
Chester  and  one  of  the  knights  ot  the 
shire  for  that   countv.  of  whicli  he 
<erved  as  hi-h  sherilf,  as  well  as  ot 
bcnbiuhshiix-  he  married  in  succession 
three  wives,  all  well  connected  and  well 
endowed,  and  was  raised  to  a  baronetcy 
by  James  L  in  1621-2.    His  son  and 
cu-co<--or.  another  Sir  Richard,  as  higti 
Sheriff  of  Cheshire,  in  1644,  raised  a 
torce  in  the  county  palatine  to  oppose 
the  rarliamenuirians  under  Lord  iair- 
f ax  and  sutfered  severely  in  pnrse^  and 
property  for  his  h^-yalty  to  his  Sove- 
rei'-n  'His  -randson  and  successor  m 
the'title,  Sir  Thomas  Grosvenor,  proved 
himself  one  of  the  hrmest  supporters  ot 
the  Roval  cause,  and  was  one  ot  the 
thirteen  oemlemen  of  Cheshire  who,  at 
the  Restoration,  were  nommatca  ivnigbt^ 
of  the  Royal  Oak— an  Order  designed 
by  Charles  11.  but  never  established, 
lie  also  was  Mavor  of  Chester,  and  re- 
presented his  native  county  m  several 
Parliaments  in  the  reiLins  of  Charles  11. 
James  II.  and  William  HI. 

The  Grosvenors  had  all  along  .been 
fortunate  in  their  marriages,  selecting 
their  wives  from  the  well-born  and 
wealthy  houses  of  the  lesser  nobi- 
lilitv  and  the  landed  commonalty  ot 
the 'northern  counties;  hut  this  Sir 
Thomas  Grosvenor  added  lar-ely  to 
the  fortunes  of  his  family  by  his  mar- 
riage, some  200  years  back,  with  ^hss 
-Mary  Davis,  the  hehess  of  the  manor 


of  Ebiuw,  iu  the  county  ot  iSliddCsex, 
Avho  bromrht  to  the  Grosvenors  all  tiiat 
i^reat  cst.Ue  in  the  wet  of  Loiu  on,  and 
Tn  what  is  now  Belgravia  and  1  imhco, 
which  has  raised  them  to  the  culmniat- 
imr  point  of  tlicir  wealth  and  iiU  uence, 
?nd  -iven  them  a  claim  to  the  ^danpu- 
sate  of  Westminster.    His  son  and  suc- 
cessor acted  as  cup-bearer  at  the  coro- 
na t  ion  of  Geo-e  11.;  and  his  grandson, 
Sir  Richard,  twentieth  in  direct  mrJe 
descent  from  Gilbert  Le  Grosvenor, the 
conqnniiou-in-arms  of  the  Conqueror, 
was  raised  to  the  ]-cerage  m  bbl  as 
Baron   Grosvenor  of  Eaton    in  t!ie 
conntv  ^Kihitine  of  Chester,  and  turiher 
advance^!  b- Mr.  Pitt,  in  1^ SI,  to  the 
ViscounLcy  of  iielgravc  and  the  Ear.- 
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(lorn  of  Grosvcuor.    By  liis  marriage 
Av it'll  Ilenrit'Ua,  (hin-htcr  of  IMr.  Henry 
Vc-nhm,  of  lliltoii-j.ark,  Stnilordsliire, 
lie  luid  an  only  suu,  iWoci%  who,  m 
ls<f>,  «iHCOcdcd  him  as  second  Earl 
(;r»-;vcni)r,  and  Avho  was  advanced  to 
i!ic  M;.r.ini>atc  of  Westminster  at  the 
roronatiou  of  William  IV.  in  the  au- 
tumn of  is;]!.   This  nobleman  married 
thr  only  dan-hter  and  heir  of  Thomas, 
l^.rd  (frev  dc  Wilton,  who  in  1801  ob- 
tained the  Earldom  of  AViiton  by  crea- 
tion, with  a  special  remainder  to  his 
dauiihter's  second  and  younger  sons. 
Tndor  the  terms  of  this  patent  the  fu'st 
Maniuis's  second   son,  Thomas,  suc- 
ceeded his  maternal  grandfather  in  the 
Karldom  of  Wilton,  vvhile  his  eldest 
son,  the  nobleman  so  recently  deceased, 
succeeded  to  the  Marquisatc  of  West- 
minster, the  Earldom  of  Grosveaor,  and 
the  inferior  titles,  on  his  father's  de- 
cease in  Eebruary,  1845. —  Tunes. 

The  Earl  of  Derby,  K.G. 
Oct.  23,  at  Knowsley,  Lancasliire,  of 
gout,  a'j;ed  70,  the  Kight  Hon.  Edward 
Geolfrew  Smith  Stanley,  Earl  of  Derby, 
K.G.  &c. 

He  Avas  the  eldest  son  of  Edward, 
13th  Earl,  by  Charlotte  Margaret, 
d:inghter  of  the  Eev.  Geoffrey  Hornby, 
:ind  v.iis  born  at  Knowsley  on  the  2'Jth 
of  i'uuch,  17D0.    Lord  Derby,  there- 


fore, at  his  death,  was  in  his  71st  year. 

11c  was  (  ne  of  the  many  distinguished 
men  who  ha  ve  been  educated  at  Eton 
anii  at  Christehnrch,  Oxford.  Much  of 
his  education  he  owed  to  his  grand- 
motlicr-— that  is  to  say,  his  step-grand- 
mother, who  was  married  to  his  grand- 
father only  two  years  before  he  him-^elf 
M-as  born.  As  :NIiss  Farrcn,  she  was  a 
Tery  clever  actress  of  high  comedy,  with 
not^a  little  distinction  of  manner,  aud 
slie  bestowed  great  care  on  the  elocu- 
tion of  the  future  statesman. 

As  a  }  outh  he  rnigbt  excel  in  recita- 
tions, biit  he  was  chietly  remarkable  feu- 
irus  bive  of  s]>ort,  for  his  restlessness, 
{'■V  his  impulsiveness,  and  for  his  seho- 
hir-vhij).  His  career  at  Chri^rchureh 
A\;5>  liistinguished,  though  he  left  the 
rnivxy-lty'without  taking  a  degree. 
V>'hy  he  did  so  it  is  dlfhcult  to  und er- 
st :ui"d,  as  he  hud  great  confidence  in 
lihii-i'lf.  and  never  feared  a  contest  of 
any  kiiuL  Amoivj,-  otlier  facts  to  he 
iu>,  :;'->. iiird  £;>  his  iiouour,  it  may  be 
>:.iu'd  [h.it  lie  won  the  Cliancenor's 
j.ri  'e  lor  Latin  verse,  the  subject  l)eing 
.S/i/e^i-.^f'.  At  tlie  age  of  twenty -one, 
v  hcu  he  oli'cred  himself  as  ft  candidate 


for  the  borough  of  Stockbridge,  there 
were  few  young  men  so  gifted,  so  ac- 
complished, or  so  full  of  spirit  as  Mr. 
Stanlev;  and  the  Whigs,  who  were 
then  in  very  low  estate,  regarded  him 
with  more  than  common  interest.  The 
party  was  weak  enough  throughout 
the  country  and  in  the  House  of  Coin- 
mons  ;  but  it  was  very  Avcak  indeed  in 
the  House  of  Lords  and  in  the  list  of 
those  who  might  succeed  to  it.  Li  this 
party  —  v.-hich  had  some  reason  to 
despond,  and  which  did  despond  more 
than  need  be— young  Stanley  excited 
the  greatest  hopes,  though  he  never  was 
an  industrious  worker. 

Although  Mr.  Stanley  entered  Parlia- 
ment hi  1821,  as  M.F.  for  Stockbridge, 
he  did  not  make  his  maiden  si)eech 
until  1S2E  It  vras  on  a  Manchester 
Gas  Bill,  and  it  was  so  remarkable  for 
its  clearness  and  ability  that  Sir  James 
Mackhitosh,  who  followed  him  in  the 
debate,  devoted  the  greater  part  of  his 
speech,  as  reported  in  Bansard,  to 
extolling  the  pjerformance. 

^vlr.  Stanley,  however,  made  a  still 
more  striking  display  of  oratorical  power 
in  speaking  somewhat  later  on  a  motion 
of  Joseph  Hume's  with  regard  to  the 
Irish  Church.    At  the  same  time  this 
speech  did  not  so  well  please  his  politi- 
cal friends,  inasmuch  as  he  declared 
himself  unable  to  support  Hume's  pro- 
position, which  declared  "that  it  is 
expedient  to  inquire  whether  the  pre- 
sent Church  Establishment  in  Ireland 
be  not  more  than  commensurate  to  the 
service  to  be  performed,  both  as  regards 
the  number  of  persons  employed  and  the 
■    incomes  they  receive."    It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  while  Uv.  Stanley  voted 
against  this  motion.  Lord  John  Ru.ssell 
voted  in  favour  of  it ;  and  that,  whereas 
Lord  Pvussell  has  now  lived  to  sec  the 
policy  which  he  recommended  carried 
out,  the  last  public  act  of  Lord  Derby 
was  to  protest  velicmently  against  a 
measure  which,  when  pi-esented  to  hirn 
in  the  bud  five-and-forty  years  before,  it 
was  almost  his  first  public  act  to  resist. 

After  this  it  does  not  appear  that 
'My.  Stanley  was  much  before  the  public 
until,  in  "the  short-lived  Adminis- 
tration of  Lord  Goderich,  he  assume<i 
olHce  as  Under-Secretary  for  the  Colo- 
nies. In  the  interval  he  travelled  a 
oood  deal,  visited  the  United  State-  m 
eomounv  witli  the  present  Speaker  and 
the  \ute'  Lord  Taunton,  married,  and 
built  himself  a  house  upon  one  of  his 
graiid father's  estates  in  Ireland,  where 
he  settled  down  quietly.   At  the  same 
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time  lie  changed  Ms  seat  in  ParliaTnent 
from  Srockbriilge  to  Preston.  His 
-raii-lfather  had  a  mausicvn  in  Preston, 
ir.ul  nearly  eyery  house  in  the  town, 
indeed,  bclon.i:ed"'to  him.  So  it  seemed 
natural  enough  that  Mr.  Stanley  should 
icpresent  it.  Yet,  strange  to  sav,  the 
]>eople  of  Preston  soon  wearied  of  him. 
iie  was  not  coueiliaiory,  and,  straii;!;er 
still,  he  contrived  to  make  himself  un- 
popular by  refusing  to  sul)Scribe  to  the 
J^orough  races.  It  was  no  part  of  his 
Parliamentaiy  duties,  he  said,  to  sub- 
scribe to  races.  Therefore,  when  he  was 
appointed  to  the  Under-Secretary.-hip 
of  the  Colonies  in  Lord  Goderich's  xVd- 
niinistration,  and  when  he  applied  to 
his  constituents  for  re-tlection,  ho  was 
oj)pose'd,  and  that  successfully,  by 
liem-y  Hunt,  better  known  as  Orator 
Hunt.  The  family  were  very  angry ; 
the  old  Earl  pulled  down  his  mansion 
in  the  town,  wiiich  he  would  never 
enter  again;  and  it  may  be  ^^upposed 
that  his  disappointment  did  not  make 
young  Stanley  less  oaaer  than  before 
for  Parliamentary  Pcfurm.  Another 
seat  was  found  for  him  at  AVindsor, 
where  Su'  liussev  Vivian  retired  in  his 
favour.  He  sat'for  AVindsor  till  1S32  ; 
then  he  was  elected  for  Xorth  Lanca- 
shire ;  and  he  continued  to  represent 
that  constituency  till  he  went  to  the 
House  of  Lords. 

Lord  Goderichs  Government  never 
met  Parliament,  and  :\Ir.  Stanley's  re- 
markable gifts  ^vere  no:  fully  displayed 
until,  on  the  accession  of  Lord  Grey  to 
power,  he  was  appointed  Secretary  for 
Ireland,  the  :Marquis  of  Anglesey  being 
Lord  Lieutenant.    It  Avas  at  this  time 
that  he  made  his  chief  mark  as  an 
orator.    The  people  demanded  parlia- 
mentary reform,  and  ]\Ir.  Stanley  was 
one  of  "those  most  ardent  in  the  cause. 
There  are  many  still  living  who  speak 
with  enthusiasm  of  the  da>h  of  his  tin- 
studied  eloiptence,  b^th  in  an<l  out  of 
Parliament.     O'Conntll  himsvif  swn 
learnt  to  hold  the  Irish  secre-ar>-  in 
salutary  aAve,  and  showed  his  feeling  in 
that  respect  by  taunting  Mr.  Stanley 
with   his   haughtiness   and  scornful 
bearing.    In  reference  to  these  taunts 
Sir  Pobert  Peel  made  apointeil  remark. 
*' Often,"'  he  said,  "  have  I  heard  t!ie 
right  hou.  geritleman  taunted  wirh  his 
aristocratic  demeanour.    I  rather  tliiitk 
1  should  hear  fewer  complaints  on  tliat 
score  if  he  were  a  less  ]>owerlul  <^p- 
V'onent    in    debate."     This  tribute 
of  praise    from    the    leader  of  the 
opposite  party  may  be  taken  as  proof 
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of    a    success  which    could  not  be 
eainsaid. 

Mr.  Stanley  was  then,  indeed,  the 
chief  delij.cht  of  St.  Stephen's,  and  it 
Avas  the  great  parliam.entary  pastime  of 
the  period  to  hear  him  and  the  l)nrly 
Irish  demagogue  attack  and  reply  to 
each  other.'O'Connell,  with  his  broad 
humour  and  his  fervid  passion— humour 
and  passion,  however,  which  were  inore 
effective  with  a  popular  than  with  a 
senatorial  audience — Mr.  Stanley,  with 
his  more  delicate  wit,  his  stinghig 
retorts,  and  his  straight-hitting  argti- 
nicjits.  Be  his  style,  however,  what  it 
miuht,  he  was  the  delight  of  his  friends, 
the' terror  of  his  foes,  and  the  admu-a- 
tion  of  all.  The  best  description  of 
him  is  to  be  found  in  the  verses  of 
Lord  Lvtton— inhlspoemof  the  "  Xew 
Timon.""" 

In  1833  ^Ir.  Stanley  left  the  Irish 
ofhce  and  became  Secretary  of  State 
for  the  Colonies,  an  ofiice  which  he 
also  afterwards  lilled  under  Sir  Robert 
Peel.     Of  his  colonial  administration 
there  is  but  one  thing  to  be  said— that 
nuder  him  slavery  was  abolished.  This 
was  a  great  and  good  v.  ork  to  do,  and 
he  entered  heart  and  soul  into  it;  yet 
he  had  so  little  to  claim  in  the  ori- 
gination of  this  policy  and  in  preparing 
the  mind  of  the  country  for  it  that  his 
name  is  not  often  reutembered  in  con- 
nexion with  it.    We  are  much  more 
apt  to  think  of  the  achievement  as  the 
work  of  Brougham  and  AVilberforce 
and  Clarkson.    It  belongs,  however,  to 
Mr.  Stanley's  administration  of  the 
colonies,  and  when  people  ask, A\  hat 
has  he  done ;  what   great  benelieial 
measure  has  he  cai-ried?'"  thj^  nuu-t  'oe 
set  down  to  his  accoimt.    AVith  regard 
to  his  colonial  administration  in  other 
respects,  the  most  we  can  say  is,  that 
there  is  nothing  to  say  about  it.  Biit 
considering  the  circumstances,  that  is, 
after  all.  saving  a  good  deal.  Lord 
Deidn  was  a"r.um  without  many  ideas 
in  statesmanship.    Give  him  a  cause 
to  fight,  and  he  would  fight  like  a 
hero.^  Give  him  an  idea  to  express, 
and  he  could  express  it  with  great  foree 
and  defend  it  with  uncommon  anima- 
ti(m.     But  he  wa^  in  statvsnu^n^hip 
Avhat  he  A^  as  in  litei  ature.    He  could 
not  originate .  he  c^uld  only  translate, 
he  could  onlv  trauMunte.     He  found 
the  colonies  in  exisrence,  aiul  he  found 
a  policv  at  the  Cr-hmial  Otiice.  He 
coubl  adopt  that  p  dicy,  ;.ml  he  ad- 
ulini^tered  it  with  ^kil!.    But,  imfor- 
tunately  for  his  reputation,  the  time 
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colonial

had  arrived  wlicn  a  ncAV  policy  ^vas 
iioc.-^:irv,  ^vhe^  the  colonics  had  be- 
tMuu'  <  ;  'irvcL.i.eii  that  some  change 
vv-is  ac-irin.l>-d  iu  their  relations  with 
ti;.,u..r  iur  e:.amry.

^'*'lu  this  reference,  however,  to  his 
colonial  policy  we  have  touched  on  a 
vcmavkahle  fact- namely ,  tnat  Lord 
S:anh-.y  having  hegun  ins  political 
career  as  a  Whig,  had  veered  round  to 
tlie  iWs,  and  at  length  took  oliice 
uiuhT  Peel.  In  ISr.i  he  separated 
him^<-if  fi'om  the  Whigs  on  the  .ines- 
tion  of  the  Irish  Cluux-h-he,  wnh  J.ir 
James  Graham,  the  Duke  ot  Kicn- 
mond,  and  others,  resisting  the  proposed 
appropriation  of  its  surplus  revenues  to 
puri 


n,ui-'-es  of  education.    He  lived  to  see 
tiie  Irish  Estahlishment  entirely  swept 
awav,  and  no  one  was  more  strenuous 
tliaii  he  in  opposition  to  that  reform. 
Ill  judging  of  the  course  taken  by  a 
staiesmen'"so  impulsive  in  ttMuper  and 
so  hot  in  debate  as  Lord  Derby,  we 
liave  to  look  to  his  training  for  the 
ori'-iu  of  much  in  his  conduct.  Lord 
Derbv  was  one  of  those  men  who  can 
rarelv  get  bevond  what  has  been  in- 
stilled into  them.    It  was  much  the 
same  in  the  matter  of  the  Corn  LaAvs. 
'He  war.  a  handsome  likeness  ot  tiis 
grandfather,  Avhose  love  of  sport  he  in- 
herited.   This  grandfather  did  not  die 
till  U?A,  when  his  grandson  was  oo 
vears  of  a^e.    Is  it  to  be  supposed  that 
Lord  D^'rly  imbibed  nothing  from  his 
-raudfathcr  but   addiction  to  sport 
Nobodv  more  heartily  than  the  cele- 
brated'coektighting  earl  joined  I  ok  m 
his  opposition  to  the    Free  Trade 
schemes  of  Pitt,   who  had  studied 
Adam  Smith  and  was  a  convert  to  his 
views.     Pox  was   dead  against  the 
French  Commercial   Treaty  of   I  itc, 
iu>t  as  Lord  Derby  was  dead  against 
the  i  reneh  Commercial  Treaty  ot  Mr. 
Glaa>i.,ne.    And  Lord  Derby,  tiicre- 
fore,  when  he  resisted  the  Pree  Trade 
prui.o-vd  hv  Sir  Kobert  Peel,  was  Dut 
«,b~' r\i'!"' tiie  traditions  oi  his  house. 
In  Is:;!  ' when  he  resisted  the  Appro- 
}-ri.-ii-.n  Clause,  and  in  1840,  when  he 
r.  in-K  n  to  join  Peel  in  the  repeal_  of 
the  Coni  Lawri,  he  was  only  proving 
his  inca]ia^-ity  to  got  beyond  the  in- 
fluence ot  early  education. 

l^jrd  Staulev,  v>'e  have  said,  iett 


office  and  the  Whigs  in  1S3I,  carrying 
with  him  several  friends,  of  whom  the 
most  able  was  Sir  James  Graham.  _  it 
was  witli  reference  to  this  secession 
that  O'Conncll,  in  his  most  humorous 
manner,  twitching  his  whig  and  rolhng 
his  eve,  quoted  the  couplet  atter  which 
K.  B.  made  one  of  his  best  sketches:— 
"  Still  down  thy  steep,  romantic  Ashbourne, 
"  The^I)erby  Dlily  ^'^^'^  its  sis  insides." 
The  secession  of  the  Derby  Dilly  put  a 
stop  for  the  time  to  all  schemes  for  the 
appropriation  of  the  funds  of  the  Irish 
Church;  and  in  the  end,  also, the  Derby 
Dilly  foimdits  way  into  the  Tory  camp. 
On  the  fall  of  Lord  Melbourne  s  ni>t 
:SIinistry.  indeed,  when  Peel  m  Ibol 
attempted  to  form  a  Government,  he 
made  overtures  to  Lord  Stanley  and 
his  friends,  which  were  rejected.  Seven 
years  later,  when  Lord  Melbourne  s 
Ministry  conld  no  longer  resist  the  out- 
crv  of  public  opinion,  and  when  Sir 
liobert  Peel  for  the  second  time  under- 
took to  form  a  Government,  these  over- 
tures were  renewed  and  were  accepted. 
Lord  Stanley  was  a  tower  of  strength 
to  the  Tory  party,  though  he  was  much 
too  independent,  and  too  willing  to 
smite  friends  as  well  as  foes,  to  make 
its  leader  feel  perfectly  at  ease  witii 
him.    Sir  Kobert  Peel  was  glad  ot  an 
excuse  to  raise  Lord  Stanley  betore  his 
time  to  the  Upper  House,  and  he  ha.t 
good  reason  for  his  distrust,  riwo 
?ame  a  time  when  the  repeal  of  liie 
Corn  Laws  could  not  be  delayed,  li 
Lord  Stanlev  could  have  seen  his  wa> 
to  stand  by  Peel  in  that  emergency  and 
to  accept  Pree  Trade,  the  Tory  party 
would  never  have  been  broken  up,  tor 
tho^e  who  might  still  shout  for  Protec- 
tion had  no  chief  of  name  andmlluenee 
enou-h  to  hold  them  together.    But  in 
that"<'-reat  crisis  Lord   Stanley  _  was 
bound"  bv   all  the  traditions  ot  his 
f amilv  to"  re.ist  Pree  Trade.    His  here- 
ditary antipathy  to  theproposeu  change 
had  no  counterpoise  in  any  personal 
SMupathv  with  his  political  chiet.  liif> 
intellect' was  too  playful  to  sympatni..e 
with  the  earne.ruess  of  sm  h  men  a^ 
Sir  liobert  Peel  and  Mr.  Gladstone. 
He  could  bo  grave  when  occasion  re- 
quired; but  gravity  rather  bored  him, 
am^   one  uiav  be  alio^ved  to  doul>t 
whether  in  his  secret  heart  the  awtu. 
s.-lenmitv  and   pompous  verhvisity  ^oi 
Peel's  st'vle  when  he  was  in  a  ditheu.t> 
did  nut  'appear  to  him  as  somethmg 
verging  ou  humbug,  just  as  at  a  hiie- 
pcriud  he  had  no  patience  and  lit  tie  re- 
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.^nrd  for  tlie  elaborate  scruprilosity  of 
Mr  Glaflstoue.  The  result  in  the 
-rot't  coTijuticture  of  1846  was  that 
Lirtl  Stanley  broke  loose  from  the 
sway  of  Peel.  The  rank  and  ftle  of 
the 'Tories  rallied  round  Lord  Stanley  ; 
reel  fell  never  to  rise  to  otnce  again  ; 
and  his  immediate  foUo^vers  gradually 
went  over  to  the  opposite  party.  ^ 

This  was  the  turning  point  of  Lord 
Stanley's  career,  for  he  was  soon  for- 
luallv  and  bv  the  advice  of  tlie  Duke 
of  Wellington  installed  in  the  leader- 
ship of  the  Tories.    It  may  have  been 
observed  that  there  was  unusual  for- 
mality in  the  transfer  of  the  leadership 
of  the  partv  from  Sir  Robert  Foel  to 
Lord  Stanley,  and  that  Lord  Stanley 
showed  unusual  reluctance  to  accept 
a  responsibility  which  no  other  man 
could  possibly*  have  undertaken  with 
success.    Why  this  formality  ?  "Why 
this  reluctance  ?    The  fact  is  that  the 
position  of  Lord  Stanley  was  one  of 
considerable  delicacy,  iu:ismuch  as  he 
was  born  and  bied  a  Whig,  and  his 
alliance  with  the  Tories  Avas  of  very 
recent  origin.    If  Lord   Stanley  had 
been  a  Tory  fi-om  the  hrst,  there  could 
have  been  no  ditticuky  as  to  his  at 
once  stepping  into  the  vacant  place. 
His  claims  were  pre-eminent,  by  reason 
of  his  vast  influence  and  his  um-ivalled 
ability.    The  question  was— hmv  could 
he  whcr  had  forsaken  the  Whig  ranks 
but  twelve  years  bef.n'c,  and  who  had 
joined  the  Tory  ranks  but  five  or  six 
vcars  before,  as>ume  the  command  of 
a  partv  in  which  he  might  be  regarded 
as  a  kind  of  alien  .•'   Would  the  Tories 
accept  the  leadersliip  of  their  convert  ? 
The  Duke  of   Weliingrou,  tlicrefore, 
came  forward  in  the  most  authoritative 
manner  to  decide  th.e  (question,  and  to 
gazette  Lord  Stanley  to  the  lead  of  his 
partv. 

That  partv  was  now  little  better  than 
a  forlorn  hope.  It  was  weak  in  its  unm- 
h.ers  ami  di>credited  in  its  aims.  It  was 
in.leed,  almo>t  a  laughing-^t(x:k  in  the 
couiury.  In  rarliauicnt  there  wus  a 
tremendous  force  arr:iyed  against  it, 
stromr,  n<^t  merely  in  numbers,  but  also 
in  the  ability,  tlie  exjicrieiicc,  a.nd  the 
repute  of  the  sta;c>mcn  ^^■ho  were  at  the 
head  of  it.  Lord  Suiulcv,  however, 
f.»nnd  in  Lord  C.eorge  PnMitinck ami  Mr. 
Disraeli  lientcmuKs  ..f  great  c.airaifc 
and  force  of  character,  men  wlio  c  )nbl 
fi','ht  a  losinii  b;vtt!owirh  skill  and  i;ee]) 
tlie  ]v.irtv  together.  They  held  on  and 
foutiht  niantuUy  against  overwhehning 
odda  and  e?ery  kind  of  disappoiutuieiit, 


until  at  the  end  of  six  years  they  actu- 
ally found  their  way  into  Downing- 
street.    They  did  so,  however,  not  • 
throuiih  their  own  .strength,  but  through 
the  cfissensions  of  their  adversaries. 
Those  adversaries    were    many  and 
powerful,  but  there  was  no  one  among 
them  who  was  allowed  to  have  com- 
manding influence.    In  point  of  fact, 
Lord  Palmerston,  who  was  really  the 
strongest  man  among  them,  and  who  m 
tlie  end  rose  to  supreme  power,  was  then 
the  object  of  not  a  little  distrust,  was 
attacked  on  all  sides,  and  was  eventually 
ejected  from  olhce.    He  took  a  speedy 
rcven2:e  bv  turning  out  those  who  had 
turned  him  out.    By  these  dissensions 
of  their  chiefs  the  Whigs  were  disor- 
crrmised,  and  Lord   Derby— who  had 
succeeded  to  his  title  in  1851— was,  in 
1852,  commanded  bvthe  Queen  to  form 
a.  Government.    AUhough  supported  m 
the  House  of  Commons  only  by  a  hope- 
less minority,  he  was  courageous  enough 
to  undertake  the  duty  imposed  upon 
him,  and  made  up  a  Cabinet  of  men 
almost  all  of  whom  were  then  new 
to  their  work,  and  some  of  them  ahuost 
unknown.    They  tasted  the  sweets  ot 
olhce  for  a  few  months,  but  that  was 
all.    In  these  few  months  they  were 
compelled  to  accept  the  policy  of  Free 
Trade,  in  opposition  to  which  they  had 
been  banded  together.    In  these  few 
months,  also,  the  opposing  chiefs  caine 
to  terms  with  each  other,  agreed  to  sink 
their  differences,  and  to  join  in  a  coali- 
tion of  "  all  the  talents"  under  the  rule 
of  Lord  Aberdeen.    Lord  Derby  and 
his  friends,  therefore,  had  very  soon 
again  to  relapse  into  the  cold  siuide  of 
Opposition.     Unfortiuiately  for  them, 
not  only  were  the  "  big  battalions' 
a'^-ainst'them;  but  also  they  had  no 
policy  that  could  be  plainly  put  tor- 
ward— all  their  policy  was  looming 
in  the  future."    The  leaders  of  tho 
partv  were  in  their  own  minds  liberal 
enouuh;  but  they  dared  not  speak  what 
thcy'believed,for  the  main  body  oi  tho 
party  were  ol>stinate  and  obstructive. 

It"  must  have  been  a  relief  to  Lord 
Derby  when  he  resigned  the  seals  of 
othce",  held  on  such  terms,  as  he  had 
been  compelled  to  accept.  He  had 
uaincd  this,  hi.wevcr.  by  his  year  of 
[itUcc,— that  he  had  brou-ht  a  certain 
number  or  mcr^  into  trairnng,  that  he 
ha.d  shown  them  t-.  be  capable  of  rou- 
tiiu'work,  and  that  he  uejl  place(Uheni 
betore  the  country  as  possible  :\Iinibters. 
He  ho.d  now  to  *l)ide  his  time  in  oppo- 
sition again,  encouraging  his  foUowera 
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bv  atlack?,  bv  -rcat  field  days,  mid  by 
the  usual  ^v^^tchtulue^s  of  political  war- 
f-iro     The  chief  burdeu  of  this  ^york, 
of  cuursc,  fell  upon  Mr  Disraeli  in  the 
Il.ni-^e  oi  Coninions ,  but  Lord  Derby 
al-o  l^-jrc  his  .hare  of  the  burden  through 
five  more  years  of  opposition,  at  the 
end  of  which  time  he  was  again  enabled 
to  comfort  his  party  with  the  spoils  ot 
ofiice    It  was  still  as  before,  however, 
throivh  the  dissensions  of  the  opposite 
pi^rtv^and  not  through  the  strength  ot 
his  own  followiuGT,  that  he  was  able  to 
iustal  them  in  Downing-street.  Loixl 
Aberdeen  had  retired,  and  Lord  1  al- 
merston  was  in  power,  but  not  yet  wit  a 
such  absolute  devotion  from  his  party 
as  he  afterwards  received.   There  were 
still  niutiuccrs  among  them,  and  one 
da^-,  on  account  of  his  supposed  sub- 
servience to  Lrance,  they  turned  upon 
him,  and,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Tories,  placed  him  in  a  minority  which 
forced  him  to  resign.     Lord  Derby, 
himself  in  a  minority,  accepted  oiTice 
in  his  ])lace,  and  succeeded  in  forming 
a  ministrv  which  Avas  less  weak  than 
'  the  one  he  had  collected  in  1S32.  A 
ministry  which  could  boast  of  such  men 
as  Lord  Derby  himself,  :^Ir.  Disraeli, 
Sir  Edward  Lvtton,  Lord  Stanley,  Ge- 
neral  reel.   Sir  Hugh  Cairns,  Lord 
Kol)ert  Cecil,  Sir  John  rakingion.  Sir 
Scafford  Xorthcote,  could  not  well  be 
described  as  wanting  in  Liberal  ideas. 
^Yhat  it  most  wanted  was  to  secure  the 
support  of  ^Ir.  Gladstone,  who  ju^t  then 
huug  loose  from  party,  and  represented, 
if  not  in  numbers,  yet  in  weight,  a 
neutral  p  u'tv  of  not  a  little  power,  which 
would  go  far  to  turn  the  scales  in  a 
division.    Mr.  Gladstone   declined  to 
join  Lord  Derby's  cabinet;  but  he  was 
not  hostile  to  it,"  and  he  accepted  a  pro- 
posal made   to   him  by  Sir  Edward 
Lytton,  then  at  the  Colonial  Office,  that 
he  should  undertake  a  special  mission 
to  the  Ionian  Islands.    It  is  generally 
supposed  that  this  evidence  of  good- 
will miii'ht  have  been  nurtured  into  a 
closer  alliance  between  Mr.  Gladstone 
and  the  Tory  party ;  but  Lor<l  Derby 
had  as  little' sympathy  with  Ivlr.  Glad- 
stone as  with* Sir  II.  Peel:  he  cuuld 
not  help  making  a  poor  jest  about  the 
frultkssuess  of  that  mission  to  Greeee, 
and  Mr.  Gladstone  was  lost   to  the 
Tories  for  ever.    Still  the  Government 
was  move  than  respectable,  and  all  tiuit 
it  wanted  for  success  was  a  majority. 
One  thing  is  especially  to  be  noted 
about  it.  uuJ  that  Is  the  presence  in  the 
cabinet  of  a  father  and  sou,  the  father 


being  Lord  Derby  himself,  the  s<ni 
being  the  heir  to  his  titles  and  a  siarcs- 
mau  of  proved  ability.  _  Icwasamo-t 
extraordinary  combination,  but  it  may 
be  doubted  whether  the  father  had  a 
more  perfect  sympathy  with  the  grave 
sobriety  or  the  son  than  with  the  pomp- 
oiTsness  of  Sir  R.  Peel  or  the  ten-ible 
earnestness  of  Mr.  Gladstone. 

The  Tory  Ministry  of  185S-o9  made 
a  o-ood  fight.    L"i  face  of  considerable 
resistance  they  carried  their  India  Bill, 
by  which  the 'government  of  our  most 
splendid  dependency  was  transferred 
from  the  East  India  Company  to  the 
Sovereign;  and  in  a  most  memorable 
debate  on  Lord  Canning's  Indian  policy 
they  completely  routed  their  adverianes. 
Not  only  was  I.ord  ]_)erby's  Government 
successful  in  its  Indian  policy,  but  m 
other  respects  also  it  made  its  mark. 
Thus  the  Colonial  administration  ot 
Sir  Edward  Lvtton  showed  a  vigorous 
originality  which  gave  great  satisfac- 
tion; and  the  attempt  of  Mr.  Disraeli 
to  cam-  a  measure  of  parliamentary 
reform.'  althouuh  it  was  uusuccesslul, 
has  extorted  the  praise  even  oi  his 
opponents.    The  House  of  Commons 
rejected  this  scheme,  and  the  counnv 
when  it  vras  appealed  to  failed  to  give 
it  support.    But  the  real  reason  ^whv 
Lord  Der])v-'s  Government  was  di>piacea 
in  1831}  was  the  condition  of  aitairs 
abroad.    It  was  the  year  of  the  Italian 
war;  we  seemed  to  be  threatened  wira 
disttu-bance  on  all  sides  ;  questions  ot 
the  utmost  complication  and  ot  im- 
mense importance  were  pending:  and  it 
was  felt  to  be  of  paramount  necessit) 
that  the  statesman  who  had  shown 
most  power  to  deal  with  foreign  states 
and  courts  should  have  the  helm  m  lus 
hands.    Our  representatives  might  talk 
and  divide  on  questions  of  liome  politics 
^uch  as  that  of  parliamentary  retoriu; 
]->ut   before  and   behind  ail  was  one 
dominant  thought  of  the  time,  that  eair 
forei'ni  relations  needed  the  chict  at- 
tention,  and   that   Lord    Palmei>ton  . 
should  be  at  the  head  of  aft^i n-s.  boia 
Ealinerstoa  came  into  power;  heUl  it 
easiiv  for  the  remainder  of  his  in^', 
and 'was  followed  in  othce   by  Lord 
Eu>r^ell.     Tor   seven  long  years  tue 
Tovies  lam:ni<hed  in  the  wildernes-; 
and  It  at  Icn-th  thev  irot  their  rewaid, 
it  AviL-,  once  mure  not  throu-h  their  o\Nn 
strength,  but  rhrougii  the  disorgaiiV-;i- 
tivm  of  the  enemy  bereft  of  its  great 
leader.  ,   ,  i 

In  the  seven  years'  lutervai  -i^'-J^ 
Derby  began  to'  show  signs  of  a^.- 
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vancin*^  age.    It  was  not  in  his  mind, 
•,n,icf.drtliat  he  showed  signs  or  decay, 
iu  his  frame.    His  ^valk  became 
lo^seh^tic;  his  voice  lost  much  ot  it;! 
v;ond.Tful  tone:  we  began  to  hear  of  ten 
of  severe  illness:  and  it  was  undersTood 
tbut  he  was  dismcliued  to  enter  again 
ir.on  the  toil?  of  office.    Still  he  was 
Willine-  to  sacrifice  himself  to  his  party, 
and  ^vas  alwavs  ready  to  take  his  share 
of  work  on  any  battle-day.    ^o  one 
ioined  more  earnestly  than  he,  tor 
example,  in  the  struggles  of  his  party 
^vith  Mr.  Gladstone  wlien  the  French 
aVe-itv,  with  the   financial  questions 
relating  to  it,  was  under  discussion. 
His  speech  on  the  repeal  of  the  Paper 
Duty  was  a  Avonder  in  irs  way -a  mar- 
vel of  felicitous  statement  and  clear 
pa-rana-ement  of  hnancial  details;  but 
it  could  give  those  who  heard  it  no 
adequate  idea  of  his  old  style— its  mu- 
sic, its  fire,  its  rapidity,  its  irrcMstible 
d;;sh.    It  mav  be  regarded,  also,  as  a 
sio-n  of  a^^e,  though  certainly  not  ot 
de"cav,  tha:b  he  now  reverted  much  to 
his  books  and  to  the  studies  ot  bis 
voath.    He  set  himself  the  task  ot 
'translating  the  "  Hiad."    He  had  been 
fond  of  translation  in  his  youtn,  and 
had  cultivated  the  art  with  some  suc- 
cess, as  a  recent  collection  of  his  minor 
translations  from   various  lancruages, 
Greek,  Latin,  Italian,   and  French, 
abundantly  proves.    And  now,  m  his 
old  ao-e,  the  brilliant  chief  ivuirned  to 
his  claskcal  studies,  and  found  that  nc 
conld  bear  his  o-out  better  in  company 
with  the  Greeks.    That  he  should  un- 
dertake the  translation  of  Homer  shows 
that  he  liad  lost  nothing  of  his  old  seit- 
coniidencc.  ana  it  cannot  be  denied 
that  this  confidence  was  ju.^tihed     1  he 
translation  is  full  of  spirit;  does  honour 
both  to  Lord  Derby's  scholarship  and 
to  his  poetical  faculty;  and  we  can 
well  believe  that  it  gave  him  great  de- 
limit in  its  progress.    1  le  took  as  nmcli 
interest  in  IL  as  a  boy  author;  liked  io 
have  it  criticised,  and  enjoyed  praise 
of  his  work.    Tbe  work  had  been  a 
labour  of  love  to  bira,  and  he  felt  that 
he  had  been  succe>sful  in  it.       c  are 
not  <'oluir  to  make  invidious  compari- 
soDsTnor  to  say  that  it  sup.ersedes  other 
translations;  but  it  v^as  awork  .d  winch 
]--e  bad  reascm  to  bo  nrcuid,  which  scho- 
lars mav  con-^uU  with  advantage,  and 
which  tiiosc- who  ll:-:e  translations  will 
alwavs  read  with  pleasure. 

The  later  events  of  Lord  Derby  s 
career  are  so  recent  that  a  word  about 
them  n-iU  be  enough.    He  led  his  party 


into  power  in  the  summer  of  1866  ; 

durincc  the  next  year  the  great  Tory 
chief  "^induced  his  followers  to  pass  an 
Act  establishing  Household  Suffrage,  " 
and  early  in  the  following  one  he  re- 
sio-ned  the  direction  of  his  Goyemment 
and  of  his  party  to  Mr.  Disraeli,  him- 
self retirinfj  yery  much  into  private 
life,  and  content  to  serye  rather  as  an 
adnser  than  as  a  commander  of  the 
Tory  host.    In  this  new  position,  only 
one  year  after  he  had  resigned  nis 
conmiand,  he   saw   a  strange  thing 
Ijfippcn— the  House  of  Lords  on  a 
question  of  hiuh  policy  voting  one  way 
and  he  himself  voting  another,    it  is 
possible  that  had  he  continued  to  lead 
El's  party  he  would  have  voted  tor  the 
second  Veadino-  of  the   Irish  Church 
Bill,  but  havimr  resigned  the  command 
he  was  more  free  to  yote  accor.liug  to 
liis  wishes.  ,   -r^  i 

We  haye  spoken  of  Lord  Derby 
chietlv  as  a  statesman.    But,  after  all, 
it  is  the  man— ever  brilliant  and  mi- 
^^^^p.ivc— that  has  most  won  the  ad- 
miration of  his  countrymen.    He  was  a 
splendid  specimen  of  an  Englishman, 
and  whether  he  was  engaged  in  furious 
debate  with  demagogues,  or  m  lowly 
comersation  on  religion  with  little 
children,  or  in  parley  with  30ckeys, 
while  trainino- "  Toxophilite/'  or  render- 
in^  Homer  into  English  verse,  or  in 
stately  Latin  discourse  as  the  Chan- 
cellor of  his  University,  or  m  joyors 
talk  in  a  drawing-room  among  ladies 
whom  he  delighted  to  "  chaff,"  or  in 
carino-  for  the  needs  of  Lancashire 
operaUyes,  there  was  a  force  and  a  lu-c 
about  him  that  acted  like  a  spell.  Of 
all  his  public  acts  none  did  lam  more 
honour  and  none  made  a  deeper  im- 
pression on  the  minds  of  his  country- 
men than  that  to  which  we  haye  .iiist 
alluded— his  conduct  on  the  occasion 
of  the  cotton  famine  in  Lancashire 
No  man  in  the  kingdom  sympathised 
more  truly  than  he  with  the  distress  of 
the  poor  Lancashire   spinners,  ami, 
perhaps,  no  man  did  so  much  as  he  lor 
their  relief.    It  was  not  simjdy  that  he 
o-ave  them  a  princely  donation  ho 
worked  hard  for  them  in  the  committee 
w^hich  was  established  in  their  aid  :  he 
was,  indeed,  the  life  and  soul  of  the 
committee,  and  for   months   at  that 
bkter  time  he  went  about  doing  good 
by  precept  and  example,  so  that  my- 
riads in  Lancashire  now  bless  his  name. 
He  will  Ion <j;  live  in  ineme-.ry  as  one  ot 
the  most  remarkable,  and  indeed  irre- 
sistible, men  of  our  time— a  man  pri- 
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vatelj  beloved  and  publklY  admired, 
■who  sLowed  extraordinary  cleverness 
in  many  v.  uvs  ;  ^  us  the  greatest  orator 
of  his  (l;iv,  and  was  the  most  brilliant, 
though  not  the  most  successful,  Par- 
lianu-ntary  leader  of  the  last  half  cen- 
tury. 

IxDrd  Derby,  then  Mr.  Stanley,  mar- 
ried in  May  1825,  Emma  Caroline, 
sec(»nd  danjrhfer  of  Lord  Skelmersdalc, 
by  Avhom  he  hns  left  a  family  of  two 
sons,  and  a  danjihter.  The  elder  son, 
well  known  as  Lord  Stanley,  has  repre- 
sented Lynn  in  Pariiament  for  many 
years.  The  younger,  Captain  Stanley, 
IS  Member  of  Parliament  for  North 
Lancashire,  and  is  married  to  a  daughter 
of  Lord  Clarendon.  The  daughter. 
Lady  Emma,  is  married  to  Colonel 
Talbot  .—Abridged  from  the  Times. 

ViscouEt  Canterbury. 
Nov.  13,  Chesterfield-street,  W.  aged 
57,  the  Pight  Hon.  Charles  John  ^»ian- 
ners-Sutton,  second  Viscount  Canter- 
bury of  tlio  City  of  Canterbury,  and 
liarou  Buttesiord  of  Bottesford,  _  co. 
Leicester,  in  the  l*eerage  of  tlie  United 
Kingdom.  His  lordshi})  was  the  elder 
of  the  two  sons  of  the  first  Viscount, 
better  known  as  the  Right  Hon.  Sir 
Charles  Maimers-Sutton,  G.C.B.  for 
many  years  Speaker  of  the  Honse  of 
Conunons,  by  iiis  first  wife,  Charlotte, 
cldck  daughter  of  J.  Deuison,  esq.  of 
0>-intrton-hali,  Notts;  he  was  born 
April  l",  1S12,  and  succeeded  to  the 
Viscouutcy  on  the  death  of  his  father 
in  July,  1815.

Hayes,  Knt.  one  of  the  Justices  of  the 
Court  of  Queen's  Bench.    He  was  the 
second  son  of  the  late  Sheedy  Haye>, 
esq.  of  Judd-place,  Middlesex  (a-West 
Indian    proprietor),    by  Catlierine, 
daughter  of  John  Westgate,  esq.  an<l 
was  born  m  London  in  the  year  18n.'3. 
He  was  educated  at  Highgate,  and  at 
St.  Edmund's  Eoman  Catholic  Coll. 
near  Ware.    He  was  called  to  the  bar 
at  the  ^Middle  Temple  in  1830,  and 
went  the  Midland  (Jircuit,  where  ho 
speedily  secured  an  extensive  practice 
as  a  junior.    He  was  raised  to  the 
degree  of  serjeant-at-law  in  1850,  and 
obtained   a  patent  of  precedence  in 
1801,  soon  after  which  he  was  appointed 
Eecorder  of  Leicester.    In  1808,  when 
the  election  judges  were  added  to  tiio 
bench,  Mr.  Serjeant  Hayes  was  selected 
by  xMr.  Disraeli  to  be  one  of  the  three, 
and  he  took  his  seat  in  the  Queens 
Bench.    He  had  never  taken  an  active 
part  in  public  life,  nor  had  he  ever  been 
in  Parliament,  but  in  politics  he  was  a 
strong  Conservative.    "  In  private  life," 
says  the  La/v  Times,    he  was  greatly 
esteemed.    He  was  the  wittiest  man  at 
the  bar  ;  and  numberless  are  the  good 
things  he  said  atul  \^Tote,  or  for  which 
he  was  credited.    His  loss  will  be  long 
felt  by  his  many  attached  personal 
friends  in  the  profession,  to  whom  liis 
exaltation  to  the  bench  was  a  great 
satisfaction."    "  It  is  not  at  all  iuapos- 
sible."  says  a  contemporary,  "  that  tbe 
blow  which  cut  short  his  career  was 
accelerated  by  his  sensitive  eageniess 
to  discharge  rightly  the  duties  of  his 
office.    J^iving  at  Esher,  he  happened 
to  miss  the  train  which  was  to  convey 
him  to  the.  court,  Avhere  he  was  to  sit  at 
SViiil  Pi'iiis  at  Westminster.    He  was 
not  a  little  distin-bed  at  the  circum- 
stance, and  with  the  view  of  making n]i 
for  lost  time  protracted  his  sitting  till 
a  late  hour  in  the  day.    The  physical 
elf  ore,  cond)ined  with  nervous  annoy- 
a.nce,  may  easily  have  acted  on  some 
predisposition  to  the  fatal  malady  which 
crushed  him.    Sir  George  Hayes,  avc 
may  add,  was  broauht  up   a  Koman 
Catholic,  and  th.nigh  he  conformed  to 
the  Anglican  Chtu-ch,  it  was  rather 
from  tliat  easiness    of  temperament 
vt'hich  prompied  his  judgment  in  all 
matters  tlian  for  any  dogmatic  differ- 
ence from  the  teaching  of  his  early 
davi:.    Eor  the  rest,  though  he  cannot 
be  said  to  have  left  his  mark  on  the 
history  of  our  law,  he  will  be  long  re- 
membered in  legal  circles  for  his  ready 
wit  and  t_[uaiiit    humour,  so  often

George  Peabodr,  Esq. 

Nov  4  at  sO.  Eatoij'-s.iuarc.  the  re- 
sidence ot  Sir  C.  M.  Lampoon,  BarL 
a-cd  74,  Geor-e  Peabody,  esq.  the 
eminent  philanthropist. 

It  is  not  ofien  that  a  self-made  man 
however  successful,  makes  a  lortune  ot 
a  million  storlin-  :  and  it  happens  lo^ 
ofteu  stiU  that  the  maker  ot  sucu  a 
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forhme  has  the  heart  and  the  will  to 
hestoTT  the  half  of  it  in  his  lifetime  on 
philanthroijic  -tvorks  in  his  O'.vn  country 
or  in  that  of  his  adoption.  Yet  this  is 
what  Mr.  George  reabody  has  done. 
To  say  norliini^  of  immense  benefac- 
tions to  the  Harvard  University,  to  the 
Southern  Educational  Euud,  and  to 
charities  in  hib  native  State  of  ^Slas- 
sachnsetts,  the  exact  amount  of  which 
was  probably  known  to  no  one  hvx  him- 
self the  deceased  gentleman  bestowed 
on  the  poor  of  I-ondoa  upwards  of  a 
quarter  of  a  million  of  money,  in  three 
instalments,  ^\-ithin  the  last  few  years, 
to  be  laid  out  for  their  benefit  under 
the  control  of  a  body  of  trustees,  of 
whom  Lord  Stanley— nov»- Lord  Derby- 
has  been  a  prominent  and  active  member. 

A  native  of  Danvcrs,  in  INIassachu- 
?ctt3,  George  Peohody  was  born  on  the 
18th  Feb.  1795.  His  father,  though 
oriirinally  in  humble  circumstances, 
Ti-as  vrelf  descended,  for  he  was  prwud 
to  boast  that  he  came  of  the  old  Pil- 
grim stock.  Six  generations  back  one 
Francis  Pebody,  or  Pabody,  from 
•Northamptonshire,  or  —  according  to 
another  accottnt— from  St.  Alban's.  in 
Hertfordshire,  crossed  the  Atlantic  and 
settled  in  New  England.  He  found  a 
home  at  Topsfield,  a  small  xo\\u  in  the 
heart  of  Es^ex,  :\rassachusctts,  where 
he  built  the  tirst  mill  in  the  neighbour- 
hood, and  became  an  independent  man. 
Not  a  few  of  the  Peboiiies  have  been 
since  distinguished  in  ^Massachusetts 
for  their  moral  worth  and  patriotism; 
and,  considerimr  the  stern  obi  Puritan 
stock  from  wbich  they  were  sprung, 
it  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that  some 
of  them  took  a  leading  part  in_  their 
neiiihbnurhood  on  the  side  of  liberty 
in  the  War  of  Independence,  in  which 
thev  bori  arms,  while  otliers  of  the  same 
race  wrote  and  preached  in  advocacy  of 
peace,  temperance,  and  humnn  brother- 
hood. 

Prom  a  child  George  Peabody  had  to 
rely  on  his  own  exertions.  At  eleven  he 
was  apprenticed  to  a  Mr.  Sylvester 
I'roctor,  wlio  kept  a  "  grocery  store  "  at 
Danvcrs.  II-jic"  lie  spent  fottr  years, 
nr.til  at  the  ago  of  lirieeu  he  felt  anxious 
to  try  hi-  band  at  business  on  a  larger 
scaic.  Vriih  this  object  in  view,  aftcr 
a  vf.ir  spent  v^ilh  iiis  Qramliatber  in 
Yerm.>ni',  be  joined  b.is  brother  David 
in  ISll  in  a  dry-goods  slion  wb.ich  he 
had  oj.cned  at  >."v\vbuiy]Hn-i.  A  hre, 
however,  d.c.-troyod  tlie  gre;iter  part  of 
the  town,  and  anuni-  otlier  Inmses  that 
o£  the  Ptabodies.  But  George  Peabody 


was  not  made  of  such  stuff  as  to  give 
way  to  despair,  or  even  to  despond.  Ho 
remembered  that  he  had  an  uncle.  John 
Peabody,  who  was  settled  in  the  district 
of  Columbia;  and  just  as  the  youth  was 
thinking  of  going  to  seek  him  ottt,  the 
uncle  sent  him  an  invitation  to  come 
and  join  him.  He  did  so,  and  soon  be- 
came the  leadino'  spirit  and  the  main- 
stav  of  the  busines^s  intntsted  to  his 
hands.  This  wa-s  in  May,  1812.  "War 
with  England  was  clo^e  at  hand.  T\vo 
months  later  a  British  tieet  ascended  the 
Potomac,  and  menaced  the  capital  e,nd 
its  neighbouring  ports.  In  this  emer- 
gency, the  young  clerk,  though  not  yet 
of  age,  joined  a  volunteer  company  of 
artillery,  and  did  active  duty  for  some 
months' at  Port  AVarburton;  and,  to  itse 
the  words  of  an  American  ^\Titer,  "  if 
he  gained  here  no  military  honours,  at 
least  he  showed  that  he  had  within  him 
the  soul  of  a  patriot  and  the  nerve  of  a 
soldier.'" 

Having  spent  two  years  in  his  uncle's 
service,  we  next  tind  him  attracting  the 
attention  of  a  :\rr.  Elisha  Eig£i-s.  Avho 
invited  him  to  join  him  in  the  dry-goods 
trade,  George  Peabody  transacting  and 
managing  the  basiness,  for  which  Kiggs 
found  the  capital.  To  all  concerned 
the  partnership  of  Eiggs  and  Peabody 
proved  a  most  successtul  and  satisfac- 
tory arrangement.  In  1815  the  house 
was  removed  to  Baltimore:  seven  year? 
later  its  extended  oj^erations  were  such 
as  to  justify  the  establi^hing  and  open- 
ing of  branches  at  Philadelphia  and 
New  York;  and  shortly  afterwards  by 
the  retirement  of  Mr.  "Eiggs,  George 
Peabody  found  himself  the  senior  part- 
ner, and  the  virtual  director,  of  one  of 
the  largest  of  mercantile  firms. 

Hir.iHg  spent  several  years  in  ma- 
naging the  house  in  Baltimore,  during 
which,  we  may  here  remark,  he  was 
more  than  once' charged  with  iniportant 
financial  ncL^Hiations  for  the  State  of 
iMarvland,  he  resolved  in  I'^ill  to  take 
up  his  abode  in  England.  In  that  year 
he  came  to  London,  and,  retiring  a  few 
year^  later  from  the  American  firm,  he 
'estaldished  hiui-elf  in  the  City  as  a 
mercluint  an<l  banker,  in  the  American 
sense  of  the  term,  f.ir  lie  wa'^  seaveely 
a  banker  in  the  sense  accepted  licre 
"  Like  the  hlothschilds  and  the  Barir.'js. 
he  loaned  nn^ney,  ehinnioddriifts.  bonulit 
st<-icks,  and  held  dei>osirs  for  custonu-v.-; 
but  he  did  nwt,  like  English  bunkers, 
pay  out  money."  Tiie  m.^-rninuie  of 
his  transaeiions  in  that  ca[iaciiy,  per- 
haps, fell  ;:hort  of  one  or  two  other  gri^at 
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nouses  of  tlie  same  class;  but  in  honour, 
faith,punctuality,  and  public  conhdencc 
the  firm  of  George  Peabody  arid  ot 
Warnford-court,  stood  second  to  none 

Mr  Peabody  had  not  been  h)ng  m 
En-hand  %vhcri  those  untoward  event^ 
occun-ed  which  shook  .\.mer.can  credit 
abroad,  and  brought  so  ^^^^^  reproaA 
on  the  American  name:-'  The  default 
of  some  of  the  States,  and  the  empo- 
rarv  inability  of  others  to  meet  thcu 
obligations,  and  the  failure  ot  ^«veral  ot 
our  moneyed  institutions,  threw  doubt 
and  distrust  on  all  American  securities. 
That  o-reat  svmpatheric  nerve  ot  1 1.. 
commtScial  world  -credit-as  far  a.  ^c 
United  States  was  concerned,  was  tor 
the  time  paralysed.    At  that  monieivt 
and  it  was  a -trying  one^Ir.  Peabody 
not  only  stood  firm  himselt,  but  he  Avas 
the  cause  of  hrmness  lu  others  Ihs 
iudo-ment  commanded  respect;  bis  in- 
teoritv  won  back  the  reliance  which 
men  had  been  accustomed  to  place 
upon  American  securities."         ^  . 

It  is  because  Mr.  Peabody,  at  that 
tiTing  lime,  rose  far  above  the  mere 
financier-coming  to  the  rescue  with 
his  true  American  heart  as  well  as  witk 
his  English  purse  and  English  credit- 
that  he  rose  at  once  into  tne  rank  ot 
public  benefactors.  Towards  ^larvlaud, 
his  adopted  State  on  the  other  sideot 
the  Atlantic,  his  services  were  of  a 
special  character.    Under  an  Act  of  the 
Marvland  Assembly,  he  had  been  made, 
in  1835,  one  of  three  Commissioners  to 
BCgotiale  a  loan  for  the  State  Ihe 
loan  was  obtained,  and  the  credit  of  the 
State,  after  suif ering  for  a  time,  was  re- 
stored   For  his  services  m  the  attair 
Mr   Peabodv  declined  all  compensa- 
tion; but,  in         he  was  rewarded  !)V 
a  special  vote  of  thanks  on  the  part  of 
the  Eeai^lative  Assembly. 

At  the  time  of  the  Great  Exhibition 
of  1851,  Mr.  Peabody  redeemed  the  good 
name  of  his  countr) men  bv  proinptly 
supDlving  a  sum  of  15,o00  dols.  which 
was  required  in  order  to  phice  the  con- 
tributions of  America  in  m-derly  array, 
and  to  save  that  country  troni  putting 
in  an  appearance  quire  unworthy  of  its 
public  and  private  enterprise.    In  Jnne 
1S51>.  the  town  of  Dauvers  kept  the 
centonarv  anniversary  of  it>  touuda- 
tion  AllDanversob^ervedthedaya. 
amd^licfesuvah  a  public  dinner  w.is 
o-iVen.    Mr.  Peabody  wa>  m  England, 
Srd  therefore  could  not  be  prc>ent  in 
person,  but  in  his  letter  ot  apology  ue 
kclosed  a  cheque  for  l>U,Om>  (lols.  for 
educational  purposes  in  hismitive  tovvu. 


This  munificcnfc  donation  he  subse- 
quently followed  up  with  others  on  a 
lar-er  ^cale,  and  we  believe  that  ttie 
Peabodv  Institute  "  stands  at  Danvers 
as  a  la^tino-  memorial  of  no  less  than 
500,000  dols.,  bestowed  by  Mr.  Peabody 
PS  a  free  ^ift  durinrr  the  donor  slitetime, 
^  In  1852  we  find  Mr.  Peabody's  name 
hrou^'ht  before  the  puldic  as  a  bene- 
factor in  another  licht;  we  mean  as  a 
o-enerous  contributor  to  the  American 
expedition  sent  out  to  the  Arctic-  regions 
in  search  of  Sir  John  Eranklm,  under 
Dv  Eli«hn  Kane.   A  private  individual 
o^ered  a  vessel  for  the  purpose  on  con- 
dition that  Congress  should  make  a 
grant  of  money  in  aid  of  the  expedi- 
tion; and  when  time  ran  on,  and  Con- 
cn-e<s  seemed  inclined  to  do  nothing  m 
the  matter,  Ylv.  Peabody  provided  the 
means  for  equipping  the  Advance.  By 
this  timely  aid  Dr.  Kane  was  enabled 
to  canT  'out  his  enterprise    and  the 
nnme  of  "  Peabody  Eand  "  will  be  found 
marked  upon  part  of  the  northern  shores 
which  that  gallant  discoverer  then  vi- 

^"in  1850-7  Mr.  Peabodv  paid  a  visit, 
after  all  but  twenty  years'  absence  to 
bis  native  land.    It  is  almost  needless 
to  say  that  he  was  most  gratetuily  re- 
ceived and  warmly  welcomed  both  aC 
Danvers  and  at  BaUimore,  and  that 
Kew  York  and  Boston  united  m  paying 
him  honour.    At  Baltimore,  tlie  srene 
of  his  early  mercantile  successes,  he  re- 
solved to  repeat  the  benevolent  ex]>eii- 
ment  which  he  had  n>ade  at  Danvers 
hv  <.-ivin<-  500,000  dols.  for  the  purpose 
of  establishing  in  the  capital  o.  ^laiy- 
land  a  Eiteran'  and  Scientific  Tnsntnte 
^vhollv  unseetarian 
Besides  this  outh.y  ^Ir.  Peobody  >  von- 
tribmion  to  the   American  ^-"^^^^"^ 
Educational  Eund  long  since  anu^unted 
to    000.000  dols.,  and,  for  all  we  know, 
maV  be  possibly  in  excess  of  that  sum 

But  the  dee<l  by  which  bis  namewul 
be  longest  remembered  m  this,  his  late 
adopted  eountiy,  i^  his  noble  gitt  oi  a 
quarter  of  a  million  to  the  porter  chi-es 
of  our  -reat  metrr-polis,  which  ^^■e  have 
so  often  had  occaMon  to  mention  in 
the-e  columns,  and  which  has  alreaciy 
borne  fruits  bv  the  erection  of  liomes 
for  the  workinl'  classes  in  various  parts 
;     of  Eondon.     This  act  of  "princely 
munificence,"  as  it  was  styled  by  ller 
Maie^rv  in  an  ant  'irraph  letter  whu'li 
;be  iMblres>ed  to  ^.Ir.  Peabody,  w=^,s  one 
on- which,  at  the  time  that  it  w;^s  nuM  e 
public,   we   commented    as  wh(ul> 
without  paralltlj"  and,  now  that  more 
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than  two  years  have  passed  by,  we 
can  heartily  endorse  her  Majesty's 
happy  expression,  by  remarkiug  that 
it  is  an  act  which  will  ever  carry  its 
best  reward  in  the  consciousness  of 
havinp:  contributed  so  largely  to  the 
assistance  of  those  who  can  so  little 
help  themselves  as  the  poor  of  London." 
All  sorts  of  honours  v-'ere  offered  to 
;Mr.  Peabody  in  recognition  of  his 
generosity ;  among  others,  that  of 
"  either  a' baronetcy  or  the  Grand  Cross 
of  the  Order  of  the' Bath"  by  the  Queen 
herself;  but  he  declined  them  one  and 
all,  v.-iscly  contenting  himself  with  the 
thought  that  he  would  be  best  remem- 
bered on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic  as 
plain  George  Peal)od\.  He  supple- 
mented this  act  of  "princely  muni- 
ficence," as  our  readers  will  remember, 
h"i<t  year  by  a  further  donation  of 
300,000/.  for  the  same  benevolent  pur- 
poses. 

One  honour,  and  one  honour  only, 
England  conferred  upon  the  great  bene- 
factor of  modern  Loudon — that  of  a 
statue,  Avhieh  Avas  publicly  inaugurated 
bv  the  Prince  of  "Wales  so  recently  as 
July  la^t,  in  the  presence  of  the  Lord 
}kLiyor,  the  aldermen,  and  citizens  of 
London,  the  Governor  of  the  Bank  of 
iMiglatid,  the  American  ^Minister,  and 
ft  host  of  distinguished  personages.  The 
s^tatue,  which,  as  most  of  our  readers 
will  remember,  is  close  by  the  Pioyal 
Kxcliange,  represents  Mr.  Peabody  in 
a  sitting  attitude.  The  figtire  is  the 
work  of  an  American  sculptor,  jlr. 
Story.  The  City  of  London,  about  the 
same  time,  conferred  its  freedom  on 
Mr.  Peabody. 

In  concltiding  this  memoir  of  the 
great  philanthropist  wlio  has  passed 
av.-ay  from  among  us,  we  feel  that  we 
may  be  excused  for  repeating  here  otu- 
own  words  of  hope  and  exhortation: — 
"  It  is  not.  indeed,  every  one  who  has  a 
quarter  of  a  million  to  give  away,  nor 
is  it  always  the  wisest  or  most  cliari- 
tai)le  plan  "to  intrust  its  administration 
to  other-.  A  stranger,  wlio  is  uniible 
]KTsonally  to  superintend  the  applica- 
tion of  such  a  Sinn,  add-*  to  the  obli- 
gation of  his  mnniticent  gift  by  intrust- 
ii-.i:  others  with  its  management.  But 
Knuli-!i  'jentlemen  and  capiLalists 
mi;  ;it  w.-l]  bovTo^v  snnic  of  tbeir  sjjare 
t'iiic,  as  wi'll  ;is  snare  money,  in  giving 
their  prrsnn:vl  cjVovTs  to  the  imiirove- 
me!it  of  the  c  >!!'liriou  of  ilicir  ]>oorer 
n.  i'jUb'tr.rs.  If  every  one  would  do 
b-.df  as  nmcb  in  his  own  inmaediatc 
iK-ighbourhoyd,  according  toliis  ability, 


as  IVIr.  Peabody  has  done  for  a  strango 
country,  the  condition  of  the  poor  woul'l 
soon  cease  to  present  those  sad  and 
difficult  problems  which  now  mar  the 
enjoyment  of  our  highest  prosperity. 
Mr.  Peabody's  name  ought,  in  any  case, 
to  be  always  cherished  in  the  gratitude 
of  the  public;  and  he  will  be  remem- 
bered by  all  classes  of  our  countrymen 
as,  both  by  act  and  by  example,  one  of 
the  greatest  benefactors  of  the  London 
poor." — The  Times. 

The  Eev.  W.  Harness. 

Xov.  11,  at  the  Deanery,  Battle, 
Sussex,  in  consequence  of  an  accidental 
fall,  aged  79,  the  Rev.  William  Har- 
ness, M.A.  Prebendary  of  St.  Paul's, 
and  Vicar  of  Ail  Saints',  Princes  Gate, 
Knightsbridge. 

The  deceased  was  bom  in  3  790,  and 
was  educated  at  HaiTow  and  Christ's 
Coll.  Cambrido-e,  where  he  graduated 
B.A.  in  1S12  and  M.A.  in  1815.  The 
reverend  gentleman,"  says  a  writer  in 
the  Times,  *'vv-as  one  of  the  last  liuks 
which  united  the  present  generation 
with  the  literary  era  which  shone  in 
the  earlier  decade  of  this  century. 
During  iris  school  days,  at  Harrow,  he 
became  intimate  with  Lord  Byron,  and 
their  friendship  Avas  only  terminated 
bv  death.  If  any  could  doubt  Mhether 
Byron  was  capable  of  true  and  nOble 
feeling,  this  brotherly  attaclnnent, 
equally  honourable  to  both,  would  be  a 
sitliicient  answer;  and  it  is  worthy  of 
retnark  that,  notwithstanding  the  ex- 
tent of  their  corres])ondencc,  the  ma- 
ligned poet  never  wrote  a  single  line  to 
him  '  which  might  not  have  been  ad- 
dressed to  the  most  delicate  woman.* 
]\[any  of  these  letters  are  published  in 
^Moore's  Life  of  Byron.  Mr.  Harness 
indignantly  repudiated  the  charge 
lately  broiight  against  his  friend,  and 
considered  that  Lady  Byron  entirely 
misunderstood  his  erratic  but  not  un- 
amiable  character.  On  leaving  Christ's 
College,  Caml>ridge,  3>[r.  Harness  was 
ordained  to  tiie  curacy  of  Kilmerston, 
aiul  made  iiimself  so  iuip])y  with  his 
books  and  country  duties  that  only  the 
earnest  representations  of  his  family 
rescued  his  talents  from  obscurity,  and 
placed  him  in  a  more  promiitent  posi- 
tion. He  then  became  incumbent  of 
IJegent-square  Chapel,  St.  Paiicras, 
■\'>here  his  liberal  views  aiul  genial 
temperament  made  him  beloved  by  :ill. 
He  soui^hc  tf)  i»er;suade  men  1)y  setting 
forth  the  beauty  of  godliness  —  by 
dwcUing  more  upon  the  promises  than

Pacini's  music  is 
forgotten;  but  there  are  dilettanti  still 
living  who  remember  the  impression 
created  by  the  ingenuous  and  prepos- 
ee:'sini:  Medora.  One  of  Giulia's  warm- 
est asimirers  was  Beilini.who,  just  then 
]i;-t'[uiring  JVoniia  for  Pasta,,  instinct- 
ively recognised  in  the  young  stranger 
the  beai/  idtnl  of  his  Adalgisa.  The 
liow  uriiversally  ceiebruted  opera  was 
produced  at  the  Scala,  on  January  1 
{xha  fttc  of  Santo  Stefano),  183-,  with 
I'asta,  Donzelli,  and  Giulia  Grisi  in 
the  three  principa  characters.  It  is 
\\onh  remarking  that  the  lirst  act  was 
a  cvimph'to  '•Jiii.^co;"  and  that  it  was 
\vA  till  the  duet  between  Norma  aiid 
Ad.il^cisa  ("  Deh,  coute  ")  that  the 
nndiciico  began  to  applaud.  The  some- 
what c«>nimoriphice  quick  movemeut 
whicii  terminates  this  duet  created  ex- 
truoriiinary  enthusiasm;  and  this  so 
niiLTorcd  Pa>ta  that  she  turned  to  Grisi 
and  cxelaimod,  contemptuously,  within 
hcariiigof  the  audience — iJcco  i  cono- 
^ritori.'^  But  fr;im  that  point  to  the 
fiid  Jill  went  oif  well;  and  Xorma  was 
ftu  iinctpi.ivocal  success.  It  is  more 
tiiuM  likviy  that  to  the  40  representa- 
ti.>!is  vliifh  cusaed,  vrith  Madame 
P.ista  as  the  Druidess,  we  owe  the 
Norma  whicli  for  a  very  long  time  up- 
held the  reputation  of  Grisi  more  than 
perhaps  any  of  her  other  impersona- 
tions— not  excepting  even  Anna  Bolena 
(iii  wluth,  at  Milan,  she  also  played 
Jane  Seymour,  to  Pasta's  Queen),  Se- 
miraniidc,  and  Lucrezia  B^nria.  That 
(iri-i's  Norma  and  Anna  Bolena  were 
closely  modciie/c  upon  the  Norma  and 
Anna  Bolena  of  Pasta  (who  was  first 
to  iiitroriuee  these  operas  ro  London,  at 
the  Kiatr's  Theatre — Anna  Bolena  in 
1  yurma  in  1883)  lias,  by  connois- 
seur-, bet  !i  unanimously  admitted.

Once  across  the 
frontier,  she  left  both  Lanari'  and 
jNIerelli  without  redress.  At  Paris  she 
met  her  aunt,  ]Madame  Crassini,  and 
her  sister  Giuditta.  Kossini,  at  that 
time,  in  co-operation  with  AOL  Robert 
and  Severini<  superintending  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Italian  Opera  (Kue  Favart), 
concluded  an  engagement  with  his  old 
protegee  for  a  series  of  years  ;  and 
Giulia  Grisi  made  her  debut  before  the 
not  easily  satisfied  Parisians  in  the 
great  Italian  master's  own  opera  Sent  i- 
rantide,  w  iih  a  success  by  many  still 
vividly  borne  in  mind.  At  Paris,  later, 
during  this  tirst  season,  Giulia  appeared 
in  /  Ca2)ulctti  e  Jlonteechi,  of  Bel- 
lini; in  iJo/i  Glonnini  (as  Zerlina, 
with  Pubini  as  Ottavio,  and  Tamburini 
as  the  hero);  in  Anna  Bolena,  qmA  \n 
other  works.  In  the  aittumn  of  18H:}, 
after  six  months'  leisure  devoted  assi- 
duously to  study,  she  again  came  to 
Paris,  playing  Kosina  in  the  Barh'iere 
(Rossini's  of  course),  Avith  Rubini  as 
the  Count,  and  Tamburini  as  the 
Barber;  La  Gazza  Ladra,  in  which 
opera,  as  Ninetta,  she  won  a  signal 
triumph;  in  Don  Giovanni  (this  time 
as  Donna  Anna,  the  Zerlina  being 
^Madame  Ungher).  ^cc.  The  great 
event,  however,  of  Grisi's  second  season 
in  Paris  was  the  juoduction  of  Bellini's 
last  opera,  /  Buritani  (little  .  more 
than  half  a  year  after  the  production 
of  I  Parltani  Bellini  died) — composed 
expressly  for  Rubini,  Tambm-ini,  La- 
blache,  and  herself,  and  performed  with 
a  success  which  Rossini  himself  has 
commemorated  in  a  letter  to  be  cited 
again  and  again  for  its  critical  acumen 
and  its  wit. 

But  Grisi's  career  in  Paris  has  less 
interest  for  us  than  her  career  in 
London,  v^'hich,  however,  is  too  well 
known  to  readers  taking  an  interest  in 
operatic  affairs  to  stand  in  want  of 
detailed  description.  Her  fu-st  appear- 
ance at  the  old  theatre  in  the  Hay- 
market  was  on  the  8th  of  April,  183i, 
as  Ninetta,  in  Jai  Gazza  Ladra,  with 
Rubini  as  Giannetto,  Znchelli  as  Fer- 
nando Yillabella  (afterwards  one  of 
Tamburini 's  most  famous  characters), 
and  Tamburini  as  the  ilagistrate.  This 
memorable  event  Avas  recorded  at  con- 
siderable lenirtb  in  the  colnnms  of  The 
T'nne!i,  on  the  following  day;  and  an 
extract  or  tw.)  from  the  article  may 
bo  not  altogether  uninteresting  now  : —
